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T he Tranflatar embraces this opportunity of retaining thanks to his 
friend Colonel Poller, for having enabled him to give the particulars 
of the Tukseem Jumma, or Rent Roll, in a ftate of greater perfection than 
he otherwife could polEbly have done. This gentleman was at the pains 
to collate, with feveral ancient manufcripts, the copy from v-thich this part 
of the tranflation is made. 

Although it be pollible that fome few of the names, in the diftiiSs leaft 
known to us, may not be completely correfl, yet, upon the whole, we may

venture to aflert, that nothing of the kind, even fo perfeft as this, has 

ever appeared in any Eui^p^n language j and we therefore hope it will 

% 

prove an acceptable addition to hiltorical and geographical learning. 


Since the publication of the firft volume of this woik, the honourable 
Board have favomed the tranllator with the following recommendation to 
the Court of DireElors :

in which we originally viewed it, we beg leave to recommend it to your 
conlideration, either to make or authorife the fubfcription we intended on 
ihe Company’s account.”

TN the foiticth year of his majefliy’s reign, his dominions confifled of one 
hundred and five Sircars (i), fabdividcd into two thoufaiid fevcn 
hundred and thirty-feven Kufbahs fa), the revenue of which he fettled 
for ten years, at the annual rent of three Arribs, fixty-two Crore, 
lunety-feven Lacks, fifty -five thoufand two hundied and forty,fix Dams fg), 
or Sicca Rupees, 9,0743881. 2. 5. 

rhe empire was then parcelled into twelve grand divifions, and each 
was committed to the government of a Soobadar [or Viceroy), upon which 
OiwCafion the Sovereign of the world dillributed twelve Lacks of beetle. 
The names of the Soobahs (or Viceroyal lies) were Allahabad, Agra, Owdh, 
Ajmeer, Ahmedabad, Bahar, Bengal, Dehly, Cabul, Lahoor, Multan, and

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Malwa! v/lien his majefty conquered Berar, Klianileefs, and Ahmednagar, 
they -were formed into three Soobahs, increaling the number to fifteen [4). 

I fiiall give a fuccmEl defciiption of the moft remarkable countries j 
as alfo of their feveral princes, together with the periods in which they, 
lived. 


The SOOBAH of BENGAL. 

SINCE I propofe to begin my defenpLion of thefe poffeffions frora- 
Bengalj which is the lowelt exticmity of Hindoftan, and to carry it to 
Zabuliftan, I hope that, while I am writing, not only Turan and Iran, but 
alfo other countries may be added to the account. 

After having dcfciibed the country which lies to the cafi, I ihall proceed 
to the north, from thence defeend to the foutb, and conclude with the 
weftem divifioiis. 

The Sonbah of Bengal is lituated in the fecond climate. From Chitta- 
gong to Kurhee is four hundred Cofe difference of longitude; and from 
the northern range of mountains to the fouthern extremity of Sircar Mada- 
run, comprehends two hundred Cofe of latitude. And when OrilTa was 
added to Bengal, the additional length was computed to be forty three 
Cofe, and the breadth twenty Cofe (5).

Bengal 
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Bengal (iiicUiding Oiifla) has the foa on the eaft. Is bounded by moun- 
tains on the north and fouth, and on the weft joins to the Soobah of Bahar. 
Efau Afghan earned his conquefts towaids the caft into a country called 
Ehatty, which is reckoned a part of this Soobah, and caufed the Kootbah 
[or prayer) to be read, and coin to be ftruck in the name of his prefenL 
majefty. Nothing rcmaikablc is related of this couniry, excepting that 
the mangoe trees, which produce vciy delicious fruit, arc not fo high as the 
■ordinary ftaturc of a man. 

Bordering upon Chatty is a vciy extcnfive country, fubjett to the chief 
of Tiprahj him they ftylc Ycyah Manick; and whoever arc poflefTcd of 
Rajahflnps heai the title of Manick at die end of their names, and all the 
nobility arc called Narain. Their military force confifts of a thoufand ele- 
phants, and tv/o hundi ed thoufand infantry, but they have few or no cavalrj^^. 

To the noithwaid of Bengal is tlie province of Coach, the chief of 
which commands a thoufand horfc, and one hundred thoufand foot. 
Kamroop (which i.s alio called Kainioo and Kaintah) makes a part of his 
dominion. The inhabitants of Kauiioop arc faid to be extremely ban d- 
lomc; and they arc reported to be very flcilful in magic. Many incre- 
dible Hones arc told of the natural produflions of this place j fuc,h as 
flowers that retain ihcir colour and fmcll many months after being gather- 
ed, and of which they make chaplets; trees that being cut fend forth 
11 reams of delicious liquor ; and mangoes that grow upon a kind of vine. 

The dominions of the Rajah of Afliam join to Kamroop: he is a very 
powerful piincc, lives in great Hrito, and when he dies, his principal attend- 
■ants, both male and female, arc volimlarily buiicd alive withliis corpfe. 

Adjoining 
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Adjoining to Afliam is Tibet, bordering upon Khatai, ■which is properly 
Mahacheen, vulgarly called Macheen. The capital of Khatai is Khan 
Baleegh, four days journey from the fea, to which there is a large artificial 
canal, lined with ftone. Alexander of Greece is reported to have entered 
that country by this canal. And it is faid that there is another paflage, by 
■which you may reach the fea in four days and four nights. 

To the fbuth-eaft of Bengal is a large country, called Arkung (or Aracan) 
to which the Bunder (or port) of Chittagofg’ properly belongs. Here are 
plenty of elephants, but great fcarcity of horfes; alfo camels and alTes are 
very high priced. Neither cows nor buffaloes are found in this country ; 
but there are animals of a middle fpecies between thofe, whofe milk the 
people drink; they are pied and of various colours. Their religion has 
no kind of agreement either witli the Mahommedan qr Hindoo; Twin 
brothers and fitters may intermarry, and only mother and fon are prohi- 
bited from it. They pay implicit obedience to the.wiil of' their priefts, 
whom they ftyle Wallee. When the prince holds a court, the foldiers wives, 
attend, whilft their hufbands remain in their houfes. The completion o£ 
thefe people is dark ; and the men. are heardlefs. 

Near to this tribe is Pegu, which former writers called Cheen, account- 
ing this to be the capital city. Their military force confifts of elephants 
and infantry. Some of their elephants are white. Clofe to this country 
are. fome mines of metals and precious ftones, which, are the fubjet of 
continual conteMion betwixt the chjefe of Pegu, Aracan, and the Mugs. 

. Bungaleh, originally, was- caile^-Bung;? it dferived the additional A1 
■^m that being the name given to- the mourids of earth which the ancient 

Rajahs 
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Rajabs caufed to be raifed in the low lands, at the foot of the hills; their 
breadth was ufually twenty cubits, and height ten cubits. 

The air of Bengal is very temperate. The periodical rains commence 
in April, and continue for fomewhat more than fix months. During this 
feafon the low lands are fometimes- entirely overflowed, excepting the 
mounds of earth defcribed above. For a long time paft the air of Bengal 
had been unhealthy at the leaving off of the rains, afflifting both man and 
cattle ; but under the aufpK . of his prefent majefty this calamity has 
ceafed (6). 

This Soobah abounds with rivers, the finefl; of which is the Gang (or 
Ganges}, wbofe fource has never been traced. The Hindoo priefts fay that 
it flows from the hair of Mahadeo; From the northern mountains it 
runs through the Soobah of Dehly, Agra, Allahabad, and Bahar, into 
Bengal-. Near the town of Cazyhuttah, in the Sircar of Barbuckabad, at 
which place it is called the Pudhawuity, it fends a branch to the eaft, 
which empties itfelf into the fea at Chittagong. The main river in its 
eourfe to the fouthward form-s three ftreams, the Sirfutty, the Jown, and 
the Gung; which three ftreams are colleftively called, in the Hindovee 
language^ Tirpunny, and they are all held in high veneration, by the Hin- 
doos*. The Gujig, after having divided into a thoufand channels, joins the 

(6) In the beginning of April (and fometimes earlier in t&e'fouthern parts of Bengal) 
there are frequent fiorms of thunder, lightning, wind, and rain, from the north-weft quarter;, 
thefe fqualls moderate the heat very much, at^d they continue till the fetting in of tlieperi- 
odical rains, which generally Commencejn the beginning of June, and by which the country 
is in many parts overflowed. If the rains break up early in September^ the weather is ih- 
tenfely hot, and the inhabitants are very iickly.* . ^ ^

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fea at Satagong, and tlie Sirfutiy and Jawn difcharge therafclves in like 
manner. The learned amongft the Hindoos have compofed volumes in 
praife of thefe watersj all parts of v'hicli ai c !kid to be holy, but fomc 
particular places are eftcemed more fo than others. The great people 
have the water of the Ganges brought to them from vail diftances, it being 
elleetned neceflary in die performance of lame itligious ceremonies. The 
water of the Ganges has been celebrated in all ages, not only for its lanElity^ 
but alfo on account of Us fweetnefs, ligh'tnefs, and wholcfomenefs, and foi'j 
that U does not bcconae putiid though kept for years. 

There is another very laigc liver, called Lcihumputter, which lunc 
from Khatai to Coach, and fi ora thence through riazoohah to the lea. 

The fea of Bengal, vhich is a bay of the or can, goes on one fide to 
Cafrah, and on the other to Kulzura of Egypt, and. fiom thence to Perfu, 
where, by the natives, u is called the fea of Oman, and the fea of Perfia. 

Mod of the rivers of Bengal have their banks cultivated with rice, of 
which there a vaiiety of fpecics. The foil is fo fertile in fomc places, 
that a lingle grain of ncc will yield a mcafurc of two or thiee Seer. Some 
lands will produce three crops in a year. V egctation is here fo extremely 
quick, that as fad as the water lifts the plants of iicc grow above it, fo 
that the ear is never iramcifed. Men of experience affirm that a lingle 
(Idlk will grow fix cubits in one night. 

The fubjecls arc very obedient to govemment, and pay thcii annual 
icnts ill eight months by inftalments, ihcmfelvcs biinging Mohurs and 
i'lupccs tu the places appointed for the icccipl of the revenues, it not being 

cufloniary 
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cuftomary in this Soobah for the hufbandman and government to divide 
the crops. Grain is always cheap, and the produce of the lands is deter- 
mined by Nufluk ( 7 ). His majelly has had the goodnefs to confirm thofe 
cufloms. The food of the inhabitants is for the moll part fifli and lire: 
wheat and barley not being cftccmed wholefome here. Great numbers f'l 
men and women go quite naked, excepting a covering for the loins. Jn 
this country women are allowed to tranfaft bnfincfs in public. 

Their houfes aie chiefly made of bamboos, feme bf which however will 
coft five thoufand Rupees and upwards, and aic of a very long duration. 
They travel chicfl)^ by water^ efpccially in the lainy fcalon. They con- 
fliufl boats for war, burthm, and IraycUing. Particulaily foi bcliegiiv', 
places, they make them of Inch a loini that, when they lun afliorc, they 
are higher than the fort, which is thereby ealily cntcuil. For their jour- 
neys by land they make life of Sookhafciis. This is a wi.u-hinc fiippoitcd 
upon the Ihouldcrs of men, by a pole formed of a numher of lb nigh, f 
pieces of wood joined together by iron rings. The fidcs of the maihnic 
are ornamented with diflcicnt metals, and over the top is thiown an 
arched covering, made of woollen cloth, lor defence agauill the lun anti 
ram. In thefe niarhincs you fit or lie down, and llecp as conveniently as 
in a room of a houle. Some alfo iidc upon elephants. Horfes are vciy 
fcarcc. In fome parts of this Suobah arc manufaClmcd hempen caipcts, fo 
beautiful, that tlicy feem lo be made of filk. The inhabitants of Bengal 
arc exceedingly fond of fait, which is fcarce in fome parts of this Soobah. 

Diamonds, emeralds, peails, agates, and cornelians arc brought from, 
other countries to the fca-ports of this Soobah.

Here is a fine fort, to the eadwaid 
of which IS a large lake, called Chutteahputtca, in which arc many iflands. 
If the dams break during the heavy periodical rams, the city is laid undci 
water. To the noithwaid of this fort, at the ihitance of a cofe, is a 
la’ge building, a ork of great antiquity, wheie there is a reiervoir of 
’♦Aater called Pcazbauy, which is of a very iidmous piopcrty. It was ufual

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-when a criminal was capitally condemned, to confine him in this build- 
ing, where, being allowed no other drink than this water, he expired in 
a very fhort time; but his majefty has ordered this punifliment to be dif- 
continued. 

Mahmoodabad. Tlie fort is furrounded by a marOi. When Sheer 
Khan conquered this country, fome of the Rajah’s elephants fled into 
the wilds, where they have increafed to great numbers. This Sircar 
produces long pepper. 

The Sircar of Kbaleefutabad abounds alfo with elephants, and long 
pepper. 

Sircar Bokla is upon the banks of the fea. The fort is fituated amongft 
trees. On the firfl; day of the moon the water begins to rife, and continues 
increafing till the fourteenth, from which time to the end of the month it 
decreafes gradually every day. In the agth year of the prefent reign, one 
afternoon at three o’clock, there was a terrible inundation, which deluged 
the whole Sircar. The Rajah was at an entertainment, from whence he 
embarked in a boat : his fon, Parminund Roy, with many people, climbed 
to the top of a Hindoo temple; and the merchants betook them Pelves to 
the high lands. It blew a hurricane, with thunder and lightning for fii-e 
hours, during which time the fea was greatly agitated. , The hotifes. and 
boats were fwallowed up, nothing remaining but the Hindoo temple 
and the heights. Near two hundred thoufand living creatures periflied m 
this calamity. 

Sircar Ghoraghaut produces raw fdk, gunneys, and plenty of Tapgmon 
VoL. II. e holies., 
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horfes. Here are abundance of fruits in high peifeSion, amongft the 
reit is one called the Lutken, of the fize of a walnut, but to the tafte is 
fomewhat like the pomegranate ; it contains three feeds. 

Sircar Barbuckabad is famous for a fine cloth, calledGungajel, and 
great abundance of oranges. 


Sircar Bazooha. The forefts of this Sircar fapply timbers fit for 
building boats, and for the beams of houfes : and here is an iron mine. 

Sircar Sunargong. In this Sircar is fabricated a very beautiful cloth, 
called Caflah. In the town of Catarehfoonder is a large refervoir of 
water, which gives a peculiar whitenefs to the cloths tlrat are waflied in it. 

Sircar Silhet is very mountainous. It furniflies many eunuch flaves 
for the ferais (or feraglios). Here grows a delicious fruit, called Sbontara, 
in colour like an orange, but of an oblong form. China root is produced 
here in great plenty, which was but lately difeovered by fome Turks. In 
tbefe mountains is abundance of lignum aloes. They fell the trees at the 
end of the rains, and leave them expofed to the weather for fome time ; 
after which they reje£t all thofe that are anywife rotten. The Bunraj is a 
bird with a black body, red eyes, a long tail, and wings beautifully va- 
riegated,, meafuring a cubit when extended ; they are eafily tamed, and 
will imitate the voice of any animal. The Sheergunj is another bird, 
which differs from the former but in the colour of its legs and bill, which 
are red. They both eat flefh, and prey upon fmall birds. 

Chittagong is a large city, fituated amongd trees upon the banks of 

the 
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the Tea, and is a gicat umpniium, being the refort of chnilian and other 
mei chants. 

.Sheiccrabad produces very bcautiFul white bullocks, of a great fizc 
Vvliu will cairy a burden ol firtecn mauiuls, and, like camtls, they bend 
the htices to be loaded. It is alfo noted for large goats and ligluiiio 
cocks. 

SatgDiig. Theie arc two emporiums, a mile diJlant fioin each other; 
one called Satgoiig, and the other Hoogly, with its depciidanncsj both 
of which are m the pofTclhon of the Europeans. Satgong is famous for 
pomegranates. 

Madarun. In this Siicar, at a place called Hunyeh, is a diamond mine, 
where are found only fmall Hones. 

ORISSA. 

This formerly was an independent countiy. Tlic clit.i.itv is vi tv heal- 
thy. It confifls of five Sircars, viz. Jalalor, Bndcniik, Ciitteh, Kiillen;'- 
rlundpaut, and Rajemahindrah. Thcfc livt Sinar, «ie now aihled )o 
Bengal. 

OiilTa contains one hundred and twcniy-ainf' britk foils, fahjed to 
the command of Gujcpulty. 

The periodical rains continue here eight months • and they have thue 
months of winter, and only one month that is very hut. 


Rice 
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Rice is cultivated here iii gieat abundance. The inhabitants live up- 
on lice, filli, and ^cgeUble^, After boiling the uce, they fteep it in cold 
water, a id eat it the fecond day. 

The men are voy cfFeminate, being exceedingly fond of ornaments^ 
and anointing their bodies with Sandal-wood oil. The women cover 
only the low^cr paits of the body^ and many make thcmfelves dreffes of the 
leave's oi trees. They live in huts made of the leaves of the Tc^var tiee. 

Here are nianv idolatrous temples built of flone, and of great height. 

Tl.c^r v'omen^ contrary to the general cufiom of Hindoos^ may marry 
or Oirce limes. 

Papa and ink are feldotn iifcd here for the moll part they write with 
an iron ftyle upon the leaf of the Taar tree, and they hold the pen with the 
fifl clenched. 

Ilere aic manufaflures of cloth. Some elephants arc found in this 
pro\unce. 

The fruits and flowers of OrilTa are very fine, and in great plcnt5^ 
The Niifrcen is a flower delicately formed, and of an exquifitc fmell ; 
the outer fide of the leaves is white, and the inner is of a yellow colour# 
The Kewrah grows here quite common, and they have great variety of the 
beetle leaf. 

They reckon all their accounts in Cowris, which is a fmall white Ihcllj 

wilh

with an aperture in the nuddlc, and they are found on the fca-Jhore. 
Four Cowries they call a Gundah, five Gundahs a Eoory, four Boones 
are a Pun, fixtecn Pun one Khawun (fomctimcs they reckon 20 Pun to 
the Khawun) and ten Khawuns arc a Rupee. 

CUTTEK. 

At the capital bearing this name is a flonc fort, litiiatcd between two 
rivers, the Mahanuddy and the Giinjooiy, the former of which is held in 
great veneration by the Hindoos. Within the fort arc many magnifi- 
cent buildings, and it is the rcfidcnce of the governor of the province. 

The country, for five or fix cofe round the foit, is fo low, that in the 
rainy feafon it is entiicly under water. 

Here is a fine palace built by Rajah Muckund Deo, confining of nine 
ftones. The fiift llory is for the elephants, camels, and horfes. The 
fecond, for the artillery and military ftorcs ; wheic arc alfo quarters for 
the guards and other attendants. The third is occupied by the potters 
and watchmen. The fourth is appropriated for the fcvcral artificers. 
The kitchens make the fifth range. The fixth contains the Rajah’s pub- 
lic apartments. The feventh is for the tranfaQ.ion of private bufinefs. 
The eighth is where the women refidc. And the ninth is the Rajah's 
fleeping apartments. To the foutli of this palace is a very ancient Hin- 
doo temple. 

In the town of Purfotem, on the banks of the fea, flands the temple 
of Jagnaut, near to which are the images of Kifhcri, his brother and thdr 

1 fiftcr 
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fifterj made of fandal>wood, which are faid to be four thoufand years 
old. 

It is related that Rajah Indcrdummiiiij of Kcdkiiiburbiit, fent a learned 
Biahmin to pitch upon a proper fpot for the foundation of a city. After 
a long fcarch, he arrived upon the banks of the fea, which he thought, on 
many accounts, preferable to any place he had yet feen. Whilfl; he was 
debating with himfelf whether to fix upon this fpot, or to continue his 
journey in queft of a better, he faw a crow dive into the water, and after 
having walked it’s body, it made obeifance to the fca. The Brahmin was 
aftonilhed at this fight, and as he underftood the language of birds, he 
alked the crow the reafon of dus ftrangc procedure. The crow anfwcrcd, 
“ I was formerly of the tribe of the Dewtah*, and from the curfe of a re- 
ligious man, was transfoimed into this lliape ; know that this fpot is highly 
favoured by the Creator of the univerfe; and whoever abides here, and 
applies his mmd to the worftiip of God, he lhall quickly profper. It is 
a long time that I have been worfliipping in this place, and the fcafon 
for the accomplilhment of my defires is near at hand. If you are of the 
number of the righteous, remain here a Ihort period, and behold and com- 
prehend the wonders of this land.” The Brahmin, in conformity to the 
words of the crow, remained on that fpot, and after a fliort time, what 
the crow had foretold was revealed unto him, and of which he apprized 
the Rajah, who built a large city and a place of worfliip upon the fpot 
where the crow had appeared. The Rajah one night, after having dif- 
trihuted juftice, heard in a dream a voice faying, “ On a certain day 
caft thine eyes upon the fea fliorc, when there will arife out of the water a 
piece of wood fifty-two inches long, and one and a half cubits broad :

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this is thp true form of the deity, take it up, and Keep iL huhlon in lliine 
houfe feveii days, and in whatever fliapc it fliall then appear, pkee it 
ill the Temple, and worlliip it,” It happening jull as ihc Rayah had 
dreamt, he, as inftrufted by the revelation, called the image Jiiganaiit, and 
htwing ornamented it with gold and precious Ituiies, he placed it iii the 
Temple, when it became the objeft of worflnp of all lanks of people, and 
is reported to have performed many miracles. It i.s pietciided that when 
Callapahar conquered this country for Soliman Goorzany, he tlncw the 
wooden image of Juganaut into a fire, which having no effeft upon it, he 
ordered it to be caft into the fca, from whence it was again recovered. 
And in order to givp credit to ihefe images, they relate a number of fuch 
mciedible hones. 

The Brahmins v/afli the images of Juganaut fix times every day, and 
drefs them every time in fiefli clothes j as foon as they aic drclfcd, fifty- 
fix Brahmins attend them, and prefent them with various kinds of food. 
The quantity of viEluals offered to thefe idols is fo very great, as to feed 
twenty thoufand perfons. They alio at certain times carry the image in 
proceffion upon a carnage of fixteen wheels, which in the Ilindovcc lan- 
guage IS called Ruhth, and they believe that whoever aflifts in drawing 
It along obtains lemiflion of all his fins. 

Near to Juganaut is the temple of the Sun, in tlie eroding of which 
was expended the whole revenue of Orifla for twelve years. No one 
can behold this immenfe edifice without being ftruck with amazement. 
The wall which furrounds the whole is one luindicd and fifty cubits high, 
and nineteen cubits thick. There arc three entrances to u. At the caft- 
ern gate are two very fine figures of elephants, each with a man upon 

bis 
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his trunk. To the weft are two furpiifing hgures of horfemcnj com~ 
pletely aimed, and over the northern gate are carved two tigers, who 
having killed two elephants, are fitting upon them. In the front of the 
gate IS a pillar of black Hone, of an oQagonal form, fifty cubits high. 
There are nine flights of fteps; after afcending which, you come into an 
evtcnfive enclofuie, where you difcover a large dome, conftrufled of ftonc, 
upon which are carved the fun and the ftars, and round Uiera is a bolder, 
where are reprefented a variety of human figures, expreffing the differ- 
ent paffions of the mind, forae kneeling, otheis proftrated wuth their faces 
upon the earth,- together with minflrels, and a number of ftrange and 
wonderful animals, fuch as never exiftcd but in imagination. This is find 
to be a work of feven hundred and thiity years’ antiquity. Rajah Nur- 
fing Deo finifhed this building, thereby crcQing for himfelf a lafting mo- 
nument of fame. There aie twenty-eight other temples belonging to this 
pagoda, fix before the northern gate, and twenty-two without the ciiclo- 
furej and they are all reported to have performed ranatles. 

Many pretend that at this place is the tomb of Kcbeer Mowchhed, and 
to this day they relate many ftones of his fayings and aQions. He was' 
revered both by Mahomreicdans and Hindoos, on account of his wifdoin 
and exemplary virtue. When .h^ died, the Brahmins wanted to cany 
his body to be burned, and the Mahommedans inhfted on burying if, but 
when they lifted up the flieetfrom the bier, the corpfe could not be found. 

The Soobah of Bengal tonfifls of twenty-four Sircars, and feven hundred 
and eighty-feven Mahls. The icvenue is fifty-nine crorc, eighty-four 
lacks, fifty-nine thoufand three hundred and nineteen dams, or ficca lu- 
pees, 1,49,61,482 — 15 — 2 in money; and the Zemindars (who are moftly

Koits) furnilh alfo 23,330 cavalry; 801,158 infantry, 170 elephants, 
4260 cannon, and 4400 boats. 


A summary Account of the Princes of Bengal. 

FOUR thonfand and ninety-fix years prior to the date of this Look, 
Rajah Bhugrut having come to Dehly, to the aflittance of Rajah JirjODd- 
hun, gallantly fell in the war of the Mahabahrut. 

Rajah Noe, wheis/ the cup of life was filled to the brim, was fuccccdcd 
in the government by Luckracenyah, the fon of Luckmcn. At that Lime 
Nuddea was the capital of Bengal, when it abounded with wifdom j but 
now It is thinly inhabited, although it be Hill confpicuous for learning. 

The aftrologers foretold Rajah Lucknneenyah of the lofs of lus kingdom, 
and of the cftabhlliment of another religion; both which points, they faid, 
would be accompliHied in the perfon of Mahommed Bukhtyar Khuljcc; 
yet the Rajah was fo infatuated, that he would not liften to their predic- 
tions : however many of his people fled into diftant countries for fafety. 

At this time Shahebeddeen had fent into Ilindoflan Kotcbcddeen Ibek, 
w'hofe general, Mahommed Bukhtyar Khuljec, polTelTed himfelf of the 
Soobah of Bahar, and then marched towards Bengal; upon which the 
Rajah made his efcape in a boat. Khuljce having plundered and entirely 
deftroyed the city of Nuddea, made Lucknowty the capital of Bengal; 
from that period Bengal began to be fubjed to the kings of Dehly.

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During the reign of Towghluck Khan, Kudder Khan was employed by 
him in Bengal, till Fukhireddcen Sillahdar revolted, put him to death, 
aflumed the government, and refufed obedience to the kings of Dehly, 

Mullick Aly Mobaiick, who had been one of the generals of Kudder 
Khan, took the title of Allaheddeen, and made war upon Fiikhiieddcen, 
whom having taken in battle, he flew, and then caufed himfelf to be pro- 
claimed king. 

Hajee Alyas Alla-ey, who was one of the nobles of Bengal, entered 
into a confederacy with fome other chiefs, and having killed Allaheddeen, 
he ufuiped the kingdom under the title of Shumfeddeen, and he is 
fometimes alfo called Bungereh. Sultan Feeroz marched from Dehly to 
pumfla him, and for fome time carried on a bnfli war; but the rainy fea- 
fon approaching, he accepted of a fubmillion, and returned to Dehly, 

When Shumfeddeen died, the chiefs of the army placed upon the 
throne his eldeft fon, whom they ftyled Seconder l^hah. Upon this occalion 
Feeroz came again into Bengal, and was reconciled in like manner to Se- 
conder Shah, as he had been to his father, 

Secunder was fucceeded in the government by his fon Ghiafleddeen. 
Hafiz of Shiraz fent him an ode, in which is the following verfe; “ All 
the parrots of Hind will enjoy the fweets of the Perfian fugarcandy, which 
M now going to Bengal.” 

An Hindoo Zemeendar, named Kanfy, having fraudulently obtained a 
vi£lory over GhialTeddeen, ufurped the kingdom. 


When 
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When Kanfy died, -his fon became a Mahommedan, and obtained the 
throne, with the title of Jilaleddeen. 

It was the cuftom in thofc times, for the palace to be guarded by fcveral 
thoufand pykes, who are a kind of infantry. An eunuch entered into a 
confederacy with thefe guards, who one night killed the king, Futteh 
Shah, when the eunuch afeended the tlirone, under the title of Earbuck 
Shah. 

Feeroz Shah was alfo put to death by thefe guards, and his fon Mah- 
mood Shah raifed to the throne. 

He was by the hke intrigue murdered, and lucceeded by his Ethiopian 
flave, named Mozuffer. 

This Mozuffer met with the fame fate as his mailer, through the ma- 
nagement of one of his fervants, named Allahcddcen, who likewife aflumed 
the kingdom, and reigned with great juftice. He difbanded the pykes, 
but fubftituted in their fliead low Sirhengs. 

Nulfeeb Shah, his fon, was alfo of a very upright and charitable dif- 
pofition, and behaved with great kindnefs to his brothers. 

When Sultan Baber had flain Sultan Ibrahim in battle, his brother, and 
the other chief? of the army, put therafelvcs under the proteftion of 
Nulfeeb Shah, and found fafety. 

Hemayun raifed to the Soobadary of Bcngd, jehangeer Kuly Khan 

Begi 
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Beg) wbotn Sheer Khaiij when he again gamed, the viElDry, drew to him 
by proteftations of fafety, and then flew him. 

During the reign of Seleem Khan, faf DehlyJ cii ' ■ ' mled 

with ftriR juftice by Mahommed Khan, one of his reldtiL.u> ■ . *en he 

was killed in war by Mumraze Khan, he was fueceeded in tlic Kingdom 
by his fon Khyfir Khan, who took the title of Behader Shah, and he flew 
Mumraze Khan in battle. 

Taje Khan, who was one of the nobles^ of Seleem, killed Jilaleddeenj 
and fucceeded him in the kingdom, 

Taje Khan’s younger brother, Soleeman, although a tyrant, reigned fome 
time, and afterwards the names of his children, Bazeed and Daoud,. 
diflionoured.the coin and the pulpit. Thus concludes my abltraEl. 

God be praifed, that out of his mercy, this populous kingdom will now 
be made glorious by the royal juftice.

The SOOBAH of BAHAR. 

IT is fituated in the fccond climate. The length from Giirhee to 
Rhotas is 120 cofe, and the breadth fiom Tiihoot to the northern moun- 
tains, includes 110 cofe. It is bounded on the eaft by Bengal, has Alla- 
habad and Owdh on the weft, and on the north and fouth arc laigc 
mountains. 

The principal rivers of this Soobah are the Ganges and the Sown ; what- 
ever wood, or leather, or any thing of that kind, which is foft, and docs 
not foon perilh, is thrown into the Sown, becomes pctniicd. The Sown, 
the Nerbuddah, and the Cheleh for Chclum), all three fpring from one 
fource, near Kuirah. The water of the Sown is cool, ploafant to the 
tafte, and wholcfomc 5 ha\ing run to the fouth as far as Muncyr, it then 
unites with the Ganges. The river Gunduck comes from the noith, and 
empties itfelf into the Ganges near Ilajeepoor. Tliofc who drink this 
water are aflliftcd with wmiis. in their necks, which continue to increafc till 
they become as laige as a cocoa-nut. Young people are the nioft fe- 
verely afflifted with tliis diforder.

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Salgram is a black Rone, which the Hindoos hold facred, paying gieat 
adoration to it. The ciiterions of it’s excellence aic roundnefs, fmall- 
nefs, and an oily appearance. According to the diffcicnce of their forms, 
they have various names and properties afciibcd to them. Some of 
thefe Rones are perforated with one or more holes, and feme are quite 
peifeCl. They contain fome gold ore. Some pretend that a worm is bred 
in the Rone, which eats it’s way through j and others fay that a worm makes 
a pafl'age into the Rone, The Hindoos have written a large book upon 
the properties and virtues of this Rone, It is a tenet of their religion, that 
any idol which is mutilated, thereby lofes all fanflity, excepting thefe 
Rones, which allhough broken, retain their elficacy. They are found in 
the river Sown, at the diRancc of forty cofc from the foiircc. 

Kcrumnafld is a river, which, after running from the fouth to Chowfa, 
then empties itfclf into the Ganges; it’s water is gieatly difcommended. 
The river Poonpoon runs from the fouth, and enters the Ganges at Pat- 
na. There aie a number of fmallcr rivers in this Soobah, of which I 
take no notice. 

The fummer months here are very hot; but the winter is very tempe- 
rate. The rains continue for fix months. 

The country is continually covered with veidure, and die foil is fo 
hard, that, during the flormy winds which blovj here, you are not much 
incommoded with duR. Agiiculturc is here in the highcR perfeElion, 
the rice being fo excellent, and of fuch a vaiiety of fpedes, as are no 
where to be equalled. 


Ivcfarce 
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Kefaiee is a fmall ^rain, refembling pcafe, which is eaten by the lower 
claffes of people; but it is very unwholefome. 

Sugar-cane is cultivated here in great abundance, and in high per- 
fe Elion. 

Mughee is that fpecies of the beetle-leaf which is mnft cllcemed j it 
is of a very thin and delicate texture j of a fragrant finell, with a beau- 
tiful colour, and the flavour is delicious. 

At Muneyr grows a flower, called Mujgund, refembling the Dehtoorah 
and which for fragrance excels that of every other place. 

Milk is here very good, and to be piocured at a cheap rate. 

It is not cuftomary in Bahar to divide the crops. The hulbandman 
brings the rents himfelf, and when he makes his firll payment, he comes 
drelfed in his befl: attire. 

Moft of their houfes are roofed with tiles. Plenty of good elephants 
are to be procured here. The inhabitants arc famous foi building boats. 
Horfes and camels are fcarce. Bahar is famous for pairots and goatSj» 
and they have cut goats fo fat as not to be able to walk, being carried 
about upon luiers. Their fighting cocks are remarkable for affoiding 
great fport; there are alfo plenty of different kinds of hawks. Gilded glafs 
is manufaftured here. 

In Sircar Bahar, near a vilLigp r'alled Rajginh, is a quarry of ftone, re- 

fembling 
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fcmbling raarblej of which they make ornaments. Good paper is nianu« 
faftureil here. Geya, the place of Hindoo worlhip, is in this Sircar j 
they call it Birhm Geyaj being confecrated to Brahma, Here is car- 
lied on atraffick of precious ftones, wbch are brought from other coun- 
tries. 

In Sircar Mungeer is railed a ftone wall, extending from the Ganges to 
the mountains; and this wall is confidered to be the boundary between Ben- 
gal and Bahar. 

In Sircar Hajypoor, there are great plenty of the fruits called Kuthul, 
and Budhul; fome of the firft are fo large as to be too heavy a load for 
one man to carry. 

In Sircar Chumparun, they fow a grain called malh, without ploughing 
the ground, and it requires no further attention. Long pepper grows here 
in the wilds. 

Tirhoot has from old time been the relidence of Hindoo learning. 
The water and air of this place are much celebrated. The inhabitants 
have a method of preferving milk curds for a year. If thofe who fell 
milk adulterate it, fome unforefeen accident befals them. Bulfalocs are 
here fo fierce, that they will attack a tiger. Here are many lakes, the 
hotlom of one of which is unfathomable, and the water never deercafes. 
There are delightful groves of orange trees, which extend thirty cofe. 
In the rainy feafon, the deer and tigers repair to the high fpots, where 
the inhabitants hunt them; the deer they furromid with an enclofure, and 
take them when they pleafe. 


Rhotas 
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Rhotas is a very ftrong fortrefs, fituated upon a lofty mountain, of molt 
difficult accefs; it is fourteen cofe in cheumference. The enclofed laud 
is cultivated, and within this fpacc are many fpiings; and water may be 
procured in any part, by digging three or four ells below the furface of 
the earth. There are feveral lakes within the foit. In the rams there arc 
not lefs than two hundred delightful cataraEls. This Soobah contains 
feven Sircars, fubdivided into ipg Pergunnahs. The grofs amount of 
revenue is twenty-two crore, nineteen lacks, nineteen thoufand four hun- 
dred and four dams and a half, or licca rupees 55,47,585 — i — 3. 

One hundred and thirty-eight of thefe Pergunnahs are mcafured, and 
amount to twenty-four lacks, forty-four thoufand one hundred and twenty 
bcegahs, which yield to the Rate 18,258,1774^ dams, or ficca lupces 
43,160044. 

The unmeafured lands, confifting of Si pergunnahs, are rated at 
49»2375^3 o|: i^ams, 01 ficca rupees 1,23.0540—12—5 ; out of which fum, 
S2 lacks, 72 thoufand, and 149 dams, or ficca rupees 55,803— 8— lo are 
Seyurghal. 

The Soobah of Bahar furniflies 11,415 cavalry, 449,350 infantry, and 
Joo boats.

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The SOOBAH of ALLAHABAD. 

IT IS fituated in the fecond climate. In length fiom Sunjooly Jawnpooi 
to the foLithcrn mountains are iSo cofe, and the breadth, from ChowLi 
Ferry to Ghatempoor, includes 122 cofe. To the cafL it has Bahar, on the 
north Owdh ; Bundhoo lies on the fouth; and Agra on the well. 

The principal rivers in thrs Snobali are the Ganges, and the Jown [or 
Jumna), befides which there are the Aiund, the Geyn, the Seroo, the 
Bimah, and feveral other fmaller ones. 

Variety of fruits, flowers, and efculent plants grow here; and it pro- 
duces abundance of melons and grapes. 

Agriculture is here in great perfeLdioii; but they do not cultivate any 
Jewary, nor Ludereh ; and Mowth is fcarce. 

They fabricate here Jhewnah, Mcergool, and other cloths; the molt 
beautiful of which are thole made at Benaris, Jcmalabad, and Moiv. At 
Jownpoor, Nerwal, and fomc other phccs an* mamildCliirLs ol‘ w'lolh'n 
carpets. 

There are great variety, and plcniy of game. 

The ancient name of Allahabad was Piyaug, ' IlL majcfly gave it the 
name of Allahabad, and built a ftone fort, in which aie many magni- 
ficent. 
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ficent edifices. The Hindoos call this fpot tic /dug of worshipped places, 
bccaurc that near to it is the jiinClion of the Ganges, the Jumni, and the 
Siifootty ; although there be not any diHinfb branch of the latter \iliblc 
here. 

Near the town of Kuntut aie caught a great number of elephants. 

It is aftonifliing that, when the planet Jupiter enters the conftcllalion 
Leo, a hill anfes out of the middle of ihc Ganges, and remains for a 
month, fo that people go upon it and perform divine worfliip. 

BaranalTey, commonly called Baiiaris, is a large city, fituatcd between 
two rivers, the Birnah and the Aflcy. In ancient books this city is called 
Kalfy. It is in the form of a bow, and the river Ganges rcfembles the 
bowftring. Formcily hcie was an idolatrous temple, to which tlie Hin- 
doos ufed to make pilgrimages, encompaffing it in the manner of Mecca, 
and performing many cereraomes like thole obferved by the IJajecs. It 
has from old time been the capital feat of Hindoo Icaining, multitudes 
of people flocking hither from gieat dilUiices ; and they profccute their 
ftudies and devotions with indclaLigable application. Some particulars 
hereof fliall be iclatcd in the fecjucl of this hiftory. 

In A. H, 410, Sultan Mahmood Guznevy came hither, and gained 
a few coiivcits to the faith. He vifited it a fecond time in 413. lie 
blockaded the fortrefs of Gauliar, but raifed the liege upon terms of com* 
piomife. Then he formed a defign of taking Kalin jer ; but, after much 
cntieaty, he accepted from Nund, the governor of the fort, three hun- 
dred elephanis, and fomc complimentary verfes, with which he was fo 
3 much 
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much pleafed, that he not only continued him in that government, but 
alfo put fourteen other places under his command. 

Jownponris a large city; it was founded by Sultan Fecroz, king of 
Dehly, who named it after his coufin Fukhereddeen Jowna. Its longi- 
tude IS lOg degrees and 6 minutes, and latitude zS degrees 15 minutes. 

Chunar is a Itone fort, of incomparable ftrength, fituatcd upon a hill ; 
and the river Ganges runs at the foot of it. Near this fort arc a race of 
people who go quite naked, living in the wilds, and fublifting by the ufe 
of their bows and arrows. In thofe wilds are alfo elephants. 

Kalinjer is aftone fort, fituated upon a very lofty mountain. No one 
can tell by whom it was founded. Within it are many idolatrous temples. 
Here is an idol, called Kalbihroon, 18 cubits in height; and of which 
they relate many marvellous ftories. In the compafs of this fort are 
many fprings and lakes, and near it are thick forclls, where they catch 
elephants; the Lacheen, the Balheh, and other buds. Ebony is found 
heie: and a variety of wild fruits. In tliis neighbourhood is an iron 
mine. At the diftance of 20 cofe from the fort, the hulbandmcn fomctimcs 
find fmall diamonds ; and it is faid that Rajah Kceiut Sing, a foimcr gover- 
nor of this fort, had fix very valuable Hones. Duiing his government, 
there lived a Brahmin who had a parrot, which icturncd rational anfweis 
to all queftions that wcic put to him; and fome aflert that this bird re- 
membered every thing that he heard. There lived alfo at that time a 
finger, named Bukhfhoo, who was unequalled for fkill in the art of mu- 
fic; and the rajah had alfo two beautiful female bond-maids, who were 
likewife fine fingers. Sultan Bahader Gujeratty, having formed an inti- 
macy 
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macy with the rajah, wanted to have one of the three, and the rajah gene- 
roufly fent him Bukhflioo. Then Sheer Khan fent and demanded the 
other two melodious fingeis; and, when his meffenger returned with a 
lefufal, he furrounded the fort and cut off its fupplies; whereby the 
beficged were reduced to great dillrefs. The rajah defpairing of preferv- 
ing his reputation, which the Hindoos hold facred, burnt lus women to 
alhes, and then deftroyed himfelf. But God did not fuffer the wicked 
defigns of Sheer Khan to go unpuniflicd, for no foonei had he poffcffcd 
himfelf of the fort, but lire fell upon the magazine of powder -and dcllroy- 
ed him. 

This foobah contains ten Crears, divided into one hundicd and feven- 
ty-feven pergunnahs. Revenue 212,427,119 dams, or ficca rupees 
5,310,695 — 7 — g, and i,aoo,coo beetle leaves. 

It furniflies 11,375 cavalry, 237,870 infantry, and 323 elephants.

A sujnmanf Ilnloiy of the Kings of Allahahad. 

THIS foobah was early fubjeft to the cmjicrors of Dehly ,* and Sultan 
Mahommed, fon of Fccroz Shah, upon his afcenfion of the throne, 
appointed to this government Mullick Scrccr, a eunuch of the palace, 
and dignified liim with the title of Sultan-ul Sherk. This eunuch had 
been given to Sultan Mahommed by his grandfather Khan jehan. 

Ai the death of Sultaii-ul Sherk, his adopted fon, Mobarak Kcrun- 
VoL. II. F fool. 
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fool, with the affiftance of the chiefs of the foobah, afl'umed the goveirn- 
ment, ftruck coin, and had the Khotbah read in his own name, When 
advice thereof was brought to Dehly, the emperor marched at the head of 
a large army, and cncampe“d on the banks of the Ganges; whcie both 
armies came to an engagement, in which, neither having gained any fupe- 
riority, they returned to their refpeftive kingdoms. 

When Sultan Mahommed died, he was fucceeded in the empire of Dehly 
by his younger brother Ibralieem, who was an aElive and a good priiiec, 
and he punifhed the rebellion of Kerunfool and fome others. During his 
reign flourilhed Cazy Shahebeddeen, one of the mod renowned mimes in 
Hindoftan forwifdora and learning. At the time Timoor came to Dehly, 
Shahebeddeen arrived at Jownpoor with bis mafler Mollana Khojahgtr, 
who was the fuccelfor of Sheikh NalTccrcddecn Chcragh of Dcbly. Sliah- 
muddar, who was eftcemed a faint in Hindoftan, was cotemporary with 
Shahebeddeen. But the faint and the philofophcr have feldom had 
an afleflion for each other, fo the Cazy and Shahniuddar did not much 
agree. 

Upon the demife of Sultan Ibralieem, his cldeft fon, Bheckun Khan, 
mounted the throne, under the title of Mahommed. But, proving to be 
a bad prince, he was depofed, and his bioilicr Hufl'ein laileJ to the 
empire. The beginning of his icigii was the adiiiuation of eveiy one, for 
juftice and mildncfs. But, when he thought liimfclf liimly cftabliflied on 
the throne, he began to be proud and arrogant, when having been pul to 
flight in battle by Sultan Bchlole, this prince left jn the govfcrnmcnf of 
Allahabad his fon Barhuck, and poffcITcd himfelf of the empire of Dehly.

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When Sultan Echlole died, he was fucceeded by Suluu Sccmidcr. 
At this tirac Sultan Huilciii, having formed alhaines, and raifcd art 
army, made feveral attempts upon Dehly; but in him ended the Sherkyan 
dynafty. 




The SOOCAH of OWDH. 

IT is fituated in the fccond climate. The length from Sircar Gow- 
reckpoor to Kinojc, includes 135 cofc j and the breadth, from the 
northern mountains of Scddchpoor to the foobah of Allahabad, coraprifes 
115 cofe. To die call it has Dahar; on the north lie mountains; Ma- 
nickpoor bounds it on the fouth; and Kinoje on tlie weft. 

The water and air are good. The fumnicr and winter are botli tem- 
perate. 

The large rivers are the Gchghcr (or Gograh), the Gowdy (or Goomty), 

and the Sy. In the two firft rivers arc a variety of extraordinary aquatic 
animals. 

Agriculture is here in great pcrFcClion ; the rice, in general, is excel- 
lent; but thofe called Sukdofs, Mudchker, and Cliunwali, arc incomparable 
for whitenefs, delicacy, odour, and digcflivcnels. They fow their rice 
three months earlier than in any other part of Ilinclollan, By the time 
the rice is in ear, the rivers Sy and Gograh begin to overflow their banks ; 

and 
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and by the commencement of the periadicd rains, the country fn general 
is inundated. The llalks of rice rife as faft as the water, unlefs the inun- 
dation be very rapid before the grain is in ear, in which cafe the crops are 
deftroyed. 

Here are great variety of fruits and flowers. Of game there are many 
kinds, and plenty of wild huffaloes. When the plains are inundated, the 
wild animals refort to the high lands, and the hunting of them affords great 
diverfion. Some animals remain all day in the water, juft keeping their 
nofes above the furface to breathe, and coming on fliore only at night. 

Owdhj which is one of the largcft cities of Hindoftan, is lituated in 
longitude 11 B degrees 6 minutes, and latitude 27 degrees 22 minutes. 
In ancient times this city is faid to have meafured 148 cofe in length and 
36 cofe in breadth. It is efteemed one of the moft facred places of 
antiquity. Upon lifting the earth which is lound about the cily, fmall 
^ains of gold are fometimes obtained from it. In the Tcreetah Jowg, 
this city was the refidcnce of Rajah Ramchund, who enjoyed the twofold, 
office of king and prophet. At the diftance of a cofe from the city the 
river Gograh unites with the Sy, which confluence runs at the foot of the 
fort. 

Near this city are two fepulchral monuments, one feven and the other 
fix cubits in length. The vulgar pretend that they are the tombs of Seth 
and Job; and they relate wondeiful ftorics of them. Some al(n conjetlurc 
that in the town of Rutlcnpoor is the tomb of Kobecr-unitanan, who 
lived in the reign of Sultan Secundur Lowdy, and to whom the door of 
truth having been partly opened, he fccluded himfclf from the world, and 

has 
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has left behind him a great many verfes in the Hindovy language*, ujjOu 
the fubjcEl of futurity. 

Biratch is a large city, delightfully fituated, amongH a nuiiibci of gai- 
dens, upon the banks of the river Sy. Sultan Malfaood and Rcjeb Sillar 
are both buried here. The common people of Hindoftan, who aic 
Mahommedans, hold them in great veneration, making pilgrimages to them 
from great diftanccs, going together in large bodies, and carrying banners 
of cloth of gold. Sultan Maflaood was a relation of Mahmood Guznevy, 
Rejeb Sillar, the father of Sultan Feerooz, king of Dehly, gained re- 
nown by his auftere life and martyrdom. Near this city is a village called 
Dugown, which, for a great length of time, has had a mint for copper 
coinage. 

From the northern mountains arc imported a number of articles of 
commerce, which are brought upon the backs of men, and by horfes and 
goats. The principal articles imported are the**^ following, viz. gold, 
copper, lead, muflt, cowtails, honey, chook (which is an acid made of 
lime and lemon juice boiled to a confidence^, pomegranate feeds, grapes, 
diied ginger, pepper, redwood, linear, civet, zedoarVi wax, woollen cloth'^, 
wooden ware, and various fpecics of hawks, together with amber, tock- 
falt, afafoetidd, and glafs toys. In return, they carry back eaitlicn wart, 

Neemkhar is a famous large fort, and a place of great religioius n fori j 
the river Gowdy runs near it. Here are a great luiinbei ol iiU)la(rous 
temples. In the nejghbouihood of this place is a relervoir of water, 
called Brahma Wurt Koond, which bubbles up fo vioU'iitly, and has 
luch a circular motion, that a man cannot force his way down fhto it, it 

ejefling 
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ejcEting wliatever is tiirown into it. Near this place there is alfo a hill'j 
with a very fmall fpring of water, whofe ftream runs into the Gowdy, 
The fpring is only four inches deep, and an ell in breadth. The Brahmins 
refort hither to pay their devotions. The fand, which is the bed of the 
ftream, fometimes afluines the form of Mahadeo, which vanifhes again 
fuddcnly. If rice, or any other light fubftance, be thrown into this fpiing, 
it difappcars entirely. Here is alfo a place called Cheramutty, where, 
during the feaft of the Hooly, flames iflue out of the ground in a moft 
aftotnfliing manner. 

Lyckhnow is a large city, pleafantly lituated upon the banks of the 
Goomty, and the fuburbs are alfo very delightful. Sheikh Mecna, whom 
the people of this country* confider as a faint, lies buried here. 

Soorej Koond is a place of religious worlljip, whither numbers of people 
lefort from far. 

Khurry is a town fiiuated upon the banks of the river Sy, upon which 
people go in boats to ftrike filh. 

Eclgram is a little town, very healthy, and famous for producing men 
with lively imaginations and melodious voices. Here is a well, of which 
whofoever drinks for foity days continuance, it enlivens his underllanding 
and brightens his eye fight. 

In this foobah are five fircars, divided into one hundred and thirty-eight 
pergunnahs. The mcafured lands arc one crorc, one lack, feventy-one 
thoufand and eighty heegalis. The amount of revenue is 201,758,172

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dams, or ficca rupees 6>043>454“4s including of Scyuisluil 8,521,658 
dams, or ficca rupees 213,041 — 15, it fupplies 7660 cavdiy i63, ■250111- 
fantry, and 53 elephants. 


The SOOBAH of AGRA. 

IT is fituated in the fecond dimatc. In length, fiom Ghatiinpoor, 
■which confines it on the fide of Allahabad to Pulwul, the boundary 
towards Dchly, it mcafuics 175 cofej and its breadth is fiom Kinojc to 
Chundery, in Malwah, 

It is bounded on the call by Ghatempoors on the north by the river 
Ganges; on the fouth lies Chundery, and Pulwul confines it on the well. 

In this foobah are many rivers, the chief of which ate the Jown (oj 
Jumna,) and the ChurabuL The fiift comes fiom the noithcrn mount, liiis ; 
the other has its fource at Ilaflclpoor, in Malwah j and near Calpcc it 
unites with the Jown. 

A great many fituations, in the fouthern mountaiiious parts of this fno- 
bah, arc rematkably plcal^nt and healthy. 

Agriculture is here in pcrfcCliDn. Here is abundance »)! flowcis and 
fweet-feented oils ; and very excellent beetle-leaf. 

They have melons and grapes, as fine as aie produced in Iran and Puraii. 

Agra 
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Agra is a large city, the air of which is efteemed very healthy. The 
jivcr Jown runs through it for five cofe, and on both fides are delightful 
houles and gardens, inhabited by people of all nations, and where are 
difplayed the pioduQions of every climate. His majefty has ereEled a fort 
of red ftone, the like of which no tiaveller has ever beheld. It contains 
alone five hundred ftone buildings, of furpriGng conftiuflion, in the Bengal, 
Gujciatj and other ftyles; and the artificers have decorated them widi 
beautiful paintings. At the caftern gate are carved in ftone two ele- 
phants, with their riders, of exquifite workmanlhip. In former times 
Agra was a village, dependant upon Byaneh, where Sultan Seennder 
Lowdy kept his couit. Here his majefty has founded a moll magnificent 
city. On the oppolite fide of the river is the Charbagh (or four gardens), 
a monument of the magnificence of the inhabilant of paradife (Hemayun). 
The author of this book was born on that fide of the river, and there are 
the tombs of his anceftors^ togetlier with that of his elder brother Sheikh 
Fizu, Sheikh Allaheddeen Mujzoob, Meer Ruflyeddeen Sufvy, and m^ny 
other eminent perfonages are alfo interred there. 

Near the city of Agra, upon the banks of the river Jown, in a village 
called Rungleh, is a famous place of Hindoo worfliip. 

Futtehpoor was formeily a village dependant on Byaneh, and then 
called Sickery. Upon Agra being made the feat of government, it alfo 
became a city. It is fituated at the diftance of twelve cofe from the city 
of Agia. It has a ftone fort, containing magnificent buildings, and over 
one of the gates aie two aftonilhing elephants, carved in ftone. The 
loyal palace and the houfes of the nobility are built upon, the mountain, 
but the plains are alfo decorated with many houfes and gardens. His 

majefty 
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majefly has caufed to be ereEtei upon the top of the mountain a mof^ue, 
a college, and a monaftery for Soofees, which are the admiration of 
travellers. Adjoining to the city is a lake, extending twelve cofe, and 
upon the edge of it his majefty has built an amphitheatre with high mina- 
rets, The amphitheatre is ufed for the game of chowgong; and here are 
alfo exhibited the elephant fights. In this neighbourhood is a quarry of 
red flone, out of whicK they cut pillars and flabs of any dimenfion. 

In Agra they manufaElure blankets and fine fluffs ; and here are afTem- 
bled artificers of every denomination. 

Byaneh, in former times, was a capital Eity, It has a large fort, con- 
taining many buildings and fubterraneous caverns, where there are now 
found warlike weapons and kitchen utenlils. And here is a very high 
tower. The mangoes of this place are excellent, and fome of them weigh 
above two pounds. This town is famous for very white fugar. I-Ierc is 
a well, with the water of which they knead the fugar into a pafle like 
flour,, and form it into cakes, which they call Gundoreh, and it is carried 
to great diftances as a rarity. It cannot be made with any other water. 
The indigo of this place is very fine, felling from ten to fixteen rupees per 
maund. Excellent henna, of a high colour, is alfo to be procured here. 
This town is the burial place of many illuflrious men. Toodch Bheem 
is a place, at the diftance of three cofe, where there is a cave full of wa- 
ter, whofe depth is unfathomable. Mines of copper and torquoifes have 
been diCcovered here, but they will not defray the expence of being 
worked.

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Mehu'ili IS A city upon the baiik> of the river Jown, %\here are many 
idolatrous temples, to tvhich the Ilindooi< refort, 

Calpee is alfo a city upon the banks of the Jown, and where are the 
tombs of many great pcifonages. Very good fugar is to be procured 
here. At the time that the Sherkyan dynafty firll ellabhfhed tbemfelves, 
the princes of Calpee were tributary to Dehly. When Kudder Khan, who 
governed here, rebelled, Sultan Howftmng came from Malwali, received 
his fubmiflion, and then reinftated him in his government. Sultan Mah- 
moorl, of the Sherkyan dynaQy, took it from NufFer Khan, the fon of 
Kudder Khan. 

Kinoje, in ancient times, was the capital city of Hindollan, 

Gauliar is a famous fort, in which are many ftately buildings, and there 
is a ftone elephant over the gate. The air and water of this place are 
both efteemed good. It has always been celebrated for fine fingers and 
beautiful women; here is an iron mine. 

Allorehas confiderahle raanufaSures of woollen carpets and glafs. 

At Beerat are feveral CDpper-tnines,*fo profitable, that, out of a maund 
of ore, they extraft thirty-five feers of metal. Here has alfo been difco- 
vered a filver mine, but it is not worth woiking. 

Near the mountains of Narnole is a well, which the Hindoos worfhip ; 
and when the Tith of Amavus * happens upon a Friday, the water flows 
over at fun-rife.

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There are alfo copper mines at Singhoneh Dadypoor, and at Kotepo- 
tely. And at the town of Kanwery are many cold and hot fprings. 

This foobah contains thirteen fircars, fubdivided into two hundred and 
three pergunnahs. The meafured lands are two crore, feventy- eight 
lacks, fixty-two thoufand one hundred and nine beegahs; and eighteen 
bifwahs. The amount of revenue is fixty-four crore, fixty-two lacks, fifty 
thoufand three hundred and four dams, or ficca rupees 16,155,257— 
g — 6 ; out of which there are of Seyurghal dams, one crore, twenty-one 
lacks, five thoufand feven hundred and three and a half, or ficca rupees 
255*392 — 9 — 3* It furniihes 50,600 cavalry, 577,570 infantry, and 22 1 
elephants. 


The SOOBAH of MALWAIl. 

IT is fituated in the fecond climate. The length, from Kiiirah to 
Banfwareh, eomprifes 245 cofej and the breadth, from Chundery to Nu- 
derbar, includes 230 cofe. It is bounded on the eaft by Raiulhnoo; 
on tl*e north by Nerwer and mountains; on the fouth byBoklanch; and 
on the weft by Gujerat and Ajracer. The rivers Nerbuddah, Soopeia, 
Calyfind, Necm, and Lowdy, flow through this foobah; and you cannot 
travel two or three cofe, without meeting with fireams of good water, 
whofe banks are fliaded by the wild willow, and other trees; and deco- 
rated with the hyacinth, and other beautiful and odoriferous flowers. 

Here are abundance of lakes and verdant plains, ornamented with innu- 
merable magnificent and elegant buildings. The climate is fo temperate, 

that 
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that in winter there is no occahon for warm clothing; nor is it neceffarjr 
in funimer to cool the water with lallpetre. But in the four rainy 
months, the night air is cold enough to render a quilt neccffary. 

The lituation of this foobah, compared with the other parts of Hin- 
doftan, is fomewhat high, and all die land is arable, Bothharvells are vciy 
good. Wheat, poppies, fugar-cane, mangoes, muflt-melons, and grapes, 
are here in high perfeQion, 

In Haffelpoor the vine bears fiuil twice a year. The beetle-leaf is very 
fine. Here are manufactured very good cloths. 

The people of this foobah give their children opium to cat till they arc 
three years old. The peafant, and even the maiket people of this foobah, 
are never without arms. 

Owjain is a large city, on the banks of the Soopera, which is held in 

high veneration by the Hindoos. It is altonilhing that fometimes this 
river flows with milk. 

In the 40th year of the prefent reign, the author of this book was going 
to the Dekhan, by order of his majefty, and when he arrived at Ow- 
jain, he was alTured that a week before, or the fixteenth of the month 
ferverdeen, after eight o’clock at night, this prodigy happened ; and 
people of all ranks, Muflulmen and Hindoos, took up fome of the milk*. 

In 

* It is impofiible to reconcile this fable to reafon. Had our author onl/ faid that the 
water of this river fametioies refemblea milk, it might have been accounted for, by fup* 

pDfing 
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this ciLy and Us fuburbs are 360 buildings, foi the religious worfliip of 
Brahmins, and odier Hindoos. Alfo in us vicinity is a well, called Kal- 
badeh, the water of which flows inccffantly into a ciftcrn, which is conti- 
nually running over, and yet remains full. On all lides of it the ancients 
had erefted delightful feats. 

Gurreh was formerly independent of this foobah. It abounds with 
foreftsj in which arc great numbers of wild elephants. The hulbandmen 
here pay the revenues in gold raohurs and elephants. This province 
is fo fertile, that it fupplics both the Dekhan and Gujerat with grain. 

Chundery is a very large ancient city, in which is a ftqne fort. It 
contains fourteen thoufand ftone houfes, three hundred and eighty-four 
markets, three hundred and fixty caravanferas, and twelve thoufand' 
mofques. 

Toomur is a town fituated on the banks of the river Butmah, in which 
are feen mermaids. Here is an idolatrous temple, in which, if you beat 
a drum, it makes no noife. 

In fircar Beejagurh there are many wild elephants, 

Mundoo is a large city, whofe fortrefs is 12 cofe in circuit, and in the 
centre of it is a minaret of eight ftories. This city was formerly the 
capital of the Soobah, and here arc many monuments of ancient mag- 

pofing that it was then accidentally impregnated with chalk. Fore, inhisWindrorFo^ 
reft, fays of one of our rivers, 

" And chalky Wey, that rolls a milky wave.”

nificence. 
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nificence. Here are the tombs of the Kuljyan Sultans. From the 
dome, which is over the fepulchre of Sultan Mahmud, the fon of How- 
fliung, there drops water in the height of fummer, to the great aftonifhment 
of the ignorant j but men of underftanding know how to account for it. 
Here is a fpecies of tamarind as bigas the cocoa-nut, the pulp of which 
is very white. 

The learned amongft the Hindoos relate that in this foobah there was 
difcovered a Hone, which, upon touching any metal, immediately con- 
verted it into gold; and they call this ftone Paris. The following is the 
ftory they tell of the manner in which it was difcovered. Before the time 
of Bickermajeet, there reigned in this foobah Jyfing Deo, who was a very 
upright and juft prince. During his reign, this Paiis-stone accidentally 
flruck againft the iickle of a grafs-cutter, who was aftoniftiedat the change 
which it effeBed in his fickle; and, fuppofing it to be injured by the acci- 
dent, he carried it to one Mondun, a blackfmith, to have it put to rights. 
The blackfmith difeovering the property of the Paris^stone, took it from 
him, and by making a proper ufe of it, acquired immenfe wealth. At laft, 
he thought fuch an ineftimable prize ought only to belong to the mo- 
narch of bis country, and therefore carried and prefented it to him. The 
Rajah, out of the wealth which he obtained by this acquifition, in the fpace 
of twelve years built a fort; and at the requeft of the blackfinith, many 
of the ftones of the walls thereof were cut into the form of an anvil. Some 
time after the fort was completed, the Rajah gave a public entertainment 
on the banks of the Nerbuddab, and having determined with himfelf to 
beftow a confiderahle largefs upon his family Brahmin, put the Paris-stone 
into his hands. The ignorant Brahmin, difpleafed with fuch a gift, threw 
it with indignation into the river. When he was informed of what he 

had 
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had done, he was confounded with fliame, and overwhelmed with grief, 
and jumped into the rivetj to endeavour to recover it, but the water was 
fo deep that he could not reach the bottom. And they fay that to this day, 
that part of the river is unfathomable. 

Debar was the feat of government during the reign of Rajah Bhowj, 
and feveral of his fucceffbrs. The vine bears fruit here twice in a year. 
Firftin the month of Augiift, and the fecond in December; but the firft 
vintage is the bell. 

In Sircar Hatundyah are plenty of wild elephants. 

Nuderbar is famous for mulk-melons and grapes. 

This foobah contains ta fircars, fubdivided into 301 pergunnahs. The 
meafured land is 4,456,221 beegahs and 6 bifwahs. The amount of reve« 
nue, twenty-four crorCjfix lack, ninety-five thoufand and fifty-two dams; 
or ficca rupees 617,376 — 4 — 15, out of which eleven lacks, fifty thoufand 
four hundred and thirty-three dams, or ficca rupees 28,760-— 13, are Scy- 
urghal. It contains 280,816 cavalry, 68,000 infantry, and 90 elephants. 

^ jimmaij/ Histoiy of the Kings of Malwah, 

IT is laid that two thoufand three hundred and fifty-five years, five 
months, and twenty-feven days, prior to the date of this book, which is 
the fortieth year of the reign, a man named Mahahmah, who was famed for 
the aufterity of his manners, built in this foobah a Fire-Temple, and 
worfhipped ink; and other pious perfons unking themfclvcs with him, 

performed 
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performed their religious rites j and many, devoting themfelves for rigli- 
teoufnefs fake, threw themfelves into the flames. The tribe of Boodh, 
difpleafed with this euflom, complained againfl: it to their prince; fetting 
forth that many people were deftroyed in this temple, and recommending 
the abolition of fire-woifliip amongft the Bralfmins, as the only means of 
abolilhing this abufe. The prince, in confequence, prohibited' men from 
ignicoly. Whereupon a number of the inhibited befought Heaven to 
fend them a mighty perfon, to punifli the tribe of Doodh, and re-efta- 
blilh the religion of the Brahmins. The holy Are had been extinguiflied 
for fome time ; but, at the command of God, there ilTued from the temple 
a perfon under a human form, with a divnne countenance, and carrying 
in his hand a bright ftvfird. This perfon, who was called Dhunjy, in a 
fliort time became king, and gave new luftre to the religion of the Brah- 
mins, He afterwards left the Dekhan, and made Malwah the feat of his 
government. He lived to a great age, and the kingdom was inherited 
by his children, till that Putraj, the fifth in defeent ft ora j him, dying 
without children, the nobles made Adutpunwar his fucceflbr. He was the 
founder of the Punwar dynaffy. When Heymert was killed in battle, 
Gundrup was raifed to the throne. The Plindoos believe that God caufed 
the foul of Heymert to tranfmigrate into the body of Gundrup, who 
was a juft and a munificent prince, and made his kingdom flouriih. Pie 
had a fon named Bickermajeet, who upon his death fuecceded to the 
throne; and greatly extended his dominions. The Hindoos to this day 
make ufe of the commencement of his reign for an sra, and they relate 
many wonderful Itories of him. It is certain that, by the knowledge of ta- 
lifmans and necromancy, he performed feats that allonifhcd’ the vulgar.. 

Chunderpaul obtained the kingdom, and conquered all Hindoflan. 

Bcejehnund 
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Bcejehnund, once when he was bunting, found a dropt infant near 
a Munj plant*, who from that circumftance was called Munj ; and he 
educated him like his own fon. When Bcejehnund died, his own Ton 
Bhowj was an infant; on which account Munj was raifed to the throne, 
and he was killed in the wars of the Dekhan. After him, in the 541II 
year of the aera of Bickermajeet, Bhowj fucceeded to the kingdom. He 
made confiderable additions to his dominions by conqueft ; his reign was 
celebrated for his juftice and liberality, and he gave fuch encouragement 
to men of learning and wifdom, that no lefs thsfn five hundred fages 
were to be found in his palace. He made trial of the abilities of them all, 
and found the moft eminent among them were Beruj and Dhunpaul, whofe 
compolitions are highly efteemed to this day. It is related, that upon the 
birth of Bhowj, through the miftake of the aftrologers, or by the fault of 
thofe whofe bufinefs it was to mark the hour of his nativity, his father was 
convinced from his horofeope, that he would never come to any good, 
and therefore ordered him to be expofed in a dilliant part of the king- 
dom. He was here nouriflied by the friendly hand of Divine Providence, 
for there could not poflibly have been any intervention of human aid. 
The philofopher Benij, juft mentioned, had not then become confpicuoiis 

He now alfiftcd the fortune of Bhowj. He calculated his horofeope 
with great care. He then wrote down a prediftion of his future greatnefs 
and longevity; and threw the paper in the way of the rajah, who no 
fooner beheld it, than paternal affeftion began to rife in his breaft. He 
again alTembled together all the wife men, and made them ferutinize 
Bhowj’s horofeope, when it was difeovered fiom whence the error in the 
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* A ffscies of henbans. 
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former calculation had arifen. He then went hioifclf and fought out 
Bhowj, who foot! gave figns of future greatnefs. When he was eight years 
old, Munj (who on account of his minority at the death of his father, had 
been raifed to the thionej entertained jealouCes of him, and employed 
perfons to deftroy him fecretly ; but thefe agents taking compaffion upon 
Bhowj, contrived his efcape. At his departure he gave them a paper, 
containing what he would have them to fay to the rajali, when he fliould 
enquire about him. The fubftance of the writing was this, " What kind 

of man art thou who, from the darknefs of thy foul, ftainefl thy hands 
“ with the blood of the innocent. No monarch hath earned with him, at 
“ his death, either kingdom or treafurc; but you fuppofe that your reign 
*' is to be immortal, and that you will experience nothing but happinefs.” 
When this was read to Munj, he repented of what he had done, and fliowed 
evident figns of contrition. When his confidents found him thus difpofed, 
they difeovered the truth. The rajah, at thefe tidings, returned thanks to 
the Almighty, and nominated Bhowj his fuccelTor in the kingdom. 

I 

At the death of Bhowj, his fon Jy fuccecdcd to the kingdom. When Jy 
died, there was not found any one of the Puiiwar tribe worthy to wear the 
crown; on which account Chytcpaul, an eminent zemcendar, was chofen 
king. He founded the Tenore dynafty. After Kenwerpaul, the Chowhan 
dynafty poffeffed the kingdom. In the reign of Maldco, Sheikh Shah 
came from Ghuzneen, and conquered Malwah, where he enjoyed a long 
reign. When he died, his fon Allaheddeen was an infant, whereupon his 
vizeer, Dherumraj Soud poflefl’ed himfelf of the kingdom. But when Al- 
laheddcen came to years of maturity, he made war upon Dherumraj, and 
put him to death, Chytepaul, a dcfcendant of Manickdeo Chowhan, 
and who was in the fervice of Kcmaleddeen, became his murderer, and 
S alfuihed 
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airumed the kingdom. In the reign of Becrfein^ an Afghan entered into ir 
confederacy with feme others, who laid thenifdvcs in ambulh, and killed 
the rajah whilft he was hunting. He then fcized the Uingdom, and took 
the title of Jelaleddeen. Kerukfein, the fon of Beerfein, having rcndcied 
many eminent fervices to his mailer, the king of Kararoop, the king m 
return gave him his daughter in maiiiagc, and appointed him his heir. 
When he had obtained the kingdom of Kamroop, by the death of his 
father-in-law, he led an army into Malwah, to levengc the murder of his 
fadier, and Alum Shah was killed m battle. In the reign of Suckut Singh, 
Bahader Shah, king of the Dekhan, brought an army againll him, and 
having killed the fajah, proceeded to Dchly, where he fell into the hands 
of Sultan Shahaheddeen. When Sultan GhialTeddccn Baleen poHefled 
the kingdom of Dehly, he was engaged in war with Sultan Mahpramed, 
the fon of Feeroz Shah. At the death of Ghiaffcddeen, there was great 
confufion in the kingdom of Dehly; upon which Dilawer Khan Dowry, 
the viceroy of Malwah; Zuffer Khan, viceroy of Gujerat; Khyzir Khan, 
viceroy of Mooltan ; and Khowjah Serecr, viceroy of Jownpoor, all four 
rebelled, and made thcmfelvcs independent princes. Some of tlie nobles 
of Ghiaffeddeen raifed to the throne of Dchly his fon Alrup Khan, and 
gave him the title of Howlhung. It is faid that his father had been poi- 
foned by his order. Sultan Mozuffer Gujcratty attacked Howlhung, and 
took him prifoner, and made his own brother Nuflecr Khan king of 
Dehly. But he proving a tyrant, was depofed, and Moufa, Howlliung’s 
couRn, raifed to the throne. Upon this Sultan Mozuffer releafcd How- 
fliung from his confinement, and fent him to Dehly along with his fon Ah- 
med Khan. Howlhung gained the viElory, which replaced him upon thfi 
throne. After the death of Mozuffer, Howlliuiig feveral times carried 
his arms into Gujerat, and had feveral battles with Ahmed, but was 

always 
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always unfuccefsful. At length he attempted to efFeft his purpofe by arti- 
fice, and dtfguiling himfelf as a merchant, went to Gujnagur. But the 
governor of that fortrefs being apprized thereof, came himfelf to the 
caravan, and made the king prifoncr. But Howfliung declaring that he 
came only to purcbafe elephants, the governor prefented him with fome 
very fine ones, and fet him at liberty. Howfliung carried on wars againft 
Mobarek Shah, fon of Khyzir Khan, king of Dehly j and alfo againfi: 
Ibraheem Sherkee; and Sultan Ahmed of the Dekhan. At his death the 
nobles, conformably to his lall will, made his fon Huffein Khan his fuc- 
ceflbr, under the title of Mahommed Shah. But Mahommed Khan, his 
relation, bribed tlie cupbearer lo put poifon into his wine. The generals 
of his army kept his death fecret, wifliing to raife to the throne his fon 
JVIaflaDod Khan. And they fent a mcflcnger to invite to court Mahom- 
med Khan. He returned for anfwer, that if they had any bufinefs to 
deliberate upon, they mult come to him. They inconliderately went to 
him, and being, feized, were obliged to confeot to his being made king, un^ 
del the title of Sultan Mahmood. 

This prince maintained wars againft Sultan Mahommed, fon of Mobarek 
Shah, king of Dehly; and Sultan Ahmed, king of Gujerat; and Huffein 
Sherkee; and Ranna Gownho, What greatly contributed to the glory of 
his reign, was an embafly from Sultan Abufyed Mirza, who fent him to 
IChowjeh Jemaleddcen Aftarabady, with valuable prefents. He was after- 
wards depofed by fome of his ungrateful courtiers; but was reftored to his 
kingdom by, the alfillance of Sultan Mozuffcr, king of Gujerat. He was 
taken prifoner in battle by the Ranna, who generoully fent him back to 
Malwah. In another battle he fell into the hands of Sultan Bahader 
Gujerat, and.he died as they were conveying him to Chumpaneer, upon 

which 
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■whicb Malwah was annexed to Gujerat. When the late emperor Hemayun 
conquered thefe provinces, he added them to Agra, After that, one 
Mulloor, who was of the family of Saltan Mahmood, poffelTcd himfelf of 
Malwah, asnd alfumcd the title of Cader Khan. During the ufurpadon of 
She^r Khan, his governor of Malwah was named Shujahut Khan. He re- 
fufed obedience to Dehly. under the reign of Seleem Khan. During the 
government of Mobaiez Khan, this foobah again became tributary to 
Dehly. But upon the death of Mobarez Khan, the eldcfl; fon of Cader 
Khan, named Bazecd, rebelled, and reigned under the title of Bahadcr 
Shah. 

But when the auTpieious ftar of royalty Ihed it’s refplendent inllucncej,, 
this foobah again became a part of the empire.

The SODBAH of DANDEES. 


THIS foobah was originally called Khandecs. Upon the conqueft of 
the fertrefs of Alfeer, and when this foobah made a government for Sultan 
Daniel, the name was changed into Dandees. It is lituated in the fc. 
cond climate. In length from Poorgong, which joins to Hindiah, to Le- 
lung, bordering upon the territory of Ahmednagur, it mcafures 75 coie; 
and the breadth, from Jamood, which confines it towards Berar and 
Pall, joining to Malwab, is 50 cofe. It is bounded on the north and 
weft by Malwah ; Kalneh confines it on the fouth ; on the call: lies Berar; 
and on the north laige mountains. It abounds with rivers and rivulets. 
The principal river is the Take, which has it’s fource between Berar and 
Gowndwaneh, and it is alfo called the Poorny. The air of this foobah is 
delightful; andthe winter is very temperate, Jewary is the grain chiefly 
cultivated here, and in fcveral places they have three crops of it in a year. 
Their efculent plants are remarkably fine j their rice is excellent; and they 
have great plenty of flowers and fruits, together with beetle-leaf in abun- 
dance.

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This 
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This foobah is famous foi the manufiElure of a fine ftuff called Abuf- 
teh; and at Dchiuugong are fabricated Seerryfaf and Bhlroon. 

Alfeer is a foil where the governor of the province refides. It is litu- 
ated upon a lofty mountdiu , there are three other forts encompaffing it ; 
and U is incomparably fliong. At the foot of the fort is a very large city. 

Burhatipoor is a large city, fituated on the banks of the river Tapty, 
and at three cofc dillance from Afleer. It lies in latitude twenty-one de- 
grees forty minutes. It has many gardens, in fome of which is found fan- 
dal-wood. The city is inhabited by people of all nations, and abounds 
with handicraftfmen. In the fummer this city is covered with duft, and 
during the rains, the ftreets are full of mud and llime. 

Adelabad is a good town, and near it is a lake which the Hindoos hold 
in great veneration. They fay that Rajah JelTerut expiated his crime 
here. This lake is always full of water, and it’s banks are highly culti- 
vated. 

Changdavy is a village, near which the rivers Tapty and Poorna unite 
their ftreams ; which confluence, held facred by the Hindoos, is by them 
called Jigger ieerui, or the liver of adored places. There is alfo in this 
neighbourhood an image of Mahadeo, of which they relate the follow- 
ing ftory : There was a blind man, who always carried about him an 
image of Mahadeo, to which he ufed to pay daily adoration. It happened 
that he loft it at this place, upon which being greatly diftrefifed, he formed 
of fand an image refembling it, which he worfliipped as he had done the 
original. By the will of the Almighty the figure of fand became ftone, 

and 
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and is faid to be the one above-mentioned. Near it is a fpring, which 
the Hindoos believe to be the Ganges. They Tay that, by the power of 
Gou, a certain devout man ufed to go conllantly to the Ganges, and letiiin 
again the fame day. One night the river Ganges appeared to him in a 
drpdai, and faid, “ Ceafe from all this labour, for I will fpring up here 
in your cell.” Accordingly, in the morning the fpring appeared, and is 
running at this day. 

Jamood is a very fine pergunnah : near it is a very lofty fort, upon a 
mountain. 

Damerny is a populous town, in the vicinity of which is a refervoir, the 
water of which continually boils. The Plindoos worlhip it. 

Chowpurreh is a large town, well inhabited. Near it is a place of wor- 
fliip called Ramiffer, being the confluence of the rivers Kurney and Tap- 
ty. The Hindoos come here from great diftanecs to pay their adorations. 
The fort of Mclunga is fituated near this place, 

Thalny was for fome time the rcfidcncc of the Fecrookyan dynolly. 
Although the fort is fituated upon a plain, it ncverthelefs is of great flrengtb- 

In this foobah are thirty-two pergunnahs, which are all in high cultiva- 
tion. The hufbandmen are dutiful fubj efts, and very laborious. They 
are of the following tribes, viz. Koony, Bhcib, and Gownd. Thofe 
laft named tame lions, fo as to make them do any thing they pleafe, and 
many wonderful ftories are told of them. 
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The amount of the revenues of this^foobah is i,zS4,7Sz Berary 
tungahs, and the conqueft of Afleer made a fmall addition to the fum. 
The tungali is reckoned at 24 dams. 


A summary History of the Kings of Dandees. 

FORMERLY this country was defolate, except that a few people inha- 
bited Affeer, which was their place of worlhip, and called Afootahma, It 
is faid that Mullick Rajee, from whom Bahader was the ninth in lineal 
defcent, through die verfatility of fortune, came from Eundur to this coun- 
try, and fettled in the village of Keerandeey, dependant upon Tahleemr. 
But being molelted by the natives, he went to Dehly and entered the fer- 
vice of Sultan Feeroz. As he was an expert huntfman, the king was 
pleafed with him, and told him he Ihould have any thing he could wilh 
for. Upon this he obtained a grant of ^the village of Keerandeey. By 
his piudent management, he peopled the deferted lands, and brought 
them into cultivation. In A. H. 784 he fat on his throne at Tahleenir, 
under the title of Adel Shah, and reigned 17 years. He was fucceeded by 
his foil, Ghereeb Khan, called Nufleer Shah. From the commencement 
of his reign, this kingdom was railed Kliandees. He leigned 40 years, 6 
months, and 26 days. After him reigned 3 years, 8 months, and 3 days, 
his fon Mceran Shah, who feme alfo call Adel Shah. Then came to the 
throne his fon Mobarek Shah Chowkundy Sultan, who reigned 17 years, 
6 months, and 29 days. Next his fon Adel Shah Jya, whofe name, be- 
fore he came to the throne, was Afen Khan, reigned 45 years, 8 months, 
and 2 days. He marched to Burhanpoor, and after making himfelf 

mailer 
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mafter of AlTcci, married the daughter of Sultan Ahmed Gujeratt^r, who 
founded the city of Gujerat. When Adel Shah died, his brother Daoud 
Shah obtained the throne, and reigned 7 years, 1 month, and 17 days. 
Adel Shah, the fon of Afen Khan, took refuge in Gujerat. Sultan 
Mahommed, Bungerah Raj'ee,' king of Guj'erat, gave him his daughter in 
marriage, went with him to Khandees, and conquered the kingdom for 
him, after which he returned to his own territory. Adel Shah reigned 
13 years. He left behind him two fons, Meeran Mahommed Shah, and 
Mobarek Shah. Sultan Bahader, king of Gujerat, nominated for the 
heir of his kingdom Meeran Mahommed, and made him guardian of his 
fon Mahommed, and of his own brother Mobarek. Meeran, being a 
wife and upright piince, put Mahommed in poITeffion of the kingdom of 
Gujerat, and contented himfelf with Khandees. He reigned 1 5 years, 
z months, and 3 days. At his death tlie nobles raifed to the throne Raj ee, 
the fon of Meeran Shah ; but Mobarek depofed him, and reigned 31 years, 
6 months, and 5 days. He was fucceeded by his fon Meeran Mahom- 
med, who reigned 9 years, g months, and 15 days. He had for his fuc- 
celTor his youngeft brother Rajah Aly Khan, who alTumed the title of Adel 
Shah. He was killed in the wars in the Dekhan, fighting under his majefty’s 
viftorious ftandards. His body was interred at Burhanpoor, after a reign 
of 21 years, 3 months, and 20 days. At his death the throne devolved to 
his fon Khyzir Khan, who, upon his inauguration, took the title of Baha- 
der Shah; but, proving a bad prince, his kingdom was taken 'from him, in 
die 45th year of our emperor’s reign. 
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The SOOBAH of BERAR. 

THE ancieiiL names of this foobah are Durdatut, Riiddaroodyut, and 
Tittkencr. It is fituated in the fecond climate. The lengthj from Pu- 
taleh to Becragurh, is 200 cofej and the breadth, fioin Bunder to Hin- 
diah, meafures 180 cofe. On the eaft it joins to Becragurh; on the 
north lies Settara; on the fouth Hindiah; and on the weft Telinganeh. 

hlekhur is a populous country, fituated between two of the fouthern 
mountains of this foobah, one of which is called Bundch, and on the top 
of it are the following forts, viz. Rawed, Nernalch, Mcelgurh, Beroolha, 
Mehawer, and Ramgurh. 

The air of this foobah is very temperate. It is highly cultivated. 
Here are many rivers, the principal of which is called the Gungkotemy, 
and fometimes the GoJawery. The Hindoos have dedicated this river to 
Kotum, in the fame inannei as the Ganges to Mahadco ; they relate won- 
derful Aones regarding it, and hold it in great veneration. The fource 
of this river is in the mountains of Sihya, near Turncek, and pafling through 
the terntory of Ahmednagur, it enters Bcrar, and from thence runs into 
Telinganeh. When the planet Jupiter enters the fign of Leo, people 
come from great diftances to worlhip this river. The Talee and the 
Tapty are alfo facred ftreams. The river Poorna takes its rife near Dey- 
walgong; the Sirowda has its fource ten cofe higher up the country than 
the Talee, The Nupta alfo fprings up near Deywalgong.t 

The following are particular idiomatical appellations in this foobah. A 

Chowdry 
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Chowdry* they call Deyfniuck; a Cannoongou, with them, is Deyfpandeh; 
a Mokuddem for principal hulbandman) they Ityle Puttiel t ; and a Put- 
wary * they name Kulkurnee. 

Eletchpoor is a large city, where the governor of the foobah refidcs. 
Here grows a very fragant flower, called Boohenchunpah, which refetn- 
bles the violet in colour, and it has hardly any ftalk. 

At the diftance of feven cofe, from the fort of Kaweel, is a very ftrong 
fort, where there is a fpring with which they water fteeL 

Punnar is likcwife a ftrong fort, which is watered on tlirec fides by two 
rivers. 

Kheyrleh is a plain, and in the centre of it is a hill which is held fa- 
cred. At the diftance of four cofc from this is a well, which petrifies 
any bone that is thrown into it. To the call: of this fort is a zemcendar 
named Chatwa, who commands aooo cavalry, 50,000 infantry, and 100 
elephants. Daddhcr Row is a zemeendar, whofe territory lies to the 
northweft of this fort; he commands 200 cavalry and 5000 infantry- 
To the north of it rclidcs Nahcr Row, a zemeendar, commanding 2O0O 
cavalry and 5000 infantry. Near to his territory is another zemeendar, 
called Hufteea Row, whofe countiy is at prefent overrun by the tiibc of 
Gownd. Here are wild elephants. He is tributary to Malwah. Chatwa 
is tributary to Gurrch, and the other zemeendars above-mentioned are 
' dependant upon Sircar Hindiah,

Nernaleh 
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Nsmaleh is a large fort, containing many buildings^ and iituated on the 
cop of n mountain. 

Eeeja Row is a zemeendar of this foobah, who commands 50 cavalry 
and 3000 infantry. Doongur Khan is likewife a zemeendar, who com- 
mands the fame number of troops, and they are both of the Gownd tribe. 

Near Ballapoor are two rivers, amongll the fands of which are found 
ftones variegated with beautiful colours, which the people cut into vari- 
ous forms. At the diftance of fix cofe from Ballapoor, Sultan Morad 
built a palace, which has now become the centre of a city. 

Near Meelgurh is a fpring called Shapoor, die water of which petrifies 
wood, and other foft fubltances, 

Kullem is an ancient city: it is famous for buffaloes. Near it is a ze- 
meendar named Bubjeo, of the tribe of Gownd, and he is alfo called 
Chanda. He commands lOOO cavalry and 40,000 infantry. 

In Beeragurh is a diamond mine; and here are manufa£):ured flowered 
fluffs. It is dependant upon Bubjeo, who has but lately conquered it. 
Near it are found wild elephants in great number. The former inhabitants 
now refide near Balfem, and they are called Hutkeran. They formerly 
commanded 1000 cavalry and 50,000 infantry. They are in general a 
refraElory and perfidious race. 

The Bunjerah zeraeendary has 100 cavalry and io,Odo infantry. The 

prefent 
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piL'fent zemeendar is a woman. The two kft-mentioned zemeendars are 

IdJpODtS. 

The fort of Mahore is very pleafantly fituated upon a mountain, and 
near it is a Hindoo temple, called Jugdeena, dedicated to Doorga. Here 
arc buffaloes that give abundance of milk. The zemeendar of this terri- 
tory is of a particular tribe of rsypoots, called Ranna. 

Manick Durg is a fort upon a mountain, furrounded with wilds. It is 
near Chanda, and is an independent territory. 

In Sircar Pahtery is a town called Chitore, which is a great mart for 
precious ftones and other valuable articles. 

Sircar Telingaiich was fubjefl; to Koteb-ul-Mulk. The natives are 
called Telingeb. It has lately been annexed to Berar. 

In Indore and Neermul there arc ftcel mines. Thefc places arc alfo 
famous for very neat ftnne veffcls. Their oxen are very fine. The houfe 
cocks, which are bred here, have black blood and bones. 

Ramgurh is a ftrong fort, fituated upon a mountain, furrounded with 
wilds. His majefty has not yet got poflcfllon of it. Here are elephants. 

Lenar is a part of the Mekhur divifion. It is a great place of re- 
ligious refort, and is called JBiflien Gyah. The Hindoos fay there are 
three places where, if charity be beftowed, it obtains pardon for the 
dcceafed. The firft is the Gyah of Bahar, which is dedicated to Brahma. 
VoL. II. K The 
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The fecond Gyah is this which is dedicated to RoodeTj or Biflien, And the 
third is near Beejapoor, being a refervoir of water, with a very deep fpnng 
in it. The refervoir mcafures a cofe in length, and the fame in breadth, 
and it is encompaffed by high mountains. On thefe mountains is a fpring 
of fait water; but the water which is taken up from the centre and near 
the edges IS perfeElly frelh. Thefe mountains produce all the rcquifites 
for making glafs and foap. And here are faltpetre works, which yield 
a confiderable revenue to the Hate, from the duties collefted upon them. 
Alfo, on the top of thefe mountains is a fpring, upon the mouth of which 
is carved the figure of an ox. When Amaviis falls upon Monday, the 
water of this fountain runs into the refervoir at Beejapoor, as dcfciibcd 
above. Here are great numbers of monkeys. 

In the neighbourhood of tin's place is a zcmcendar, called Wayillch, 
who is a rajpoot, and commands lOo cavalry and io,doo infantry. There 
is ^fo another zemeendar of the fame tribe, and who commands a like 
number of troops. 

Puttyaleh, of which Puttyalnagry is a dependancy, is a ftrong fort on 
the top of a mountain. In Puttyaleh are four idolatrous temples, in which 
are fome aftonifhmg idols. 

In this vicinity is a rajpoot zemeendar, named Midiiee Row, who com- 
mands 200 cavalry and 2000 infantry. Kamajeo is another rajpoot 
zemeendar, with loo cavalry and 1000 infantry. 


This foobah contains 13 fircars, fubdivided into 142 pergunnahs, the 
revenues of which are collefted by NulTuk ^or a valuation of the crops.) 

The 
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The tungah of this country is equal to eight of thole of Deiily. Originally 
the amount levenue was three crore and a half of tungahs, or 56 crore of 
dams. Some of the princes of the Dekhaii exceeded this fum hy 25 lacks, 
a5.350 tungahs ; the grofs amount of which was 37,525,350 tungahs. 
During the government of Sultan Morad, there was a further increafe 
ol 26 lacks, 37,454 tungahs, raifing the amount up to 4,162,704 Berary 
tungahs, being equivalent to 642,603,272 dams. 

Eight pergunnahs, which properly belong to Sircar Kullern, are now 
poITcired by Chanda, and yield no revenue to the ftate. Neither are any 
collcElions obtained from 22 pergunnahs in Sircar Kehrleh, they being 
in the polFellion of Chanya, and other independent zemeendars. 

This foobah originally formed a part of the Dekhan, and during- the 
reign of Sultan Mahmood, it was committed to the care of Futtchullah 
Amad-ul-Mulkj and he enjoyed the government four years. At his death, 
his fon, Allahcddccn Amad-ul-Mulk, fucceeded to the government, and 
lived in it 40 years. He was fuccecdcd by his fon, Dirya Khan, who 
governed 15 years. When he died, the government was conferred upon 
his fon, Burhan, a minor. At length it was conquered by Mortaza Nizam- 
ul-Mulk, and annexed to Ahmednagur,

The SODBAH of GUJERAT. 

IT is fituated in the fecond climate. The length from Burhanpoor 
to Juggct IS 302 cofe ; and the breadth from Jalore to the part of 
Dummun meafures z€o cofe j and alfo from Ider to the port of Cambayet 
It is 70 cofe broad. On the eaft lies Dandees; on the north Jalore and 
Ider; on the fouth are the ports of Dummun and Cambayet; and on 
the vcft Jugget, which is fituated upon the fea-fliore. In the fouthern 
parts of this foobah are many mountains. It is watered by the ocean, and 
the following rivers: the Sabermulty, the Bateruck, the Mehindcry, the 
Narbudda, the Tapty, and the Sirfooty. There are two other fprings, 
called Gunga and Jumna. The air of this foobah is very temperate. 
The foil is fandy, on which account the ram does not occafion any mud. 

Jew ary and Bajera are the grain principally cultivated here ; and they 
are the chief food of the inhabitants. The fpnng harvell here is incon- 
fiderable. Wheat and barley are imported from Malwah and Ajmeer; 
and they are fupplied with rice from the Dekhan. The revenues arc for 
the moft part collefted by Nufluck, meafurement being feldom ufed here. 

They enclofe their fields and gardens with hedges of the zekoom tree, 
which is a ftrong defence from cattle, and makes the country almoR 
impenetrable by an army. There are fuch abundance of mangoes and 
other fruit trees, that the whole country feems a perfeft garden. 

From Putten to Berodeh, the diftanee of 100 cofe, both fides of the 
road are lined with mangoe trees, whofc fruit are remarkably large and 

molt 
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rnoft delicious. There is one fort which is fwect whilR it is green. This 
foobah alfo produces abundance of very fine figs. Here are mullc-nielona 
in winter and fummer, which continue in feafon for two months each 
time. Their grapes are indifferent. They have other fruits and floweis 
in abundance. The countiy is fo much covered with fiuit treesj that is 
impoflible to hunt. Here are many wild leopards. 

The houfes are for the moft part covered with tiles, with walls of brick 
and chunam. Some build themfelvcs large houfes of flone, with cavities 
in the walls, to which they have private ways of entrance. 

A great many people in this foobah ride in carnages drawn by oxen: 
It is famous for painters, carvers, and other handicraftsmen. They cut 
out letters in Ihclls, and inlay with them very curioully. They alfo make 
beautiful inkftands and fmall boxes. They manufafture gold and filver 
fluffs, velvets, &c. And they imitate the fluffs of Turkey, Europe, and 
Perfia. They alfo make very good fwords, jemdhers, kewpwehs, and 
bows and arrows. Here is liliewire caiiicd on a traffic in precious flones. 
Silver IS brought hither from Room and Iiak. 

At firft Putten was the feat of government, then Chumpaneer, and 
now Ahmedabad. "I his laft is a laige, well- formed city, fitiiatcd upon the 
river Sabermutty. It lies in latitude 23 degrees. The fituatiou is re- 
markably healthy, and you may here provide yourfclf with the produflioiis 
of every part of the globe. There are two foils, on the outfidc of which 
is the town, which formeily confifted of 360 pooras (or quarters), but 
now only 84 are in a flourilhing condition. In thrfe are looa flone 

roorques, 
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morques, each having two large minaretSj and many wonderful infcrip- 
tions, In Poora Ruffoolabad is the tomb of Shah Alum, of Bokhara. 

Putteweh is a town three cofe from Ahmedabad. PIcie is the tomb 
of Koteb Alum, the father of Shah Alum, It is built in a garden, with 
accommodations for people who have bidden adieu to the world. Over 
the fepulchre is a covering, about a cubit fquare, part of which is wood, 
another part Hone, and the icft iron. And of this many wonderful ilories 
are related. 

At the diftanee of three cofe from Putteweh is a place called Sir- 
gunj, where are the tombs of Sheikh Ahmed Khuteo and Sultan Ahmed, 
after whom Ahmedabad is named. Heie alfo reft many of the Ghaunan 
Sultans. Here grows very fine indigo, which is exported to Room and 
other dlftant places. 

At the diftance of twelve cofe from Ahmedabad, ftands the city of 
Mahmoodabad, founded by Sultan Mahmood. It contains many grand 
edifices, and is furrounded with a wall feven cofe fquare; at every half 
cofe of which is ereQed a pleafure houfe, with an enclofure, in which arc 
deer and other game. 

The zemeendar of Ider, who is named Nataiii Dofs, lives with fuch 
aufterity, that his only food is grain, which has paffed through oxen, 
and been feparated from their dung; and tins kind of aliment, the Brah- 
mins confider as pure in the highcft degree. This Narain Dofs is one 
of the principal chiefs of the Rah tore tribe j and he commands 500 cavalry 
and aooo infantry. 


The 
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The ports of Cambayet [Cambay) and Ghogch arc dependant upon this 
Crear. Ghogch is a large port, well built, and inhabited by merchants 
of various kinds. Ships come to, and others arc fitted out from this place. 
The cargoes of the fhips are put into fmall vcffcls, called Tahwery, which 
tranfport them to Cambayet. At Kurry arc very fine oxen, fome of 
which are fold for thicc hundred rupees a pair and upwaidi, according 
to their beauty and fpced. ' 

Chalawareh formerly was an independent territory, containing 22 00 
villages, which extended 70 cofe in length and 40 cofc in breadth; and 
it had 10,000 cavalry, with the fame number of infantry. Now it has 200 
cavalry and 3000 infantry ; is fubjeQ, to the governor of Giijcrat, and 
inhabited by the tribe of Clialah. Although now formed into four divi- 
fions, it is only reckoned as a finglc pergunnah of Ahmcdabad. It has a 
great number of towns. 

Putten has a ftonc fort and another of brick. It is filualcd in longitudi? 
117® lo', and latitude 23° 30'. It pioduccs oxen that will travel 50 cofc 
in half a day. Here aie manuiafUucs of cotfon cloths, which are tranf- 
pnrted to great diffaiiLCs. 

Siddahpoor is a town on die banks of the Sisfooty, and is a great place 
of religious rclort. 

Eeernagurgh, an ancient city, has in it three hundred idolatrous tem- 
ples, each of which has a refervoir of water. The inhabitants are princi- 
pally Brahmin s< 


Chumpanecr 
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Churapaneer is a fort upon a lofty mountain, the accefs to which, for 
upwards of two cofe, is exceedingly difficult, and there are gates at feveral 
parts of the defile. At one place they have excavated near fixty ells in 
length, which fpace is covered with planks, that can be removed when oc- 
cafion requires. Here grow very fine fruits. 

Sooret [or Surat) is an emporium. The river Tapty runs paft it, and at 
the diftance of feven cofe from thence joins the fea. Raneer, which as 
fituated on the oppofite fide of the Tapty, is a port dependent upon 
Surat. In ancient times, it was a large city. The ports of Kundery 
and Bulfar are alfo belonging to Surat. Here are very fine fiuits, 
cfpecially pine-apples. The followers of Zerduflit, when they fled from 
Perfia, fettled at Surat, where they praflife the doElnne inculcated by the 
Zend, and its commentary the Pazend. They make ufe of fepulchrcs. 
From the liberality ol his majelty’s difpolition, every fefl exercifes its par- 
ticular mode of worQiip, without fuffering the Icaft moleflation. Through 
the negligence of foobahdars and their officers, feveral of thefe fircars arc 
in the polfeffion of the Europeans ; araongft the number are Dumraun, 
Surjaun, Tarapoor, Mahum, and Bulfy, which are cities and emporiums. 

Beroatch has a fine fortj the river Nerbuddah runs paft it, and then 
unites itfelf with the fea. It is a great emporium, to which the ports of 
Kawee, Cundhar, Bhalwut, and Bhigooreh alfo belong. 

Near the town of Hanfoot is a park, abounding with deer and other 
game. It is fituated on the banks of the Nerbuddah, meafures eight cofe 
in length, and four cofe in breadth, is perfeflly level, and continually 
covered with verdure. 


Sircar 
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Sircar Surat was formeily an independent territory j the chief was of 
the Ghebte tribe, and commanded 50,000 cavalry and 100,000 infan- 
try. Its length, from the port of Ghogeh to the port of Aramroy, mea- 
furcs 135 cofe; and the breadth, from Sindehar to the port of Diu, is a 
dillance of 72 cofe. On the eaft lies Ahmadebad; on the north the terri- 
tory of Dutch : and on the fouth and the weft is the fea. The climate is 
healthy. Fruits and flowers are here in great plenty; amongft the former 
are grapes and mullc-mclons. 


Sui at is now formed into nine divilions, each inhabited by a different 
tribe. 


The First Division, which is commonly called New Surat, had not 
been explored for a long time, on account of the thicknefs of the forells 
and intricacy of the mountains. A perfon was earned through n by 
accident, who informed others of his difcoveries. Here is a ftone fint, 
called Chunahgurh, which was conquered by Sultan Mahmood, who built 
another ftone fortrefs at the foot of it. Adhum is another fort, eight 
cofe diflant irom Chunahgurh. It is fltuated upon a mountain, but is now 
abandoned, although it might cafily be put into repair. In its vicinity 
is a fort upon the mountain of Kernal, and furrounded with many large 
fprings. Maabidcheen anJ Bunder Goondyluckyat arc two places in its 
neighbouihood. At the diftance of a cofe are two other places called 
Bunder. Behind Chunahguih is an iflaiid, called Syalkookli, being a 
fquare of three cofe, where grow various kinds of wild fiuits, and the in- 
habitants arc moftly of the Kookyan tribe. 

Near the town of Nowgongfliah is a river, called Bhadcr, which emp- 
ties itfelf into the Tea. The fifli of this river are fo delicate, that, if they 
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aic cxpoi.'cl lo the fun far a fliort time, they melt. At this town are to 
be procuicd veiv fine camel', and hoiici) laincv.'hat taller than thofe called 
Giioie. 

The Apconif Dn is Putten. It ib a laigc town, on the fea fliore» 
and ha"! a ftone fort, in a plain. It is alfo called Piitteti Soomnaut, 

The town of OwTaneh is filuated at the diftauce of three cofc from 
the fea, and has a ftone fort on a plain. Here are made good fwords, 
near it being a well which fliarpeiis any blade that is watered with it. 

'Iftie fource of the Nerbiiddah, which is held very facred by the Brah- 
mins, IS near Soomnaut, This city alfo is a great place of religious re- 
fort, as well as Beranjy and Gowieener. About four thoufand years 
ago, in this neighbourhood, at a place fituatcd between the rivers Burn and 
SvrfoDtty, there were affembled together an immcnfe multitude of the Ja- 
doon tribe, who, after fporting togctlier, at length fought, and every foul 
of them periihed in the con{li5i. 

At the diftance of half a cofe from Putten Soomnaut, a perfon, named 
Bhalkateerut, came to Kifticnteer, on the bank of the aver Sirfooty, 
where, at the root of a Peepul tree, he threw himfelf into the river; and 
that fpot IS now called Pcepulfir. Both thefe places are accounted holy. 
Jn the town of Moolmahadeo is a temple dedicated to Mabadeo, where, 
every yeat, on a certain day, there appears a bird called, in the Hindovy 
language, Beekh, fomewhat fmaller than a pigeon, with a blunt bill, and 
wbofe body is pied black and white; and, having perched and fported on 
the top of the temple, for a Ihort time, it then falls down and dies. 

The 
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The people of the town, who arc alfembled together upon this day, take 
up the bird and fumigate it with various perfumes, and from examining 
the marks of the bird, they can from thence predift whether, in the en- 
fuing year, there will be plenty of rain, or a drought: a great degree of 
blaLkiicfs promifes rain, and on the contrary, a wlute plumage portends a 
drought. In this place they have three crops of jewar in a year. Near 
a place called Oonah are two fprings of watci, which they call Gungah and 
Jumnah. The water of thefe refervoirs bubbles up, and flows over. 
The fifli of both thefe fprings arc faid to have each three eyes, two in 
their proper place and one in the forehead. 

Between Mangalore and Joorwar is a fpot which is wafhed by the fca, 
but, on a certain day in the year, the water is quite frcfti. The reafon 
they alfign for it is, that, in ancient times, aperfon being in want ol Ganges 
water, a holy man dircfled him to this fpot, where he found helli water; 
and, to this time, on the fame day every year, the wat^r is Ircih. The 
chiefs of thefe two divifions arc rajpoots, of the (ihelotc tube, as arc the 
other inhabitants : each chief commands idoc cavalry and aooo infantry, 
together with a number of Ahcrr (oi cowhr-uli-.) 

The Third Division. At the foot of liio miKinl.iiiis of Siionj is a large 
city, now out of repair, although the fitualiuii is very ilefirablc. Maabul- 
cheen and the port of Ghogch are dependant upnu it. The ifland of Bi- 
. rum is alfo in this diviflon : it is a fijuaic hill, of nine cole, in the midll of 
the river, and formerly was the feat of government. The zemcendar of 
this diviflon is of the Gowhil tribe, and comiiiaiuls 2000 cavaliy and 400a 
infantry. 
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The Fourth Division includes the ports of Meheweh and Telaja, The 
Jnhabitatits are of the Waleh tribe. This divifion has 300 cavalry and 
500 infantry. 

The Fifth Division is Jugget, which is alfo called Daurka. Kilhen 
came from Mehtra and dwelt at this place, and died here. This is con- 
lidered as a veiy holy fpot by the Brahmins. The ifland of Singhoode- 
har, which meafures four cofe fquare, is alfo reckoned in this divifion. 
Near Aramroy is an ifland 70 cofe in circuit. Here is a fpot mollly Hone, 
half a cofe in extent, from whence, when excavated, there ilfues out fait 
water on all fides. Mullick Jyaz, of the tribe of Khafeh Kycl, who was 
governor on the part of Sultan Mahmood Gujcratty, has excavated about 
a fouith part of it. The port of Aramroy is a very ftrong place, in- 
habited by the tribe of Badhih This diviflon has lOoo cavalry and 2000 
infantry. 

The SixthDivmon has fuch large rivers, the mountains are fo lofty, and 
the country in general fo woody, as to be impervious for an army. It is 
inhabited by the tribe of Cheetore, It has lOOo cavalry and 2000 in.* 
fantry. 

The Seventh Division is inhabited by the Bagheyleh tribe, who com- 
mand zoo cavalry and the like number of infantry. 

Here ate, alfo many of the Kathy tribe, who are of the Aheer call, and 
whofe bufinefs it is to look after horfes. Their military force is 6000 
cavalry and the like number of infantry. 


Some 
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Some people conlider this tribe to he of Arabian origin* They are 
very fagacious, and extremely hofpitable, and they will eat with perfons of 
every religion. Many of them are exceedingly beautiful. When a 
Jagheerdar comes amongft them, they firft exaft an engagement that 
neither man nor woman of them lhall be called to account for incontinen- 
cy. In the vicinity of this tribe, on the banks of the river Doondy, dwell 
a tnbe of Aheers, who are called Poorunjah, and command 3000 cavalry 
and the like number of infantry. They are perpetually at war with the 
tnhe of Jam. 

The Eighth Division. Here is a feaport called Jhanjeer, inhabited 
by the tribe of Watchee. This diviiion has 200 cavalry and the like 
number of infantry. 

The Ninth Division is inhabited by the Charun tribe. The Hin- 
doos fay that Mahadeo created, out of the fweat of his forehead, a hu- 
man form, whom he called Charun, and gave him charge of his own 
ox. This Charun compofed verfes, fang the praifes of Mahadeo, and re- 
vealed to mankind paft and future events. This tribe, who bear his 
name, are his defeendants. The greatefl part of them employ themfelves 
in finging hymns of celebration, and in reciting genealogies : and in battle 
they repeat warlike fables, to animate the troops. They are alfo famous 
for difeoverin^ fecret things. Throughout Hindoftan there is hardly a 
great man who hath not fome of this tribe in his fervice. Here are 500 
cavalry and 4OQO infantry. There is alfo another tribe, called Bhawt, 
who at leaf!; equal the Charuns in animating the troops by martial fongs, 
and in chronology excel them : but the Charuns are better foldiers. They 
fay that Charun was created from the will of Mahadeo, and that fih^wt

ifUieil from liis fpine; and wonderful {lories are Lold oF thefe miracleSj the 
relation of which would caufe prolixity^. 

Between Chalwareh, Sircar Ahmcdabad, Fatten, and Surat is a low tra£l 
of country, gO cofe in length, and in breadth from 7 to 30 cofe, which 
is called Run. Before the commencement of the periodical rains, the fca 
fwells and inundates this fpo't, and leaves it by degrees after the rainy 
feafon. When it becomes dry, great quantities of fait are mstnufaflured 
' there, the duties upon which are colleQed in the pergunnah of Chalawar. 
Abmedabad is fituated to the eafl; of this traEl of land. To the weft of 
it is ^ very large feparate territory, called Cutch, the length of which is 
350 cofe, and the breaddi lOo cofe. The territory of Sind lies to the 
weft of Cutch. The greateft part of Cutch is compofed of woods and 
uncultivated fandls. Their horfes are very fine, and are fuppofed to be 
of Arabian extraftion. They have alfo remarkably good camels and 
goats. Their chief is of the tribe formerly called Jadown, and now named 
Charunjeh. The men are tall and handfome, and wear long beards. The 
military force of this country is 10,000 cavalry and 50,000 infantry. 
The capital city is Tahej, which has two ftrong forts, called Jhareh 
and Kunlkote. To the fouth of Tahej, on the Gujerat quarter, is a con- 
fideiable zemeendar, named Jam, who is related to the rajah of Tahej. 
Sixty years ago, one Rawel, after a war of two months, drove him out of 
his country. He then fettled in Sircar Surat, between the territories of 
Chatwah, Badhil, and Nowneel; and poifelfing himfelf of other choice 
lands, founded the city of Nowanagur, and his new-acquired country 
obtained the name of Litih Cutch. Sutterfal, the prefent rajah, is his 
grandfon. He has 7000 cavalry and 8000 infantry. This country is alfo 
1'' ' famous 
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(amoui for camels and gnats. The Mahoramedan religiou has pievailcd 
hci e a long time. 


Near to Merow and Mungrectch is a territory, called Pall, through which 
runs the river Mehindery. On the Gujerat fide of this territory is au 
independent zemeervdar, who relides at Doongurpoor. On the Malwah 
fide of this country is Banfwaleh, whofe chief is independent. Thofe 
two laft mentioned chiefs have each 5000 cavalry and looo infantiy; 
and they were both of the Seefoodyah tribe, and .relations to the Ranna, 
but now the poffeffors are of another tribe. 

In the vicinity of Sircar Puttem is a country, of which Serowhy is 
the capital. The chief commands lOOO cavalry and 5000 infantry. He 
has a fort, on the top of a mountain, called lyugurh, cncompalfing twelve 
villages, with great plenty of water and pafturage. There is alio another 
territory, fituated to the eaft of Nudeebar, to the north of Mendow, to 
[he fouth of Madowt, and to the weft of Chumpancer, meafuring 60 cofe 
in length and 40 in breadth. The chief is of the Chowhan tribe, and his 
capital IS Almyohan, Here are many wild elephants. The military force 
is 5oo cavalry and 15,003 infantry. 

Between the fircars of Surat and Nuderbar is a mountainous coun- 
try, well inhabited, called Buglana, The chief is of the Rahtore tribe, 
and commands 3000 cavalry and 2000 infantry. He^e are apricots, apples, 
grapes, pine-apples, pomegranates, and citrons in .great perfeftion. Ul- 
iana has feven forts, of which number Mowleer and Saleer are exceedingly 
ftrong. ' 


Between 
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Between lircar Nadowt and Nuderbar is a hilly country, mearuring^o 
cofe in length, and 40 cofe in breadth. It is inhabited by the Gowhil tribe 
of rajpooLs. At prefent the management of public affairs is in the hands 
of one Tewary, a Brahmin; and the rajah, who poffeffes nothing but the 
name, relides fometimes at Rajpeeplah, and fometimes at Ghoolwa, He 
has 3D00 cavalry and 7000 infantry. The water of the latter place is 
very bad j but there is produced very good rice and honey. 

Gujerat contains nine fircars, fubdivided into 198 pergunnahs, of 
which 13 are ports. The amount of revenue is 43 crore, 68 lacks, 
2301 dams; together with 1 lack, 62,628! dams of port duties. The 
whole being equivalent to licca rupees 1,096,123 — 3 — 11. 

The meafured lands, (befides Surat, which is paid by eftimate), amount 
to 1 crore, Sg lacks, 36,377 beegahs, and 3 bifwahs; out of which 4 
lacks, 20,274 dams are Seyurghal. 

This foobah has 67,375 cavalry and 8900 infantry. 


'■ ^ summary J^iory of the Kings of Gujerat, 

IN the bpoks of the Hindoos it is written, that in the year 802 of 
the sera of Bickermajeet, corjefponding with A. H. 154, Bunfraj, was the 
firft king who made Gujerat an independent monarchy, which happened 
after the following manner; Rajah Sirry Bhowrdeo, who reigned inKinoje, 

put 
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put to death one of his fubjcfts, named Samunt Singh, for being dF a bafe 
-and turbulent dirpofition, and then plundered his family. The wife, 
who was pregnant, fled into Gujcrat, and there in the wilds was delivered 
of a fon, who is this Bunfraj. By chance Syeldeo, a hermit of Owjain, 
happening to pafs that way, took coropalfion upon the woman, and gave 
the child in charge to one of his pupils, who carried him to Radhunpoor, 
where he was brought up. When he came to manhood, he alTociated him- 
felf with a gang of highway robbers, whole number increafing, they at length 
feized the royal treafure which was going to Kiiioje. Chumpa, a market- 
man, was one of his confederates, and they raifed and difeiphned ttoops, 
by whofe means Bunfraj was enabled to eftablifli himfelf in the kingdom 
of Gujerat in the fiftieth year of his age. Putten is one of the cities that 
he founded. It is related that, being in doubt where to fix the feat of his 
government, one Anhui, a cowherd, faid, " I have fecn a place, fuch as 
you defire, which I will difeover, upon condition that you call it after my 
name.” Upon the rajah promifing to do fo, Anhui direEled him to the 
■fpot, adding, “ fuch is the fuperior excellency of every^ thing produced 
here, that a dog, who came from another country, attacked a* hare of this 
place, v/ho by the exertion of her llrcngth overpowered the dog, and fet 
licrfclf free.” The rajah having founded a city here, called it after the 
cowherd Anhulpoor. The aftrologers have prediEled that this city ihall 
be deftroyed, when there ihall have clapfed, from the day of it's founda- 
tion, B500 years, 7 months p days, and 44 ghurries. It was founded on 
Sunday the fifth of Soodder Shukulputch, in the month of Byfack, of the 
year of fiickermajeet 80a, after funrife aa ghurries and 4g puls. After a 
long courfe of time, the reafon for it’s name having been forgotten, it was 
called Nehrwalehj and, laftly, on account of the excellency of the foil, 
Putten, which in the language of that country fignifies cAiuen.

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Rajah Samunt Singh gave his daughter in marriage tu Sirrydunducfc 
Soolunhy, a defcendant of the rajahs of Debly. She became pregnant by 
him, and died in labour ; but the chil-d was taken alive out of her womb'. 
The moon happening then to be in the j-Sth ftage, which the HirxJoos call 
Moohthe child was, from that circumltance, named Moolraj, His maternaV 
grandfather, Samunt Singh*, educated him as his own fon. When he was 
arrived at manhood, Samunt, in a- fit of inebriation, abdicated the king- 
dom in his favour, but when he recovered his fenfes, denied the faft. 
Moolraj engaged in a confederacy forae wicked people, by whofe means 
he flew his benefa^lor, and afliimed the kingdom. 

During the reign of Jamund in A.H. 41S, or A.B. 1054, Sultan Mah- 
mood Ghuznevy conquered Gujerat, and, in confideration of a certain 
annual tribute, placed upon the throne a defcendant of the ancient rajahs* 
and then returned by the way of Sind, carrying captive with him* by the 
defire of the new monarch, another prince of the fame family. Some time 
after, the new king, either through prudence or dread, delired the Sultan 
to fend back the captive prince. When he was arrived near Putten, tlie 
king went out hirafclf to meet him, apprehenfive that otherwife defigning 
people might infinuate themfelves into his fnendlhip, and occafion mifchief. 
Accidentally the very day that they met, the king fell alleep under a tree, 
when a wild beall, or bird* plucked out his eyes. Since, according to the 
.laws of the land* a perfon who was blind could not hold the kingdom* 
bis troops feized him, and in his ftead raifed to the throne him who, had 
before been prifoner, 

Kemaderpaul Soolunky, from the dread of lofinghis life, made choice 
of a private ftation* during the reign of Jyfingh. But at the death of 

Jyfingh 
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Jyfingh lie obtained the kingdom, which he extended by conqueB.. He 
was poironedby Ajeelpaiil, who fucceeded him. 

Luckmool dying without ifliie, the nobles elcEled a king oat of the 
Bagheyleh tribe. In the reign of Rajah Kurren, the army of Sultan Alla- 
heddeen conquered Gujerat, when the rajah fled into the Dekhan. Before 
this period, Moozeddeen Sam, and Kotebeddeen ibek, had made incurlions 
into Gujerat, hut it had never till now been annexed to the empire of 
Dehly. 

Sultan Mahommed, fon of Feeroz, appointed viceroy of Gujerat Nizam 
Muftuckrej, called alfo Rafly Khan ; but he proving oppreflive to the 
people, the Sultan difmilTed him from ibe office, and nominated in hiis 
Head Zuffer Khan, fon of Wejeeh ul Mulk Tanick, who, from being a 
Brahmin, had embraced the Mahommedan religion. Upon this Nizam 
rebelled, and was killed. At the death of Sultan Mahommed, the em- 
pire of Dehly was in fome confulion, when Zuffer Khan made choice 
of retirement, and Tatar Khan, the fon of Nizam, made himfelf king of 
Gujerat, and marched towards Dehly, but was poifoned on the way. 
Hereupon Zuffer Khan caufed the Kotbah to be read, and coin [o be firuck 
in his own name, affumed the title of Sultan Mozuffer, and thus Gujerat. 
became again an independent kingdom. Tatar Ahmed, one of his grand- 
fons, put him to death, and got poflelfion of the dirone. He built the city 
of Ahmedabad. During a fcaft, when every one was unfufpicious of 
danger, he put to death twelve paternal uncles,' thus finning paft forgive.* 
nefs. However he governed the kingdom with juftice and munificence. 

Daoud was put to death on account of his tyranny, and the kingdqm 

conferred 
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conferred upon Futteh Khan, fon of Mahommed Shah, who affumed the 
title of Mahmood: he was a very good prince, Mullick Shaban, ftyled 
Amad ul Mulk, was of the utmoft fervice to Mahmood; but fome evil- 
minded people, jealous of his exaltation, contrived to eftrange the king’s 
mind from him, by artful infinuations, hoping thereby to deprive him of 
his life. The Sultan, from the dread of being dethroned, ordered AmaJ 
ul Mulk into confinement, and was very near putting him to death. But 
Mullick Abdullah, the matter of the elephants, who was admitted to con- 
ferences with the king, difeovered to him the plot, and convinced him of 
the innocence of Amadul Mulk. The king contrived means to fet him at 
liberty, which fo alarmed thofe who had aimed at his deftj-u&ion, that they 
immediately took up arms. On the part of the king were the Kafleh 
Khyel fa tribe of Pattans) the flaves of the palace, and the matter of 
the elephants, which animals were of great fervice in the engagement. 
At length the rebels were defeated, upon all of whom proper puniihments 
were inflifled. 

When Sultan Mahmood died, his fon Mozuffer, with the ajfiftance of the 
nobility, reigned under the title of Sultan Mozuffer, and proved a good 
prince. Shah Seffy, of Ilpahan, fent him prefents of the curiofities of 
Perfia, and they contrafted together a ftnft friendlhip. Upon the death 
of Sultan Mozuffer, his fon took the title of Secunder, and mounted the 
khrone, but Amad ul Mulk, forfaking the paths of virtue, foon put him to 
deaths wd in his ftead raifed to the kingdom his brother Nuffeer. The 
nobles, dillfileafed at thefe,praaices of Amad ul Mulk, fought to deftroy 
huR lecretly'. He. tkcD applied for fuccour to our late emperor, and 
promifed-that if he would afford him alEftance and eftablifli Nuffeer in the 
kingdom, he wovdd cede to him the port of Dseb, with a prefent of. a crore 

of 
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oT tangahs. But his majefty, difapproving his conduft, rejeGed the pro- 
pofal. At this interval the Babiyan tribe invited to the throne Sultan 
Bahader, fon of Sultan Mozuffer, who thereupon came from Dehly, and 
obtained the kingdom, with the confent of the nobility. His brother, 
envying his promotion, fled to the court of Sultan Ibraheim at Dehly, but 
did not meet with any encouragement. The Omrahs of Jownpoor in- 
vited him to be their chief; but when he intended to have gone there, 
his friends wrote him letters dilTuafive from that purpofe, and calling him 
to Gujerat. He confented to their propofal, went to Gujerat, and ob- 
tained the kingdom, which he governed with honour to himfelf, and hap- 
pin^fs to his fubjefls. But he imprudently entered upon a war with 
our late emperor, and was defeated in battle. When he died, the Om- 
rahs of Gujerat read the Kotbah, and ftruck coin in the name of Meeran 
Mahornmed, king of Khandees, nephew of Sultan Mozuffer, and who had 
appointed hinr his heir: but he died foon after his arrival in Gujerat! 
Then Mahornmed, grandfon of Sultan Mozuffer, who had been prifoncr 
at Pyawel, was raifed to the throne. But one Burhan, a wicked wretch, 
entering into a confederacy, flew him, together with fomc of his nobles, 
and placed on the throne Rezee ul Mulk, of the family of the firft Ahmed, 
under the title of Sultan Ahmed; but Burban enjoyed all the power. 
When Sultan Ahmed came of age, Etahmad Khan flew him in the hoijife 
of one of hir generals, and in his Head placed on the throne atidm'er 
minor, whom he declared upon oath to be the fon of Sultan Mahmood; 
and he gave him the title of Sultan Mozuffer. Etamad Khan had iho 
entire command of the kingdom^ till ouraugdA monarch annexed it to the 
empire.

The SOOBAH of AJMEER, 

IT is fituated in tliq fecond climate. The length, from Bekhur and 
the dependencies of Umbeer to Beykaneer of Jeltneer, is t68 cofs ; and 
the breadth, from the extremity of Sircar Ajmeer to Banfwareh, includes 
150 cofe. On the caft lies Agra; on the north, part of Dehly j it h^s 
Gujerat on the fouthj and Deybalpoor of Multan confines it on the 
veft. The foil of this foobah is Tandy, and you arc obliged to dig to a 
great depth before you come at water, fo that the fuccefs of the Barveft 
depends entirely upon the peiiodical rains. Their winter is temperate; 
but the fummer is intenfely hot. The fpring harvcit is very inconfider- 
able. Jewary, lehdereh, and mowth, grow here in plenty. The re- 
venue IS in general a feventh or an eighth of the produce of the harvefi : 
little being paid in ready money, 

The common people live in boufes with pitched roofs* built of bam- 
boos and itraw. 

To the fouth are mountains; and this foobah abounds with flrong holds. 
This foobah is compofed of Meywar, Marwar* and Hadowty. 

Meywar contains ten thoufand villages ; and the whole of fircar 
Chitore is dependant upon it. It is 40 cofe long, and 3O broad, and has 
three very celebrated forts, viz. Chitore, Cowtnblere, and Mandcl. The 
governor of the foobah refides at Chitore, In Chowra, a dependancy of 
Cowkondeh, is an iron mine. In Jainpore, and fame places dependant 
upon Mandcl, are copper mines. The prefent poBciders of thefe lands 
3 


are 
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are native zemecndars, who anciently were named Raw'el j but for a 
Jong time pall are called Raima. They are of the Ghelote tribe, and 
conlider themfelvcs to be defcendants from Noorlhirvan. One of their 
ancedors, meeting with miifortunes in his own country, came to Berar, 
and at length became chief of Bernaleh, Eight hundred years prior to 
the date of this book, Bernaleh was plundered, and many of the inhabU 
tants fell in battle. Duiing the confuhon, one Fatta, an infant, was ear- 
ned by his mother from that feene of dillrefs to Meywar, and received 
proteftion from Rajah Mundeleek Bheyl. When Patta was grown up to 
manhood, he followed the occupation of a fhepherd, and his (kill in hunt- 
ing was fuch that the fame thereof recommended him to the rajah, who 
at length made him one of his court and his coniident. ' Upon the death 
of the rajah, four of his brother’s fons difputed the kingdom with each other. 
At laft they unanimoufly agreed to refign their feveral pretenlions to the 
rajahlhip m favour of Fatta; but he then refufed to accept of their of- 
fer. Through fome accident, blood iffued from a finger of one of the 
brothers, and he immediately applied it to Fatta’s forehead, and drev; up- 
on it a kelhkeh*; and the other brothers concurred in this cleElion. This' 
* 

cullom of drawing a keflikeh with human blood, upon the forehead of 
him wliom this tribe acknowledge for their rajah, obtains to the prefent 
time. When Patta found himfelf firmly eftablilhed in the rajahlhip, he 
ungratefully put to death the four brothers, who had been tlie caufe of his 
exaltation. It is related, that fome time before Patta obtained the rajah- 
ihip, one day palling through a defert, he was going to draw his bow 
againll Herbunj, the hermit, miftaking him For fome wild animal ; but upon 
the hermit calling out, he flopped his hand, and ran to him, to alk forgive-

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nefs for what he was about to have done. After this he frequently went to 
vifit Herbunj, who one day prediQed his preferment. Many wonderful 
ftories are told of thofe adventures. As Patta fettled in the village of 
Seefoodeeahj this tribe is fo called; and bccaiife that he was at firll edu- 
cated by a Brahmin, he is alfo ftyled the Brahmin. 

When Rawel Rutten Sein died, Arfec, his fon-in-law, was raifed to tlie^ 
rajahlhip ; and they gave him the title of Ranna. The prefent Ranna 
Omra is the tenth in lineal defeent from Arfee, Their names are as 
follows: Jemeer, Salakha, Sokul, Goonha, Roymul, Sanka, Owdyfingh, 
Pertaub, and Omra. 

Ancient hiftorians relate that Sultan Allah eddeen Khuljee, king of 
Dehly, hearing that Rawel Rutten Sein, rajah of Meywar, was poflcfTcd 
of a woman of incomparable beauty, fent a perfon to demand her. Rutten 
Sein refufed his confent ; upon which the Sultan led an army, to force 
him to compliance. The fort of Chitore was beliegcd for a long time, till 
All ah eddeen, being convinced that be could efFeft nothing by force, had 
recourfe to artifice, and offered peace. The rajah readily acquiefeed, and 
invited him to be his guefl. The king went to ChUore with a hundred 
chofen followeis, accompanied by three bundled foldiets habited like 
common attendants. The interview had atfirik every appearance of cor- 
diality; but the king and his party, watching their opportunity, feized 
the rajah; and before his troops could affemble for his relief, carried him 
off to their camp. The rajah was put into confinement, and the king 
took, what he thoughfi^ e£Be£tual meafures for obtaining his beloved. The 
rajah’s family entreated that he would not ill treat their prince, and wrote 
letters, with affuraneCs, that not only the beauty whom he fought, but 

many 
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many others, iliould repair to his prefence. The Sultan, being quite de- 
lighted with his flattering profpeBs, treated the rajah in a favourable 
manner. Seven hundred fnldiers having placed themfelves in women’s 
doolees, fet out from Chitore for the camp of Allaheddeen, and fent news 
on before, that the ranny was coming to his prefence, attended by a great 
number nf handmaids. When they were conic to the camp, they fent 
word that the ranny wiflied to fpeak with the rajah, previous to her going 
to the fultan’s apartments. The fultan being thrown oflF his guard, per- 
mitted the rajah to vifit her. The foldiers inftantly feized the opportu- 
nity, threw off their difguife, and bore away their prince. The rajpoots, 
who were placed at different ftations, fought manfully, and before the 
rajah reached the fort many were flain. The Chowhan tribe had the 
defence of the laft fta^e, which they fupported with the utmoft valour, 
till the rajah was fafely returned to Chitore. Thus the fultan being 
able to effe£t nothing, returned to Dchly. He, however, foon came 
again with the fame intentions, and returned with the fame fuccefs as be- 
fore. But Rawel was fo much diflieartened by thefe repeated incurfions 
into his country, that he at length refolved to go himfelf to the fultan, 
and court his fnendfliip. The interview was contrived by a bafe me- 
diator, to be at the diflance of feven cofc from Chitore; where the fultan, 
in a cowardly manner, had the rajah put to death. 

At the breaking out of thefe troubles, the nobles raifeJ to the rajah- 
Ihip, Rawcl Arfee, the fon-in-law of their late prince. The fultan re- 
newed the fiege of Chitore, and conquered it. Arfee was killed defend- 
ing the place, and all the women deftroyed themfelves with fire. Jemeer, 
the fon of Arfee, fled from the field of battle, and fettled in the moun- 
tainous parts of Meywar. When Sultan Mahommed Jownee gave the 
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government of Chitore to Maldeo Chowhan^ the rajah of Jelore, all hia 
endeavours to repeople the Country were in vain, till he Tent for Jemeer, 
and made him his fon-in-lawj when, through his means, the country was 
reftored to a ftate of profperity. After the death of Maldeo, all his 
fons were murdered by Jemeer, who made himfelf rajah. This divifion 
has lixteen thoufand cavalry, and forty thoufand infantry. But the ze- 
meendars of Meywar poITeffed themfelves of many other lands, fo that 
Sankahad eighteen thoufand cavalry and a coniiderable force in infantry. 

Marwar is in length lOo, and in breadth 6o cofe. Sircars Ajmecr, 
Jewdehpoor, Sirowhy, Nagore, and Beykanecr, are dependent upon it. 
The Rathore tribe have inhabited this divifion for ages paft. When Moo- 
zeddeen Sam bad conquered Rajah Pithora, he next turned his arms to- 
wards Jychund, the rajah of Kinoj, who, in attempting to cfcape, unfor- 
tunately perilhed in a boat in the Ganges j and his family were all driven 
out of the country, Seeka, his brother’s fon, who was at that time at Shuin- 
fabad, fell in battle, together with many of his troops. His three fons^ 
named Sooteek, AOiotahma, and Bawej, fet out for Gujerat, but fettled 
at Pelly near Soochet. In this city refided a number of Brahmins, who 
Irequcntly fuffered oppreffions from the tribe of Munneyeh. It happen- 
ed juft at this time, that this tribe were making their depredations, but 
they were valiantly oppofed by the three brothers, and at length defeated. 
The Brahmins, in return, loaded the young heroes with rich prefents, 
and treated them with very great refpefl. At length their reputation and 
power became lb great, that they were enabled to attack the tribe of Gohil, 
and polfefs themfelves of the territory of Coombhir. This conqueft 
added greatly to their wealth and renown. Sooteek made an incurfioii 
upon the tribe of Munneyeh, and feized from them the diftrift of Ider.

Bawej drove out the tribe of Gooly from Boglana, and Afliaotahma efla- 
blifhed himfelf in Marwarj and to this day his defcendants inhabit that 
country. 

The affairs of the defcendants of Afliootahma went on profperoufly; 
and Maldeo, who was after him, the fixteenth in lineal' defcent, was fo 
powerful a prince, that he was near proving an overmatch for Sheer Khan. 
Here are many forts, of which the following are the moft famous, viz. 
Ajmeer, Jewdehpoor, Beykancer, Jelmeer, Amerkote, and Jyugurh. 

Hadowty, called alfo Sircar Nagore, is inhabited by the Hadeh tribe. 

This foobah contains feven fir cars, fub divided into 197 piirgiinnahs. 
The meafiired lands are 21 j435,96i‘ beegahs, and 7 bifwahs. The amount 
of revenue is 22,841, 50^ dams; out of which 2,326,336 dams are Se- 
yurghal. It has 86,50-0 cavalry and 347,000 rajpoot infantry. 


The SOOBAH or DEHLY 

]S in the third climaie. The length, from Fulwul to Lodyaneh upon 
the banks of the Sutulej, is 165 cofe; and the breadib, from fir car Rc- 
wary to the mountains ofKemaoon, meafures 140 cofe; and again, from 
Hiffar to Khyzirabad, it is 130 cofe broad. On the ealt lies Agra; on 
the north-eall quarter is Khyerabad in the foobah of Oudh; to the north 
are mountains; on the fouth the boundaries arc Agra and Ajmeer; and 
Lodyaneh confines it on the well. The principal rivers are the Ganges 

and 
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and the Jumna, both of which have tlicir fources in this foobah. Here 
are alfo many leFer ftreams, and ainongfl; them the Kenkher (vul. Cagger). 
The climate is very temperate. Moft of the lands are inundated dur- 
ing the periodical rains. Some places produce three harvells in a year. 
Here grow moft of the fruits of Perlia, Tartary, and HindoRan j and 
there arc a great variety of flowers. In this foobah are many grand build- 
ngs, of ftone and brick; and here are to be procured the produftions of 
every part of the globe. 

Dehly is a very ancient city, which was Formerly called Inderput. It 
is fituated in long. 114® 38', and lat. 28“ 15'. Some place this foobah in 
the fecond climate, making it to begin from the fouthern mountains; but 
the latitude {hows that they are miftaken. Sultan Kotebeddeen, and Sul- 
tan Shumfeddeen, both relidcd in the fpitf built by Rajah Pithowra. 
Sultan Ghiaffeddecn Baleen ereEfced another fort, containing many mag- 
nificent buildings ; and he made it a law, that any criminal, who took re- 
fuge in It, fliould cfcape punilhment. Moczeddeen Kaicobad built ano- 
ther city, called Gunglookhery, which is fituated on the banks of the Jum- 
na. Emeer Kliofru, in his poem entitled Keraln Alfaadain, celebrates 
this city. Here is the fepulchre of the late emperor, which is a very fub- 
lime edifice. Sultan Allaheddeen founded anew city and fort, which is 
called Sirry. Towgliluckabad was founded by Sultan Towghluck. His 
fon, Sultan Maliommcd, built another city, with a palace, m which is 'a 
very high building. In this palace arc a thoufand marble pillars. Sul- 
tan Feeroz alfo founded a large city, and named it Feerozabad. He 
dug a canal from the Jumna to this city, near to which the water pafles. 
At the diflance of three cofe from Feerozabad, he built another palace, to 
which he gave the name of Jehanama (the direElor of the world.) The 

late 
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late emperor built the fort of Inderput, and called it Deenpenah, or, tki 
asylum of rsligion. Slieer Khan deftroyed the city of Dehly, founded by 
Allaheddeen, and built another; but now this new Dehly is for the molt 
part in ruins. Here are many fepulchres, among which are the following 
of religious perfons, viz. Kajah Kotebeddeen Oolhy ; Sheikh Nizamed- 
deen Oulya; Sheikh Nuflureddeen Mahmood, Chcragh Dehly; Mullickyar 
Purren ; Sheikh Saleh, MuUick Kobeer Oulya; Molana Mahommed; 
Hajy Abdulwaheb . Sheikh Abdullah KoreiQiy; Sheikh Shums Owta; 
and Emcer Khofiu. Here are alfo interred the following princes, viz. 
Sultan Shahabeddeeii Ghowry ; Sultan Shumfeddeen ; Sultan Nufleered- 
deen Ghazi ; Sultan Ghiaflcddeen ; Sultan Allaheddeen; Sultan Koete- 
beddeen : Sultan Towghluck; Sultan Mahommed Adel ; Sultan Feeroz; 
Sultan Bhelole; and Sultan Secunder Lowdy. Alfo many, who are now 
living, have built fepulchres for ihcmfelvcs, in the midft of pleafant gardens. 
On the mountain of Illamabad is a very deep fpring, of hot water , it is 
called Furbhafs, and is a great place of Hindoo worlhip. PufToo, one 
of the nobles of Rekhcylir, made a very deep excavation in this moun- 
tain, of three beegahs extent, and which he dedicated to religious pur- 
pofes , it remains to this day in it’s original ftate, and is a proof of the an- 
tiquity of this city. 

Budawun is an ancient city, in which are the tombs of many faints. 

A part of the northern mountains of this foobah is called Kamaoon, 
where there are mines of gold, lead, filver, iron, copper, orpiment, and 
borax. Here are alfo found abundance of mulk-deer, ketafs-cows, filk- 
worms, falcons of various kinds, goot-hotfes, and plenty of honey. 
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I'he ihinoreros is fiequeiilly hunted in fircar Sembhel. This animal 
refembles a fmall elephant without a probofcis. It has a horn in his fore- 
head, which he ufes ofl’cnfively againft other animals. Of his fltin are 
made Ibields, and his horn is applied to the ends of bows, where the 
firing is fallened. In the city of Sembhel is a Brahmin place of worihip, 
called Hurmundel, and here the tenth Owtar will make bis firft appear- 
ance. 

Hanfy is an ancient city, where repofes Sheikh Jemal, the fuccelTor of 
Sheikh Fereed Shucker Gunj. 

Near the town of Sehnah is a fpring of hot water, upon a mountain. 
This certainly is occalioned by a mine of brimllonc. 

Hiffar was Founded by Sultan Feeroz; he dug a canal which brings the 
water of the Jumna near the city. A Derveifli prediEled hts acceflion to 
the throne, and at the inllance of this Derveilh he dug the canal. This 
canal palTes near the town of Sirfa; and lofes ilfelf in tjje lake Bhedar, in 
a wondeiful manner, and of which many llrange llorics are related. Hif- 
far has very few rivers ; and in order to make wells, they are obliged to 
dig to a great depth. 

Sehrind is a famous city, where are the delightful gardens of Hafez 
Rekhneh. 

Tahnehr is held facred by the Hindoos. The river Sirfutty, to which 
the Hindoos pay great adoration, runs near it. In it’s vicinity is a lake, 
called Koorkhet, to which people come from, far to pay their adorations, 

and 
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and to bellow chanty. This was the fcene of the war of the Mahabaiur, 
which was earned on m tlic latter end of the Duaper Jowg. 

The city of Huftnapoor was the refidence of Rajah Behrut, a piince 
renowned for his juftice, and love of his fubjeflis. In return for his vir- 
tues, heaven continued the throne in his family for a long fucceffion of 
years. Rajah Koor was the eighth monarch in lineal defeent from Behrut, 
and the lake Xoorkhet is named after him, Then, after fix defeents* 
reigned Chutterbeerj. Of him were born two fons, one named Dhertralh- 
ter, and the other Pundoo. Dhertrafliter had one hundred and one Tons, 
the eldcft of whom was Durjowdhen. The hundred and one brethren are 
called the Kowrewan. Pundoo had five fons, viz. Jewdilhter, Bheemiein, 
Arjun, Nekul, and Sehdeo, and thofe are called the Pundoowan. Pundoo 
fucceeded to the kingdom, becaufe his elder brother, Dhertrafliter, was 
blind. However, upon the death of Pundoo, Dhertrafliter was made king, 
but Durjowdhen poffelfed all the power; and dreading that the govern- 
ment might pafs into the family of the Pundoowan, contrived means to 
deftroy them. Dhertrafliter, to put an end to the feuds which were in- 
crealing daily, built the city of Narnawch for the refidence of his nephews. 
Durjowdhen, who had workmen devoted to his will, contrived that, in the 
palace where the Pundoowan were to have dwelt, there fliould be hidden 
pitch and other combufliblc materials, which, at a fit opportunity, was to 
have been fet on fire to deftroy them. But if God be for us, what availeth 
the machinations of the enemy ? In fliort, the Pundoowan, after having 
entered the houfe, difeovered the plot, fet fire to the combuftibles them- 
felves, and departed to a defert fpot, fo fecretly, that nobody knew what 
had befallen them. It happened that the fire confumed a woman and 
her four fons, whofe houle adjoined to the palace, Durjowdhen, mif- 
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taking their aflies for thofe of the Pundoowan, was perfe&ly fatisfied, and 
gave a fcaft upon the occafion. The Pundoowan, after having encoun- 
tered vaiious adventures, came forth from the deferts to the city of Cum- 
pela. Here they foon became renowned for their valour and munificence; 
but they took care to conceal their family and name from every one. 
But when Durjowdhen heard every circumftance concerning them, he be- 
gan to entertain fufpicion of having been deceived in the accounts of 
their deftruElion. At length, having learnt the truth, he profeffed to be 
rejoiced at the difeovery, and having invited them to court, he there gave 
up to their dominion one half of his Icingdom, including Dehly; and re- 

I 

ferved for himfelf the other half, of which Huftnapoor was the capital. 
Jcwdilhter, the eldeft of the Pundoowan, proved very fortunate, and with 
the affiftance of his brethren, made conqueft, till at length even fome of 
the Kowrewan j’oined them. Durj'owdhen, filled with envy thereat, made 
a feak, and, under the falfe appearance of friendfhip, invited the Pun- 
doowan to partake of it; when, having engaged them to play at the game 
of chowper, he, by the means of falfe dice, won from them all that they 
poffeffed. For the laft flake it was propofed, that if the Pundoowan won, 
all they had loll fhould be reftored to them ; and provided Durjowdhen 
proved conqueror, the Pundoowan were to quit all inhabited places, and 
wander in the deferts for die fpace of twelve years, in the drefs of beggars ; 
that, after the expiration of this term of abfence, when they returned to 
focicty, they fhouUl fo conceal themfelvcs for another year, that nobody 
fhould be able to difcover them; or, in cafe they fhould be found out, 
they were to return to the deferts again for twelve years more. The 
Pundoowan, unfufpicious of any fraud, accepted the propofal, and were 
again duped by Durjowdhen’s falfe dice. 
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The Pundoowan faithfully fulfilled their part of the agreement; but, at 
their return, Durjowdhen treated them with fuch cruelty, that although 
they offered to be fatisfied with the polTeflion of five villages, he refufed 
them, and made preparations for war, fixing upon a fpot near the lake 
Koorkhet for the field of battle. But fince the reward of deceit is dif- 
appointment, Jirjowdhen and his adherents wereflain, Jew dilhter obtaining 
the viftory, after having fought for the fpace of eighteen days. 

This war happened in thfe end of the Duaper Jowg, one hundred and 
five years prior to the commencement of the Kul Jowg, being 4831 years 
anterior to the fortieth year of the prefent reign. 

It is faid, that in this war the army of the Koorewan confifted of eleven 
kooney, each kooney being twenty- one thoufand eight hundred and feventy 
men mounted on elephants ; together with the like number of charioteers ; 
befidciS fixty thoufand three hundred and ten cavalry, and one hundred 
and nine thoufand, three hundred and fifty infantry. Out of tlus immcnle 
multitude of forces on one fide, and the troops of Jcwdilhter on the other, 
only twelve perfons furvived the flaughter, of which number four were of 
the army of Jirjowdhen, who fled from the field of battle, and implored 
proteElion from Jcwdilhter. Thefe four were, 1. Kcerpacharij, a Brahmin, 
who had been preceptor to both the Kowrewan and the Pundoowan. 
2. Alhotahman, who had alfo exercifed the fame office, 3, ICcerut Bir- 
man, of the Jadown tribe. 4. Sunjeey, who, notwithftandiiig his renown 
for wifdom and learning, drove the chariot of Dhertralhter. The other 
eight furvivors were of the Pundoowan army, viz. the five Pundoowan 
brothers} Satick, of the Jadown tribe, renowned for valour ; lliijtulh, who 
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was Jirjowdhen’s brother by another mother; and Kiflieii, whofe fame is 
too univerfal to render neceffary any account of hina here, 

Summarily, Jewdifliter, after gaining this vi&ory, reigned thirty-iix 
years. Then his righteous difpolltion made him defpifc the pcrifliablc 
vanities of this world, and feek for retirement, accompanied by his bro- 
thers. 

The hiftory of this war is related moft circumHantially in the Maha- 
barut, comprifed in one hundred thoufand couplets. By the command of 
his majefty it has been tranflated into the Perlian language, and entitled 
Rezemnameh [or the hook of war). 

The hiftory of the Mahabarut is divided into eighteen purbbs, or books, 
containing as follows; ift Purbh, the hiftory of the Kowrewan and Pun- 
doowan. A table of contents. 2d Purbh, Jcwdifliter fends his brother to 
make conquefts. The faenfice called Raj Sewey. The Kowrewan make 
a feaft for playing at dice, cfcc, 3d Purbli, the departure of the Pundoo- 
wan to the deferts ; their adventures. 4th Purbh, the Pundoowan return 
to the city of Beratt, without difcovering themfelves. 5th Purbh, the 
Pundoowan difeover themfelves j appoint Kiflicn mediator between them 
and the Kowrewan; Jirjowdhen rejefls their propofal. Both armies 
arrive at Koorkhet. Preparations for battle. 6lh Purbh, the firft battle, 
which continued for ten days. Bcekhum is wounded ; and many of the 
fons of Dhcrtrafliter flain. 7th Purbh, Jirjowdhen holds a council of war, 
and appoints Detown his general, who is afterwards flain. A defeription 
of the battle, which lafted five days. 8th Purbh, a defeription of the 
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batde of two days. Jirjowdhcn appoints for his general Kurren j the heroic 
exploits of Kurren. The flight of Jcwdiflitcr. The death of Kuiren 
by the hands of Arjiin, on the fecond day’s eneoiintcr. gth Purbh, 
Sul appointed general; his aftomfliing ftrength ; is flain. Jirjowdhen hides 
himfelf in a refervoir. He dies, with many heroes of his party, loih Furbh, 
the conclufion of the war. Keerutpirman, Keerpacliarej and Alhotaraati, 
join Jirjowdhen upon the field of battle, whilfl: he has remains of life. 
They propofe a Tally upon the enemy at night, iith Purbh, lamentations 
of the women on both fidcs. Gundhary,'the mother of Jirjowdhen, curfes 
Kilhen. lath Purbh, the tranfaflions of Jewdiihter after the viELory. 
Wiihes to refign his kingdom, and retire firom the world ; bat is comfoiLcd 
and difluaded from his intention by the advice of Byafs, Kiflicn, and 
Beekhum. This book contains fublime maxims of religion and morality, 
with wife rules for the government of a kingdom, igth Purbh, Bcckhum’s 
advice to Jewdiflitcr. In my opinion thefe two lafl: books might better 
have been comprifed in one, as they both contain the advice of Beek- 
hum to Jewdifbter. And I think that the 9th purbh ought to have been 
divided into tw'o ; one to have conlifled of the hiftory of Sul, and the other 
to have contained the dcfcnption of the death of Jirjowdhen*. 14th Fuibh, 
Dhertralhter, Gundhary his wife, and Koonty the mother of the Fundoowan, 
go into retirement. i6lh Purbh, the deftruBion of the tribe of Jadoon. 
17th Purbh, Rajah Jewdiihter, with his brother, retire from ttfe world; 
fink into a bed of fnow. 18th Furbh, defcription of the afcenlion of 
Jewdiihter into heaven in bis own body, and an account of the diflblution 
of the bodies of his brethren. The conclufion, called Herbuns, contains 
the hiftory of the Jadoowan tribe. Although in this work there are found 

* lo the caurfe of the hifioiy, he is indiffeicnjly ealleil JirjowiUtsn awl ShurjowdhBQ. 
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many extravagaat dcfcriptioiUj it is nevcrthelcfs delightful and inAruElive 
in a very high degree.

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^ sumTnary HiHoiy of the Fringes who have reigned in Dehly. 

m 

IN the year 42^, -of the era. of Bickcrmajeet, Anungpaul, of the Te^ 
nore tribe, governed with juftice; and be founded the city of Dehiy. In 
the 84Bth year of the fame sra, in the vicinity of that city, a battle was 
fought between Feert-hraj Tenore and Beeldeo Chowhan, who, gaining 
the viEtory, transferred the kingdom to the Chowhan tribe. In the reign 
of Rajah Fithowra, Sultan Moozeddeen Sam made fcveral incurJions 
from Ghuzneen into Hindoftan, but never gained any vifiory. In the 
Hindoo hiAories it is faid, that Rajah Pithowra gained, from the fultan. 
feven pitched battles; after which, in A.H. 588, the eighth battle was 
fought near Tahhelir, when the rajah was taken prifoner, and they give 
the following account of the manner in which it happened. He had ori- 
ginally in his fervice one hundred heroes, of whofe exploits there are 
moll extravagant, and indeed incredible relations; and each of tliem was 
ftyled Samuntf or Leader of an Army. In this battle he was not accom- 
panied by any one of thoJe champions. The following is -the fum of the 
fioiy. Rajah Jychund Rathore, who at that time was fupremB monarch 
of all Hindoftan, rcfided at Kinoje; all the other rajahs paid him homage, 
and he was of fo tolerating a .difpolition, in regard to religion, that many 
natives of Fcrlia and Tartary were engaged in his fervice. He was mak- 
ing preparations for performing the faciiftce called Rajfoo : tn which 
ceremony it was required that every fervice flumld he performed by ra- 
jahs, even to the duties of the fcullery. The fupreme monarch alfo, on 
this occafion, gave in marriage, to the next moft powerful rajah, one of 
his molt beautiful laughters. All the rajahs had repaired to the court of 
Jychund, in order to aOlft at the facrifice, excepting Fithovra, who was 
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making preparatloniS for the journey. But at that iuftant, fomebody hap- 
pened to remark, that the empire of right belonged to the Chowban dy- 
nafty, and CDufcquently that Jychund was not qualiBed to prefide at fuch 
a facriBce. Thefc words kindled the flames of ambition in the breaft of 
Pithowra, and he put off his journ^. Jychund was preparing to lead 
an army agaiiift him ; but the courtiers reprefented, that fuch an undertak- 
ing would require a long time for execution^ whilft the hour appointed 
for the facrificB was near at hand. Their remonftrances prevailed with Jy- 
chund; and in order to make the feflival as little incomplete as poflible, 
by the ablcnce of Pithowra, they made an effigy of him in gold, and gave 
it the office of porter of the gate. PitHowra-, enraged at this affront, went 
CO the facrifice in difguife, accompanied by five hundred men of approved 
valour; and, after having committed great flaughter, feized the golden ef- 
figy and returned with fpeed. The daiUghter of Jychund, who was to have 
'been married to another rajah, upon hearing the relations of Pitbowra’s 
intrepid valour, became enamoured of him, and refufed her confent to 
die marriage. Jychund, enraged at her conduf):, expelled her from his 
haram, and confined her in a feparate palace. When Pithowra received 
intelligence of this, he was almoft diflraQed with love and rage, and de- 
termined to fet her at liberty. For this purpofe he engaged Chanda, a 
mufieJan, to go to the court of Jychund, to fing bis celebrations; and 
Pithowra, with a few chofen men, accompanied as his attendants. By this 
ftratagem Pithowra contrived to carry on a correfpondeoce with the 
princefs, whoTc heart being predifpofcd in his favour, eafily made her 
efcape with him. The before-mentioned hundred Samunts, who had come 
with him in different difguifes, flood one before another, and defeated the 
troops of Jychund. Cobind Roy Ghelote made the fiift lefiftancc, and fell, 
not till he bad flain feven thoufand of the enemy. There were Arib' 

alfu

alfo, in tlie firil day’s battle, of thefe heroes, NiiHng Deo, Chand Nun- 
deys, and Saidhool, of the Selunk.ee tribe; Pelhun Deo, of the Cutchwa^ 
heh tnbe, and two of bis brotliers. And the remainder were killed on 
their way back, after having difplaycd artonifliing feats of bravery. PiU 
hawraand the bnde ainved fafe at Dehly, attended by Chanda, the inuli- 
ciati. But Pithowra, foon after, became the fpoit of fortune, for this 
pnneefs fo engrofled his attention, that he neglcfled all public affairs, and 
gave himfelf up entirely to love and indolence. Shahabeddeen, apprized 
thereof, formed an alliance with Rajah Jychuud, and, having raifed a large 
army, came to attack the dominions of Pithowra. He pofTeffed himfelf 
of many places, but no one dared to acquaint Pitliowra of his misfortunes. 
At length the nobles alfemhled together and prevailed upon Chanda to dif- 
cover to him the real llate of his affairs. Chanda entered the palace, add 
after having paffed feven gates, arrived at the haram. He*then gave the rajah 
foine intimation of the condition of the kingdom. The rajah, vain with 
the remembrance of his former viflorics, collected together only a fmall 
number of troops, and with thefe he marched out to attack the Sultan. 
But the heroes of Hindoftan had all perifhcd in the manner before de- 
fcnbcd,befides jyebund, who before had been his ally, and was now m 
league with his enemy. In the battle which enfued. Rajah Pithowra 
fell into the hands of the fiiltan, and was carried prifoncr to*Ghuzneen. 
The faithful Chanda followed his prince to Guznecn, and contrived to 
gain the favour of the fuUan. Having obtained an interview with the ra- 
jali, and adminillered comfort to his mind, he told him that he would 
take an opportunity ofpraiflng bis fkill with the bow, which would raife 
the Sultan’s cunofity to fee him perform his feats, when he might make a 
proper ufe of his arrow. In confequence of Chanda’s reprefentation, the 
fujtan wifhed to fee -the rajah exercife Ins bow, when he &ized the oppor^ 
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aamtyj and fliot the king dead upon the Ipot. This is according to the 
'Hindoo hiftonanSj but the Ferfian authors give quite a different account 
'Of the whole tranraBfionj and alTert that the rajah was killed in battle. 

This world is a juggler, who is ever exhibiting wonders. We may u‘- 
colleSt many events limilar to the hiltory of this prince. But who is 
happy enough to profit by the example of others ? 

In Fithowra ended the Chowhaii dynalty of the princes ul‘ Dchly ; 
and Sultan Moozcddccn poflefled himfelF of the bell: part of Hindollan. 
He appointed for his viceioy Mullick Kotebeddeen, whom he left at Gch* 
ram, and, on his rctuui to Ghuzneen, plundered the noithcin mountains. 
The fame year that the fultan returned to Ghuzneen, Mullick Kotebeddeen 
performed wonderful exploits of valour, and poficITed himfclf ofDehly 
and many of its dependencies. 

At the death of Moozeddecn, 'GhiaiTeddeen Mabmood, fun of Gbiaf.* 
feddecn Mahommed, Tent from Fecroz Kouh tg Kotebeddeen the um- 
brella and other infignia of royalty. Kotebeddeen fixed his rcfidcnce in 
Lahoor, and was famed fur his jufticc, valour, and munificence. He was 
■killed whilfl: playing at the game of Gbowgong. The nobles elefled for 
his fuccelTor his fon, Aram Shah, but a faElious party fet up againft him 
Mullick Altumfii, who was firft purchafed for a flavc by Kotebeddeen, 
and afterwards adopted his fon. Aram Shah fled, and Altumfh^ tlius ella- 
hliihed, aflumed the title of Shumfeddeen. It is faid that his father wad 
chief of a Turkifli tribe," and Altumlh, having excited the envy of Ixis 
brethren and coufins, they fold him like jofeph. Through the viciflitude 
of fortune, he changed his mailer feveral times, and at laft a merchant 
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brought him to GhuEOcenj 'where Sultan Moozeddeen Sam wanted to have 
purchafed hinij but the merchant demanding a moA exorbitant priccj the 
fultan was fo much dilpleafed, that he forbad any one to buy him. When 
Koteheddeen returned to Ghuzneen, from the conqueft of Gujerat, hav- 
ing obtained permilEon from the fultan, he purchafed Altumlh at a high 
price, and then adopted him his fon. Khowjah Koteheddeen Oulhy was 
his cotemporary. When Altumih died, he was fucceeded in the king- 
dom by his fon; but the whole of his thoughts were turned to the gratifica- 
tion of fenfuality and lloth, defpifing the affeElion of his fubjeEbs ; and he 
committed the afiairs of the kingdom to the management of his mother, 
Shah Turkan. The nobles, enraged at his fliameful coiiduE):, rebelled, 
and raifed to the throne, Rezeeab, the daughter of Shumfeddeen, and 
whom he, in his lifetime, had appointed his heir, afGgning as his reafuii 
for lb doing, that " his fans, being drunkards, were unfit to reign.” 

In the reign of Moozeddeen Bahram Shah, the troops of Chungaze Khan 
laid wafte the territory of Lafaoor, and difalFeEbed perfons, malting ufe of 
that opportunity, leized Moozeddeen, confined him> in prifon, and there 
put him to death. 

During' the reign of Sultan Allaheddeen MalTaoud Shah, an army of 
Moghols entered Bengal, either by the way of Khatai or Tibbetj but they 
were defeated by the troops of that monarch. At another time fiawuj was 
leadhig an army from Turkefian, when the fultan march^ out to meet 
him ; but, on the banks of the river Beya, receiving intelligence of the re- 
treat of the Moghols, be returned to Dehly. This prince at laft, fuffering 
himfelf to he corrupted by evil counfellors, was thrown into prifon, and 
there ended his exifinncc. 
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NalTireddeeti Mahommed was a good prince, and gained the hearts 
of his fubjeEks by his wife adminiftration. The Tebeeat Nafliry is de- 
dicated to this prince. In his reign the Moghols advanced as far as Pun- 
jab; but, when they heard of the march of the fultan, retreated. Naf- 
fireddeen was a good prince, and reigned happily. He raifed to the vizarut 
Ghialfeddeen Baleen, who had been his Have, and was afterwards bis bro- 
ther-in-law, and upon this elevation he gave him the title of Ulugh Khan. 
This Ghiafleddeen was remarkable for his wifdom, and gave fplendor to 
his high office. Sultan Naflireddeen dying without male iffue, this worthy 
vizier was raifed to the throne, when be embraced every occafion to 
difcountenance the wicked, and give encouragement to thofe who merited 
■favour. Ghialfeddeen appointed to the viceroyalty of Punjab his eldcfl: 
fon, Mahommed, who was commonly called Khan Shehccd. Through his 
vigilance and valour, Punjab was reftored ta a ftate of tranquillity. 
Meer Khofru and Meer Haflan were in his fuit. After having paid a vilit 
to his father, as he was -returning to Punjab, with only a few attendants, 
he was furprifed by an army lof Moghols, between Deybalpoor and La- 
■hoor, and llain. Meer Khofru was taken prifoner, but contrived to gain 
Ins liberty. 

At the death of Ghialfeddeen, BughzaKhan was his viceroy, in Bengal, 
and, upon this event, took the title of Nalfircddeen. But a party at Dehly 
raifed to the throne his fon, Kaicobad, to the prejudice of Kai Khof- 
TU, whom Ghialfeddeen had nominated his heir, and who had fucceeded 
his father, Mahoipmed, in the government of Multan. Naflireddeen 
marched toward Dehly, and his fon, Kaicobad, came out with an army to 
©ppofe him. The two armies met on the banks of the river Seroo, near 
the town of Oud. By the contrivance of evil counfellors, the ferhw 
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returned to Bengal without effefling any thing, leaving Kaicobad in peace- 
ful pofleffion of the empire. It is aftoniQiing diat Meer Khofru, in his poem, 
entitled esaadam, Ihould celebrate this interview between the father 

and his rebellious fon. Kaicobad died of hard drinking, and a faElion 
wanted to have fet up his fon, under the title of Shumfeddeen,* hut he 
did not fucceed, and his father’s corpfe was thrown into the river Jumna. 
The kingdom was then confeired upon the Khuljian dynafty, Jilaleddeen, 
whohadheen paymafter of the imperial forces, being raifed to the throne. 
Mulhek Allaheddecn, his nephew, who had been educated under his care; 
went from Kurrah into the Dekhan, where he amafled great wealth, which 
enabled him to rebel againft his monarch. The fultan maiched againU 
him, and was flam by the hands of the traitor, who thereupon alTumcd 
the title of fultan, and by the will of heaven obtained the empire. Not- 
withftanding the enormity of his crimes to gain the throne, he neverthc- 
kfs inftituted excellent laws for the government of the empire. He had 
fcveral battles with die Moghols, in all of which he proved viEloriouSk 
Eraeer Khofru dedicated to him bis Kumseh [or Poems.J But after 
having reigned welLfot Ibme time,, he at lengjii deferted the paths of wif- 
dom and virtue, and became enamoured of an eunuch of his palace, 
whom he made his prime minifter. Tliis wretch obliged him to put to 
death Khyzir Khan, and to imprifon his fons. Shady Khan and Mobarek 
Khan. At the death of Allaheddeen, this eunuch raifcd to the throne the 
youngeft fon of the late emperor, to whom he gave the title of Shahabed^ 
deen. The other brothers were deprived of their eyefight, excepting Mo- 
barek Khan, who, through the divine alEllance, efcaped that misfortune. 
After a few days the ennuch was murdered, and Mobarek Khan taken out 
of prifon, and appointed prime miniller. He foon dethroned hU brother, 
and having put him in prifon, aflumed the title of Kotebeddeen,

He conquered Gujerat and the Dekhan. But he imprudently placed 
his confidence in Hafan, a man of mean extraQion, but remarkable for 
the beauty of his perfon. To this mmion he gave the title of Khaffah 
Khan, and regardlefs of the remonftrances of thofe who were mod at- 
tached to his intereft, he delivered himfelf up fo entirely to the difpofal 
of this man, that at length he caufed his benefaElor to be murdered, 
mounted the throne under the title of Naflireddeen, and extirpated die royal 
family. Upon this Ghazi-ul Mullick, who had been one of the principal 
nobles in the court of Allaheddeen, revolted, and, having put to death the 
ufurper, was elevated to the throne by the nobility, under the title of 
GhialTeddeen Towghluck Shah. He fettled the affairs of Bengal, and 
then repaired to Dehly. Mabommed Khan, his fon, in the courfe of 
three days, erefted a palace for his reception, within a few cofe of Dehly, 
and, after much entreaty, prevailed upon him to enter it. The roof of the 
palace fell in, and buried the king in the ruins. Although Zyabiruy has 
pionounced Mahomtned Khan to be innocent of the death of bis father, 
yet the circumllance of the hade in which this palace was erefted, and the 
prefling invitation he gac»e the king to relide in it, contrary to his own 
inclination, are powerful arguments of the fon’s turpitude, Sultan Ma* 
hommed, in his lad tedament, appointed for his fuccelTor Feeroz, the fon of 
his paternal uncle, Rajeb, and he was a good prince, At his death the affairs 
of Hindodan fell into feme confufion. He was fucceeded by his grandfon., 
Towghluck Shah, but a mondcr of ingratitude foon deprived him of his 
life. Abubeker fucceeded his brother. Towghluck Shah. In the reign of 
Sultan Mahmoo d, the chief management of affairs was entruded to^Mulloo 
Khan, who was thereupon dignified with the title of Ekhal Khan; but his 
adminidration produced nothing but difeontent and drife. A faftickn pf 
the nobles fet up a great grandfon of Feeroz Shall, whom tliey ftyltd 
VoL. II. Q Naflerut 
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Naflerut Shah. The flamEs uf contention were raging at Ddil/, when 
Timur entered Hindoftan m A.H. 8oi. Mahommed then fled to Gujeiatf 
and (edition hid her head, When Timur was leaving Hindoftan, Khyzir 
Khan, who had done him homage, was left in the government of Multan. 
For two months after this, Dehly was in a ftate of the utmolt anarchy and 
confuGon. Naffenit Shah, who had fled into the Duab, now came to 
Dehly, and poflefled himfelf of the throne. But Ekbal, a (horttime after, 
made himfelf mafter of that city, upon which Naflerut Shah fled to Mewat. 
Then Sultan Mabmood returned from Gujerat, and the hypocritical Ekbal 
Khan feigned entering uito his fcrvice. Sultan Mahmood being in the 
utmoft diftrefs, departed in the mght to Sultan Ibraheem Sherky, but 
meeting with no encouragement, he returned to Dehly, Ekbal Khan 
commenced hoftilities, but gained no advantage. Afterwards Ekbal Khau 
-was taken prifoner in battle by Kbyzir Kban, when Sultan Mahmood 
poflefled himfelf again of Dcbly, where he foon after died a natural death, 
and in him ended the Khuljian dynafty. 

For fame days the government was held by Dowlct Khan, an Afghan; 
but Khyzir Khan haftened from Multan, and, having made lumfctf mafter 
of the city of Dehly, appointed, as viceroy, Mullick Mirdan Dowlet, one 
of the omrahs of Sultan Fecroz, and whom Solimaii, the father of Kbyzir, 
bad adopted for bis fon. Khyzir Khan, out of gratitude to his bencfatlor 
Timur, did not afliime the title of fultan, but continued to have the 
Khothah read in the name of that monarch, contenting himfelf with 
being ftyled Ayattf Aala, or the mosi IJi^h in DtgiiUy. 

At the death of Timur, the Khothah was read in the name of his fon 
and fucceiTnr, Shahrokh, concluding with a prayer for the profperity of 
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Khyzir Khan, At the death of Khyzir, he was fucceeded by his fon, Mo- 
barek Shah^ conformably to his laft will and teftament. This prince, avail- 
ing himfelf of the diffcntions between Sultan Ibraheem Sherky and How- 
Iheng, attempted to get polfellion of Calpee and its dependencies; 
but was treacheroully killed near Dehly, by fame traitors who had lain in 
ambufli for him. Mahommed Shah, who, according to fome, was the fon 
of Fereed, the fon of Khyzir Khan, whilft others make him to have 
been his fon, was then raifed to the throne. Sultan Allaheddcen, his fuc- 
ceflbr, poffeJTed not one good quality, but was continually engaged in un- 
worthy purfuits; upon which fihelole began to entertain thoughts of 
greatnefs. This Bhelole was the nephew of Sultan Shah Loody, an 
Afghan of the tribe called Shamoo Khyl. In the reign of Sultan Mah- 
mood, Behra;m, the father of Bhelole, came with his other Tons to Dehly, 
and there carried on an inconliderable merchandize. Sultan Shah was 
an emeer in the court of Khyzir Khan, who gave him the title of Iflatn 
Khan, and afligned over to him the revenues of Sirhind for his main- 
tenance. Bhelole, to whom he was great uncle, lived at thatt time in 
Sirhind without any employment; lllam Khan was pleafed with him, and 
educated him as his fon. Bhelole was born in Multan, and the following 
circumftanccs attended his birth. When his mother had nearly gone' her 
full time with him, unfortunately a beam of the houfe fell upon her and' 
killed her, when Bhelole was cut out of her womb. 

♦ 

Bhelole allowed Allaheddeen to pafs his life in retirement, but maintained 
all the power in his own hands. He reigneid happily, and confulted the 
eafe and profperity of his fubjefts. He died a natuial death in the Both 
year of his age. It is faid, that before he became rich, he happened to meet 
with a Derveilh, who afliked, " who is he who w'ill give me fucb a lura of 
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mbney for the kingdom of Dehly?” Bhelole’s companions burft into 
laughter, hut he cheerfully gave the Derveilh all the money he had, and 
continued to pay him obedience, and thereby obtained the objcf): of his 
delire. He carried on feveral wars with the Sherkyan kings, till at length 
he conquered Jownpoor, and put an end to that dynafty. He left his 
fon, Barbuck, in Jownpoor, and then returned to Dchly. As he was com- 
ing back from the fiege of Gualiar, he was feized with a fit of ficknefs, and 
died near the town of Sekeyteh. The nobles railed to the throne his fon, 
Nizam Khan, under the title of Sultan Secunder, who made the city of 
Agra his capital, and proved a good prince. In the A. H. 911, there 
happened a dreadful earthquake at that city, a great number of houfes 
being fwallowcd up by the earth. He was a very handfome man, and was 
renowned for his juRicc and liberality. When he died, his fon, Sultan 
Ifaraheem, afcended the throne of Dchly. The territory of Jownpoor 
was affigned over to his brother, Jilal Khan, but difputes enfuing between 
them, Jilal Khan at laft took refuge with the king of Gualiar, but could 
obtain no affifiance from him. He then went to Malwah, to Sultan Mali- 
mood, but finding no hopes from that quarter, fet out for Gowndwaneh, 
where befell into the hands of fome of the troops of Sultan lb i ah cem, 
who carried him to the court of that prince, when he was put to death. In 
the reign of Sultan Ibraheem feveral of the nobles rebelled, amongd whom 
were Derya Khan, viceroy ofBahar, and his fon, Bahadre Khan, who caufed 
the Khotbah to be read, and coin to be ftruck in their own names. 
Dowlet Kban Loody fled to Kabul, and fought proteEtion from the Empe- 
ror Baber, whom he conduEled to tlie conquefl: of Hindoftan, 
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The SDOBAH or LAHOOR. 

IT is fituated in the third climate. The length, from the river Seteluj to 
the Sind, is iBo cofe ; the breadth, from fihembher to Chowkundy, one of 
the dependencies of Sutgurrah, meafures 86 cofe. On the eaft lies 
Sirhindj on the north Caflimcer; on the fouth Beylcaneer and Ajracer ; 
and Multan bounds it on the well. This foobah has fix fine rivers, ilfuing 
from the northern mountains. The Seteluj, formerly called Shetooder, 
whofe fource is in the mountains of Ghahlorc; Rooper, Malchwarch, 
and Lodyanch, are fituated upon its bank; after having palfed by thele 
places. It runs on to Bowh Feny, where it unites with the river Beyah, 
anciently called Beypalha. The fource of the Beyah, called Abyahkoond, 
is in the mountains of Keloo, in the pergunnah of Sultanpoor. Near i'l 
runs the river Ravy, called alfo lyrawutty, its fource is in Behdra, and 
the city of Lahoor is fituated on its banks. Another river is the Chenab, 
called alfo Chunderbahka. From the top of the mountains of Kutwar 
ilTuetwo fprings, one called Chunder, and the other Bahka. In the neigh- 
bourhood of Khutwar they unite their ftrcams, and are then called Chun* 
derbahka, fiom thence they flow on to Bhelolepoor, Soodcrahj and Hezareh. 
The Behut, anciently called Bedufta, has its fource in pergunnah Weer, 
in Calhmeer, and having run paft the city of Sirrynagur, the capital of 
that foobah, it enters Hindoftan. The town of Behhcereh is on its 
banks. The Sind, according to fome, rifes between Calhmeer nad Cafli- 
ghur, whilfi others place its fource on Kbatai. This river runs through the 
borders of Sewad, Attock Benaris, Chowparah, and the territory of the 
Balootchees. His majefly has given the following names to the duabehs 
(or countiics that are fituated between two rivers.^ All that lies between 
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the Seteluj and the Beyah he has called Beytjalindher. The diftrift 
between the Beyah and the Ravy is named fiary. The lands confined by 
the Ravy and the Cbenab, are called Retchna, Thofe bounded by the 
Chenab and fiehut are named Jenhat. And Sindfagur comprifes all that 
lies between the Behutand the Sind. 

From the Seteluj to the Beyah 50 cafe. 

— — — Beyah to the Ravy 17 ditto. 

■ Ravy to the Chenab 30 ditto. 

»• ■ — I Chenab to theBehut 20 ditto. 

— — Bebut to the Sind 58 ditto. 

This foobah is very populous^ is highly cultivatedj and exceedingly 
healthy. The cultivated lands are chiefly fupplicd with water from wells. 
The winter is much feverer here than in any other part of Ilindoilan, al> 
though coniiderably milder than in FerJia and Tartary. Through his 
majefty’s encouragemcntj here arc to be procured the choicefl; produEUuus 
of Turanj Iran, and Hindoftan. 

Maik..melons are procurable here all the year. They are produced in 
Lahoor during the months of May and Jun^i and fometimes as late as 
July. When they are almoft out of feafon here, they arc brought from 
CalhmeeT; and laftly, they are imported from Cahul> Badakhflian, and 
Turan. Ice is brought from the northern mountains, and fold all the year. 
Their holies refemble Irakces, and arc very fine. In fomc parts, by 
filling and wnSiing the fands of the rivers, they obtain gold, filver, cop- 
per, roWey, tin, brab, jand lead. It is alfo famous for handicraftfmen. 
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Lahoor is a very large and populous city, fituated in the Duabeh Bary. 
In ancient aftronomical tables is called Lehawer. Longitude 109® 22', 
latitude 31'’ 50'. The fort and palace are of brick and brae, and -when 
this city was for fome time the feat of government, many other capital 
buildings were erefted, and gardens laid out in tafte and elegance; it 
became the grand refort of people of all nations, and their manufactures 
were carried to the highelt pitch of perfection. 

Nagerkote is a city fituated upon a mountain, with a fort called Kstti- 
gerah. In the vicinity of this city, upon a lofty mountain, is a place called 
Mahama-ey, which they confider as one of the works of the Divinity, and 
come in pilgrimage to it from great diftances, thereby obtaining the accom- 
plifliment of their wilhes. It is moll wonderful that, in order to effeCt this, 
they cut out their tongues, which groiV again in the courfe of two or three 
days, and fometimes in a few hours. Phyficians believe that the tongue, 
when cut, will grow again j but nothing but a miracle can effeCl: it fo 
fpeedily as is here mentioned. According to the Hindoo mythology, 
Mahama-cy was the wife, but the learned of this religion underiland by 
this word the poiver of Makadeo, and fay that flie, upon beholding vic^ 
killed herfelf, and that diiferent parts of her body fell dn four places. 
Jhat the head, with fame of the limbs, alighted on the northern mountains 
of Calhmeer, near Kamraj, and which place is named Sardha. That 
fomc other members fell near Beejapoor in the Dekhan, at a place thence 
called Tuljabowhwanny. That others droptin the call, near Kamru, and 
which place is called Kamtcha. And that the reft remained at Jalindher, 
on the fpot above deferibed. Near this place appear, on the fides of the 
mountain, lights refembling links and lamps, which people go to vifit, and 
throw different things into the flames, thinking the ceremony to be bene- 
ficial 
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ficial to the eyefight. Orer thofs places are eroQed templesj which are 
continually thronged with people. Certainly thefe lights, winch the vulgar 
conCder as miraculous, are only the natural efleQs of a bnmltone mine. 

In the middle of Sindfagur, near Shumfabad, is the cell of Eulnaut> 
which they call Tilleh fiulnaut, The devotees have a great veneration 
for this place, efpecially the Jowgees, who make pilgrimages to it. Rock- 
fdlt is found in this neighbourhood. There is a mountain, twenty cofc in 
length, out of which they dig this falL Of the quantity excavated three 
four^s belong to the diggers, and one fourth is allowed to thofc who 
carry it out of the mine. The merchants pay for it from half a dam 
to two dams per maund, and they tranfport it to great diftanccs. The 
zemeendar takes from the merchant a duty of ten dams upon every 
man's load, and he alfo pays to the ftatc a rupee for every eighteen 
mai^nds of fait that he tranfports. Of this &lt they fometimes make dilhcs, 
plates, and cavers, and Hands for lamps. 

This foobah contains five duabehs, fubdivided into S34 pergunnahs. 
The meafured lands are 16,155,643 beegahs and 3 bifwahs. Amount of 
revenue 559145.8,423 dams, out of which 9,865,594 dams are Seyurghal» 
It has 54 i48o cavalry and 426,086 infantry. 
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The SOOBAH of MULTAN. 

IT lies in ihc firft, fecond^ and third climates. fiEfore that Tatah was 
comprifed in this fonbah^ it meafured in length, from Feerozpoor, to Se- 
wiAan 403 cofe; and was in breadth, from Khutpoor to Jelmeer, 108 
cofe. But with the additional length of Tatah it meafiires to Kutch and 
Mekran 660 cofe. On the call; lies fircar Sirhind; the pergunnah of 
ShooT joins it on the north; on the fouth it is bounded by the foobah of 
Ajmeer; and on the weft are fituated Kutch and Mekran, both of which 
-are independent territories. 

The fix rivers, which have been deferibed in Lahoor, pafs alfo through 
this foobah. The river Behut, near the pergunnah of Shoor, unites with 
the Chenab ; and then after running together for 27 cofe, they join the 
Ravy,near Zufferabad, and thus palling on colleftively, for the diftance of 
Eo cofe, they difembogue tbemfelves into the river Sind near Utch. For 
the diftance of twelve cofe, near Feerozpoor, the rivers Beyah andSete~ 
luj unite; and then again, as they pafs along, divide into fourftreams, viz. 
the Hur, the Haray, Dund, and the Noomy; and near the cHy of MuU 

tan thefe four branches join again. All the rivers that difemboigtte them* 

/ 

felves into the Sind take it’s name ; but in Tatah the Sind It called Meh- 
ran. 

The mountains of this foobah lie on the north fide. It refemhles La> 
boor in many refpeBs, exceptufg that but little rain falls here, and* the heait is 
exceffive. Multan is one of the molt ancient cities of Hiodofta<p, Mflg- 
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107“ 35', lat. 29" 25'. It baa a brick fort, and a beautiful lofty minaret. 
Sheikh Bahaeddeen Zukna, .and many other pcrfons renowned for their 
piety, are buried here, 

Behkur is a goad fort. In ancient books it is called Munfoorah, All 
the fix rivers, beforementioned, pafs by it in a colled:ive ftream, and 
afterwards dividing into two, one goes to the foutb, and the other to the 
north of the fort. Here is very little rain. The fruits are delicious. 

Between Seewee and Behkur is a Urge defert, over which, during three 
of the futnincr montlis, there blows the pernicious hot wind, called in 
Arabia «Se»ioo»i. The river Sind fome years inclines to the north, and 
foinetimes to the fouth, and the villages change accordingly, on which ac- 
count the hoiifes are built of wood and ftone. 

This foobah contains three fircars, fubdivided into eight pergunnahs. 
The meafured lands are 3,273,932 beegahs, 4 bifwahs. Amount of reve- 
nue 15 i,403]6j 9 dams; out of which 659,948 dams are SeyurghaL It 
furniflies 13,785 cavalry and 165,650 infantry.

A summary History of thfi Princes who have reignH in Multan, 

THIS foobah was alternately governed by the kings of Dehly, the chiefs 
of Sind, and tbe'princes of Ghuzneen. 

From the cofltin'eft of Sultan Moozeddeen Sam, it paid ^ibute to 
Dehly, till in A. H. 847, hndcr Allaheddecn, the kingdom falling into 

confufionj 
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confufionj the governors of provinces enriched themfelvcs, and refufed 
ohedience to their fovereign; and a fa£tion in Multan raifed to the throne 
of this foobah Sheikh Youfef Coreilhy, 'who had been a fervant in the 
mofque of Sheikh Bahaeddcen Zukria. They afterwards depofed him, 
but he contrived to efcape their fury, and came to Debly, where he pre- 
fented bmfelf before Sultan Bhelole. The kingdom of Multan was then 
conferred upon a foreignecj with the title of Sultan Mahmood Shah. It is 
faid that this man had given his daughter in marriage to Sheikh Youfef, and, 
upon account of the relationlhip, fiequented bis court, till at length he 
one night contrived means to deprive him of the throne During the 
reign of Sultan Kotebeddeen, Sultan Mahmood Khuljy marched from 
Malwah to have conquered Multan, but he returned without elfeEling any 
thing. According to fome accounts, Sultan Kotebeddeen' was the firJl fo« 
leigner who reigned in that foobah. 

Sultan Bhelole, during his reign in Dehly, fent his fon, Barbtick Shah, 
with troops, to the aflillancc of Youfef Sheikh, but they returned iinfuccefs- 
ful. When Sultan HolTain became old and infirm, finding himfclf on that 
account treated with contempt, he abdicated the throne in favour of Iv^s 
Ion Feeroz Khan, afterwards ftylcd Feeroz Shah, and then went him- 
felf into 'retirement. The Vizier Amad ul Mulk put poifon into (he food 
af Feeroz Shah, and killed him. Upon this occalion, Sultan Hoflain 
reafeended the throne, but put the whole management of public affairs 
into the hands of Mahmood Khan, fon of Sultan Feeroz. When Sultan 
Hoflain died, fome fay after a reign of 34, whilfl; others make it to have 
seen only 30 years, he was fucceeded by Sultan Mahmood. During his 
reign, the Moghols made fcveral incurflons' into Hindoflan, but always 
returned unfuccefoful. Some artful, wicked people, by propa-gating p.‘ 
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number of falfe reports, created a mifunderftaiiding between Sultan Mah- 
mood and his old vizier, Baizeed Jam, till at length he was obliged to take 
to flight; and when he arrived in the territory of Shoor, he read the 
Khotbah in the name of Sultan Secunder Loody, When Saltan Mah. 
mood died, his infant Ton, Sultan Hoflain, was raifed to the throne. When 
Mirza Shah Hoflain came from Tatah, and conquered Multan, he be- 
ftowed the government upon Lulhker Khan, who was afterwards dif- 
pofliefled by Mirza Kamran for himfelf. Then Multan was fuccellively 
conquered by Sheer Khan, Seleeni Khan, and Secunder Khan. 

The emperor Hemayun, when he made the conqueft of Hindoflan, add- 
ed alfo this kingdom to his empire; and now, through the royal jufticc, the 
inhabitants enjoy peace and happinefs.

SIRCAR TATAH. 

FORMERLY this was an independent territory, but now it forms a part 
oF the empire. The length, from Behkur to Kutch and Mekran, is 257 
cofe; and the breadth, from the town of fiudeyan to Bunder Lahry, 
meafures too cofe; and again, the breadth from Chundu of Behkur to 
Beykanecr, is 60 cofe. On the eaft lies Gujerat; on the north Behkur 
and Seewee; on the fouth the fea; and on die weft Kutch and Mekran. 
This country is fituated in the fecond climate. The city of Tatah lies 
in Ion. 102’ 30', and lat. 24" 10'. 

In ancient limes the capital was Brahminabad, which was then a very 
populous city. The fort had 1400 baftions, a tenab diftant from each 
other; and to this day there are conGderablc vciUges of this fortification. 

Alorc is now called Tatah andDcbiel. Here the northern mountains 
form feveral branches, one of which runs to Kandahar ; another branch, 
commencing on the fca-coaft, goes to the town of Kouhbar, where it 
is called Ramgur, and from thence proceeds to Sewiftan, where it is called 
Lukby. Here are a conGderablc tribe of Belootchees, called Kulmanyj 
they are twenty tho"''”’'^ ^^milieB, and canraife ten tbnnfmd choice cavalry. 

Camels 
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Camels ate bred herci Another chain of mountains runs from Sebwan 
to Seewee, where it is called Khutter. Here dwell a tribe, named No- 
murdy, who canraife three hundred cavalry and feven thoufand infantry. 
At the fort of this territory are another tribe of Belootchees, named 
Tehzery, who have a thoufand choice troops. They breed horfes. There 
is another range, one extremity of which is in Kutch, and the other joins 
to the terntory of the Kulmanies, where it is called Kareh. It is inha- 
bited by four thoufand Belootchees. 

In this country the winter is fo temperate, that there is no occafion for 
furs ; and in fummer, excepting in Sewiftan, the heat is very moderate. 
Here are various fine fruits, and the mangoes are remarkably good. A. 
fmall kind of melon grows wild; Here are alfo great vanety of flowers; 
their camels are much eficetned. The inhabitants travel chiefly by wa- 
ter, and they build boats of various conftruElions, and they have not lefs 
than forty thoufand in number. They hunt the wild afs, hares, hogs, 
and the kotelipateheh; and they are fond of fllhing. 

The hulbandman divides his crops with government, and he is allowed 
to keep two-thirds. Here are iron-mines and falt-pits. Rice is fine, andi 
in abundance. At die diftance of fix cofe from Tatah, is a mine of 
yellow fione, which is cut jn tlie quarry to any dimenfion, and is ufed in 
building, The food of the inhabitants is chiefly filh and rice. They dry 
fi{b in the fun, and make an advantageous trade of it. They alfo extract 
oU from filh, which they ufe in building boats. They have a filh, called 
pulwa, which comes from the fea.into the Indus, and is exceedingly deli- 
cious. They have a mediod of preferving milk cards for thrbe or four 
months. 


Near 
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Near Seewee is a lake, two daysjouiney in length, called Munjoor, 
upon the furface oF which the filhermen have fonned artificial iflandsj 
where they refide and cany on their occupation. 

One oF the wonders of this country is the Jiggerlhar, [or liver-eater). 
One of this claFi. can deal away the liver of another by looks and incan<. 
tations. Other accounts fay, that by looking at a perfon, he deprives 
him of his fenfes, and then Heals from him fomething refcmbling the feed 
of a pomegranate, and which he hides in the calf of his leg. 

The jiggerkhar throws on the fire the grain before dcfcribed, which 
thereupon fpreads to the fize of a difli, and he diftributes it amongH his 
fellows, to be eaten ; which ceremony concludes the life of the fafei- 
iiated perfon. A Jiggcikhar is able to communicate his art to another, 
and which he does by learning him the incantations, and by making him 
eat a bit of the liver-cake. If any one cut open the calf of the magi*' 
cian’s leg, extras the grain, and give it to the afllifled perfon to eat, he 
immediately recovers. Thofc jiggerkhars are moftly women. It is faid, 
moreover, that they can bring intelligence from a great diftance, in a Ihort 
fpace of time; and if they are thrown into a river, with a ftone tied to 
them, they nevcrthclcfs will not link. In order to deprive any one of 
this wicked power, they brand his temples, and every joint in his body, 
cram his eyes with fait, fufpend him for forty days in a fubterraneous 
cavern, and repeat over him certain incantations. In thisflate be is called 
Detckereh Although, after having undergone this difcipline, he is not 
able to dellroy the liver of any one, yet he retains the power of being able 
to difcovcr another Jiggerkhar, and is ufed for deteEting thofe difturbers 
of mankind. They can alfo cure many difeafesj by adminiftering a p(>< 
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tiouj or by repeating an incantation. Many other marvelloiu flories are 
told of thefe people. 

Tatah is novrthe fourth fircar of the foobah of Multan. From the nor- 
thern borders of Tatah to Utch is a range of mountains, of hard black 
fioue, inhabited by various tribes of fielootchees; and on the fouth, from 
Utch to Dujerai, are fandy mountains, the rehdence of the Ahfliambchty 
and other tnbes. The country, from Behkur to Nulfubpoor and Amer- 
kote, is peopled by the Sowrafa, the Jareetcheh, and other tribes. 

This foobah contains five fircars, fubdivided into fifty-three pergun- 
nahs. Amount of revenue 6,615,293 dams. 


A Summary Histaiy of the Pnnties af Tatah. 

IN ancient times there lived a rajah, named Sehris, whofe capital was 
Alore, and his dominions extended to the eaft as far as CaOimccr; on 
thjB wefl: they were bounded by Mehran; the fea confined them to the 
fouth; and the mountains were the northern extiemity. An army from 
Perfia invaded this kingdom 5 the rajah was killed in battle, and the Per- 
fians, after plundering every thing that came in their way, returned home. 
The rajah was fucceeded by hisfon Royfahy, who reigned with juftice, 
and with the afliftance of his vizier. Ram, reftored his dominions to a ftate 
«f profperity* A Brahmin, named Juj, who had travelled, entered into the 
fervice of this vizier, and by exerciling flattery and deceit, in a ftiort 
time obtained an office of confi^uence, and upon the death of his patron, 
he fucceeded him in the vizarut. He then entered into a criminal con- 
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meftion with the rajah's wife, hut notwithftanding the various and repeated 
reprefentations of the nobles upon this fubjefl;, to the rajah, he would not 
give credit to them. When the rajah was lying Upon his death-bed, the 
abandoned wretch, in confederacy with the ranny, fent for the leaders of 
the army feparately, as if to xonfult them in private, and then had them 
deftroyed one after another by the hands of their enemies. At the death 
of the rajah, the Rrahmin married his widow, and obtained the throne. 
Amidft all his vices, he governed well, and added Kutch and Mekraii to 
his dominions by con qu eft. 

During the khalifat of Omar, he fent Megheerah Abul Aas with an 
army from Bahrain to Debeil, but he met with a powerful oppolition, and 
was at length killed in battle. The khalif, Ofman, employed an intelligent 
perfon to explore the ftate of HindoHan, whilll himfelf was preparing 
an army. But the melfengcr reported ' that a large army would periHi for 
want of provifions; whilft a fmall number of troops could not hope to 
make any conqueft.’ One of the generals of the khalif Aly conquered 
fomc parts bordering upon Dcbeil; but, upon receiving intelligence of the 
khalif’s death, the army withdrew to Mckran, Moawiyah twice fent 
Ameer with an army, but many of his troops were flain without making 
any conqueft. Juj died after a reign of forty years, and was fucceeded 
by his youngeft fon Dahir. During the khalifat of Walced, the fon 
of Abdalmalek, Hijaj, governor of Irak, fent to Sind Mahommed Coflim, 
his coulin and fon-in law, and he fought feveral battles with Dahir, who 
was flain in one of them on the 10th of Ramzan, A, H. 99, when Tatah 
became fubje£t to the Moflems, Mahommed Coftim fent to the khaliQ 
amongft other captives, two of the daughters of Dahir, together with prc- 
fents of conliderable value. The two young pnneefles, in order to rc- 
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venge the death of their father, reprefented falfely to the khalif, diat 
Mahommed Coffim had been conneQfd with them. The khalif hereupon 
refufed to have any thing to fay to them, and falling into a rage, gave 
orders for Mahommed Coffim to be fewed up 111 a raw hide, and fent in 
that eondiUon to court. When the khalif's mandate arrived at Tatah, 
Mahommed Coflim was making preparations for carrying on an expedition 
againft Roy Herchiind, rajah of Kinoj , but he paid inllant obedience to 
the khalif’s command. When he arnved at court, die khalif fliowcd 
him to the daughters of Dahir, who expreffed great joy upon the occa- 
hon, and faid they were faUffied at beholdmg their father’s murderer in 
Rich a condition. It is aftonifliing how the khalif could ifliic Rich a ciuel 
order, without pofitive proofs of delinquency. A wife prince never Riffers 
liimfelF to be led away by reports; but exercifes his circumfpeElian, and 
makes diligent inveiligation, feeing that truth is fcarce and laWebood 
common; and it behoveth him to be more particularly doubtful of ‘what- 
ever is faid to the prejudice of thofe whom he has diftinguiflied by 
peculiar marks of his favour, as the world in general bear them enmity even 
without caufe, and the wicked frequently put on the appearance of virtue, 
to coinpaR the deftru&ion of the innocent. 

After the conquell by Mahommed Coflim, this country was for fome 
time governed by die family of Temeem Anfary. Next it was ruled 
by the family of Soomrah, Then came the dynally of Seemcli, who 
ellcenicd themielves of the flock of Gemlhced, and each took the name 
of Jam. Jam Banhuttyeh was thrice attacked by Sultan Feeroz Shah, 
and defeuded timfelf with vigour, till the third invafion, when he was taken 
prifoner and carried to Dehly. The Sultan at firfl appointed one of his 
nobles to the government of Sind, but afterwards dafeovering the virtue 
3 and 
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and ivifdom of Jam^ he took compaffion upon him, and made him his 
viceroy in Tatah. At the death of Jam To-wghluck, one Mobarek, his 
chamberlain, by means of a fa£han, managed to get himfelf raifed to the 
throne. Secunder, the fon of Jam, was fucceeded by Jam, the fon of 
Futteh Khan. In the reign of Jam Nunda, an army, headed by Shah Beg 
Arghoon, came from Kandahar, and conquered Seerce. The conqueror 
appointed his brother, Sultan Mahommed, governor, and then returned to 
Kandahar. Jam fent an army agamft Mahommed, and he was flam in 
battle. Shah Beg invaded Tatah a fecond time, and having poflefled him* 
felf of Sehwan and other places, appomted governors, and then went hack 
to his own country. 

In the reign of Jam Feeroz, one Salaheddeen, his near relation, rebelled, 
and proving unfuccefsful, took refuge with Sultan Mahmood of Gujerat. 
The Sultan gave him a fplendid reception, and fent him back with an army. 
Derya Khan, the vizier of Jam Feeroz, betrayed his mafter, and by his 
management Salaheddeen got poCTellion of all Sind, without fighting a fingle 
battle. But fame time afterwards, this fame Derya Khan returned to the 
interefi of Feeroz, recalled him from his retreat, and at length refliored 
to him his kingdom. But Salaheddeen applied a fecond time to the king 
of Gujerat, and again obtaining fuccours from that monarch, once more 
poflefled himfelf of the kingdom of Tatah. Jam Feeroz fled to Kanda- 
har. Shah Beg joined him with troops, and coming to an engagement 
near Sehwan, Salaheddeen and his two Tons were flain. Thus Feeroz be- 
came firmly fixed in his kingdom. In A. H. 929, Shah Beg conquered 
all Sind, and Jam Feeroz fled to Gujerat, where he gave his daughter in 
marriage to Sultan fiahader, and became one of his nobles. Shah Beg 
then reigned in Sind without a competitor. He was the fon of Meer Zul-^ 
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noon Beg, cammander ia chief of the army of Sultan Huflain Mirza, and 
he held Kandahar by a feudal tenure. Shah Beg was killed fighting the 
battles of the fons of Hufiain Mirza againlt Shiebuck Khan Uzbuck. 
Upon his deathj the government of Kandahar was conferred upon his foil 
Relhecd, who was not only famed for valour^ but alfo renowned for his 
ikill in the fciences. At his death, his Ton Shah Huflen fucceeded him, and 
conquered Multan from Sultan Mahommed. After him, Mirza Ufa, (on 
of Abdul Aly Turkhan, fucceeded him. Fyindah Mahommed being 
incapable of governing, on account of infanity, the reins of government 
were held by his fon Mirza Jany Beg, till the troops of our late emperor 
conquered Tatah, when Mirza Jany Beg became a faithful fubjeEt of the 
empire.

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Tke SOOBAH of CASHMEER. 

IT is filuated partly in the third and partly in the fourth climate. It 
is compofed of Cafhmcerj Pchkely^ Bhembher, Sewadj Bijore, Kandahar, 
and Zabullilan. Formerly it had Ghuzneh, but now it has Cabul for the 
capital. The length, from Kemberdire to Kilhengung, is izo cofe; and 
the breadth from lo to 25 cofe. On the eaft lies Peeriftan and the river 
Chcnabj on the fouth-eaft Bnnkul and the mountains of Jammoo,* on 
the north-eaft great Tibbet; on the weft Pehkely and Kilhengung; on 
the fouthweft the territory of Gukher; and on the north-weft little Tibbct. 
It is encompafled on all iides with lofty mountains. There are twenty-iix 
roads into it from Hindoftan, but thofe of Bhembher and Pehkely are the 
beft, being paflable by horfes. The Bhembher road is much the ncareft: 
it has feveral branches, of which the following are very good roads, viz. 
Hufty and Wutter, through both of which an army may pafs. Peerpunchal, 
the road by which his majefty has made three journeys to Caihmecr. If 
an ox or a borfe be lulled upon thefe mountains, there immediately enfues 
a tempeft with fnow and rain. 

The whole of this foobab reprefents a garden in perpetual fpring, and the 
fortifications with which nature has furnilhed it, are of an aftonifliing 
height, fo that the grand and romantic appearance cannot fail of delight- 
ing thpfe who are fond of variety, as well as they who take pleafure in 
retirement. The water is remarkably good, and the cataraEU are en- 
chantingly magnificent. It rains and fnows here at the fame fcafons as in 
Tartary and Ferfia, and during the periodical rains in HindoftaDj here alfo 
fall light Ihowers, The foil is pa.rtly marlhy, and the reft*wcll watered by 

rivers 
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rivet'j and lakes. Violets, rofes, narciCrufes, and innumerable other flowers 
grow wild here. The fpring and autumn difplayr fcenes deli^tfully 
aftonifliing. The houfes, which are built oF wood, are of four ftories, and 
fome higher, and they are entirely open, without any court yard. The 
roofs of the houfes are planted with tulips, which produce a wonderful 
cffeEl in the fpring. In the lower apartments are kept the cattle and 
lumber; the family live in the fecand flory; and the third and fourth 
ftories are ufed for warehoufes. Earthquakes are very frequent here, on 
which account they do not build their houfes with brick or ftone, but of 
wood, with which die country abounds. Here are, however, many ancient 
idolatrous temples built oF brick and {lone, foine oF which are in perfeEl 
prefervation, and others in ruins. Here are various woollen manufac^ 
turesj particularly of {hawls, which are earned to all parts of the globe. 
Although Calhmeer is populous, and money fcarce, yet a thief or a beggar 
is fcarcely known amongO: them. Excepting cherries and mulberries, they 
have plenty of excellent fruits, Bfpccially melons, apples, peaches, and 
apricots ; grapes, although in abundance, are but of few kinds, and tliofe 
indifferent. In general they let die vines twill round the trunks of mul- 
berry trees. The mulberry trees are cultivated chiefly on account of 
the leaves for the filkworms, little of the fruit being eatjn. The filkworms 
eggs are brought from Kelut and little Tibbct, but thofe of the firfl: place 
are the beft. The inhabitants chiefly live upon rice, filh, frefli and dried, 
and vegetables j and they drink wine. They boil the rice over night, 
and fet it by for ufe for the next day. They dry vegetables to ferve in 
the winter. They have nee in plenty, but not remarkably fine. Their 
wheat, which is black and fmall, is fcarcc j and mowng, barley, and nak- 
bud, arc produced, but in fmall quantity. They have a fpecies of Iheep, 
which they call Idundoo, icfcmbling thofe of Feriia, the flelh of which h 

cxceedf 
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exceedingly delicious and wholefome. The inhabitants wear chiefly wool- 
len cloths, an upper garment of which will laft feveral years. Their 
horfes are fmall, but hardy, and furefooted, and they arc very cheap. 
They breed neither elephants nor camels. Their cows are black and 
Ugly, but yield plenty of milk, of which is made good butter. Every 
town in this foobab has as many handicraftfinen as are to be found in the 
large cities of other countries. They have no fairs, all their goods being 
fold at regular fliops. In their cities and towns there are neither fnakes, 
fcorpions, nor other venomous reptiles. Here is a mountain called Maha- 
deo, and every place from whence it can be feen is free fiom fnakes; 
hut the country in general abounds with flies, gnats, bugs, and lice. 
Sparrows are very fcarce, on account of the general ufe of Pellet bows. 
The inhabitants go upon the lakes, in fmall boats, to enjoy the diveiilaii 
of hawking. They have paitridges, the elk is alfo found here, and they 
tram leopards to hunt them. Molt of the trade of this country is carried 
on by water, but men alfo tranfport great burdens upon their llioulders. 
Watermen and carpenters are profellions in great repute here. Here 
dwell a great number of brahmins. 

The Caflimeerians have a language of their own, but their books arc 
written in the Shanferit tongue, although the character be fomctimcs Calh- 
mecrian. They write chiefly upon Tooz, which is the bark of a tree; ib 
eafily divides into leaves, and remains perfeElfor many yearsk All ancient 
manuferipts are written upon this bark, and they make ufe of a kind o£ 
ink which cannot be walhed out. Formerly they knew only the Hindo 
fciences but now they ftudy thofe of other nations. They are prediElors 
and aftrologets, like the Hindoos. The Mahommedans are partly Sunnies, 
and others are of the fefts of Aly and Nonrbukhlhy ; and they are fre- 
quently 
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quently engaged in wars agamft each other. Here arc many delightful 
fingers, but they want variety. The moll refpeflable people of this coun- 
try ale the Reyfliees, who, although they do not fuffer thcmfelvcs to be 
fettered by traditions, are doubtlefs true worfliippcrs of God. They re- 
vile not any other fe£l, and aflt nothing of any onej they plant the roads 
with fruit trees, to furnifli the traveller with refrelhmcnt ; they abftaiii 
from flefli j and have no intercourfe with the other fex. There are near 
two thoufand of this fefl in Calbrneer. 

Of Tf'eights and Coins. In Calhmeer the tolah contains fifteen 

mafliahs, of fix rutLies each. The gold mohur confifts of fivtcen dams, 
offixrutties each. Thcfe mohurs are four ruttics more in weight than 
thofe of Dehly. is a finall coin of nine malliahs. Pun- 

chee is a copper com, in value one quarter of ar dam ; it is alfo called 
Kiisiei'ok. The Btirahgnny is half of the foregoing. The tShnchiy is 
the fourth of \hR Baiahgany. Four .ffwsjeeie/is maKc one /fitfj forty 
Kusscerehs make one Sassnoo ,* and one and a half •S'a.vMoo make one 
Sicmh. One hundred Sassnoos make one LacJtj equivalent to looo royal 
dams. 

The Hindoos regard all Caflimeer as holy land. Forty -five places 
are dedicated to Mahadeo; fixty-four'lo Biflien; three to Brahma; and 
twenty-two to Durga. In feven hundred places there arc carved figures 
of fnakes, which they worlbip. 

Sirrynagur, the capital of Calhmeer, is fourfar fangs in length. The ri- 
irers Behut, Mar, and the Lutchmchkul run through it. The one lalU 
mentioned is dry during part of the year, and the Mar its fometimes fu 
VoL. 11. T Shallow 
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iballaw that boats cannot pafs through it. This city has for ages been 
in a flounlhing ftate, and abounding with workmen of every denomina- 
tion. They maaufaEiure beautiful fliawls and other fine woollen AuiTs, 
amongn: which are thofe called Doomah and Puttoo*; but, of tbcfc lalt, 
the bell are thofe brought from Tibbet. Mccr Syed Aly Hamadany re- 
lided for fome time in this city, and founded a monaltcry, which remains 
a monument of his piety. 

On the eall fide of this city is a high hill, called Kouh Soliman. 
Adjoining to the city are two large lakes, which arc always full. The 
water of thofe lakes will keep good in jars for a long time. 

Near the town of Bereng is a long firaight, in a mountain, in which 
there is a refervoir of water feven clh Iquarc, which ahe Hindoos coiili- 
der as a place of great fanEUty, This refervoir is dry eleven months in 
the year; hut, in the month of Ardibehclht, the water gulhes out from 
two fprings. Firft, the water appears m a hole, which they call Sundah- 
berary, fituated in one corner of the refervoir; and, when this is full, the 
water fprings up in another corner, called Suthrcy>lhy, till at length the 
refervoir flows over; after which it immediately begins to decrcafe, and 
continues doing fo till it is perfeElly dry; and this flux and reflux happens 
every morning, noon, and evening. When the refervoir is full of water, 
people throw into it flowers for the different fprings, and, to the afto- 
nilhment of the beholders, the flowers are afterwards found in the parti- 
cular fpring to which they were configned. But certainly this is an arti- 
fical contrivance of the ancients, to entrap the ignorant. Near it is a 

* Coarfe kinds of ihowls. 
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fpring, which is diy far fix months continuance ; but, on a certain day, the 
hulbandmcn of that quarter go thither, and make facrifices of Ihecp and 
goats, upon which the water guflies out, and fupplies the lands of five vil- 
lages. If the inundation proves exceffive, they repeat the facrifices ull 
the water fubfides. 

"Here is another fpring, called Kookernag, whofe water fatisfies hotb 
hunger and thirft, and it is alfo a remedy for indigeftion. At a fmall dif- 
tancB from this is another fpring, in the centre of which is an idol tem- 
ple of ftone; a beautiful fabric. Here, in the fummer, devotees furround 
themfelves with fire, till they are reduced to alhes, and think they are 
thereby pleafing the deity. 

Here is a fpring in which is found touchflone^ and to the fouth of it 
is a very high mountain, where theie is an iron mine. 

Funjberareh is a town dependent upon Uneej, anef which is confidered 
to be a very holy place : formerly it was a large city. ' It has feven idol 
temples, near which is a delightful plain, called Nundymut'g, 

In Funpoor, dependent upon Vehy, there are ten or twelve thouiand 
beegahs of land covered with falFron, which, during the end of Firver- 
deen and the month of Ardibehelht, afford a profpeQ; that would enchant 
thofe who are the moft difficult to pleafe. They cultivate it after the fol- 
lowing manner. After ploughing the ground, they dig it with fpades and 
form the earth into plats, in which they plant the fafiron roots, which rc- 
femble onions. In the eourfe of a month they fprout. The ffalk is at firlE 
white, and when grown to about a finger's breadth^ it begins to flower, 'and:

continues doing fo till there are eight in number. In the latter end of the 
month of Mehrj the plant is in perfeEtion, and then is about a fpan high. 
The flower has fix petals, of a yellow colour, containing fix threads, three 
□f which are yellow and three of a deep orange, and thefe threads arc the 
faffron. When the plant has done flowering, it bears leaves. It will 
flower for fix fuccelfive years. The firfl. year it yields but little faflron, 
but It arrives at perfeBion in the fecond year, and continues fo till the 
expiration of the fixth year. At that period they divide the roots, and 
tranfplant them, for if fuffered to remain any longer in the fame ground, 
they degenerate. 

In thetown ofReyvun area fpring and bafon, which are accounted holy; 
the people believe that the faffron feed originally came out of this fpiing, 
and, when they commence planting, they come to worfliip at it, pouring 
in cows milk which, if It finks, is efteemed a good omen, but if it floats 
upon the furface of the water, they are filled with apprehenfions for the 
fuccefs of the faflron. 

Ill the village of Kchrow are three hundred and fixty facred fountains; 
and here is alfo an iron mine. 

• Mirwardoon adjoins to great Tibbet. Here are bred the fpecics of Iheep, 
called Hundoo, which are ufed for carrying burdens. Near this place 
is a mountain, called Chutteikote, where are fuch numbers of fnakes, that 
nobody can afeend it. Here is alfo another mountain of difficult afeent, 
where is a bafon of water which few people can arrive at, and fometimes 
it entirely difappears. At the foot of the mountain there frequently ap- 
pear images of Mahadeo, in cryftal, to the aftonifliment of the beholders. 

In 
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In the vicinity of Ut-chewcel, one of the dependencies of Kuhtar, is a. 
fountain of excellent water, which fpoiits up an cll high. This water is 
efleemed a great reftorative. 

In the village of Caonher is a very deep ipring, furrounded with idola- 
trous temples, huilt of ftone; when the water decreafes, there appears an 
image of Mahadeo, in fandal wood. 

Near Owler is a very high mountain, which has a fpung of fait water. 
Here are elks. 

Mutten is fituated upon a railed fpot, where, in ancient times, there was 
a large idolatrous temple. Here is a fmall refervoir, the water of which 
never decreafes. Some believe the well of Bahai to be at this place, but 
what is fliown for it, is only an excavation without water. At the foot of 
the eminence is a fpring, which is formed into a bafon, that is full of large 
hlh, but out of refpeEt for the place, no one meddles with them. On one 
fide of the refervoir is a cave, of unfathomable depth. 

In Kabwerpaiah is a fpiing, the water of which flows over obliquely, 
widi a tremendous noifc. 

At the village of Ulh, in the middle of a mountain, is the retreat of 
Baba Zeineddeen Reelhy. It is faid that, till this rcclufc came hither, 
there was not any water to be found in this mountain ; but, that a ftream 
iflued out immediately, upon his taking up his relid cnee here. After 
dwelling here twelve years, he entered the cave, clofed the mouth thereof 
with a large ftone, and has never fince been feen by any one. 


The 
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The town of Dutehenparch is fituated at the foot of a mountain, on the 
fide of great Tibbet, and the ftream abovementioned pafles by k. Between' 
great Tibbet and this pergunnab is a cave,, in which is (amctiines to be 
leen an image, in ice, caUed Amernaut, and which is held in great vene- 
ration. The image makes its appearance after the following manner: two 
days before the new moon, there appears, in the cave, a bubble of ice, 
which uicreales in fi;ze every day till the fifteenth day, at which time it is 
an ell or more in height; then, as the moon dccTeafes, the image alfo gra- 
dually dimimihes, till at laft no veltige of it remains. This congealment 
the Hindoos regard as the image of Mahadeo, and believe that, by worlhip 
ping it, their defires will be accompliHied. Near this cave is a rivulet, called 
Amrowty, the cUy of whofe bed is perfectly white: this they ellcem holy, 
and rub it over their bodies. The fiiow on the mountains of this country 
never decreafes, fo that what with cold, the nairownefs of the loads, and the 
OKtreme heights,, they cannot be pafCbd but with the utmofl; difficulty. 

In the village of Dakbamoon is a fpring,: whenever the water thereof 
becomes turbid, and filth floats upon the furface, fomc calamity befals tho 
country. Near it is a quarry of Solomon’s flonc, of which are made 
plates and difhes. 

The pergunnah of Fhak abounds with flowers and odoriferous plants^ 
Adjoining to it is a large lake, called Dull, one fide of which is clofc tO' 
the town. On the furface of this lake ace artificial iflands, manc for the 
purpofe of cultivation, and fometimes robbers will cut off pieces of thefc 
floating lands, and convey them away to another part of the lake. Sultaa 
Zeinulabeddeen conftru8;el a dam, of ftone and clay, a cofe in length, 
which extended from the city of Sirrynagar to the pergunnah of Phak» 

Near 
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Near this lake is a fpnng, which is a remedy For many diforders. In 
the village of T-faed is a molt delightful fpot, where is to be feen the 
jun^ion offeven ftreams ; and here are many ancient buildings of {tone. 
Here is alfa a fpnng, which in winter is very hot and in fummer very cold. 

In the village oFBazwal is a cataraEb, called Shalamar, which Falls from 
the mountain of Shahkote, in a furprifing manner. Here filh are caught, 
in great abundance, in wicker balkets. 

In Ailhahbalary is a facred Fpring, called Sooryfir, an the fides of 
which are idolatrous temples of Hone. The fountain of Shukernagis dry 
all the year, excepting that, when the ninth day of the month falls on a 
Friday, the water fpnngs up in the morning, and continues flowing till the 
evening; and multitudes of people flock together to partake of the blef- 
fing. 

In the village of Zinabul is a fpring and bafon, into which people throw 
walnuts, to know what will be the iflue of any affair; the walnuts floating is 
a good omen, and on the contrary, if they £nk, it is a lign of bad luck. 

At Banhal is a temple, railed Durgah. When any one wants to know 
Vr'hat fiiccefs his enemy will have againlt him, he fills two veflels with rice, 
one of which is for himfelf, and the other for his enemy* Thefe are Icfi 
all night in the temple, the doors of which are Ihut. The next day 
he brings them out with great ceremony, and opens them. The veflel 
in which are found flowers and fafliron denotes fuccefs to its owner; and 
that which i& full of ftraw and rubbifb portends ill luck to the perfon to 
whom it belongs. But the following ceremony is more furprifing. If any 
3 parties 
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parties have adirpute upon a point ofrighi, which is diRicult to dctcnniiitf, 
they fend two perfons to the temple, each canning two fowli. and two 
goats. They then give poifon to the fowls and goats, afiei vliich tlii'y 
rub them with their hands, when the animals, of Inm whole claim is jull, 
recover,- and thofe of the other expitc. 

At Weeriir is the fource of the river Beliut, with a bafon, mCiifuiing a 
jereebj from whence the water ruflies out with an allonilhing noifc, and it is 
unfathomable. This fpring is called Weeinag, it has a (lone border, 
and on the eaft fide are temples.. 

In Kumber is a fountain, called Bewunfindh, w^hich flows during two 
months in the fpring, increafing its ftream daily. 

In Deofirherhala is a bafon, called Fehloonag, the water from which 
Tuflies out m a column, mcafunng twenty fquare ells. If any one wiflies 
to know whether or not it will he a plentiful feafon, or to difcover any 
circumAance refpeElinghis own fortune, he fills an earthen velTelwith rice, 
writes his name upon one fide of it, and after clofing the mouth, throws the 
velfel into the bafon. The veflel foon rifes of ilfclf to the furface of the 
water, and if, upon opening it, the rice is hot, and has a fragrant flavour, 
it is an omen of good- luck; but if it appears mixed with ftraw and rubbifli', 
it is a bad omen. Here is alfo a delightful rivulet, called Wifly, ifluing 
from a ^mountain, from the height of two hundred ells, making an aflo- 
nilhing noife in its defeent. Frequently devout Hindoos precipitate them- 
felves down this cataraH, and think that, by thus ending their lives, they 
enfure to themfelves reward in the next world. 


In 
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In Kotehar is a fountain, which continues dry for eleven years, and, 
when the planet Jupiter enters the fign Leo, the water fprings out on 
every Friday, but is dry all the reft of the week during that year. 

Near the village of Mettelhameh is found the bird called Okar, whofe 
feathers are plucked, to be worn in the turbans of the nobility. A cer^ 
tain allowance is made by government for the maintenance of thofe birds 
in thefe forefts. 

Near Shookroah is a fountain, which plays inccftantly, and is a place of 
great religious refort. It never fnows upon this mountain. 

In Nagama is a ftream, called Neelahnag, the bafon of which meafuree 
forty beegahs, and the water is delightfully clear. This is alfo held facred; 
and many fanatics confume tbemfelves with fire on its border. They 
likewife try their fortunes by it in the following manner. A walnut, 
divided into four parts, is thrown into the fpring; if an odd number floats, 
it is accounted a good omen, and an even number is deemed unlucky. 
They alfo throw milk into the fpring, which finking indicates good luck, 
but if it floats the omen is bad. In ancient times there was found, in this 
fpring, a book, entitled Neclmut, containing a particular defeription of 
Calhmcer, with the hiftory of this place of worfliip. It is aflerted that, at 
the bottom of this fpring, there is a large inhabited city, and that Burreo 
Shah, a Brahmin, went and remained there two or three days, and, on his 
return, gave a wonderful defeription of it. 

In the town of Parwa is a fpring, in which lepers bathe tliemfelves 

V^oL. II. Xj every 
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every Sunday morning, and aie thereby cleanfed. Adjoining to this is a 
plain, remaikable for fattening the cattle that graze upon jt. 

In the pergunnah of Lytch, in the village of Ilulthul, is a tree, of which 
if the Imalleil twig be lhaken, it agitates the whole tree from the very 
root. 

Lar adjoins to the mountains of great Tihbet; to the north of it is the 
laftieR mountain in Calhmeer, and which is of very difficult afeent. At 
the foot of It are two fprings, two ells diftant from each other, the water of 
one of which is cold, and of the other hot. They are both held facred, 
and the Hmdoos fometimes devote their lives here. On the middle of the 
mountain is a very large lake, into which the Hindoos throw the allies of 
their dead, confidering it the furelt way of approaching the deity. If the 
fleffi of any animal fall into the lake, there immediately anfes a llortn of 
fnow and rain. In this vicinity is a rivulet, called the Sind, which has its 
fnuice in great Tibbet : the water is fo clear that the fifli ate viliblc, and 
they flrike them with iron fpears. 

Shahebeddeenpoor is lituated on the fiehut, whofe banks^ are planted 
with plane trees. At this town the rivers Behut and Sind unite their 
fireams. In Teelahmoolah is a fpot of ground, about one hundred beegahs 
in extent, which, during the time of the rains, is inundated: when the 
water fubfides, and the mud is almoll: dry, the inhabitants take fticks, 
about an ell in length, which they work about in the mud, and find large 
filh and great quantities of little fry.

In Sutpooris a bafon of water that is unfathomable, and to which the 
Hindoos pay adoration. There is another place of worfliip, called Bhoo- 
teefir. dedicated to Mahadco , thofe, who come to tliis place to worQup, 
heal ftrange noifes, without being able to difcovcr from whence they anfr. 

At Ghoyahhamoo, adjoining to little Tibhct, is a large lake, called 
Oaller, nieafuring twcnty-eight cofc in circumference, and into which 
the river Behut empties itfv-lf. 

In the middle of this lake Sultan Zcinulabeddcen built a magnilicont 
palace, which is called Ziciilunk. They link, in the lake, boats filled 
with Hones and branches of trees, and, after letting them remain under 
water for three or four months, draw them up with ropes, and by this 
means take great quantities of filh. Wild fowl arc alfo caught on this lake. 

Near the village nf Ahfen axe hunted great numbers of elks, that conic 
to the lake. 

Adjoining to Matebamoo is an illand, covered with trees, and whenever 
•the trees are lhaken by the wind, the illand is alfo agitated. 

At Farrifpoor are fields of falTron. Here ftood a lofty idolaCfous 
temple, which was deftroyed by Sccunder, the father of Zeinulabeddccn. 
In the ruins was found a plate of copper, with an infeription in the Hindovy 
language, purporting that, after' the expiration of tioo years, the temple 
Ihould be deftroyed by a perfon named Secuiider. 


Turrehgong, in the pergunnah of Kamraj, was the rciidcnce of the 

* 
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princes of the Chuck tribe. Here is a fpring, called Chetternag, the vrater 
□f which is Very wholefooie, and in the centre of the fpring is a very 
ancient ftone building. In this fpring are very large fifli, but whoever 
catches them fuiFers fame misfortune. 

Adjoining to Gurgong is a pafs, called Sowyuirij at the extremity of 
which is a fpot of ground meafuring ten jereebs. When the planet Jupi- 
ter enters the lign Leo, for a month’s continuance, the foil of this place is 
fo intenfely hot, that it deftroys the trees 3 and if a kettle be fet upon 
the ground, it will boil. Belonging to it is a well-inhabited town ; the pafs 
to which, coming from Kamraj, joins on one fide to Calhghur, On the weft 
lies Fuckely, where gold is found- after the following manner. In the 
fiream of the river they fpread goat ilcins with long hair, fattening them 
down with ftonesj fo that the water cannot move themi After two or three 
days, they take up the Ikins, and expofe them to the fun. When they 
are perfeQly diy, they lhake them, and obtain grains of gold, fome of 
which will weigh three tolahs. Another pafs, called Goolkut, joins to 
Fuckely, and leads to CaQighur. Here gold is obtained by walliing the 
earth. 

At the diftance of twelve cofe from Hahyhamoo, is a river called Fud< 
mutty, which comes from the territory of Dawurd. Gold is found in the 
fands of this river. On its banks is an idolatrous temple of Rone, dedi- 
. cated to Durga. On the eight ti-h of Shuckulputch* the temple lhakes 
in an aftonilhing manner. 

The revenues of this foohah are collefited hyeftimate, and the crops- 
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divided with governnient, u not being cuftomary in any part of this coun>- 
try to demand, by meafurement, or to receive money, excepting For a fmall 
part of the SyerjebaL*. 

Every coin, and even maniifaflurcsj arc eftimatcl m kherwars of rice. 
Although, formerly, government was faid to take only a third of the pro- 
duce of the foil, yet in faCl the hufbandman was not left in the enjoyment 
of near one half; but his majclly has now commanded, that the crops iliall 
be equally divided between the hulbaiidman and the ftatc, 

Cazy Aly fixed the revenues at 39063,050 kherwars, and' ti lurcks j the 
kherwar being eftimated at 3 maunds and 8 feers of Akbcifliali, 

"They have a weight of two dams, called pul, and they alfo make ufe of the 
half and the fouith of this weight. Seven and a half of thefe puls make a 
feer; four feers are a mun, four muns arc a turek j royal lecis. Having 
taken the medium prices for fcvcral years, the kherwar tiitncd out 2y 
dams, and this rate was fixed for the receipt of the revenues in grain; and 
the money kherwar was left at 13! dams. By this mode of calculation the 
amount revenue came to 745,700,111 dams, out of which 901,663 kher- 
wars, 8 tureks, were paid in money, and were equivalent to 12,022,183 
dams. The revenue fixed by Albf Khan is 3,079,513 kherwars, out of 
which i,dis, 3305-' kherwars arc in money, Ilis majelly granted a gcneidl 
remiffion of all baj and tumghat, which deduftions amounted to 67,824^. 
kherwars, or 898,400 dams ; and for the farther cafe of tlic huFbandman, 
the kherwar was increafed in value five dams. Although Afof Khan's.

fettfeitiem 
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istilctnent exceeds that of Cazy Aly 16,392 kherwars 5 tureks, yet, h)' 
calculating at the prefent late, the amount to be colleEtcd is aElually Icfs 
86,034!^ dams, becaufe the Cazy Dvciiated the money kherwar. 

According to the rental depofited in the royal archives by Cazy Aly, 
Caflimeec contains foriy-one perguniiahs, whilft Afof Khan’s ftatcmnit 
makes out only thirty-eight. This difference proceeds fiom Cary Aly 
having made tvt'o divifions of pergunnah Kamraj, under the names of Kcrna 
and Derow ; and alfo hy forming into two parcels the pergunnah commonly 
called Syer Mowaza. The Cazy gave the name of Pergunnah Havclly to 
forty villages on the fide of Meraj, and eight villages in the Kamraj quar- 
ter he left svithout any denomination. 

The ancients divided Caftimecr into two parts only, calling the cadctn 
divifion Meraj, and the 'Weftern divifion Kamiaj. 

There are now but few troops in Caflimecr, the native (landing army 
hang only 489 si cavalry and 92,400 infantry.

A Summary 
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A summary History of the Kings of Cashmeir. 

THE fir ft time that his majefty. led his viEtorious ftandards into this 
region of perpetual fpring, the natives prefented him vith a book, called 
Raj Turungec, written m the Shanfcrit language, and containing the hif> 
tory of the princes of Caihmeetjfor upwards of four thoufand years back. 
His majefty, who is ever the pation of learning, commanded fume profit 
cients in the Shanfcrit tongue to tranflate this hiftory into the Fcrfian 
language. In this hiftory it is faid, that in the early ages of the world all 
Calhmecr, excepting the mountains, was covered with water, and was then 
called Suttyfir. Sutty is the wife of Mahadco, and Sir fignifics a rcfcrvoir. 
The fpace of one of the days of Brahma confifts of fourteen munounters, 
each of which comprifes feventy kulps ; add feventy quadruple jowgs are 
equal to onekulp. Down to this prefent time, which is the fortieth year 
of his majefty’s reign, there have elapfed from the period at which Calh- 
meer became inhabited, twenty-feven kulps of the feventh munounter, 
three j owgs of the twenty- eighth kulp, and of the fourth j owg, four thoufand 
feven hundred and one folar years. 

When the water had fubfided, Kufliup, renowned for the aufterity of 
his manners, firft brought the Brahmins to inhabit this country. After- 
wards, when the number of the people had greatly increafed, it became 
neceflary for them to have a ruler; and having called a general aflcmbly 
for determining upon this point, they then eleElcd for their king one famous 
for his virtues ; and from that period monarchy became cftablilhSd amongft 
them, and continued in force till the commencement of the reign Of 
Owgnund, which is placed 4444 years prior to this day. This 0 «lg- 

nund 
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nund 'was killed by the hands of fiulbehdeTj Kiflien's elder brother, in a 
battle that was fought at Mehtra between Kilhen and Jerafindeh, rajah 
of Bahar. In conrequence thereof, as lame of the relatimis of Kiflien were 
going to a marriage feaft at Kandahar, Damooder, the Ton of Owgnund, 
in order to revenge the death of bis father, attacked them with an army on 
the banks of the Sind, and loft his life in the aQion. His wife had 
been foretold by the aftrologers, that the child, with whom Ihe was then 
pregnant, would be a fon. Upon him Kiftien beftowed the kingdom of 
CaQimeer. After him rdgned in fuccelTion thirty.five tyrannic princes,, 
wbofe names are entirely forgotten. 

* 

Loo was a juft prince. He founded in Kamraj the city of Looloo, 
veftiges of which are to be feen at this day. It is faid that the buildings in 
this city were eighty crore in number. 

Alhowg, the nephew of Rajah Jenneh, abolilhed, during his reign, 
the Brahminy rites, and fubftituted in their Head thofe of Jyen. This 
prince ruled with equity. He was fucceeded by his fon Rajah Jelowk, 
who carried his conquefts to the fea-lhore. On his return to Caflimeer, 
he brought with him from Kinoje [at that time the capital of Hindoftan), 
many learned and wife men, out of which number he feleEled feven to 
prelide over the following departments : i. The adminiftration ofjuftice. 
t. The revenues. 3. The treafury. 4. The army. 5. Commerce. S. 
Controul of the boufehold. y. Aftrology and alchymy. It is faid, that 
this aftrologer had at his command a large fnake, upon whofe back be 
travelled great diftances by water. He fometimes appeared as an old man, 
and at othCr timea he feemed to be a youth. Many other wonderful fto- 

t ries 
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ries are told of him. During the reign of Jelowk the doQrine oFBawdh 
was tuleratedi 

Damoodcr [the fccondj is faid by feme to have been the defeendant of 
Ailiowgj and others make him of another family. He was a pious prince; 
but having offended a devotee^ he was, at hts curfe, transformed into a 
lhake. 

In die reign of Rajah Nerkh, the Brahmins got the better of the fol- 
lowers of Bowdh, and burnt down their temples, 

Mehrkul was a ihamelefs tyrant ; but heaven permitted him to make 
confiderabie conquells. As he was defeending an eminence, which is 
known by the name of Huftywutter, an elephant having dipt and fallen 
down, uttered doleful cries. He was delighted with beholding the diftrefs of 
the pool animal, and commanded a hundred others to be precipitated 
and deAroyed in like manner. From this circumAance the height oh- 
tained it's prefent name ; Huity Agnifying an elepJiantt and Wittier mean- 
ing itijuiy. During his reign, a large Aone appeared in one of the 
rivers of Calhmeer, and entirely blocked it up; and whatever was cut 
away from it in the day-time grew again in the courfe of the night. The 
workmen gave over m defpaii. Then a voice was heard proclaiming, 
that if a virtuous woman would lay her hand upon the ftone, it would dif- 
appear. Orders were iffued accordmgly, and th^ brought woman after 
woman, who touched it without producing any efFeQ. The rajah put to 
death the women for their incontinency, their children for being baAards, 
and the hufbands for permitting the wickednefs, till at length three millions 
of perfons were malfacred. At length the miracle was performed by tbe 

hand 
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hanl of a voman vho vas a potter. At laft Rajah Mehrkul was leized 
with a fit of ficknefs, when he threw himfelf into a fire, and was burnt 
to death. 

Rajah Kubaret governed with wifdom and juftice, and made confider- 
able eonqqefts. Throughout his dominions no one was fuffered to take 
awayr the life of any animal, all ranks of pcc^le being commanded to 
abftain from eating flefli. The temple which is now Handing upon So- 
lofflon’s mountain, was founded by this monarch's vizier. 

Rajah Jewdilhter commenced his reign with juftice; but Jhortly after 
gave himfelf up to fenfual gratifications, and following evil advice, be- 
came fuch an infufferable tyrant, that the kings of Htndoftan and Tibbet 
formed an alliance againft him, and the chiefs of Caftimeer, encouraged 
thereby, threw him into prifon. 

In the reign of Rajah fiunjlr, wBilft the fun was in Leo, there was a 
fall of fnow which totally deftroyed the harveft, and occafioned a terrible 
famine. 

Rajah Chunder was Bleft with a vizier, endowed with wifdom and 
fidelity; but the wicked envying bis virtues, propagated unfavourable re- 
ports regarding him. Oathefe occafions the great are generally ftaggered 
in their opinions, and make no ufe of their reafon, forgetting every thing 
which they have read m hiftory, on the direful effects of envy. Thus Ra- 
jah Burjin gave ear to theftones fabricated againft bis vizier, and difmified 
him from his c^ce. The faithful vizier bore his dilgrace with the utmoll 
fubmifGon; but his enemies, not fati&ficil with what they had compalTcd. 

againft 
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againft hims reprefentcd to the rajahj that he was platting tn raife himfelf 
to the throne; and the deluded prince ordered him to be crucified. A 
fliort time after the execution^ the vizier’s pBer*pafledby the corpfe, and 
read It decreed iti his forehead as follows . " That he fliould be difmifled 

from his office, be fent to piifon, and then crucified; but that after all, he 
fliould be reftored to life, and obtain the kingdom.” Aftomlhcd at what 
he beheld, he took down the body from the crofs, and carried it to a 
fecret place. Here he was inceflantly offering up prayers to heaven for 
the reftoration of his bfc, till one night the aerial fpiiits affembled toge- 
ther, and reftored the body to life, by repeating incantations. He Ihortly 
after mounted the throne, but defpifing worldly pomp, foon abdicated it. 

Megdahen was renowned for his virtues; and coni^uercd Hindoftan as 
far as the fca-fhore. 

Rajah Heren died without iffiie; when the nobles of Cafhmeer fub- 
mitted themfelves to the government of Bickcrmaject, rajah of Hindoftan. 

Rajah Materkunt was originally a Caflimeerian Brahmin, in a private 
Ration. Rajah Bickermajeet, charmed with his wifdom and virtue, gave 
him a fum of money to enable him to travel to his own country, with a 
letter addrefled to the nobles there ; and he was commanded to go without 
any companion. The Brahmin, with a heavy heart, repaired to Caflimeer, 
and delivered the rajah’s letter. In it was written, " 1 am indebted to the 
bearer of this for many fervices, and he has experienced a vaiicty of 
cares and difapp ointments. On receipt of this letter, commit to his charge 

^ Spiritual guide. 
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the government of CaQimeer; and, as you dread our royal difpleafure, 
yield him obedience.” The nobles of Calhmeer called a council to 
deliberate upon the occaiian, when it was refolved to obey the mandate. 

Rajah Ferwerfein was apnvateperfon in Hindoftan, till a religious perfon 
foretold that be would be a monarch. Upon which be went to Nugger> 
kote, and pofTefled liimfclf of that place. 

Materhunt abdicated the throne of Caflimeer in favour of Ferwerfein, 
and came to Eenaris, where he led a private life. 

Rajah Ferwerfein was a good prince. He built Sirrynagur, the capital 
of Calhmeer, which is faid to have then contained three millions fix 
hundred thoufand houfes. He poflelTed unbounded liberality; as an in- 
ftance of which, he fent to Materkunt eleven years revenue of Calhmeer, 
to he diftributed by him amonglt the needy. 

Rajah Runadut ruled with juftice, and made confiderahlc conquefts. 
Near Cufiitwar, on the river Ghenab, he went into a cave, accompanied 
by many of his relations and courtiers, and they were never heard of 
more. Many wonderful ftories are related of this adventure. 

Rajah Baladut reigned over HiudoOian, and extended his dominions to 
the fea^lhore. 

In the reign of Rajah Chundranund, a Brahminy woman came to fue 
for juftice, againft the unknown murderer of her hulband. The rajah 
demanded, whether Ihe had reafon to fufpeEl any one of the deed. She 

replied. 
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replied, that her hulband was a man of a very fair charaQer, and that ihe 
had never known any one hear him ill-will, excepting one man, with 
whom he was continually difputing upon points of philofophy. This 
perfon being brought before the rajah, denied the charge ; and the wife 
was not fatished with the caulc being determined by the ordeal tiial, 
from the dread that he might efcape by the means of witchcraft. The 
rajah was fo much perplexed how to decide upon the cafe, that he could 
neither eat nor lleep. At length he faw in a dream, a fage, who taught 
him an incantation, which he Ihould utter over a heap of rice flour, and 
then fcatter the meal upon the ground, and direEt the fufpeEted perfon to 
walk over it: that if (here appeared upon the meal the impreflion of the 
feet of two perfons, then the accufed was certainly the murderer. When 
the rajah awoke, he did as the vilion had commanded him; and the 
Brahmin was proved guilty. But fince it is not lawful to take away the 
life of a Brahmin, even for murder, an image was made in iron, refembling 
a man without a head, with which he was branded on the forehead. 

Raj‘ah Lultadut was a glorious prince, and gave great attention to the 
profpeiity of his kingdom j and, with tlie divine afliftance, he conquered 
Iran, Turan, Fars, Hindolban, Khatai, and altnoft all the reft of the habit- 
able world. lie died in the nortlicrn mountains. It is faid, that, at the 
curfe of a holy man, he was transformed into ftonc. Therfe are other 
marvellous ftorics of him, too tedious for relation. 

Rajah Ajeyanund extended his dominions by conqueft, and was fa 
exceedingly bountiful, that he bellowed in charity, at Benaris, ninety>mne 
thoufand mne hundred and ninety-nine horfes, together with neceflaries of 
every kind for the needy. One day the rajah alked an old man, whether 

Ills 
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his o'wn armies^ or thofe of Rajah Lultadutj were moll numerous •’ The 
old man replied^ '* In your army there arc only 8o,ci0a fukpals*^ and in 
that of your grandfather weie 125,000 of thefe carriages ; from whence the 
complete Ibrengch of each may be calculated.” Rajah Ajeyanund having 
carried his viflorious arms to a great diftance from his capital, Juj, his 
wife’s brother, ereded the ftandard of rebellion ; and the Omrahs of CaOi' 
meer, from the dread of what might otherwife befal their wives and 
children, efpoufed his caufe. The rajah, when informed of this, repaired 
immediately to Bengal, and, with the ahUftatice of the tro'ops of that 
country, repDlTelTed himfclf of his throne, Juj being llain in battle. 

Rajah Lultanund delighted in the company of mean people and idle 
jellers, whereby he gave great olfenLc to the wife and experienced nobili- 
ty. His vizier continually gave him good advice; but finding at length 
that it availed nothing, went into retirement. 

Rajah Sunkerderma conquered Gujerat, Sind, and afterwards the Dck- 
han; but rdlored the latter to it’s Former monarch. In the commence- 
ment of his reign he governed equitably; hut in the end proved a tyrant. 

In the reign of Jeflgeerdeo, a Brahmin, who had loft a purfc, containing 
a hundred gold mohurs, was fo overcome with grief at the misfortune, 
that he was going to kill himfelf. The thief hearing this, went to him, 
and faid, “ If I find the purfe, how much of the money will you be fatisfied 
with?” He anfwered, “ Whatever you pleafe." The thief brought hiin 
ten gold mohurs, The Brahmin enraged hereat, ran to demand juftice

from 
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from the rajah, relating to him what had happened. The rajah rummoned 
the thief, and ordered him to return ninety mohurs, faying, that he was only 
entitled to ten mohurs, the reward for finding the purfe. 

Scenehdeo had in his fervice one Shahmeer, a Mahommedan, who carried 
his genealogy up to Arjunpandu. During the reign of this prince, Zuljoo, 
the paymafter of the troops of the king of Kandahar, rebelled; and, after 
plundering the whole of that kingdom, betook himfclf to the narrow 
palTes in the mountains, from whence he made frequent inroads upon the 
peafants, extorted money from them ; and, in order to ingratiate himfelf 
with the rajah, fent him confiderable prefents. At length the rajah marched 
to join Zuljoo, who came out of his retreat, and returned to Kandalian 
Many of the rajah’s troops were buried in the fnow in the mountains. 
Alfo, during the reign of Seenehdeo, Runjun, fon of the king of Tihbet, 
invaded Calhmeer, and committed great depredations. Upon the death 
of Scenehdeo, he eftabliflicd himfelf on the throne, and ruled with wildom 
and juftice. He appointed Shahmeer, abovementioned, bus vi/.iur; and 
was by him converted to the Mahommedan faith. 

Rajah Adundeo dying, Shahmeer married his widow ; and in A. II. 
742, caufed the Khotbah to be read, and the coin to he llruck in his own 
name, afiuming the title of Sultan Shumfcddcen. Ke cxaflcd from the 
hulbandman only a fourth of the produce of the foil. Before be came to 
Calhmeer, it was revealed to him in a dream, tliat he lliould obtain the 
kingdom, 

Sultan Allaheddcen, during his reign, made it a law, that a widow, con- 
vi 6 ):ed of want of challity, fhould not enjoy her dcccafcd hulband’s ellate. 

Suliaii 
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Saltan Shahabcddecn, a wife and upiight prince, comjuered Tibbct, 
NuggerkatCj and other countries. 

In the reign of Sultan Koteheddeen, Meet Syed Aly Hamadany came to 
Calhmecr, and was treated with great relpcB hy the Sultan. 

Sultan Secunder was a rigid Mahommedan, putting to death thofe who 
refufed to become converts to the faith, and he dellroyed all the conlider- 
ahlc idolatrous temples. Timur, when he conquered Hindoftan, fent him 
ten elephants. The Sultan wiflicd to have had an interview with Timur, 
and fet out from Calhmeer for diat purpofe ; but hearing on the way, that 
It had been teported to Timur, that he whs bringing with him thirty thou- 
fand hoifes for a prefent, he made an excufe and went back again. 

Aly Shah abdicated the kingdom in favour of Zeinulabeddeen, and fet 
out upon a pilgnmage to Mecca; but loling his refuliuion, and following 
ill advice, returned to Calhmeer without vihting Mecca, and with the 
alhftance of the king of Jummoo, again pofleifed himfelf of the kingdom. 
Zeinulabeddeen returned to Punjab, where he formed an alliance with 
JeJTerut Gowhker. Hereupon Aly Shah collefled together a large army, 
marched to Punjab, wheie a great battle was fought, in which Aly Shah 
was put to flight, and Zeinulabeddeen regained the kingdom of Calhmeer. 
Jeflerut then took leave of Zeinulabeddeen, and marched to Dehly, where, 
being defeated m battle by Sultan fihelole, be returned to Calhmeer; but 
with the fultan's army, he conquered all Punjab. The fultan fubdued 
Tibbet and Sind. He was a very wife prince, and never perfecuted any on 
account of rdigion. He was honoured and refpe&ed by all ranks of 
his fubjefts, who unanimoufly bellowed upon him the title of Wullee for 

Saint. J 
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Saint.) He is alfo faid to have pDlTefTed the power of tranfmigrating his 
foul into any body he pleafed; and be prediElcd, that during the reign of 
one of the princes of the Chuck tribe, the kingdom Ihould be transferred 
from the hands of the natives to the monarchs of Hindoftan; and this 
prediction, after a long period, was accompliflied. Such was his benefit 
cence and love of his fubjeCts, that he aboliflied the poll-tax, which was 
ufed to be levied from the Hindoos, forbade oxen being flain, and entirely 
aboliOied all taxes, together with the cultom of offerings and prefents of 
every lund. He enlarged the Jeiceb, in favour of the hulbandmcn : and 
lupported his expences by the produce of certain copper mines. He 
always prefided in perfon in the courts of juftice, and refolved difficult 
points. Robbers he put in chains, and employed them upon public works. 
His humanity made him prohibit hunting; and he himfelf never ate any 
flelh. He tranflated many books from the Arabic, Perfian, Caffimeenan, 
and Shanferit languages. Under his reign, muficiam came to Caflimeer, 
from Iran and Turan, amongft whom were from Khorafan Oudee, the 
fcholar of the well-known Khajeh Abdulcadcr of Khorafan, and Mulla 
Jemmeel, who was inimitable both in mufic and painting. Sultan Abu- 
feyed Mirza fent to Zeinulabeddccn, from Khorafan, prefents of Arabian 
horfes, and Bokhty camels. Sultan Bhelole Loody, monarch of Dchly, and 
Sultan Mahmood, king of Gujerat, alfo formed alliances with hira« 

When Sultan HulTcn came to the kingdom, he led an army into Punjab, 
fought fevcral battles againB Tatar Kban, and plundered and laid wake the 
country, 

WhenFuiteh Shah fat upon the throne, Mecr Shams, one of the diTciples 
of Shah Coffim Anwar, came from Irak to Calliinecr, and taught the 
1 tenets 
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tenets of Noor-Bucklifliy^ the fiift introduQioti there of the doElrine of 
the Sheis. 

At the time that Mali ommeil Shah regained the kingdom a third time by 
the help of Secunder, the emperor Baber undertook the conqueft of Hin- 
doftan. 

In the reign of Saltan Ibraheira Abdalj it was reprefented to Baber^ that 
Caflimeer would be an eafy conqueft, Baber fent thither Aly Beg, Ma~ 
hommed Khan, and Mahmood Khan. They were at firft viflorious; hut 
the infurreftions of the natives would not allow them to eftablilh them- 
felves there : they therefore accepted of a contribution in money, and left 
the country. Nazek Shah hereupon obtained the kingdom. 

When Mahommed Shah was reftored to his kingdom the fourth time, 
the emperor Hemayun was upon the throne. Mirza Kamran commanded 
at that time in Lahoor; and tbofe who were well acquainted with Calh- 
mcer, alTurcd him it would prove an eafy conqueft. He, guided by their 
advice, fent thither Mehium Kowkeh, who, with the alRftance of fume of 
the natives, fubdued Calhmeer. This Kowkeh exerciftng great tyranny, 
the people rofe againft him, and the Moghul chiefs were obliged to fue 
for quarter, and return to their own country. 

In Ai H. 930, Sultan Syed Khan, king of Calligliur, fent his fon, Se- 
cunder Khan, and one Mirza Hyder, with an army of ten thoufand men, 
who entered Calhmeer by the way of Tibbct and Lar. They committed 
great depredations, but returned in a Ihort time upon terms of compro- 
mife.

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In A H. 948, Muza Hyder was fcnt again iiUo Calhmecrj by the 
emperor Hciiiayunj and, by the help of fomc natives, conquered the whole 
of that country; and alfo a part of Great Tibbet. Khajec Chuck came 
into Hindoftan, and obtained aillftaiicc from Sheer Klian. He after- 
wards fought Mirza Plyder, but was defeated; and Mirza eafily prevailed 
upon the Calhmeenans to read the Khotbah, and ftrike the coin tn the 
name of the emperor Plemayun, inAead of that of Nazek Shah. 


SIRCAR PUCKELY 

MEASURES in length 35, and in breadth 25 cofe. On the caA lies 
CaOimeer; on the north Kinorc; on the fouth the territory of the Gchker 
tribe; and on the wcA is Attock Benaris, Timoor left a faiall number 
of troops to keep poAcIAoii of this quarter, and fomc of their defeendanta 
arc there to this day. 

Snow is continually falling in the mountains of this diArifl, and fomc- 
times in the plains. The winter is very fcvcrc, but the fummer heat 
moderate. Like HindoAan, FuckcTy has pciiodical rains. 

Here are three rivers, viz. KiAiengung, Behut, and Sind. The lan- 
guage of the inhabitants has no affinity with thofe of Caihmeer, ZabuliAan, 
or HindoAan. Nakhud and barley are the moA plentiful grain here. 
Apricots, peaches, and walnuts, grow wild; no pains being taken here with 
fruit trees. Their game« horfes, mules, oxen, and buffaloes, are but in- 
different. 

Formerly the rajah of this country was tributary to Caflimeer.

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SIRCAR SEWAD. 

IT cotnprifes three territories, viz. Bembher, Sewad, and Bijore, The 
length of Bembher is j6, and the breadth 12 cefe. On the eaft lies 
Puckelyj on the north, Kenore and Caflighur; on the fouth, Attock 
Benaris j and Sewad is the vreftern extremity. There aie two roads to it 
from HindoRan, one by the heights of Surkhaby, and the other by the 
Molondery hills. Neither of thefe roads are good, but the firlb is the 
mofl: difficnlt to pafs. 

Sewad meafures in length 40, and m breadth from 5 to 15 cofe. On 
the eaft lies Bembher; on the north, Kenore and Caflighur; on the foutli, 
Bickram, and on the weft, Bijore. In the mountains of this country are 
feveral pafles. Near the pafs of Dumghar, adjoining to Caflighur, is the 
city of Munglore, the rcfldcnce of the governor of the proiincc. There 
are two routes to it from Hindoflan, one by the height of MulLund, and 
the other by the pafs of Sheer Khan. The fntnmer and wintci arc very 
temperate. The mountains are always covered with fnow, but in the 
plains it melts in three or four days after the fall. Here are fpnng and 
autumn*, and periodical rams, as in Hindoftan. Both their fpnng and 
autumn harvefts are very plentiful. Here are all the flowers of Tartary 
and Hindoftan; violets, narcilTures, and a variety of fruits, grow wild. 
The apricots and pears are remarkably fine. The liawks arc good. 
Here u an iron-mine. ,

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call lies Sewad; on the north, Kenore and Callighur ; on the fouth, Bick- 
ram ; and on the weft, Guznoorgul. It has an old rortrcFii, of lome 
ftrength, wheic the governor refid cs j and there are fcveral pafles on the 
fide of Cabul. Emeer Syed Aly Hamadany is faid to have died hcrcj 
but that, in compliance with his laft teftameiit, his body was conveyed to 
Khotlan. 

The air of this diftriEl refembles that of Sewad, excepting that the heat 
and cold are felt rather more fevercly here. It has only three roads, one 
leading to Hindoftan, called DaniOikotc, and two that go to Cabul, one 
of which IS named Summej, and the other Cuznoorgul. Danilhkote is 
the belt road. Adjoimng to Bijorc, and confined by the mountains and 
the rivers of Cabul and Sind, is a defart, meafuring in length 30, and in 
breadth from zo to 25 cofe. 

The whole of this fircar confifts of hills and wilds; and is inhabited by 
the tribe of Youfef-Zy. In the time of Mirza Ulugh Beg, the tribe of 
Sultan, who alTert themfelves to be the defeendants of the daughter of 
Sultan Secunder Zulkcrmain, came from Cabul, and poflefted diemfelvcs 
of this country. They fay that Secunder left treafure in Cabul under die 
care of fome of bis relations; and fome of their defeendants, who carry 
their genealogical table in their hands, now dwell in the mountainous parts. 

Daring this immortal reign, many of the turbulent inhabitants of ibis 
country have been deftroyed. Others taken prifoners, and others have be- 
taken themfelves to the wilds. 


SIRCAR 
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SIRCAR DERUNEYUN and ISSA KHYL. 

THIS is a territory fituatedto the fouth eaft of Cabul. The inhabitants 
are Afghansj moftly of the tribes of Sirany, Gurany, and Zccryi 

SIRCAR KANDAHAR 

IS fituated in the third climate. The lengthj from Kelat Bunjareh to 
'Churgidan, is 300 cofe; and it meafurcs in breadth, from Sind to Fur- 
reh, z5a cofc. On the eait lies Sind ; on the north Choui and Ghurgif- 
tan ; on the fouth Sewee ; and on the weft Furreh of Cabul. On the 
noitbweft it is bounded by Ghuznecn. 

It fnows but feldom near the city of Cabul, but in the mountains it 
falls almoft incellantly. 

Of Corns. 18 dinars are a tuman, each tuman being equivalent to 8 do 
dams. The tuman of Khorafan is 30, and the tuman of Irak 40 rupees. 

Molt kinds of grain are computed in kherwars. The kherwar is 
equal to 40 ICandthaiy, or 10 Hindoftany maunds. 

Kandahar is the capital of this lircar, and is lituated in longitude 170* 
4 d'j and latitude 33°. It has two forts. The heat is very fevere, and 
the cold temperate, except in the months of December and January, when 
water freezes. Snow does not fall here above pnee in three or four years. 

Here 
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H[:rc are flowers and fruits in abundance. The wheat of Kandahar is 
very white, and is fcnt to great diftances as a rarity. 

At the diflance of five eofe from Kandahar is a mountain, called Azder~ 
Isouh, in which is a remarkable cave, known by the name of Ghar Gcm- 
fliied {Ghemshied's Cave.) You enter U with lighted lamps, but from 
there being no circulation of air, the lights are cxtinguiflicd before you 
can leach the bottom of the cave. 

At the dillance of eight cofe fiom Kelat is a large mountain, in the 
centic of which is alfo a wondeifiil cave, called Ghar Shah, fthe King's 
Cave.) In the middle of it arc two natural pillars, one of which unites 
v'ith the roof of the cave, being 30 ells high ; and from its top iflucs a 
ftream of water, which flows into a bafon diat is near it, The other pillar is 
only 11 ells in height, and from its bafe ifliies a rapid {Iream. The fources 
of thefe two ftreams arc between Balkh and Cabul, and arc called Hirmund 
and Birkutmiiiid. Moll ana Moiyeneddecn, in his billory of Khorafan, 
(<iys, that a ihoufand ftreams iITiie from thefe fpiings. At the diflance of 
16 cofe from Kelat, at the foot of a large mountain, is a fpot, called 
Bumbul, where were formerly many aqueduQs ; now it is cultivated with 
melons. In this mountain arc many fpnngs. At the foot of the mountain 
is a furnace for fmclting iron, an ancient work. 

I 

In along tra£t of country, between Dawurd and Seillan, fnow never 
falls. The nver Hirmund runs through it j the whole is in high cultiva<» 
tiun, and well defended by forts. 

In the vicinity of Kandahar arc die ruins of a large city, ,tbe na- 
tive- 
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live place of the Ghaurian fultans ; of wbofe grandeur many monuments re. 
main. 

Between Hirmand and Kandahar is fituatcd the well-known city of Mey- 
mund, mentioned in old aftronomical tables. 

Wheat and barley, in the dialcEl of Kandahar, is called Sefeidtery (whte 
vegetable;) and the lands cultivated therewith are meafured by die jcreeb, 
of 6a fquaie guz of Cabul, equal to 54 guz of Kandahar. In the calcu* 
lations for the royal exchequer, out of every ten kherwars of the produce 
of the foil, there is taken one fifth for the revenue and charges.

If the hafbandman does not approve of meafurement, then the pro- 
duce is made into three heaps, two of which are for himfelf; and the other 
heing divided into three parts, two are taken by the ftatc, and one third 
gees for J^hat*. 

On grapes, the revenue is collefled either by meafurement, or by agree-

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jng to pay a certain futn. For meafurenient, fome experienced perfona 
eftimate the produce of the vineyard, and the Hate exaffcs four baheriea 
from every khcrwar. In the reign of Hemayun the rate was two haberies 
and four tungahs. A babcry is one nnilkal; two and a half baberies are 
equivalent to one rupee. Bclidcs thefe three kinds (harley, wheat, and 
grapes,) which are called Sefeidteryf there arc taken upon the following 
articles, which are ftyled Subzting {or greens), feven and a half baherics 
for every jereeb, viz. rice, melons, cucumbers, onions, turnips, carrots, 
poppies, and lettuce. Forracily they were rated at five baberies. Upon 
'Other vegetables they formerly cxaQed two baberies per jereeb, but now 
three arc taken. 

In the iraQj between Dawurd and Seiftan, deferibed above, if the crops 
are made into three heaps, the fame as m Kandahar, then for iS*^ iidten/ ; 
out of every mcafured jereeb the Hate takes twenty maunds. The klier^ 
war of this diftrifl confifts of lOO maunds, which arc equivalent to ten 
maunds of Hindoftan. Upon grapes the duty is the fame as at Kanda- 
har; and the articles of Subztery pay two baberies per jereeb. 

The fame equitable praHicc alfo obtains in Dawurd Upon Sefeidtery. 




SIRCAR CABUL 

IS fituatcd in the third and fourth climates. The length, from Attock 
Benans, on the banks of the Sind, to Hindookouh, is 150 cofcj and the 
bieadth, from Carabagh to Chagbanferai, loo cofe. On the eafi lies Hin- 

A doftan ; 
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doftati i on the weft, inrlining to the noith, are mountains, between 
which i& lituated Gbour; on the north is Inderab of Radalchlhan, and 
Hindookouh ; on the fouth Firmel and Nughz. It is impoftiblc to give 
in writing an adequate idea of the excellence of the air and water of this 
country. Although the winter is rather fevere, yet it never does any in- 
jury. The parts in which fnow falls, and thofe which are entiiely ficc 
from it, are fo near to each other, that you may pafs from heat to cold 
in the courfe of a day, which is not to he experienced in any other in< 
habited country of the whole globe. The fnow begins to fall in the 
mountains in September, but not in tlie plains till November. Baber, in 
his Commentaries, remarks, that fnow never falls, on the fide of Hindof- 
lan, nearer than the hills of Badam Cheflimch. This certainly might 
have been the cafe in his time; but now it comes even to the edge of the 
Niemlah hills, and indeed to the Khybcr heights. 


This country abounds with delicious fruits j the melons, however, are an 
exception, being but indifferent; and the harvefts are not very flourifli** 
ing. The furrounding mountains and wilds defend Cabul from fudden 
invafions. Hindookouh lies in the centre, between Cabul, Badakhflian, 

J 

and Balkh. There are feven roads from Turan to Cabul. Thofe from the 
fide of Bunjeer are Hawak, Tool, and Bajaruck. Tool is the befl: road, 
but rather long, as its name implies*. The flraiglitcft is that by the 
Bazaruck height. In the middle of the road is a large mountain, around 
wUch axe feven hills, called Huft Butch [the feven children). The 
fourth road] in coming from Inderab, divides into two branches, winch 
unite at the foot of the hill. The fifth road is by the hill of Kipchack ; 
and this is alfo fomewhat eafy to pafs. The fixth is by the hill of Shccitou •

but, 
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butj in the fummer, when the waters are out^ as Toon as you defcBnil the 
mDuiitain, you mutt go by the route of Bamian and Talakan. The feventh 
is by the way of Abdereh. In winter travellers make ufe of this road, it 
being the only one palfable in the depth of that feafon. 

There is alfo a road by the way of Khorafan and Kandaharj which is 
without any windings and free from hills. From Hindoltan to Cabul, 
there are fix roads : i. Kurpeb, on which road, after palling two hills, 
you come to Jilalpoor. Baber has not taken any notice of this road ; we 
mull: therefore conclude, that in his time it was not ufed. a. Khybir, 
which Was formerly a little difficult, but his majefty has had it levelled 
in fuch a manner that carriages now pafs with eafe. The people of Turan 
and Flindofian come and go by this road. 3. Bungilh. In order to go 
this way, you pafs the river Sind, at Dunkhote Ferry. 4. Nughz. 
5. Fermel, to which you pafs over the Sind at Chowporah Ferry. 

No lefs than eleven languages are in ufe in the foobah of Cabul, each 
nation fpeaking its own; viz. Turkilh, Mughooly, Perfian, Hindy, Af- 
ghany, Pullitowey, Purratchee, Gubree, Burkce, Lumghanee, and Arabic, 

The natives are chiefly of the tribes of Hezareh and Afghan, and they 
poflefs all the paHurage. The tribe of Hezareh are the remains of the 
Chaghtai army, which Mangu Khan fent into thefe parts to the alEflancc of 
Holaku Khan, under the command of his fon Nikodar Oghlan ; and they 
inhabit the country from Ghuzneen to Kandahar and Mydan, to the bor- 
ders of Balkh. They are upwards of 100,000 families, a third of whom 
are cavalry. They all breed horfes, flieep, and goats. Their pride

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and felf-conceit frc[|uentl/ occaiion parties amongft thenij which end in 
ftnfs and blaodlhed. 

The Afghans fay that they are defeended from the children of IfraeL 
They aflert that, their grand progenitor, Afghan, had three fons: i. Sur- 
reen, from whom the tribe of Surreenee arc defeended. a. Ghurghuft, .he 
founder of the Ghurghufly tribe, g. Tuhben, the progenitor of the Tubnee 
tribe. From thofe three ftocka have fprung various tribes, diRinguilhed by 
the names of their founders. Amongft this number are Turreen, Furice^ 
teh, Myaneh, Gheen, Khurgheen, Shiranee, Owzmur, Kafly, Jummond, 
Kheilhhy, Kuttany, Kheleel, Mahmoundzie, Daoudzie, Youfefzie, Gilya- 
nee, Birkalany ; all defeended originally from Surreen. Again the Suora- 
why, Jylum, Wurekzie, Afreedee, Juktanee, Khutkee, Kerance, Bawur, 
Munnoob, Kakerna, Ghurbanee, MulTwanee, fiunny, and Tarun, who all 
carry their pedigree up to Ghurghuft. Together with ihe Ghilzie, Loody, 
Ncyazee, Noohanie, Sooty, Sorwany, and Kuckboor, of the ftoclc of 
Tuhben. 

They fay that Muth Aly Ghowry, whom the Afghans call Muttee, had 
criminal connexion widi one of the daughters of Tubben; and that, when 
the days of her pregnancy were nearly accompliOied, he married her, and 
thereby preferved her charabker. Of this marriage were born three Ihns: 
1. Ghilzee. a. Loody. 3. Seewany. 

Some Afghans confider themfelves to be of Egyptian extraEtionyaflerting 
that, when the children of Ifrael retuined from Jerufalem to Egypt, this 
tribe emigrated to. Hindoftan, The hiftory of this event is of too great 
length for infertlon here. 


There 
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There are olher unfettled tnbes, viz. thofe of Kajah Khyzree, Kakflialj 
Mydany, Uzbek, Kolunjec, Beranjee, Teelboorjee, Nuckdurree, Bekfoo- 
del, Seedeebaiy, Tofukundaz, Arub, Gulaban, Tookbaiy, tSrc. Thefe are 
numerous, but do not equal the multitude of AfghanSi At prefent many 
of thefe tribes acknowledge a dependence upon the Jageerdars. 


The city or CABUL. 

IT is lituated in longitude 104'* 40', and latitude 34* 30'. It is a very 
ancient and beautiful city. Fulheng is faid to have been the founder. 
There arc double walls of mud, of confidcrable llrength. On the fouth- 
caH: quarter is a froall hill, named Shah Cabul*. One of their ancient 
kings muft have built upon it, from which circumftaiice it obtained its 
name. 

Aruck is the city now ftanding upon the above-mentioned fmall hill. 
At the foot of It are rich plains, decorated with delightful gardens. The 
moll famous of thefe is that called Sherara, in which are two pleafant 
rivulets. One of them, the rivulet of Khetceben, comes from Lelunder, 
and, after pafling through this garden, goes on to the city of Cabul. The 
other takes its rife in the village of Yacoiib, and pafles the city of Cabul 
before the Dchly gate. This lall is called the rivulet of Pul Mullen, and 
its water is better than that of the other. In the neighbourhood of this 
place is a delightful fpot, called Gulgooneh. From die hiil Shah Cabul 
iffuB three nvulets, which run towai ds the city. At the head of one of 

* The King «f Cabul. 
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them is the Ihrine of Khajah Hutnmoo. Another is laid to have heed 
vilited by the prophet Khyzir; and the third Iprings up oppofite to the 
tomb of Khajah Abdulfumudj who is alfo called Khajah Roflieny. 

From early antiquity Cabul and Kandahar have been accounted the gates 
oF Hindoftan; one atTording entrance from Turan, and the other From 
Irau; and iF both places are properly guardedj the exteniive empire of 
Hindoftan is fafe from the irruptions of foreigners. 

In Cabul, as well as in Samarcand and Bokhara, a pergunnah, which is 
compofed of villages and hamlets, is called Tooman. 

Tooman Bekram, commonly called Peifliore, enjoys a delightful fpring 
feafon. Here is a temple, called Gorekehtery, a place of religious refort, 
particularly for Jowgies. 

Tooman Neyknehar. Formerly the governor of the province relided at 
Adecnehpoorj now Jilalabad is his plaice of refidence. Snowfalls here; 
hut the winter is not fevere. In this province grows the feedlefs pomegra* 
natc. This Tooman has nine rivulets, which fecure fuccefs to the harvefts. 
In Jdalabad is the garden called Suffa, a monument of the Emperor Baber. 
Near Adeenehpoor is a garden, called Wuffa, another monument of the 
fame monarch. On the fouth fide of Jilalabad is a mountain, of a won- 
derful appearance, it being perpetually covered with fnow; and, on this 
account] it is called the White Mountain. Whenever Ihow falls in Cabul, 
it does the fame upon a hill in this quarter. 

Tooman Munderar abounds with monkeys. Here the rivers Alylhung 

and 


1 
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and Alunka unite their itreams, and difembogue themfelves into the river 
Baran. The nver of Chughanferai, after paffing through the north-eaft 
quartcrj enters Kuttore, 

Tooman Alylhung is furrounded with large mountains, covered with 
fnow, in which is the fource of the river hearing the fame name. The 
inhabitants are called Kafurs (infidels). Here is a tomb in which, accord- 
ing to fame people, lies interred Lamek, the father of Noah. The natives 
of this country change the letter Kaf^^S' into Ghain calling this place, 
inftead of Lumekan, Lumeghan, 

Tooman Bekhrad is alfo full of infidels. Inftead of lamps they burn 
green fir, which gives a very good light. Here is an animal, called the 
JFlying-FoXf which flies up about an ell from the ground. Here are alfo 
mice that have a fine mulky fccnt. 

Cherkh, one of the dependencies of Tooman Lahooker, gives names 
to Mollani Yacoub Cherkhy. Sijawund is alfo one of the well-known 
villages of this Tooman. 

The mountains of Tooman Budrow are inveftcd with infidels, and wild 
Hczareh and Afghan tribes. ' 

Tooman Ulfaiy has fnow on one fide, whilft the other fide is a warm 
climate. Here are plenty of game in the fpring. 

Tooman Bungilh has ypoo cavalry and 87,800 infantry, viz, Of the 
Mehmund tribe, 500 cavalry and the like number of infantry. The 

Kbeleel 
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Khcleel tribe 500 cavalry and 55,000 infantry. The Daoudziey, 9000 
cavalry and 97^000 infantry. Kakjany, 500 cavalry and 4000 infantry. 
Sany, 100 cavalry and 1400 infantry. Iman Khycl, 50 cavalry and 850 
infantry. Uljee, 100 cavahy and agoo infantry. Khyzir Kliyel, ac cavalry 
and 550 infantry. Sheerger, ao cavalry and 1400 infantry. Khurgoony, 
10 cavalry and 200 infantry. Khutky, 200 cavalry and 4000 infantry. 
Abdulrahmany, lOo cavalry and 2500 infantry. Afrcedy, 500 cavalry 
and 2500 infantry. Dirwuck, 500 cavalry and 5500 infantry. 

Tooman Gurdeyz haa a ftrong fort, and molt of the hnufes are four 
fiories high. 

Tooman G-huzneen ia in the fecond climate. It is alfo called Zabul, 
and was the capital of Sultan Mahmood, Sultan Sbahabeddcen, and feve- 
ral other monarcba. Formerly this country was called Zabullllan, and 
Kandahar reckoned a part of it. Here are the tombs of Hakhcem 
Sunnaiy, and many other holy men. The winter here is the lame as in 
Samarcand and Tebriz. A river runs from north to fouth, and fertilized 
all the cultivated lands ; bat the hulbandman undergoes great labour, 
from being obliged to bring frelh mould, from Cabul, every year, the 
natural foil 0^ the country being too poor for cultivation. In the time of 
Baber here was a tomb which fliook whenever bleflings were implored for 
the prophet; but, upon invelligaiing the caufe, it was difcovercd to be a 
trick. If any filth is thrown into a certain fpring near this place, there 
immediately enfues a dreadful tempeft, with rain and fnow* 

Toomaai Damenkouh is incomparable for abundance of flowers, and for 
the beauty of its fpring and autumn. 


Tooman 
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Tooman Gharbund. It has an inconceivable variety of fragrant flirubs 
and flowers. There arc Unity fpcries of tulips, one of which has the 
fragrance of the rofe, and is called the ross-jcew^ed tuhp. Here are 
mines of lilver and lapis lazuli. Near the mountains is a fandy defart, 
called Khajah regreuan. In the fummer feafun there is beard, in this de- 
fart, the noife of drums and kettledrums. 

In Tooman Zohac Bamyan, the caftle of Zohac, a monument of great 
antiquity, is in good condition, whilft the fortrefs of Bamyan lies in ruins. 

In the midfi of diefe mountains are twelve thoufand recelTcs cut out of 
the rock, and ornamented with carving and plailter-work. Thefc places 
are called Summij; and, in ancient times, were the winter retreat of the 
natives. Here are three aftomihing idols; one reprefenting a man eighty 
ells high; another, of a woman, fifty; and the third, which is the figure of 
a child, meafunng fifteen ells in height. In one of thefe Summijes is a 
tomb, where is a coffin, containing a corpfc, concerning which the oldeft 
man can give no account; but it is held in great veneration. The an- 
cients certainly were pofTefled of fome medical preparations, with which, if 
they anointed dead bodies, and afterwards buried them in a dry foil, they 
fuffered no injury from time; and there can be no doubt but this corpfc 
muft have been pteferved after that manner, although the ignorant fuppofe 
it fomething miraculous. 

The whole of Cabul, which has been deferibed, contains twenty Tnomatis, 
The Emperor Baber, in his Commentaries, reckons the revenue and 
tumgha* at eight lacks of Shahrokhees, which are equivalent to three 

* VidBVol.I. 
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tacks and twenty thoufand rupees of Akb erfliahy, or one ciore twenty-ei^t 
lacks of dams. NoWj through the bicfling of his majcfty's immortal glory, 
although a variety of taxes have been remitted, the revenue is increafed to 
fix crore, feventy-three lacks, fix thoufand nine hundred and eighty-threc 
dams. This increafc has arifen fiom the improved ftate of the country; 
befides that Ferlhawer, Afhtughar, and fome other places have been 
fince added: and it is, moreover, to be confidered, that the officers of 
government were not at that time under fuch good management as they 
are at prefent. 

In A. H. 77, Abdulmullick] Ton of Merwan, removed Ommiab, the fon 
of Abdallah, from the government of Kborafan, and conferred it upon 
Youfef, the fon of Hejaj. At the fame time he appointed, to the govern- 
ment of Seiftan, Abdullah, the fon of Abubeker. The latter levied an 
army, and marched againft Runtehl, Rajah of Cabul. Runtchl, fin din g 
himfelf unable to cope with him, retreated to the heights ; and Abdullah, 
ill advifed, purfued him. The country people feized the opportunity of 
revenging themfelves, blocked up all the pafles with ftones, and, thereby 
cutting off his retreat, reduced, his army to fuch diftrets, for want of pro- 
vifions, that he was obliged to purchafe a peace at the price of feven lacks 
of dirhems, equivalent to three lacks of rupees of the prefent time. When 
Shureeh, the fan of Hany, beard what had befallen Abdullah’s army, he 
was greatly troubled, and, notwithllanding his extreme old age, haftened tn 
renew the war, and died fighting gallantly. As foon as the tidings of thofc 
difafiers were brought to Hejaj, he reprimanded Abdullah, and deprived 
him of the command. In the year So Hejaj appointed Abdulrahman, 
the fon of Mahommed Alhufs, governor of the province of Seiftan 
its dependencies>and gave him the conduEk of the war againft the Runtehl. 

Abdulrahman,, 
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A'bdulraliinanj when he arrived on the borders of Cabal, piudently took 
care to polt chofen troops in all the pafles. He performed great feats of 
valour, and obtained conGderable plunder j but, from the nature of the 
country, he could not maintain his conqueft. When hr returned to Se< 
iftan, Hejaj Tent him a letter, couched in the following terms : ” Your fer- 
vices of diis year amount to nothing; immediately on the receipt of this 
letter return to Cabul, and poflefs yourfclf of that country. Should you 
prove in the lealt difobedient, by extending your delay till next yeai, I 
lhall difmifs you fiom your government, and in fuch cafe the whole army 
are hereby required to obey Ifliac, the fon of Mahommed, as their genc» 
ral.” Upon the receipt of the letter, Abdulrahman entered into a con* 
federacy with his olHcers, concluded a treaty with the Rajah of Cabul, and 
marched to attack Hejaj. In the treaty with the Rajah of Cabul, it was 
agreed, that if the Mahommedans proved viElorious, they would not, in any 
lhape, molcfl. the rajah’s dominions; but that, if they fuffered a dclcat, 
he fliDuId alTord them proteElion. Hejaj, enraged, marched out to meet 
them, and a battle was fought near Tufter, in which Abdulrahman pioving 
viElorious, Hejaj returned to Bafrah. In a fecond engagement he dc> 
feated Abdulrahman, who retreated to Boll, which was in the bands of 
one of his agents. But the bafe wretch, in order to ingratiate himfelf with 
Hejaj, feized Abdulrahman, and intended to have fent him to his enemy, 
when, at that inftant, the Rajah of Cabul Qcw to his relief, and carried him 
to Cabul. This prince enabled him to profecutc the war againlt Hejaj, 
but he never gained any advantage in any battle that he fought. At lall 
Runtehlj gained over by the feducing promifes of Hejaj, fent prifoncr 
to him Abdulrahman, who, in a fit of dcfpair, on the road, threw himfelf 
headlong from a precipice, and thus ended his life. In the year 107, un- 
der the Khalifat of HcQian, the Ion of Abdulmulhck, his governor of 
VoL. 11 . B b Khorafan* 
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Khorafan, Ameen, the fon of Abdallah Calhcerjr, contiuered Ghgur, Ghur. 
ghiftan, and Neemioz of Cabul. From that time, under the klialifi of 
the houfes of Ommiah and Abbas, thefe provinces continued to be de- 
pendent upon Khordfan, till the government of the Sammanians, ■when 
Aleptigheen, a flave belonging to that family, rebelled, and poflclTcd him- 
felf of Ghuznecn and Cabul, where he ruled with abfolute fway. When 
he died, Sebucktegheen, the father of Sultan Mahmood, obtained the king- 
dom, and it continued in the poffeffion of the Ghuzneen princes. 

This kingdom at firft belonged to the Ghaurian princes* next it was 
poflelTcd by their flaves, one of whom was Ilduz, After the flaves, it was 
held by the Khovaieztnians. Then the army of the great Khan Chun- 
gaze conijuered it. From him it defeended to Timur and his pollcrity. 


Or THE CROUH, OR COSE, 

THE meafurement of roads, for the afeertaining of diftances, being an 
objeO; of public utility, his majefty has given great attention to it, and has 
caufed the diftances to be meafured in crouhs, each eonftfting of loo te- 
nabs of 50 Alaiy guz*; or 400 bamboos of guz each. By cidicr of 
thefe methods, a crouli contains 5000 guz. 

Whenever his majefty marches at the head of his armies, or performs a 
journey, the road is carefully meafured with the above-mentioned bam- 
boos, by perfons appointed for that purpofe, whofe accounts are check- 
ed by a Darogha and Muftirifl'.

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Sheer Khan fixed the crouh at fixty jereebs, each containing fixty 
Secundery guz; and this is the rule Hill obferved in the foohah of Dehly. 

In Gujeratj a crouh is the greateft dillance at which may be heard the 
ordinary lowing of an ox; and this is eflimated to be fifty jereebs. 


In Bengal they ufe the Depeyeh Crouh, which is the diltance that a man 
can go at a quick pacCj without being out of breath. According to otlicrsi 
a man is to pluck a green leaf, and, placing it upon his head, is to walk 
with It till It is dry, which diQance they fay is a crouh.

Mr, Gladwin has lately addrefled a letter to us, recapitulating the cir- 
cumftances which attended his firft propofal, fetting forth that he is far 
advanced in this laborious and expenlive undertaking, the firft and fecond 
volumes of the work being already publiflied, and fome part of the third* ;

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and requefting that, in confideration of the cKpenre and trouble he has 
been fubjeQed to, we would repeat our recDinirendation of the undertak- 
ing, and intereede widi your honourable court fur your acquicfcetice in our 
promlfed fubfcription, 

Senfible as we are of the merit of Mr. Gladwin’s labours, the encou- 
ragement that is due to every undertaking which has for its end the pro- 
motion and extenlian of eaftem literature, as well in regard to the ufe its 
advancement may be of to the perfons employed in your ferviecj as the 
knowledge it may afford to the European quarter of the globe, we cannot 
but repeat our carneft folicitation that your honourable court will permit 
us to confirm the fubfenption for 150 fets, which we formerly promifcd 
to take, as we confider our former recommendation, and the known libe- 
rality which your honourable court have ever Ihewn towards the encou- 
ragement of works of this nature, to have been the inducements which led 
Mr. Gladwin to commence fo arduous a work, and thereby fubjefi him- 

fclf to a great expence, from which he could only expeS: to be relieved

through the liberality of his employers.

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^ HAD long fet my heart upon writing fomething of the Hif' 
tory of Hindollan, together with an account of the reli- 
gious opinions of the Hindoos. I know not if my anxiety 
herein proceeds from the love of my native country, or 
whether I am impelled by the delire of fearching after 
truth, and relating matter of fa£t. 

At iirfl: my head was filled with the idle tales of Bena- 
gutty, Hafez Abroo, and other ancient authors, who have 
written ftories of things that never exilted but in their own 
imaginations. But at length becoming fenfible of the igno- 
rance of mankind, and of their evil difpofition towards one 
another, 1 refolved to endeavour to ellabhih peace and amity. 
However, multiplicity of bufinefs occafioned delay, until I 
undertook to write this work, which has run out to great 
length ; and having finilhed the Hiltory of the Soobahs, (in- 
cluding a good part ^of the Hiltory of Hindoltan), I thought 
this a 'fit time for carrying into execution my long-concealed 
intention. 

Before this period, I had acquired fome knowledge of 
VoL. II. ^ S 5 the 
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the fabje£t, but deeming that infufiicient, I had again rc< 
courfe to thofe who were capable of inftruClmg me, and re- 
newed my former ftudies. — From my ignorance of the fig- 
nification of Hindoo terms, and the want of an able inter- 
preter, my refearches became painful, as I was obliged to 
make repeated inquiries after the fame thing. At length, 
by the will of heaven, unremitted affiduity has obtained the 
objefl: of my wiflies. 

It has now come to light, that the general received opinion 
of the Hindoos, being polytheifts, has no foundation in truth j 
for although their tenets admit pofitions that arc difficult to 
be defended, yet that they are worfliippcrs of God, and only 
one God, are incontrovertible points. 

In order to ellablilh what I have here advanced, I lhall fet 
forth the various faiths and ceiemonies of this immenfe mul- 
titude, that the necellary proofs may be found colle5Led to- 
gether, and ftrife and animofity be thereby moderated. 

Although there have never been wanting in the world men 
of upright and honefl intentions, yet from the following 
caufes there have always been diflibnlions regarding this re- 
ligion. 


First, 
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First. 

The difference of language, which has prevented the Hin- 
doos, and thofe of other nations, from comprehending the 
meaning of each other, and occalioned much llnfe. 

Second. 

The remotenefs of fituation, which has prevented the Hin- 
doos from having any intercourfe with the learned of other 
countries. 

Or if it happened that one of each met together, no com- 
munication of ideas could be effefted, for want of an inter- 
mediate perfon it being very difficult to find an interpreter 
fo well acquainted with the depths of feience, and the vari- 
ous philofophical doftrines, as to be able to explain himfelf 
thereon in a fatisfa£tory manner. Even now, notwithftanding 
his majclly has taken fuch pains to affemble the learned of 
all nations, who aid and alfifl each other in their refearches 
after truth, the inconvenience flill remains unremedied. 
Where then is a perfon to be found poffeffed of the qualifica- 
tions requifite for this talk ? 

■ 

Suppofing the throne to be filled by a monarch refembling 
Noorfheervan, who, araidfl: the fplendor of royalty, fought af- 
ter the jewel of wifdom. Hill there is required a Vizier like 
Buzcrchemehr, who, divefling himfelf of envy, found out 

Poozruyah 
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Foozruyah the philofopher, and fent him into Hindoilan un- 
der the dlfguife of a merchant ; and he, as induftrious when 
abfent as if he had been prefent, did, after various refearches 
and laborious inveftigations, acquire poflcllion of the llores 
of knowledge. 

Or a talk like this, demands an indefatigable perfon like 
Tumtum the Indian, who, in order to Hudy under Plato, tra- 
velled from Hindoftan into Greece, regardlefs of the dangers 
of the feas and defarts ; and having obtained the grand pana- 
cea, regulated the temperament of the mind as well as that 
of the body. 

Or 3 man fuch as Abul Maalhar of Balkh, who, becoming 
enamoured of knowledge, preferred a foreign foil to his na- 
tive country, and relinquilhing eafe for toil, travelled from 
Khorafan into Hindoftan, and acquired a variety of know- 
ledge at Benaris, and carried back rare prefents to the Au- 
dio us of his own country. 


Third. 

The fubjefrion of mankind to their corporeal fenfes, info- 
much that they will not allow any thing to exift, which they 
themfelves have not felt; and are fo governed by prejudice, 
that they will not liften to the relation of any thing foreign, 
even though it Ihould he told as a fable calculated for mere 

amufement. 
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amufement. When this is the cafe, what judgment can they 
form ? 


Fourth, 

The indolence of mankind, which induces them to prefer 
the little they aftually poflefs- lo the profpeO: of increafing it 
by the fatigues of commerce, which inclines them to adopt 
eafe and reject labour, and to forego the pains required in 
fearching after knowledge ; contenting themfelves with dif- 
putes about appearances only, regardlcfs how far they are eon- 
fonant with truth and reality. 

Fifth, 

The habit of imitation, which people of all nations fall into, 
without alking why or wherefore. Whatever they have re- 
ceived from their father, tutor, acquaintance, or neighbour, 
they confider as the rule of condu£L» moil acceptable to the 
Deity, and itamp thofe who differ from them with the name 
of Infidel orZENOEK, 


Sixth. 

The referve which prevents a candid communication be- 
tween perfons of difiPerent perfualions, and to this it is owing 
that no inftan ce can be produced of two or three perfons 
meeting for the purpofe of difeuifing the tenets of their re- 
' fpeflive creeds, and of afeertaining the principles on which 

they 
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they are founded. If this communication had taken place 
among men of learning and candour, a 'rule of conduct might 
ere this have been fixed, by the upright decihons of impar- 
tial juflice. 

Even monarchs, deeming the inveftigation unimportant, 
have either treated it with indifference, or ffluated by the 
pride and felf-conceit of feftaries, have prohibited free dif- 
cuflion and enquiry. A regard for felf-prefervation, there- 
fore, induces men either to be filent; or to exprefs them- 
felves in obfcure language ; or compels them to conform to 
the temper of the times. But if princes had evinced a dif> 
pofition to promote the fearch after truth, many illuflrious 
men, having no grounds for fear or apprehenlion, would have 
publilhed to the world, with freedom, their fentiments and 
opinions. The monarch’s example is a law to all ; and thus 
every feft becomes infatuated with its particular doflrines : 
animolity and diffention prevail, and each man deeming the 
tenets of his fe£t to be the difuates of truth itfelf, aims at the 
defl.ru fl;ion of all others, vilifies reputation, flains the earth 
with blood, and has the vanity to imagine lie is performing 
meritorious aflions. If the voice of reafon was attended to, 
mankind would be fenfible of their error, and lament the weak- 
nefs which milled them to interfere in the concerns of each 
other. Perfecution, after all, defeats its own ends ; it obliges 
men to conceal their opinions, but produces no change m them. 

3 Seventh. 
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Seventh. 

The fuccefs which .too often attends the wicked and ill 
difpofedj from the facility with which the profcllions of vir- 
tue and reElitude gam belief. Hence a variety of evils are 
derived, and truth lies buried under a load of errors. Enough, 
Abul FazeLj enough : the various forms of divine vengeance 
are inexplicable ; the hillory of them is long and intricate ; pro- 
ceed to execute your original defign of attempting to efliablilh 
peace and unanimity. 

Although fome will be dillurbed with the information they 
receive, others will embrace it with fatisfaftion. 

Thanks be unto God, who hath no equal, I am neither of 
the number of thofe who are ready to condemn the ignorant, 
nor averfe to praife thofe who know better.

HINDOSTAN. 




H INDOSTAN is vaflied by the ocean on the eaft, the weftj and the* 
fouth : to the caftward lies Malacca, together with Sumatra, tho 
Moluccas, and many other iflands. On the north are high mountains, part 
of which forms the boundary of Hindoftan on that quarter, and the red: 
belong to Turan and Iran. Seyond thefe mountains, as far as Chinefe- 
Tartary, are feveral fertile territories, particularly Caihmeer, the two 
Tibbets and Kulhtwar. The north hde of Hindoftan is plentifully fup- 
plied with rivers, fo that it may be faid to have water on all quarters. 

The whole extent of this vaft empire is unequalled for the excellency 
of its waters, falubrity of air, mildnefs of climate, and the temperate con^- 
ftitutions of the natives. Every part is cultivated and full of inhabitantSi 
fo that you cannot travel the diftance of a cofc without feeing towns, and 
villages, and meeting with good water. Even in the depth of winter, 
the earth and trees are covered with verdure ; and in the rainy feafon, 
which in many parts of Hindoftan commences in June, and continues! till' 
Von. II, T t September,, 
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September, the air is fo delightfully pleafant, that it gives youthful vigour 
to old age. 

Summarily, the Hindoos are religious, affable, courteous to ftrangers, 
cheerful, enamoured of knowledge, fond of infliEling aufterities upon 
themfelves, lovers of juftice, given to retirement, able in bufinefs, grateful, 
admirers of truth, and of unbounded fidelity in all their dealings. Their 
chaia£ler fliines brighteft in adverfity. Their foldiers know not what it is 
to fly from the field of battle; but when thefuccefs of the combat becomes 
doubtful, they difmount fiom their horfes, and throw away their lives in 
payment of the debt of valour. Frequently they hamftring their horfes, 
to deprive themfelvesof the means of flight; and thus rendered defperatc, 
fouii bung the battle to a fuccelsful iffue. They have great refped for 
their tutors; and make no account of their lives, when they can devote 
them to the fervice of God. 

They one and all believe in the unity of the Godhead; and although 
they hold images in high veneration, yet they arc by no means idolaters, 
as the Ignorant fuppofe. 1 have myfelf frequently difeourfed upon the 
fubje^l with many learned and upright men of this*religion, and compre- 
hend then doQrine, which is, that the images are only reprefentations of 
teleftial beings, to whom they turn themfelves whilfl at prayer, to prevent 
their thoughts from wandering; and they think it an indifpenfable duty 
to addrefs the Deity aftei that maimer. 

In all their prayers, they -implore bleifings from the fun. 


They confidex the Supreme Being to be above all labour, believing 
3 Brahma 
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Brahma to be the creator of the world; Bilhen its providence and 
preferver; and Roodre [who is alfo called MahadeoJ its deftroycr. 

One fcR believes that Gndj who hath no equals appeared on earth under 
the three above mentioned forms, witliout having been thereby polluted in 
the fmalleft degree, in the fame manner as the Chriftians fpeak of the 
MelGah. 

Others hold, that all three were only human beings, who, on account of 
their fanElity and righteournefs, wercraifed to thefe high dignities. 

Without compliment, there are to be found in this religion, men who 
have not their equal in any other for their godlinefs, and their abftinence. 
from fenfual gratifications. 

They reckon the imiverfe to have had no beginning; but fomc of them' 
believe that it will have an end, as will be Ipoken of hereafter. 

It IS aftonifliing, that if any man of another cafi wants to become a Brah- 
min, he is not allowed; neither may a Brahmin change his caft. 

They have no flaves among them. 

When they go to war, or are attacked by an enemy, they put all their' 
women together in one place, which they furround with wood, ftraw> 
and od; and fome fiony-hearted men arc left with them, who, when thofe 
engaged in battle have no hopes of preferving their lives, fet fire to the 
pilcj and reduce the women to alhes* 


If 
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If aoy perfon in difirefs flies to them for proteElian, although he be a 
ftranger, tliey take him by the hand, and will defend him at the expence 
of their property, reputation, and life. 

Formerly it was the cuftom to decide the fate of battle by hngle combat; 
but now this method is not followed. 

The greatefl: part of this empire is arable land; and in fame places the 
foil has fuch ftrengtb diat they always cultivate the fame fpot, without there 
being any difference in the crops. In many places they have three crops 
of rice in a year, and in fome even more. The vine bears fruit in the fiifl; 
year. 

In Hindoftan are many mines of diamonds, lubies, gold, filver, copper, 
lead, and iron. It abounds in odoriferous plants, and has great variety 
of fruit trees. They manufaQure various kinds of cloths and fluffs, 
their elephants are the heft in the world; in many parts they breed 
horfes equal to Arabs; and their oxen are exceedingly fine. 

I 

But they were notorious for the want of cold water; the intolerable heat 
of their climate; the fcarcity of grapes and melons; and that they had 
not any manufaElures of carpets; neither did they breed camels. His 
majefty remedied all thefe evils and defefls. He taught them how to cool 
water by the help of faltpetre, and had fnow and ice brought from the 
northern mountains. He ordered mats to be woven of a cold odoriferous 
toot called Khuss, of which are formed convenient apartments, and when 
wetted wi(k water on the outfide, thofe within enjoy a pleafant cool air in 
the height of fummer. Gardeners were brought from Iran and Turan, who 

cultivated 
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cultivated the vine> and various kinds of melons. The manufaRures of lilk 
and woollen carpets were introducedj together with that of brocades ; and 
now the breed of camels is fucbj that they excel the Arabian Bokhtu, 

Having now fpoken in a fummary way of Hindoftan and the Hindoos, I 
Ihall proceed to treat of fome particulars in a fuller manner; but ftill this 
mult be confidered as only a little of much, one out of athoufand. 

OF THE CREATION. 

OF the various changes which the univerfe has undergone, there are 
no lefs than eighteen diEcrent opinions ; but it will be fufficient to fpeak 
of three of them. 


Tiib First Ofihidn. 

Godj who hath no equal, took upon himfelf the form of man, who 
is Brahma, He by his will created fourfons, Singh, Sunden, Suntoakomar, 
and Sunnatun. And Brahma commanded thofe four fons to employ 
themfelves in aRs of creation. But they being ftrongly attached to the 
prefence of Brahma, did not execute this command. At which Brahma 
^vas wroth, and caufed another form to iEue from his forehead, whom he 
called Mahadeo. But neither was he found fit for the talks of creation. 
Then Brahma of his will created ten other fans; befides whom there 
iEued from his own body two forms, one male and the other female. The 
name of the man is Munnoo, and of the woman Sutrooka, and thefe are 
the progenitors of the human race. 
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The Second Opinion. 

God manifcfted himfelf under the form of a womanj v^ho is called Ma- 
haletchmeen. From the eflence of Mahaletchmeen proceeded tliree attri- 
butes, the firft called Sut, the fecond Ruj, and the third Turn. And when 
Mahaletchmeen willed that the world Ihould he created, Ihe united herfelf 
with Turn, and produced another form, called Mahakalee, and who is alfo 
named Mahamya. And hy joining herfelf with Sut, another form appeared,, 
called Sirfootee. After this Brahma iflued from Mahaletchmeen, under 
the form of a man, and Sree under the form of a woman, who is alfo called 
Sawuteree.'" Then from Mahakalee ilTued Mahadeo, under the form of a 
man, and Teeree under the form of a woman. This latter is alfo> called 
Mahahedya, and likewife Kamdheen. From Sirfootee ilTued Biihen, 
under the form of a man, and Gowree under the form of a woman. Then 
Mahaletchmeen willed that the lufts of the flefh Ihould operate. Teeree 
united with Brahma ; Gowree with Mahadeo ; and Sree with Bilhen, The 
conjunEtion of Brahma and Teeree produced.an egg, which Mahadeo di- 
vided into two parts. Of one half are formed the Dtewtah, Diyit, and 
others who are celeftial beings ; and of the other half are formed man- 
kind, and all other living creatures, together with plants and inanimate 
bodies.

And this is the one moft generally received. 

In the book called Soorej Sudhant, which was complied Tome hundred 
thoufaiid years fince, it is thus related: 


Towards 
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Towards the end of the Sut Jowg, lived Mydeyit, who, from the con- 
templation of the various paits of the univerfe, became filled with won- 
der and amazement; and, in order to learn all the realities of the creation, 
incelTantly fupplicated the fun for that purpofe, for the ipace of a thou- 
fand years. After fufiering great anxiety, the illuminator of heaven and 
earth appeared to him under a beautiful form, and alked him what was 
his defire. Mydeyit aiifwering, faid, Draw back the veil that conceals 
die wonders of the Itars and ol the heavens ; difcover to me the things that 
are hidden ; infiruft me in the divine myfterics ; and bellow upon the ig- 
norant the light of knowledge.” The celeftial form replied, “ Employ 
yourfclf in a certain place in worlhipping me, when quickly a form fiiall 
appear, who will inftruft you regarding thefe things.” 

Mydeyit, in the manner commanded, was praying in the appointed place 
near the clofc of the Sut Jowg, when the promifed figure appeared to 
him. Mydeyit made enquiries from him regarding the upper and the 
lower regions, and other truths ; and received fatisfaflory information up- 
on all thefe points. A colleDion was made of the qnellions and an- 
fwers, which form the book called Soorej Sudhani. To this day all the 
allronomers of Hindoftan rely entirely upon this book. 

In this hook it is faid that the creation Commenced from die fun, this 
luminary being confidcred as a reprefentalion of God.— They fay that 
God formed a hollow fpherc of gold, compofed of two parts, to which he 
imparted a ray of liis own light, and it became the fun» The fun pro- 
duced the twelve celeftial figns, and the figns produced die four Redes, 
Then were created the moon, the akafs, air, fire, water, and earth, in the 
order here mentioned. Then from the akafs 'Was produced the planet 

Jupiter; 
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Jupiter; air produce d Saturn ; fire, Mars; water, Venus ; the earth, Mer- 
cury; and from the ten human doors proceeded the other p nl cic- 
ation. By the ten doors are meant the tv o thj ' vn r'ais, the 

nofe, the mouth, the navel, the fore-end, the hind vent, and the apcilure 
in the crown of the head, which in holy men, opens at the time of their 
death. His majefty has added to the above the two apertures of the breafts, 
increafing the number to twelve. After a length of time the human race 
became of four kinds, in the manner that lhall hereafter be related. 


ASTRONOMY. 

Of the Uffek and the Lower Regions, 

THE Hindoo philofophers maintain that the dements are of a cir- 
cular form, and they add a fifth, to which they give the name of jikasi. 
The they fay, encompafles- the univerfe, and pervades all nature. 
They do not reckon any number of heavens, but like Ptolemy in his AU 
mageftum, fay that they are formed of circles. 

They divide the Zodiac into twelve equal parts, and call each divifion 
Sass.

The PcrfiaOj the Egyptian, and the Grecian philofophera fay, that the 
heavens are beings, that they are formed of a tranfparent fubftalice, 
'which is neither fubjeG; to increafe nor decreale, whofe conilituent par- 
ticles can neither feparate nor coalefce, nor are liable to decay or altera- 
tion; that they arc neither pliant nor hard, that they cannot be recreated, 
and that they are not compounded, but fimple. They polfefs not beat, 
cold, moifture, nor drynefs, neither have they gravity nor levity. They 
have not only life,, but are alfo endowed with reafon, and are not fub> 
jeEt to anger, or any kind of dcGre. The number of the heavens, accord- 
ing to fame of thefe philofophcrs, is eight, others fay nine, wliilft others 
increafe them to eleven. 


The Hindoo philofophers fay, that the fixed ftars and the planets are be- 
ings, that they are formed of water, congealed like hail, and borrow 
their light from the fun. Some indeed alTert that they derive their light 
from the moon, and believe each to be under the influence of a cclcftial 
i^irit. Others think that the ftars are the fouls of men departed this life, 
and raifed to this high dignity in reward for their virtues and auftcritics.

Each day of the week is named after the planet that rules it, with the 
addition of war (day.) Thus Sunday, which begins their week, is called 
Adittwar, and Monday Soomwar, &c. 

Of the Use of the Ghurryal. 

The Ghurryal is an inftrument made of Hult joafli, refcmbling a fry- 
ing pan, only fomewhat thicker, and is fufpended by a firing, but no one 
may have it rung without the loyal pcrmilfion. When his majefiy tra- 
vels, or any of the nobility tvho have obtained peimiflion, tlie ghurryal 
makes part of the equipage. 

The Hindoos divide the day and night into four parts, each of which 
they call pchr. In many countries the pchr never exceeds nine ghur- 
ries, nor is lefs than fix; and this ghuny is the fixticth pait of a day 
and night. The ghurry is divided into 6o pul, and the pul is fubdividcd 
into So beepul. 


The method of meafuiing a ghuiry. They make a veflel of brafs, or 
3 any 
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any other metal, loo tanks in weight. It is in the fliape of a cup, narrow 
downwards, and perforated at the bottom, fo asjulf to admit a golden pin, 
that weighs one malliah] and is in length the breadth of five fingers. The 
veflel IS twelve fingers in diameter. It is put into a bafon of pure water, 
in a place where it cannot be aifcfled by the wind, or lhaken by any acci> 
dent. When the vcfiel is full of water, one ghurty is elapfed; and in 
order to give information thereof to thofe who are far or near, one ftrokc 
is given upon the ghurryal ; for two ghurnes two fliokcs, and fo on. 
When a pehr is paft, they firfi: ring the number of ghurnes in that pehr, 
llowly, and then reiterate them quicker. The emperor Baber, in his com- 
mentaiics, fays as follows : “ formerly at the end of every pehr, they 
rang only the number of ghurnes, fo that the pehr was not known. I com- 
minded that in future, after itriking the gburry, they Ihould alfo ring the 
number of the pehr.” 

The Hindoos fay, that a man of temperate habit, in full health, refpires 
gfio times in the l]iacc of a ghurry, or ai,Soo in the couife of a day and' 
night. 


Till!. OasER OF THE Elements. 

Firfi 15 earth, over which is placed water, but not fo as to cover all parts ' 
of It; over this is fiic, and over that air, but its concave is not Iphcncal. 

The Hindoos divide the air into eight kinds: i. Bohoobaiy, which is 
the air to the diftance of fuity-cight cafe from the furfacc of the earth, 
and It produces clouds, ram, and lightning. 2. Ahcb, which is the air 
extending from that lall-mentioncd to the body of the moon. g. Fbch, 
that which reaches from the laft-metitioned to Venus, 4, Sooneyeh, Uiat 

which 
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which extends from'^Venus to the Sun. 5. Sobeh, that which reaches 
from the Sun to Mars. 6. Furrehbeh, froin Mars to Jupiter. 7. Pur- 
rehbch, from Jupiter to Saturn. 8. Furbhanib is the air i\bich lies be- 
tween Saturn and the fixed llarsj and it is the revolution of the Furbhanib 
from caft to weft that occafions day and night. The other feven winds 
have a diurnal motion from well: to eaft. But the molt intelligent fay 
that thefe feven, alfo, revolve from eaft to weft; they however agree as to 
the height of each. 

The Akafs is Jituated above all thefe, and has no limits. 


The mean motions, which the Hindoos caM Mudhum, they make to 
differ from the Gteeks, in the feconds and thirds. Accoiding to the Soorej 
Sedhant, which makes the day and night to commence from midnight, the 
following are the calculations of the mean motions. 
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The Hindoos in general maintainj that the motion of the planets is volun- 
tary ; and they coniider them all to have equal velocity. Their motion, in 
the courfe of a night and day, is 11,858 jowjens and 3 cofe, their progrefs 
being from weft to call. Their periods differ according to the extent of 
their orbits. Their paths lie one above each other. 


Some of the Hindoos coniider the progreflive motion of the fixed ftars 
to be the fame as that of the planets, but, contrary to the Greeks, they 
fay that the ftars 111 the zodiac advance in one year 54 fcconds; or one 
degree in the couife of 56 ycais and 8 months. Thofe which arc not 
included in the zodiac, when they have moved from the loth of Aries to 
the 27th, or according to other';, to die 24th degree, have a retrograde 
motion till they return to the 28th degree of Pifces, after which they 
come again to Aries ; and this is invariable. The conftellation of the 
great bcai, 111 the Ilindoovy language Suppuirigh, has a prctelfion in one 
year from weft to cad, of 17 leconds and 47 thirds, or one degree in the 
courfe of 206 years and 6 months*.

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A particular fe£l believe all the phenomena to depend folely upon the 
power of the Almighty. 

The ancient Greek philofophers were ignorant of the progreffion of the 
fixed fiars, excepting Ariftotle and Hipparchus, who knew fometbing of 
the preceflion of fome of the ftars near the zodiac, but were not able to 
calculate the time. Ptolemy made the fixed liars to advance a degree 
in the fpace of one hundred folar years. Ebn. Aalum, and fome others, 
reckoned 6o folar years. Nafiereddeen Toulfy agrees with the lad; but 
Mohyeddeen Meghieby, at the fame obfervatory, found that Aldebaran, 
the Scorpion's heart, and fome other ftars, advanced a degree in 56 years. 
In the tables of Ulugh Beg, it is made to be 70 Ycdzigird year, which year 
is 365 days exafUy.

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According to fome of the Greeks^ the diameter of one of the largcft ftars 
ij fix times that of one of the finalleft degree. But herein they were 
greatly miftaken^ it being well known to thofe who are acquainted with 
the dimenfions of the ftarsj and their diftances from each other, that a ftar 
of the ad degiee of the lit magnitude is fix times larger than one of the 3 d 
degree of the ad magnitude. And Euclid, in the lafl: propofitinn of the 
twelfth book of his Elements, fays, " If the diameter of one circle be 
equal to the half of that of another, the lefler circle will be of|'of^ 
or Or if the diameter of one be only a third of the other, then will it 
be i of f of f or w, and fo on.’* 

Therefore, if it he as< thofe have conjeEtured, the body of a ftar of the 
firft degree will be more than fix times bigger than a ftar of the fixth de- 
gree, fo that this calculation is very wide of the truth. 

Thelargeft ftars which have been obfeived, are, according to the Greeks, 
two hundred and twenty-two times as big as the earth; and the fmallell, 
twenty- three times as big as the earth. The fixed ftars are fo numerous, 
that ±ey have not all been numbered ; but loaa have been obferved.

Of the Deeps, or Islands. 

The Hindoo philoroplicrs fay, that the terreflrial globe contains feven 
deeps or iflands, encompalTcd by feven Teas, The vholc land and water 
mcafuniig 7.957,752 jowjens. 

The illand of jummoodeep is encompalTcd by the ocean. It is the' 
habitation of the human race, and the greateA part of the biutc creation. 
Half of the ocean they confider as belonging to Jummoodeep. The 
bicadth of the ocean is 130 jowjens, and of the land 12S5 jowjens, in- 
cluding 65 jowjens of water. The fuperficial contents of this illatid, in- 
cluding the water, IS 3,978,875 jowjens, of which 417,350 jowjens are 
water, and the reft land. They fay alfo, that in the centre of tliis deep 
is a golden mountain, of a cylindrical form. That.part of the mountain 
which appears above the furfacc of Jummoodeep, and which meafuics 
84,000 jowjens, they call Sommcii ; and they believe that the difrerent 
degrees of paradifc arc on the Tides and fummit of this mountain. This 
IS the account given by thofe who believe in fables; but the learned 
among them believe, with the Greeks, that the hiuheft mountain does not 
exceed 2]- pharfangs, The Hindoos believe, that it defeends as far bo- 

neaih 
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ncath as it rifes above the furface of the earth. The lower part they call 
Bulwanelj and tell ftrange ftories concerning it, 

Shakdeep; one fide of which is bounded by half of the ocean. It mea- 
fuics, including its fea, 427,424 jowjens. Beyond this deep is a fea of 
milk, the contents of which are 810,097 jo^j^ns. 

Shalmuldeep meafures 320>120 jowjens. The fca which lies next beyond 
it is of milk-curds, and meafures 633,553 jowjens. 

Kufiiedeep meafures 285,749 jowjens. The fea that lies beyond It is of 
ghee, and racafures 459,792 jowjens. 

Karownchehdeep meafures 181,684 jowjens. The fea beyond it is of 
the juice of fugar-cane, and meafures 250,504 jowjens. 

Goomieduckdeep meafures 86,580 jowjens. Beyond it lies the fea of 
wine, meafunng 81,648 jowjens. 

Phowkerdeep meafures 14,204 jowjens. Beyond it is the river of frcfli 
water, meafunng 28,160 jowjens. 

Each feameafuresin breadth 1 03 jowjens, and each of the iflands, beyond 
Jummoodeep, is in breadth 70 jowjens. In thefc laft fix deeps they place 
the different degrees of hell. 

They fay that the earth is not inhabited beyond the gad degree of lati- 
tude, being 728 jowjens. 


A parti- 
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A particular Descriptim of Jummoodeep. 

A number of fables being related of the other fix deepsj which cannot 
poifibly he reconciled to reafon, 1 fiiall confine myfelf to a few particulars 
concerning Jummoodeep. 

On the four quarters of the earth, at the extremities of the equinoflial 
lines, where it is bounded by the ocean, they place four cities encompafled 
with walls, built of bricks of gold, viz. Jumkote, Lunka, Siddahpore, and 
Roomuck. 

Jumkote is that from whence they begin to reckon die earth’s longitude, 
in the fame manner as the Greeks begin from Gungdudj ; but I am ignorant 
for what reafon they do fo*. 

Tliefc four places arc fituated at the diftance of go degrees from each 
other; thofe that arc oppolltc to each other being dtftaiit 180 degrees. 

The mountain of Soinmcir is centrical to the four, being go degrees 
from each. 

The north fides of thefe four cities lie under the equator, which in the 
Hindovee language is called Nkkwutbhi. This is an arch which pafles 
over the zenith of the inhabitants of thofe four cities, and the fun, twice 
in the year, culminates in this point; and the day and night throughout 

* The rearon U very evident ; foi the time at Lunka was reckoned from funrife, and hy 
taking Jnmkotc for tlie beginning of longitude, the time of the day at Lunka always Ihewed 
the longitude of the place that had the fan then npon the meiidian, B. 
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the year are nearly equal. The fun’s greateft altitude is go degrees. He 
goes from Lunka to Roomuck, fiom thence to Siddahpore, then to Jum- 
kote^ and returns to Lunka. V^^hen the fun is on the meridian at Jum— 
kote, he begins to nfc at Lunka, fets at Siddahpore, and it is raidniglit at 
Roomuck; and fo on. There being 15 ghurnes dillance between each of 
thofe cities. 

In the northern direflion, from Lunka to Sommeir, arc fiiree mountains, 
Heemachel*, Heemakote, and Nekh, and each of ihcfe mountains extends 
to the ocean on the call, and on the weft. 

In the direftioD from Siddahpore to Sommeir are three other moun- 
tains, Sirungwunt, Sokul, and Neel. 

Between Jumkote and Sommeir is a mountain called Malwunt, which 
unites with Nekh and Neel. 

There is alfo a mountain between Roomuck and Sommeir, called 
Gundahmadun, and which likewife unites with Nekh and Neel. 

Many wonderful ftories are told of thefe mountains, too long to be con- 
tained in this volume. But fomething fhall be faid of what lies between 
Lunka and Heemachcl ; which traEl is called Bchiutkhund. 

Behrut was a great monarch, and gave name to this countiy. Fiona 

* Heetnachd feeou to tia the llhymmicis nountains, &c. ofFtolemy: Hcripnkolo frems 
to be tbe part of the loaaoB and the Emodi moaotaioa , and Nekh the BBenis, &c. of Fio- 
lemy. B. 
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Lunka. to Heemachcl, bciog 52 degrees, Is inhabited, but to the 48th 
degree, more fo than the laft four, on account of the extreme coldnefs of 
the climate beyond this degree. 

According to the belief of tbefe people, one celeftial degree is equal to 
fourteen jov^ens, by which rule of calculation thefe 52 degrees make 728 
jowjens i the latitudinal extent of the habitable world. 

The traft between Hecmachel and Hcemakotc, compriling 12 degrees of 
latitude, they call Kinnerkhund. 

The traft betw^n Heemakote and Nckh, cotnprifing is degrees, they 
call Hurrykhund. 

The traEt between Siddahporc and Serungwunt, comprihng 52 degrees 
oflatitude, they call Kaoikliund. 

The trad: between Seiungwunt and Sookul, comprifing la degrees of 
latitude, diey call Hurrunmeckhund, And the whole of this country is of 
gold. 

The trad between Sookul and Neel, comprifing 12 degrees* of latitude, 
they call Rummeckhund. 

The trad between Jumkote and Malwunt, comprifing 76 degrees of 
longitude, they call fiudrafookhund* 

The trad between Gundahmadun and Roomuck, comprifing 76 degrees 
of longitude, they call Kietmal. 


The 
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The tra£t bounded by Malwunt, Gundahmadun, Nckh, and Neel, eacb 
fide meafuring 14 degrees from Sommeir, they call lllawurtkhund. 


The fquare meafurement of each of thefe nine khunds are equal, 
although fame are narrower than others. 

Four other mountains furround Sommeir, viz. Mindu on the eaft, Suh- 
gundah on the fouth, Beepul on the weft, Sooparfs on the north. The 
height of each is i8,ODO jowjens. 

Having fpoken of the nine divifions of Jummoodeep, fomething more 
fliall be find of the firft, or Bheiutkhund. 

Between Lunka to Heemachel, they place feven ranges of mountains, 
extending from eaft to weft, but fmaller than thofe already deferibed. 
The names of thefe mountains are Mehinder, Sookole, Moolee, Redheck, 
Perjatter, Shefliej, and Binder. 

The traEi between Lunka and Mehinder, they call Indrekhund. What 
lies between Mehinder and Sookole, is Koofeirkhund. Sookole and Moo* 
lee, include Tanieberpurrunkhund. The country between Moolee and 
Redheck, is Gobhlftmuntkhund. Between Redheck and Feijattcr, is 
Kagkhund. Between Perjatter and Sheflicj, lies Soomkhund. The coun- 
try between Shefliej and Binder. they divide into two equal parts, the 
eaftern called Komarkhund, and the weftem Barenkhund. 

Othex Divtsions. 

The Hindoos alfo divide the world into three regions. The uppermoft 
region they call Soorglogue, and believe it to be a place where men receive 

the 
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the reward of tlicir goad aftions m this woild. The middle region is Bha- 
logusj being the part inhabited by mankind. The inferior region they call 
Patallj and make it to be the place of punilhment, for bad aftions in this 
life. 

The learned among them fay» that the uniirerfe is made up of rupci.> 
ficieS} which they divide into fourteen regions.

Wonderful fables are told of the inhabitants of each region, too long for 
infertion here. 

They alfo divide the world into feven Teas and feven iflands. Of Jum- 
mundeep they all give nine fubdivihons, but differ very much in their 
arrangement and extent, infumuch tliat fomc incrcafc the height of the 
mountain Somnu II to 84,000 jowjens, and the breadth to 16,000 jowjens. 
It IS the general belief that this mountain defeends as far below the fuifacc 
of the earth as it rifes above it. 

They in general believe Bchrutkhund to be the only part of Jummoo- 
deep that is inhabited by the human race. But fome fay, that beyond 
the ocean, there is a land of gold inhabited by mortals, who invaiiably live

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to the age of one thoufand yearsj and never fuffer ficknefs nor for- 
row, neither are they fubjefl: to fear, avarice, or ignorance. They never 
fpeak ill of, nor envy any one, and they are all men of integrity and 
truth, affcElionately attached to, and ftriving to prevent the wiOies of one 
another. They know not old age, but continue in the vigour of youth 
all their lives. They are all of one religion. Many other wondeiful 
hones are told, of this ifland, to which thofe who judge from common ap- 
pearances refufe to lihcn, but they who worlhip Qod, and know his al- 
mighty power, are not aftonilhed at the relation. 

They alfo divide Koomarkhund into two parts. The firll, whctc 
the antelope is not to be found, they call Mulcetchdeys, and conlidcr it 
as a place not fit to be inhabited. The part where the antelope lives, ii. 
railed Jugdeys. This they again fubdivide into Four parts, i. Arjawurt,. 
hounded on the eaft and weft by the ocean, and on the north and loiitli 
by a long chain of mountains of Hindoftan, a. Mudchdeys, bounded un 
the eaft by Allahabad, on the weft by the river BenalTa, fat the diJUnce of 
25 cofe from Tahnefir,) and on the north and fouth by the abovc-nicii- 
ttoned mountains. 3. Eerehmehrekdeys contains the following places; t, 
Tahnefir and its dependencies, Beerat, Cumpalah, Mchtiah, and Kenoje, 
4. Brihmawurt lies between the nvers Sirfooty and Roodrakufly. 

GENERAt DESCRIPTION or Tiih EARTH. 

Some of the Hindoos believe the earth to be fphcrical, and that its cen- 
tre is the centre of the univerfci and they fay that all inequalities of its 
furface, occafioned by accidental violence of winds or waters, arc fo incon- 
fiderable as not to make any material alteration in its form. They rec- 
kon the circumference of the earth 5059 jowjens, 2 cofe, and 1154 dunds. 

The 
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The ancient Orccks computed the circumference of the earth to be 
8ood pharfangSj and tlie diameter 2545 1 - pharfangs. The modern Greeks 
make the circumference 6700 pharfangs and a fraElion. In both calcu- 
lations the pharfang is reckoned to be three miles. 

The Hindoo Pioportion between the Hiameter and the Circumference 

of a Circle. 

The diameter being multiplied by 3<gz7>the produ£l is to be divided by 
1250, when the quotient will be the circumference of the circle. To 
fnd the diameter of any given circle^ they multiply the circumference 
by 1250, and divide the pcoduELby 3927; when, the quotient will be the 
diameter.

The Hindoos arc not ignorant of the rule, which has been handed down* 
among the Greeks from Archimedes; which is, that the circumference is 
to the diameter as feven to twenty-two, or about thrice the diameter 
and one-fevcnih. They multiply any given diameter by twenty-two, and 
dividing the produfl by feven, the quotient is tlie circumference. And 
in order to learn the diameter, they multiply the circumference by feven, 
and dividing the produO: by twenty-two, the quotient is the diameter. 
But in faCl, the frafUon is fomewhat Icfs than 7, being nearer to 

It is evident that the Greeks were ignorant of the Hindoo rule, for if they 

had 
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had poflelTed itj they would rat have failed to have itientiuned it. It is 
wonderful that thefe fliould be the only people acquainted with the exafl: 
pfoportioii between the diameter and the circumference. 

What u faid above, is confined to the meafurement of lines. The eartli ' 
is meallircd after the following manner. 

On an even fpot of ground, they take the elevation of the noith pole, 
and then go either north or fouth, till they have raifcd or deprefled the 
pole one degree by the Aftrolabe, or fame fiich inhrument; and the dif- 
tance meafured between the two flations is the length of a degree. By this 
method they calculate the circumference of the earth. The ancient Creeks, 
by this operation, reckoned the degree to be twenty two phailangs and two 
tiflwaSjor 66 t miles. 

At the command of the khalif Maraoon, the plains of Senjar were chofen 
for the purpofe of meafuring a degree. Khaled lien Abdulmullick Ma- 
zoory, with fome other learned men, went towards the north, and Aly Ben 
Iffa Aftrolaby, with fome others, went fouthward. Thofe who went to the 
noitli, found the degree longer than thofe who went td the fouth ; for when 
they meafured their refpeftive diftances, thofe who had gone to the north 
found It iBt pharfangs, orsSf miles, and the fouthern obfervers had t of 
a mile lefs than that fum*. Mamdon, by way of experiment, required to 
be informed, by both parties, the diftance between Mecca and Baghdad, 
and they agreed in computmg it to be twelve degrees forty-four minutes. 
Thcdegiee oF 56! miles, multiplied by 12 degrees 44 minutes, makes

about 
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about 720 cofe*. Aftorwaids Mamoon caufed an aQual mcafurcment to 
be made upon the ftraightell: and ncareJl road between thofe two cities, 
when the diiFerence between the computed and the nieafured diftance 
was found to be but very inconCderable. 

It is furpriiiiig that ibe accuiate NafTcreddecn Touffee, in his Tuzkerah, 
lliould afcribeto the ancient phibroplicrs this meafurement of a degree of 
the meridian, which was nude in the reign of Mamooii. And on the 
contrary, Kotebeddeen Sliiiazy, in bis Tofah, and other works, gives 
credit to the altronomers of Mamoon's time, for what was difeovered by 
the ancients. They arc certainly both reprchenfiblc for their inadvertency. 

The Hindoo altronomers make the degree 14 jowjens, 436 dunds, 2 
cubits and 4 inches; and explain it in the fame’ manner as the Greeks. 
They life alfo the following method for meafiiring a degree. On a level 
fpot of ground, they obferve the exafl tune of funrife with a fektajunter, 
an inRrument refcmbling an hour glafs, but which runs lixty ghurrics. 
Then with this in tlicir hands, they walk towards the eaft, and after going 
84 jowjciis, and fomcthiiig more, one gliurry is clapfod, and the day is fo 
much advanced. This diltancc being multiplied by So^ gives the circum- 
ference of the cartht.

!• The author in this, and in feme other indances, feems to have been lather defective in 
his defciiptioc of thepraftices of the Hindoos. Their intent, io the prefent cafe, was evi- 
dently to meafure a degree of longitude in a parallel circle. The piinciple of the method 
was exadtly the fame as that of oui modern longitude watches ; and the general pra Ctice waa

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This the Hindoos call lAimbuiiy and, like the Greeksj make it to confilt 
of i8o degrees. But they commence their reckoning from Jumkot^^ the 

to adjuft their fektajaatcr to the time of the meildian they fet out from j and to go eaft- 
ward till the diFereiice of the times ihewn by it^ and by obfeivation, appeared to be one 
gliQiry. Far if the inArument was exa£tj whatBVrr meiidian it was caiiied under, it would 
flill cantLiiUB tolhow the timeundei the meridian of the firfi place, and if the place airived 
at was one degree more to the eaft, the time found at that place (whethei by the fun's nf- 
ingj oi any othei method) would be one ghariymoiej and fo in piopoiticn and this 
is what IS meant by the day being Jq much adnanced* The Hindoos mud doubtlefs have nb- 
ferved the necedity of allowing for the change of declination in the time of fuiirife , but 
according to the noDde prefciibed by tbe author, it would herequidte to redrift the time at 
making the experiment to that of the folftice. 

The moderns have often made propofala for meafuring degrees of longitude, but have not 
yet put them in pra£tice, the readied method both foi that, and exteniive fuiyeysj feems to 
he by employing air-balloons. 

On account of the affinity of the fabje£ts, it will not be improper to fubjoin an expllca- 
tlon of B pailagB in the did volume, which atprefent feems veiy obfeure — it is at page 
28lj wheieit is averted that the day is computed in Roomuck from funfet to fiinfet, m 
Delhi and Lunka from midnight to midnight, and in Jumkote fiom funrife to funrife^ 
Theohvlousfenfeis totally different from the true, which implies that at the time when 
it is midnight at Lunka and Delhi, it is funfet at Roomuck, and funrife at Jumkote, fiom 
hence a very curious and ufeful conclufton follows ^ namely, that Lunka is not theilland 
of Ceylon, as is geoeially fuppofed, but a place determined by the iDtcifeftioD of the equator 
and the meridian of Delhi , which anfweis to the fouthern extremity of the Maldivy 
illands. Indeed there are many reafons for concluding Lunka to have been a part of 
theTaprobane of the ancients, and that Taprobane [oi more properly Taplim^ which in 
Shanfcrit dgnifies the wildernefs of prayer), was a very large illand, induding the whole, 
or greateft part of the Maldivy lilands, which may have hnce been deftroyed fay inunda- 
tions. This agrees vrry well with Ptolemy's defcriptioDj and his illands of monkeys feeni 
to relate to thofe in the Ramaion. 

From hence it alfo appears, that the Hindoo map of Jummaodeep, is a fort of ortho^ 
graphic projeddon of the northern hemifphere upon tbe plane of the equator j only lo- 
ftead of placing the parallels of latitude in concentric circles, they have done them veiy im- 
properly in right lines however, there can be no dependence an this particular map, as 
there are others very liffierenti Sommeir is the north pole of the earth. B,

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eaftern extremity of the earth, according to their fyftem. They believe 
the fun’s motion to be the caufe of day and night, and fuppofe that he 
rifes in their neighbourhood. 

The Greeks commence their reckoning of the longitude from the Kha- 
lidat*, which are fix iflands in the Weftern Ocean, which in ancient times 
were inhabited, but now they are inundatedt. On account oF the mild- 
nefs of the climate, the beauty of their flowers, the excellence of their 
fruits, and the delightful verdure of the foil, navigators named thcfe iflands 
Khalidat or Paiadises, and Saadat^ nt Fortunate, Others make the Saa-^ 
dot to be twenty four iflands fituated between the Khalidat iflands, and 
the wefiern continent. 

Some of the Greeks commenced their longitude from the fliore of the 
weftern fea, which they called Oceanus (ocean^ ; and which is ten degrees 
caft of the Khalidat iflands. Thcfe ten degrees, according to the ancient 
mode of meafurement, are e^ual to 222 pliaifangs and 2 tilTaws; or 
pharfangs, according to the modern calculation. 

They both perfeElly agree regarding the longitudinal diftanccs of places. 

The longitude of places, is their diftance from the commencement of 
the habitable earth j and is meafured upon the equator, of which it is 
an arch. 


The Method to discover ike Longitude of a Place. 

At the firft place, or the place whofe longitude is known, ohferve of

a lunar 
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a lunar eclipfe, either its cumniEncement, middlej or duration, marking the 
hour at which it happens; and let the fame be done at the place whofe 
longitude is required. If the hour was the fame at both places, their lon- 
gitude will be the fame. If the obfcrvation happens later at the place 
whofe longitude is fought, it is more to the ealtward. And if it is earlier, 
the place fought is more wefterly. 

Four minutes of time are equal to one degice, or fifteen degrees to an 
hour. Or fix drgtces to a ghurry.

As the Hindoo pliilofophers commence their reckoning of the longitude 
from the eaft, fo their calculation is juft the rcverfe of what has been given 
above from the Greeks. 

Oe the LatitudK of the Earth. 

The Hindoos call it Atzheit and reckon it from Lunka to the g^th 
degree of latitude. Thisfpace they divide into populous terntones. To 14 
degrees farther, they fay it is but thinly inhabited, on account of the fcve- 
rity of the cold ^ and that all beyond 66 degrees is not habitable. 

The Greeks reckon their latitude from the equator; and as that line 
paftes through Lunka, there is not any difference in faft, both coming to 
tl^e fame end. 


The Latituxie of Places. 

This is an arch'extending from the equator to the zenith of the place. 
In fliort it is the diftance of the place from the equator, and is meafurud 
by the elevation of the pole.

INHABITED EARTH. 

T he Greeks fay, that in the fame manner as the equinoQial line 
divides the earth into northern and fouthcin bemilphcres, fo does 
the circle of the natural horizon, by interfeEling the equator, form two 
other hemifpheres, making altogether four quarters; namely, the upper 
and the lower northern, and the upper and the lower fouthern quarters. 

The Greeks fay, that formerly the whole of the fouthern quarter was 
land, but that now a great part of it is inundated, among which are the For- 
tunate lilands, part of Greece, and other places. The Hindoos teach that 
the earth is not inhabited beyond the latitude of S? deg. 29 min. 43 fee. 
no animal being fuppofed able to live at a greater dillancc from^the equa- 
tor, on account of the extreme feverity of the cold. Others among 
them fay, that a fmall part of the upper fouthern quarter, which joins to 
the northern quarter, is land, but not inhabited. Others maintain, that 
the earth is inhabited as far as ten degrees fouth. 

tf 

But thofe who are better informed fay, that the fouth is inhabited as well 
as the north. And but a Ihort time ago, a very cxtenlive ifland, with 
well-inhabited towns, to the fouth of the equator, was conquered by the 
Fringics, who have called it the New World* Some lliips were driven 
VoL. 11 . Eee there 
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there by contrary vrinds, and one of the crew having mounted his horfe, 
the natives were fo aftonilhed at the ftrangenefs of his appearance^ that, 
thinking the man and beaft to be only one animal, they fled beioic him in 
tenor and confternation, and the country became an eafy conijuclt.

Although it is impoffible to give, in this abridgment, a circumftantial 
account of the feveral tribes of Hindoos, their various charaQcrs, cuftoms, 
and ceremonies, yet fomething fiiall be faid fummarily on each fubjeEl. 

If a diligent inveftigator were to examine the temper and difpofition of 
the people of each tribe, he would find every individual differing in fome 
refpeEl; or other. Some among them are virtuous in the higheft degrecj and 
2 others 
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others carry vice to the greateft excefs. But impartiality tnuft allow that 
thofe among them who dedicate their lives to the worlhip of the Deity, 
exceed men of every other religion in piety and devotion. They are 
vigorous enemies and faithful friends, and when driven to defpair, make no 
account of their lives. They are raiowncd for wifdom, diGnterclled 
friendihip, obedience to their fupcriors, and many other virtues. But 
at the fame time there are among them men, whofe hearts are obdurate 
and void of fliame, turbulent fpirits ; who, for the mcreft trifle, will com- 
mit the greateft outrages. 

In Ihoit, fome have the difpofition of angels, and others arc demons. 

The Hindoo philofophers divide the human race into Charbiuren, or 
four tribes, i, firihmin, more commonly called Brahmin. 2, Chuttrec, 
vulgaily Kehteree. 3, Wiefs, vulgarly Biefs. 4, Shooder, vulgarly 
Sooder, At the creation of the world, ihefe four tribes were produced 
from Brabma. The Brahmins from his mouth; the Kehteree from his 
arms; the Biefs from his thighs; the Sooder from his feet. The other 
people of the world they call Milleetch, and fuppofe them to have been lirft 
produced from the Cow of Camdhen. 

The Brahmins. 

Thefe have properly fix duties. 1, The ftudy of the Bedes. 2, The 
fiudy of other fcicnces. 3, To infiruEt others. 4, To perform the Jug, 
or the beftowing of charity for the fake of the DewLahs, and exciting others 
to do the fame, 5, Giving charity on their own account. 6 , Receiving 
charity from others. 


The 
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The ICeiiteree 

Are enjained the performance of three of the abovenientioned duties. 
1, Study, 2 , Performing the Jug. g, Beftowing charity.— Bclidcs which 
they have ten other duties, i, Serving Brahmins. 2 , To be rulers of the 
earth, and receive the reward of their labour or tribuie. g, The piotec- 
tion of rehgion. 4, The exaEtion of fines from delinquents, and afeer* 
taimng the quantity thereof. 5, To punilli every one according to his 
offence. 6, To acquire wealth, and fpend it properly. 7, To train 
elephants, horfes, and oxen, and to inftruEl fervants in, their refpeftivc 
duties, 8, To be foldiers. g, Not to receive chanty from men. lo. To 
reward merit. 


The Biess. 

They alfo perform the thiee duties of the Brahmins ahovementioned, to 
which five other offices are added. 1, Servitude. 2, Agriculture. 

Merchandife. 4, Taking care of oxen. 5, Bearing arms. 

And any of the offices ahovementioned, for the Kehtercc and Biefs 
tribes, may alfo be performed by Brahmins, previous to their putting on 
the zenar. 


The Soodek. 

They cannot perform any of the offices affigned to the other three tribes. 
But they may ferve them, wear their caft-off clothes, and eat any viB:uals 
they have left. They may he of any of the following profeffions ; painters, 
goldfmiths, blackfmiths, carpenters, fait merchants, dealers in honey, milk, 
buttermilk, ghee, and grain.

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Th£ Mililltcu 

Are inRdelsj vho have not any rcliginiij anJ of thcfe dicy reckon Jew* 
amd Gucbies. 

And they fay that, hy the intermarriages of thefe four original tiibcs, 
fixtecn races of men are produced, i, Biahmin, -whofe lather and mother 
are both Brahmins. 2, Moordhawafeekut, the father Ilraliinm and the 
mother Kchtcrcc. 3, Ncfhad, the father Brahmin and the mother Sooder. 
4, Untclui, the lather Brahmin and the mother Biefs. 5, Kchtcrcc, both 
father and mother Kchtcree, 6 , Soot6, the father Kehtercc and the mothet 
Brahmince. 7, Maheys, the father Kcliterce and the mother Biefs. 
8, Oogur, the father Kehteree and the mother Sooder. 9, Bicfr, both father 
and mother Biefs. 10, Bcydcah, the father Biefs and the mother Biahmi- 
nce. 1 1, Magdch, the father Biefs and the mother Kehteree. 12, Kurren, 
the father Biefs and the mother Sooder. 13, Sooder, both father and 
mother Sooder. 14, Chnndal, the fadier Sooder and the mother Brahmi- 
nce. 15, Chutta, the father Sooder and the mother Kehteree. i6jl-ugoee, 
the father Sooder and the mother Biefs. 

Again, by die mixture of thefe fixteen tribes, are produced others 
■without number, each differing in their cuftoms and religions worlliip. 
The dittinflions, like wife, of country, profeffion, and rank of anceftots, 
form fuch a variety of branches, as are almoft inconceivable. 

Th£ Brahmins, 

Themfelvcs, are of four tribes according to the refpeElivc doflrine of 
the four Bedes, each tribe following its own particular book. They alfo 

difi'er 
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differ in the manner of reading them. For the Rig Bede, are eight vaya 
of reading} for the Jijer Bede, eighty-fix; for the Sam Bede, one thou- 
fand; and for the Atehrhen Bede, five. And each of thefe readers are 
divided into diftinft clafles. 

There are ten diftinfkions according to their manner of employing them* 
felves. 1, Deo, perform the Howm for themfelves, but not for others. 
They give chaiityj but do not receive it. They learn ; but do not teach. 

2, Mun. They perform not the Howm for themfelves, nor for others. 
They receive charity, and they teach. 

g, Devij. Thefe obferve twelve rules, i, Perform the Howm for them- 
felves ; 2, and for others j g, they give charity j 4, they receive chanty j 
5, they learn j 5 , they teach j 7* they bear injuries with patience j 8, they 
obferve temperance of every kind; 9, they inlliS; on themfelves the 
fevereft aufterities ; 10, they believe folely in their rcfpe£l:ive Bedes. 
11, they lull not any animal; 12, they do nut conlidcr any thing as bc-> 
longing to themfelves. 

4, Raja. Perform the fame offices as the Kehterec. 

5, Biefs. Perform the offices of the Biels. 

S coder. Do whatever appears advantageous to them. 

7, Bodaluck. Are mendicants who receive alms from any one. 


8, Pulha. 
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Sj Puflia. Are bound by no rules, and like brutes know not good from 
evil. 

9, Milleetch are infidels; who follow the cuftoms of the Milleetcli before 
dcfcribed. 

10, Chundal. Are vile wretches and eat carrion. 

The Keiitleee 

Were of two oiiginal tribes. FirJR: Soorujbunfee, who are regarded 
as defeendants of the fun in ilie following genealogical order. At the 
creation of the world, Berinchch was produced by the will of Brahma. 
Fiom whom proceeded Kufhup. From whom proceeded the fun. From 
whom proceeded Biyoorwutchmunnoo. From whom proceeded Ikeba- 
ko. Then from the nofe of ikebako ilTucd a feed, from whence com- 
menced generation. Of this tribe, three perfons were univcrfal monarchs. 
i, Rajah Soaker; a, Rajah Kchtwang; 3, Rajah Rig, 

The fecond tnbe of Kchterce aie called Soombunfee, or defeendants of 
the moon, in the following order : 

From Brahma was produced Attrce, out of whofe right eye iflued the 
moon. The moon produced Mercury, with whom generation commenced. 
Of this tribe two perfons have been univerfal monarchs, 1, Rajah Jew- 
dilhter ; 2, Rajah Sunnang. 

There arc now upwards of five hundred dilfercnt tribes of Kehteree, 
fifty-two of whom are in elleem, and twelve are better than the reft.

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But at prefent there are fcarcely any true Kehterees to be founds except^ 
ing a few who do not follow the profelHon of ai msa 

Thofe among them, who are foldiers, are called Rajpoots. There- 
are near a thoufand different tribes ofrajpools; but 1 fliall only tnenlion 
the moA famous, who are entertained in his majefty’s fcrvice. 

The Rahtore, of whom there are feveral tribes, arc iixty tboufand 
valty and two hundred thoufand infantry. 

The Chowhen, of whom alfo there are Icvcral branches, viz. Soongera, 
Kehwera, Hada, and Kirya. Fifty thoufand cavalry and two hundicd 
thoufand infantry. 

The Punwar. Formeily this tribe was very numerous, and fome of 
them were princes of Hindoftan. At prefent they are twelve thoufand 
cavalry and fixty thoufand infantry. 

The Jadown. Fifty thoufand cavalry and two hundred thoufand in- 
fantry. The Bhatee and Jareeyeh, arc branches of this tribe, as aie 
alfo the Jenooheb, who arc amongA the Mewat Khanebzad*. 

The Gehlote. Twenty thoufand cavalry and three hundred thoufand 
infantry. The Seefowdyeh and the Chundrawut are branches of this tribe. 

The Cutchwaheh. Twenty thoufand cavalry and one hundred thou- 
fand infantry.

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The SoolunkhcB. Twenty thoufand cavalry and one hundred thou- 
fand infantry. 

The Toanoor, of which tribe tlicrc have been {ome kings; ten thou- 
fand cavalry and five thoufand infantry. 

The Birjoojir. Ten thoufand cavalry and forty thoufand infantiy. 

And each of thefe tribes now carry in their hands genealogical tables 
fur ages back. 


Tun SiLSS AND THE SoODER. 

They are alfo divided into branches* 

It is neither polllble to defenbe the extent of the learning of the 
Hindoos, nor all the branches of their tribes. 

There is a branch of the Bicfs tribe, called in the Hindovec language 
Ihinnick, or more commonly Bunnych, or grain merchants; and of diefc 
are no Icfs tlian eighty-four tribes, among whom are mendicants, men of 
learning, artiRs, magicians, handicrafts, and fucli expert jugglers, that tlicir 
tricks pdfs for miracles with tlie vulgar, and impofc even upon thofe who 
are wifer* 


Of the Lanquaces of Hindostan* 

ALTHOUGH there are innumerable dialc£ls fpoken in the difierent 
provinces of Hindoltan, yet for the moil part they have fuch an affinity, 
3 


as 
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as to be generally comprehended. The only dialcQs that are merely 
local are thofe of the following places : Dehly, Bengalj Multan, Manvar* 
Gujerat, Nanekj Sindj Kandahar, Ealootch, Telinganeh, and Calhmecr, 
the Mahratteh dialed, and that of the Afghans of Shal, which is a place 
between Sind and Cabul. To which may be added the jargon of th.: 
fiunmannis, or wild men of the woods. 


Th£ Biaos AMD Beasts or Himddstan, 

AFTER this fummary defcription of man, the nobleit animal of iho 
creation, it may not be improper to fay fomething of the birds and bcafts 
of Hindoftan. 

TheBunmannis is an animal of the monkey kind. His face has a near 
refemblance to the human ; he has no tail, and walks cre£t, The Ikin 
of his body is black, and flightly covered with h>ur. One of ihcfc 
animals was brought to his majefty from Bengal. His a£lions were very 
aftonilhing. 

Of the following animals here are great abundance. Elephants, pan- 
thers, tigers, lions, bears, wolves, dogs of various fpccics, monkeys, fya- 
goflies, hyenas, jackals, foxes, otters, cats, white and yellow, and another 
kind that will fly for a Ihort diAance. 

The fardole, although fmaller than the dog, preys upon the larger 
wild beafts. 


Horfes, 
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norfes. In confequcnce of the encouragement given by his majef- 
ly, fuch are now bred here as equal thofe of Arabia and Ferlia. 

The rhinoceios is a furpiifing animal'. He is almolt twice as big as a 
buflalo, and looks like a huifc in armour. His feet and hoofs rcfcmble 
tbofe of the elephant, and his tail is like the buHalo’s. His forehead is 
armed with a horn, and his hide is fo hard that an arrow will not pene- 
trate It. Of the hide are made hi eaft-platcs, targets, iSre. li he meets 
with a horfe he attacLs him and kills him with his hoin. 

The antelope has two very high horns, and is the moll bcaiitirnl of 
the deer kind'. 

The muflt deer is bigger than the fox. His hair is very harfli ; be is 
furnidied with two tulles, and has two protuberances in the place of hoiiis- 
Tbiii animal is very common. 

The Katafs cow dilTers hut little fiom the common cow', excepting in 
the tad, which is the Katah. The people of the couiitiy, where they am 
found, aie vciy expeit 111 joining the hairs ol fevcral tails, fo as to make 
them appear of one leiigtlr. 

The civet cat is alfo found in this country. 

Birds. 

The flianikh imitates the human voice in furh an aftonidiing manner 
that, if you do not fee the bird, you cniinot help being deceived. 

The mynch is bigger than the lharukli. I'he plumage is a dark brown 

with 
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with a little yellow undei~thc tail. The bill and temples are alfo of 
tbs lalt colour. It Ipeaks as well as the lharukh. 

Parrots are red, white, green, and a variety of other colours. 

The koyil refembles the myneh, but is blacker and has red eyes, and a 
ong tail. It IS fabled to be enamoured with the lofc, in the fame 
manner as the nightingale. 

The pcpechch is fmaller and Ilcnderer than the koyil, and the tail is 
ilioitcr. Tins bird lings moll enchantingly about the commencement of 
the lains, and cfpecially duiiiig the night, when it<i la)'s raufc the old 
wounds of lovers to bleed afrelli. This bird is now alfo called Vee^oOf 
winch, in the Shaiifcrit language, figiufies beloved. 

The haul has a gicen plumage, with white claws and red eyes, and is 
fmaller than the pigeon. He never alights upon the ground, and when 
he wants to dunk, he defeeuds with a fmall twig in his claws, and floats 
himfdf upon the water. 

The eahuobiya is about thefize of the fparrow, but yellow. He is very 
docile, exceedingly fagacious, and may be taught to fetch and cairy giain, 
of gold, with fafety. If carried a great diftance from his mailer, he will fly 
to bm immediately upon hearing bs voice. 

And, from the encouragement given by his majefly, the animals of Tu- 
ran, Iran, and Calhmcer, as well game as others, have been tranfplant.- 
ed heie in alloDilhing abundance.

Alfoj formerly in the fale of coral and camphor, the dam was reckoned 
at 5I' tanks; but now the price of thofe articles has been reduced by 
valuing the dam at 5 tanks.

The Leauning of the Hindoos. 

THE Hindoos have upwards of three hundred arts and fciences. The 
author of this work having aflbeiated himfelf intimately with the learned 
men among them, has heard and comprehended the various doHrincs of 
each feH and profeffion. It is impoifible, in a fiiigle volume, to give a 
particular relation of fuch a variety of fubjcflsj but, for the fatiifaQion 
of thofe who are uninformed, I ihall Ikctch out the rudiments of each 
art and fcicnce, without offering any argument for or againft them. This 
may prove a ufcful index to fome future ingenious invcliigatur, who wilhes 
to compare their doftrincs with thofe of Tlato and Arillotle, the Soofecs 
and the commentators on the facred text; and, who after having removed 
the prejudices vdiich obftruCt religious enquiries, will fc^k out for proofs, 
icjcftiiig the doubts of ignorance, but, at the fame time, exercifing his 
rcafon with caution. 

Among the Hindoos there are nine fefts, eight of whom teach of the 
creation; and of a future {late; of the divine cflcnce and attiibiilcs; of 

Vot. II. G g g the 
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the ordci of the upper and the lower regions j of the forms of wurlliip ; 
morality ; and of political government. 

The ninth feEl deny the cxiftence of a God ; and believe neither a begin- 
ning nor an end. 

All thefe fefts have many books, containing their relpefhve creeds, 
and of conduct. They are generally written with an iron ftyle, cithci 
on the leaf of the Taar, or the bark of the Tooz, in the fame manner as 
was pia£Lifed by the Greeks before the time of Ariftotle. The Hin- 
doos wiite from left to right. Although they now fometimes write upon 
paper, yet they never ufe any bindings for their books, but keep them in 
feparate leaves. 

Their books contain fublime doElrincs and valuable mftrudtions. How 
fliall I proceed with my fubjefl! perplexed cveiy moment with worldly 
avocations j I am unable to exprefs myfelf, at the fame time that 1 rai- 
neftly defire to be copimunicative. I know not if this diftraQion is the 
natural fault of my difpofition, or whether it be that truth is ftruggling to 
reveal itfelf to me. If 1 was not thus embarraffed, 1 would arrange the 
Hindoo philofophy in the fame manner as that of the Greeks. But T 
muft conform to my circumftances, and the compafs of my book.

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The Urahmins, however, admit only of the fix firll do Brines, and call 
them Khntdersurij six modes of knowledge. The three laft they confider 
as heretical. 

The Neyayek and the Beyflieckheh agree in many points, as do the 
Beydantee and the Meymanfuck. The Sankh and Patcnjil have very 
inconfiderable difference. 


The science or NEEAIY. 

GOTEM, the philofopher, was the firfl: who taught this fcicncc. It 
compriies theology, metaphyfics, mathematics, and logic. According to 
this doElrine there is only one God, who is incorporeal, neither begetting 
nor begotten, and free fiom all other defeBs belonging to human nature; 
he is the creator of the univerfe, himfelf being cteinal, without beginning 
and without end, the preferver, the true uncompounded Ipnit. They 
fay that he created a body, and then entered himlclf into that body, which 
body IS Brahma; and in the fame manner as a human body aBs from its 
union with the foul, fo does the body of Brahma aB from its relation to the 
deity. And they maintain that this mixture ol petlons docs not in the 
kail defile the holincfs of the deity. This opinion nearly corrcfpunds with 
the faith of the ChrilLians ; and agrees with the tenets of the divines *, ex- 
cepting that the Ncyayeks deny the univerfe to have been from eternity. 

Thev 

^ Elahotttt, Lhe Tho Mahommedans mean by this word the fecond feCi of phllo- 

fopher'ij who admitted a tirft mover of all thingSj and qdb fpiritual fubfiaace detached 
from every kind ol matter. Guzahj in his book entitled Mveltedh, fayij that Lhe philofopheri 
of this fecond fe3: were Socialesj Plato^ and Ariftotlej the inventor of logic^ or the art nf 
reafoning; and who reduced Icience to method. This laft^ continues he^ baa pretended tb 

refate 
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They bElisve that God Tent to the people of the eartbj by the hands 
of Brahma, abook, which they call Bede^ containing upwards of one hundred 
thoufand alhlogues. An aflilogue comprifes four cherruns, each of which 
contains fiom eight to twenty-fix atchers, and an atcher is compofed of 
one or two letters i if it confifts of two, the laft letter is mute. But in 
the Bede the cherriin never confifts of more than twenty atcheis. They 
alfo fay that one of the celcftial fpints, named Byafs, divided this book into 
four feaionsj VIZ. 1, Rig; 2, Jejir; 3, Sam; 4. Atehrbun. One left 
maintains that Brahma had four mouths, and that he delivered a feOion 
from each mouth. 

Thefe four boohs are efteemcd to be of divine origin, and they believe 
that every Brahma who appears, delivers the fame letter and word, without 
diminution or addition. 

They lay that God is the abfolutc efficient caufc; and that the aflioiis 
of men are produced by two caufes; namely, by the power of God, 
and by the power of Brahma. They believe diat every aflion is good or 
had, as it is defenbed in the Bede. They believe that there is a hell and 
a paradife. Hell they call Neruch, and place it in the inferior regions. 
Paradife they call Sonrii^, and fay it is in the upper regions. They do 
not believe either the punilhments of hell, or the reward.s of paradife to be 
everlalting ; but fay that, according to the degree of wickednefs committed, 

refute Plato, Sortates, and all who went boforo him of that feft, but he has, ncveithelefs, 
fapported many of their eirnneous fentiments, altheugh he feems in a manner to have ah- 
jored them for he tnaintains the eternity of the woild, which obliges us to rejea his opi- 
nions as impious, as well as thofe of all the other philofophers who are called divine. Wc 
lay the fame thing of thofe ainongft the Mufliilmen who would philofaphirB after thcii 
mannei, as Alfariabi and Ebn Sina (Alfaiabius and Avlcrnna.) r’llBasEtoT.

4, Suiikehya^ unity; 5, Pur man, immenlity, fince God is believed to be 
every where; 6, Puriukhtoo, analyfis; 7, Sunjoog, union, becaufe all 
things unite in the deity; 8, Behbangi divilion. Of ihefc eight attributes, 
it is believed that tlie firA Ax have been from all eternity, and the other 
two produced afterwards,

AtmUy a fubtle eflence that pervades cveiy puiL I’f the univerfcj and h 
the feat of knowledge. And tbh elTence is of two kinds, Jewa Aimat that 
which belongs to animals and vegetables; and Pu? Atmrt, omnifcicncc, winch 
is the intelligence puflblTed folely by the only and eternal God. Bolides 
Jewa Atma, cvciy body has a diftinCl fpiril, by which it exercifes the 
internal and external fenfes, in conjunftion with a tliird eflence, called Mwi, 
and which will be mote particulaily explained prcfcntly. 

Sireei, matter, and which is of two kinds, i, Jewn^y a body produced by 
the copulation of male and female; 2, Ajeivnpj, a body which is not 
produced by tbefe means. Jewnej is fubdividcd into two kinds, Jerayooj 
viviparous, and Umluj oviparous. Ajewnej is fubdividcd into four kinds, 
1, Parthuy terrene j 2, Apiny aqueous; 3, Tbjj/ef, igneous; 4, Baiweei/a, 
aerial. 

Indree is the live external fenfes, together with Mm, the mind. This 
laft is a fubtle cflcncc which unites more clpccially with the heart, and 
upon it depend knowledge, thought, and recolleQion; but they in general 
do not believe that this fenfe pervades the whole body like Atma, But, 
according to the tenets of the Meymaruay it is made to be in every part of 
the body.

The fubftanecs are Atma^ Man, Akass, the foui elements, Kal, 
tune, and Dessa. Alma and Mun have been explained. The Akass, 
ether, is a fubtle matter which pervades the univerfe, and is the medium 
of found. In the defcription of the four elements they agree with the 
Gieelcs, only that they make air to be the uppermoft. Kal^ time, they alfo 
make a fubtle matter pervading the univcife. Dessa is a Ode or quarter of 
the univerfe, which they conhder as being evciy where. Goon is an acci- 
dent, of which there are fix kinds; Kwium, motion and progreflion, ol 
which there are five kinds; 1, circular; s, upwards, 3, downwards; 
4, contraElion; 5, expanfion, which laft they call TJtidit. Samnn literally 
fignifies whole, entire. This whole they confider as the compound of fub- 
ftance and accident. They fay that nature is from all eternity, and that it is 
founded on fubllance, accident, and motion, which tliicc collcElivcly they 
teim Jaut Saman, or infeparable accident. The fcparablc accident, or 
Owpajch Saman, they fay is not from all eternity, but may happen to any 
thing Byschh is that whofe cxiflencc depends upon fomething entirely 
dillinfl: from its own nature; and this accident can only piocced from the 
eternal eflencc. Sumjuaiy is the conneElion of five things with their re- 
fpe&ivc relatives, viz. t. The relation between motion and its caufc;

10, Purtao, dillance of time or place; ii, Apuittoo^ nearnefs of time or 
place; 12, Baodkj human reafon ; 13, .S'doM, eafc; 14, J^oolh, pain, 
ig, 7 /c/i.a, dclire, will; iS, 7 )ooit;eei/i, anger j ij, Pimeytun^ providence;

There are many more divifions of the accidents, but what have been 
given are fufiicient for my purpofe. I fliall now proceed to explain the 
fifth divifion of the predicament Pumiiej/m 

Boodh. Although this has already been mentioned under the fecond 
divifion of Ir-th, yet it is nccelfary to fay fomething more on the fubjeid 
in this place. 

Boodht human knowledge, they divide into two kinds: 1, Unnchliotv^ 
conjefture or opinion, which is obtained by the means of /tcAa, or the 
will; a. Soomerutfis that which having been learnt and forgotten, is recol- 
lc£Lcd througli the medium of Bhmwa. Again Unnebhow is of two kinds ; 
that which is certain, and that of wliich there is fome doubt. This lafi is 
fubdivided into three kinds ; 1. SunsKee^ mixed with doubt; 2. Beeparj^t 

miftaking. 
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miftaking : g. Turrek, the eighth predicamentj which will be explained 
in its proper place. 

Mun, already mentioned among the fubftances, has the Following divi- 
lians; Punueeti, the actions of Mun, by means of the tongue, and othei 
members, in good and bad deeds. They fay that external aElions require 
four things : i. Knowledge. &. Inclination, 3. Determination. 4. 
Motion. 

Dookh, is the caufe of Pureytun, and is of three kinds : 1. Rahk, 
defire, will. a. Z)D«u/ee^A, anger. 3. il/ouf/i, believing that to exift which 
does not exift. 

PereethhoWf is living after death, and the rational fenfe entering the 
body, and dying after living, and breaking the relations between body 
and fool after the union, 

Phulf the fruit, or reward, or ^guniihment of Dehi effif or jidhertsitt, 

Doakhf pain, is die contrary of Scohhf eafe, happinefs. They fay that 
all the comforts of this life are only forrow, and therefore do not make 
any account of Sooih. 

jfpooruiht the deliverance from one pain fay fuch means as will not 
produce another. They fay, there are twenty-one kinds of pain or for* 
TOW; viz. the fix fenfes and their fix objcEts, the fix intelligences which 
form, the fenfes, and the body, which is the ftorehoufe of evils, and joy, 
according to the vulgar opinion; but which, in reality, is forrow and ab- 
s folute 
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folate pain. DookK implies whatever is contrary to our indlnaLion, which, 
if It takes any effcEt, caufes uneaEiiefs, When a perfon arrives at fuch a 
degree of perfeftion as entirely deftroys all the twenty-one things above- 
mentioned, thatftate is called Mmhut, when the foul becomes perfeEtly in- 
fenfible, quits its connexion with the body, and never again vilits either 
paiadifc or hell ; becaufe that all the caufes of forrow arife from the union 
of the foul with the body. This union of the foul with the body they 
call Jennum, birth, and it is produced by Dehrem, or Adheisfin. After 
the union of body and foul takes place, the perfon receives in this life the 
reward of his virtues and the puniflimcnt of his vices, bellowed or infli£l> 
cd in return for Kurrum, which in this place fignifiGs the performance of 
any aCUon, whether it be good or bad, joyful or forrowful, Kutjum is 
produced hyJeytun, which has the fame figniflcatiDti as Pureytiin andPur- 
u'eeit, voluntary aQion, in confcquence o£ Rakh, deJire. Rakk is pro- 
duced by ilieet^ng'eeyan, falfe conception. Through the means of Bhow- 
va, recollcEUon, and Sunskar^ rellcClion, the ignorant obtain knowledge. 
Knowledge proceeds^ from the operations of the foul and body, and the 
proper ufe of good means; knowledge produces worthy refleflions: then 
Icnfual knowledge vaniOics, true knowledge difcovers itfclf, and there is an 
cnil of lianrmigration. 

Some fay that when, through the means of rcafon, man is arrived at 
the higheft degree of perfe£lion, there is an end of mifeompreheofion, ig- 
norance, delire, and anger. Punveettf voluntary aOdon, ceafes, and in 
confcqucnce, there is an end of Jennum, or birth 1 and from a cclTation 
of Jennum, there is an end of pain and forrow ; and cverlafiing Muckut 
enfucs. 


.Another 
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Another fed fay, that when the Hate of everlafting knowledge is ob- 
tained^ Mset-hageeynnt falle conception, ceafesj which deftrays It^ka^ 
which dellroys Fureytiinj which deAroys Kurrum,* The deAruElion of 
Kurrum is followed by that of Dehrem and Adheiem^ which puts an end 
to Jennum., and its confequence Doohh. 

But the ftri£t followers of the Neeaiy doctrine fay, that when the ele- 
mentary body obtains the true light, knowledge alfo ceafes. And they 
fay that this degree of perfeEtion is obtained through the means of three

things, Shirwurii Munnunt and Nidhassen- i'. Shnvurit hearing and per- 
fectly comprehending the Bedes, and the traditions of the righteous, which 
cannot be effeSed without the guidance of one who hath travelled that 
road. 2. Munnun, giving the mind to the performance of whatever is 
eAabliflied by the divine hook, and by the doEtrines of the righteous, fo 
as to have implicit faith in their proofs and arguments. Another feCt 
maintain that man, after having obtained the perfeChon above deferibed, 
is continually contemplating the date of the foul, independent of every 
thing elfe. 3. Nidhassenis that Aate which is produced by the contem- 
plation and inveAigation of divine things to fuch an intenfe degree, that it 
becomes quite habitual, occupying, every thought and governing every 
aClion. 

Another icEt fay, that the contemplation of the foul will he of fuch con>- 
tmuance, that the thread will never be broken. 

The followers of the Neeaiy believe in Gaiyheyokf which is this'C 
When the light of knowledge Aiines upon a righteous perfon, he becomes 
acquainted with things paft and prefent concerning himfelfj knows how 

many 
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many tranfmlgrations he mull undergo ; and if he wilhes them to pafs 
quickly, the Almighty endows him with fucli power, that he is enabled to 
perform the various changes in a Ihort fpace of time, and without paffing 
into Mitllogue^ but enters into immortal blifs inllantly upon quitting the 
elementary body. They alfo fay that all mankind will ultimately arrive 
at the dale of Muckut. Although they do not allow of any beginning of 
the world, yet they believe that there will be an end of procreation. 

The Thud P'l edicament, Sunshee, 

Mixed with doubt, and which they make to be of three kinds : i, That 
which IS produced from bcbolding compound accidents; as feeing fomcthing 
at a diltance without being able to determine whether it be a tree or a 
man. 2. When a thing is difcoyercd by feme particular maik , but its age, 
fubitance, and accident, arc not known, g. That doubt which occurs in 
difcourfe, as when two learned men difpute by polltivc or negative aigu- 
ments. 

The Fourth Ft edicament, PuitYUjiiN, 

The caufes of which they reckon only three. 1. The eflicient caufe, 
which they call NimiUhai cn. 2. The material caufc, Suiniraij/hai cri. 
3. The external or apparent caufe, jdimcwaif/kcv cn — They call the caufe 
Karen, the eflcLl A"«7/f/y, and the final caufe h'amgiti 1 ee. The detail is to 
be found in Hindovee books, where they treat of the fiifi predicament.

They fay that the attainment of this excellence depends on three things, 
1 . OiL'dies, the knowledge of the names of thefe fixteen predicaments, and 
remembering them. a. Lutchm, knowing the true meamng thereof. 

Puieytcliat the piaElice thereof- 

Thc fullowcis of this doClrine, although they deny that the univerfehad 
any beginning, yet believe in its diflolution, which they call Finite. This 
they fay is of two kinds; firJt, Kumlpuilie, when a Biahma will arrive at 
the ftate of MucJtut. At this time there will b e left only Dehrem, Adliei em, 
Ijknwmw, Sunsiar i\ii Kiimm. And in every wonderful hundred years, 
ff winch fumething has been faid already*, Brahma will arrive at their 
lUte. The fecond at the death of Brahma, when all cicated beings will be 
dchrojed. The firlt caufe of this diflolution, will be the divine will, at 
the expiration of an appointed time. At that period, by the will of the 
Moft High, Delnem and Adherevi •viiW be den.ru}ed, and the indivilible 
particle will get into motion, whereby lihaiig [reparation) will become 
complete, and iSuti/oog (union) will be deflioycd. — Earth, fiie, air, and

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'water, will be deftroyed one after the other, in the nrder now mendoned* 
Thus there will be an end of all created things ; and the foul will be in the 
Hate of Muchcf. This dilfolution they call MoJiaputlie. 

One fcEt reckons four diflblutions. Two as now deferibed. At the 
third there will be an end of virtue, and this they fay wilhbe at the end 
of every four jowgs. The fourth is the diflblution of each particular thing; 
as firll when the fpirit Mun feparates from the foul, which is its Purhe. 
Then the dilTolution of the union between the body and the foul, and 
which is Its Pill he. 

They call the creation of the world, after its dilTolution, Serishte, and 
fay that by the will of God, aftci the expiration of a long period, Dehiem 
and Adheiem will come into aQ.ion, and the indivilible particle will obtain 
motion. Firil there w'lll be an union of two atoms, which they call 
Deenook, which will be joined by a third atom, which will produce a good 
mixture called Teieeshnook, and the union of the fouith atom they call 
Cfmtteniook. And thus the union will increafe gradually, and produce 
a number of forms , exillcnce changing out of nan-exiftence in the follow- 
ing Older, contraiy to what they were at firll : Air, Fire, Water, Earth, 
Uialnmi, BiOicn, Mahadco. But thcic will not be any vifible appearance 
of thefe glorious perfom in then own forms, although they will adiime 
various Others, and bellow blclTings upon mankind. From air will be pro- 
duced aerial bodies, vtho %\ill inhabit JSaij/logue, which is the highcA region. 
I'lom this clement will alfo he produced the touch, wind, and the foul, 
liguratively called Punaiit and which they reckon to be of five kinds, as 
will be dclcnbed hereafter. Fiom fire will be produced fiery bodies, whofe 
feat will be Adithtgiip, which Is the region that the fun travels through ;

From water 'will he produced aqueous bodies, whofe feat is in the fFunen- 
logue.

From earth will be produced earthly bodies, and the fenfc of fmelling, 
together with metals, minerals, plants, and animals.

They reckon five gradations : i. Sooter, which is a kind of treatifc or 
epitome; 2. Blmkey, which is foniewhat fuller; 3. Bartick, moie compre- 
henfive than the former; 4 Tevka, w'hich is a commentary on the lafl ; 
5. Nehundeh, is the complete fyftcm of any fciencc. Others make twelve, 
inHead of five degrees. The five aforclaid ; 6. Eiert, which is a concife 
explanation of the Sooter; 7. Neerookt, q, detail of the Suhd^ox traditions. 
They have alfo two modes of writing, one when the letter is not accented, 
which they call Dhoon; and the other when the letter is accented, and 'which 
is called Bunen and jiicher : a number of Aldieis form a Pud (word)^ 
a. number of Puds form a Bakia (fentcnce), and feveral Bakias make a 
Sooter; a number of i^ooteismake a Puihwien; a number of Pnrkuri ens 
make an Ahinek, and a number of Ahineks make an Adehya or Shaster. 
In fame hooks, when there is any doubt of the fignification of a Pud, it 
is alfo explained in the Shastet. 8. Pujhuticn, a treatife upon one or two 

cafes; 
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cdfes; g. Ahiiieh^ b an abridgment that may be read in a day ; ^o.PursKishtf 
is a treatife on any particular fcicnce ; ii. Puddket, is an illuftration of the 
doQimes of the fix fcEts properly airanged; i2> Sungtehf treats at the 
dD0.rines of the other tlirce fcEls, 

Tliefe books are not confined to tlie followers of Neeaiy. A note or 
common place book, they call Bujeah. In the place of chapters and

The fcicnce of Neeaiy is comprifed in five Adeliyas j i. is a detail of 
the Padanits, and the praifes due to each; s. treats of the Piirmnns j 
3. on the firft fix kinds of Puinuey 5 4. on the remaining kinds of Pvtrmieys 
5. on Junt and Negristan. 


The science or BEYSHEEKHEK. 

Although Konad taught Beyflicckhek before Gotem introduced Neeaiy, 
yet as the latter is more coroprchcnfivc, and more generally followed, I 
have treated of it firfl:. 

Konad, the philofophcr, was the inventor of Bcylhcekbck. It agrees 
with Neeaiy in I'omc points, and differs in others. 

The followers of Beylhcekhek, in the place of fixtecn predicaments, 
make ufe of DU b, Gaon, Annum, Saman, Byseekh, Simwaiy, and Abhow, 


Purmanoa 
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PumanoD (perfeEt knowledge) they divide only into Pciuhj and 
Atma, 

Of the accidents oF heat produced by the Fun or firej they reckLii 
colour, tafte, fmell, and touch. To thefe four accidents they give the 
general term Pakudj, The Neeayicks maintain that corporeal fubHance 
does not change its ftate by maturity or immaturity; but thefe fay that 
the corporeal particles are feparated, and reunited by the divine powei. 
The Neeayicks fay that S%mwajy (fimilitude) is dillinguilhed by the eye; 
whilft Konad aflerts it to be only conjeEture, and parity of reafoning. 


The science of MEYMANSA. 

This was invented by Jymin, before cither Necaiy or Beyflieekhefc, 
He prefided over three other fages, Komarul Bhutt, Furbhaker Gooroo, 
and Morar Mifler. It is faid by feme, that this left are atheifls; and 
others pretend that they admit a God, but deny a creator, believing all 
tbin^ to he produced by Dchrem and Adhercm. But fiom ftriEt enquiry, 
and clofeindmacy -with the learned followcis of this feEl, it evidently ap- 
pears, that they agree widi die two foregoing refpefling the Deity; but 
being fenfible of human ignorance, Uiey aie lilcnt on the fubjcEl, and con- 
fine their doElrine to fenfible aElions. But the ignorance and malice of 
the world attribute this iilence to a denial of the cxlllcnce of a Supreme 
Being. 

The purmans (quantities), which the Neeayicks ufe among the accidents 
for explaining the divme nature, thefe do not apply to thatpurpofe. They 

do 
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do not, indeed, believe Brahma, BiJhen, and Mahadeo to be emana- 
tions of the Deity ; but fay they are human heings, who, through their 
righteoufnefs, attain to thii degree ofpcrfeaion. They believe moft of 
the cffeas attributed to the Dewtahs, to be nothing more than magick, and 
think it to be produced by repeating certain words. 


They believe the univerfe and the elements to be without beginning, 
and without end. They believe that bodies are only a compound of 
atoms, and not produced from one fubnance. They believe il/un, hke 
Atma, to be every where; and fay that men arc free agents. They teach 
of the different degrees of hell and paradife, the tranfmigration of the 
foul, and Miichuti but deny KundpwUe, They believe Muckut to be 
produced by the union of knowledge and aElion. They fay that in this 
Hate the foul will perpetually enjoy fublime knowledge, and perfefl eafe. 

They make air to be the medium of found, whereas the Necayicks at- 
tribute this property to the akafs. 


Sumwaiy [relation) they make to be the fccond of the three perfons 
[BiOicn), eternal from eternity, and accidental from accident; and believe 
It to be different in every inftance.

SunheKya ^number), they do not coniider as an accident, but make It 
a diflin£t fubftance. 

Furbaker Gooroo reckons only nine predicaments, rejcQiug AhKmL\ 
privation. 

Komarul Bbutt reckons eleven predicaments ; the firll: nine the fame 
as tbe Neeayicks, to which ho adds Undkiiar, darknefs.— The Neeayicks 
fay that darknefs is nothing but the abfence of light ; but thefe account 
it a diftinEt fubftance, which fpreads its own ftiade over every thing; and 
they confider the following to be the accidents of darknefs ; colour, quan- 
tity, divifibility, union, reparation, diftance/ proximity. The jith SuhdJif 
(traditions), thefe coniider to be eveilafting and univerfaJ. The forms 
of fpeech they confider as fuhftances, and excepting Roop (colour) give them 
all the other twenty.one accidents. 


Furbaker 
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Purbaker GooroQ fays, that is not a fubftance^ but an accident 

from all eternity, 

Bhutt alTerts that knowledge is attained by conjeQure; whilft Gooroo 
fays that, by means of knowledge, conjeEture is formed, like a lamp, which 
being lighted, makes itfelf, as well as other objeEb, vilible. Mirar MiC- 
fer agrees with the Neeayicks, that knowledge is obtained through the 
means of JIfun; but he denies the cxiftcnee of the two fitfl: accidents of 
Piirmanoo, 

I 

The Neeayicks fay, that gold is produced from fire; and the Meymen^ 
fucks, that it is from earth. Kal, time, according to the Neeayicks, is 
comprehended by conjcElure; but thefe fay that it is difcovcrcd by the 
fenfes. Of the accidents, thefe make colour to have been from all eter- 
nity; and they confider the five colours as only one accident. 

General property, they fay, is inherent in the fubftance, Beyg^ caufe 
of motion, and rcpulfive quality, they do not admit, but attribute 

their aEiions to Kuiium, motion. 

Bhutt and MilTcr ufe fix divifions of Purmanoo (pcrfcEl; knowledge), four 
of which have been mentioned in Nceaiy; they reckon feven fenfes. 
The feventh is Tamisindree, the perception of darknefs. They deny po- 
fitive and negative inference. Gooroo neither admits of falfe conception* 
In Sunshee, (doubt), and Bei/petjeet (miftake), they confider two peifeEt 
modes of knowledge. The perception of air, which the Neeayicks attri- 
bute to conjeflure, thefe' aferibe to the touch. The 5th, Jrt-Kaputei is 
advancing the caufe, and requiring the efFcEl. The 6th, Unpehhdeks 

the 
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die ignor&nce of things. They fay that ignorance is the want of know- 
ledge. Sut MilTer agrees with the Neeayicks, that this want of knowledge 
proceeds from defeEtin the fenfes. 

They fay that good and evil depend upon aEtionSj which they reckon 
of two kinds. BKutif an aEhon which produces good; and Nicheddehf 
that which produces evil. The firfl: is again of four lunds - i. Nit, a duty, 
whofe continual performance is indifpeniihle, and the omiffion had. 2. 
Ne&mit\i an indifpenJihle duty to be performed at a particular feafon> fuch 
as the ceremonies necelTary to be performed at eclipfcs of the fun and 
moon. 3. Kamee, an aOiion which produces the defired efleEt. 4. Per- 
ayuheht, expiation of a crime. The firft fix of the nine feElis agree in 
the ncceffity of expiating a crime. 

The four tribes, following this doElrine, have their refpEftive ceremo- 
nies. But the geneial doB.rine o? Mej/mama is comprifed in twelve Ad- 
heyns, containing as follows :

Expla- 
nation of the incantation that is made in one of the three names ; what 
other name may be fubflituted for it ; and the ceremonies to be obferv- 

ed. 
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ed. ID. Some particular which cannot be treated fummariljr, ii. Ex- 
planation of one good aBnon, which may produce two good cfFcfts. 12. 
Explanation of an aftion which has but one ohjcEt. 

Till. SCIENCE or BEYDANT. 

THIS doQrine was firft taught by Byafs the philofopher, one of the nine 
perfons whom the Hindoos fay arc immortal. The following arc their 
names: i.Loomus; 2 Makiciidie; 3. Byafs; 4. Alhootamanj 5. Bui; 
6. Hunwent ; 7. Bibeekhcn ; 8. Kirpachanj ; g. PurrilTram. Of thefc 
nine immortal perfons they relate wonderful Itories. 

The followers of this doftrine agree with Bhutt in the pudaruts, pur- 
mansj See. But although they believe in hell, paradife, and other vicilli** 
tudes, yet they fay they are only ideal. 

They fay, that, excepting the Deity, nothing cxifts; the univerfe being 
only an appearance, without any reality, juft as a man in a dream fees 
imaginary objcCls, and in that Aate experiences ideal plcafure and pain. 
So that life is nothing hut a dream, there being only one rcfplendent light, 
which aflumes different appeal anecs. 

In this fcience there arc fix things: i.Brimmah; 2. Iffur; 3. jeewa; 4. 
Dccyanj 5. Snmbedeh; S. Birbede: 

The firft, B)immah, is God, the fule beftower of juftice. Omnifcience, 
Omniprcfcncc, and Reft, which they n^XAnnndt are the fuuntain of his 
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eflence. They believe Bnmmah to be without beginning and witbonL 
end; and the other five are fiom eternity. 

To Geeyan fknowledge) they afcribe two powers; Pitchitsuchutt the 
external, and Auweiunsuckutt the internal power of knowledge. 

Sumhedeh is the exercife of the external fenfe of knowledge. 

Bithede, the cefTation of Sumhedeh. Geeyan, when it employs Pit- 
chutnickutt IS called Maia ; and ^bedeej/a, when it a£ls by the means of 
Auwsiunsuckut. The divine effence, upon its union with Maia, becomes 
manifeft, and is tlien called hsui ; and it is not defiled by this union. 
When the Belt) unites with a, it is called /ew and Teiuotma. Then 

it letircs behind tlie veil of fecrecy, without fuffering any impurity. 
Some among this fcQ; fay, that Ahedecya is uncompounded, not making 
any account of Jeio ; and deny that any one has yet arrived at the fiate 
of MuckuU Others again, and who aie numerous, admit both Jew and 
'Mudiut. It is certain that many virtuous men have arrived at this Hate, 
which IS throwing off Ageeijan by the light of fuhlimc knowledge, Agee~ 
1/nnhas three accidents; i. Sut, from whence proceed virtue, knowledge, 
eafe, and fuch like; 2. Rvj, from whence pioceed delire, forrow, joy, 
and fuch like ; 3. Turn, fiom whence proceed anger, ignorance, indolence, 
and fuch like. When Tssur unites with Ruj, it is called Bralma, who 
is the creator. When it unites with Sut^ it is called Btsheti, the pre- 
ferver. When it unites with Turn, it is called Mahadeo, the defiroyer. 

The progrefilon of the creation is from thefc three accidents ; and all 
ihefc incorporeal beings arc vifible, through the medium of Ageeyan.

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They agree with the Neeayicks m making five elements ; but each of 
thefe they divide into two kinds : i. Sothumt an mvilible particle, and in 
that ftate it is called jipuncimekeeiti ■when 7\i»t is prevalent, s, Siihoivl^ 
a vifible particlcj in which Rate it is called Pmicheelteeitj and is pro., 
duced by the prevalence of and a great prevalence of Ruj is called 
Akass.

Ruj^ air is alfo produced, to which they give two accidents, SuhdJi and 
Soopeisx, From iSuf is produced fixe, to which they give three accidents, 
Snbdh, Sooperss, miRaop. From an excefs of Sut and Ruj is pioduccd 
water, to which they give four accidents j the three lalh mentioned, and 
2 ?zms, From the excefs of T\wi is produced earth, to which they give fiv$ 
accidents, the four laft mentioned, and Gunclh. 

They fay that the fenfc of hearing is produced from the Akass ; the 
touch flora air; die fight from fire; the taRc from watei ; the findl from 
earth. And thefe five fenfes arc occafioned by the power ofiSM;, Thefe 
five fenfes they cal) Gupt/an Inch ee. The Akasi ptoduc.es Rak, fpccch ; 
air produces J5a», the power of the arm.s ; fire Pad^ the power of the feet; 
water Pciey, the power of voiding the cxcicincnt; caiih Olmtnli^ the 
power of mining. And whocicr has the lull c.xcruli: of ihcfe funthons, 
they call Kunuin fiidi e?. 

By the excefs of Sut is produced a fubtle cflenec, called Unfahkmtitnif 
which from its four Rates has four names: i. when Sut is prevalent, 
and thcic is a delirc of dcfcriminating and enquiry, ii is called Chit ; a. 
when Ruj is prevalent, from whence doubt arifcs, it is called Muu ; 3 , 
when Jizi is fo prevalent that certainty enfucs, it is called Bhoodh; 4. 
when Turn (pride) is prevalent, and afllirocs to itfelf the things that are 

only 
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only lent, it is called jihenhar. ApunUieekeci t, by the prevalence of 
Uiiji produces five winds : i. PutTan^ the ^vlnd in the mouth and nofej 
2. Oadan, the wind in the belly; 3. Oupan, the wind in the p often ors ; 
4. Bepan^ the wind in the other parts of the body. Lingsereer and Sow- 
c7iM»iie/eei, arc gcneial terms for the ten /iide? ecij Untahkvnwn, and the 
five airs; making altogether fixteen things. Thisi Suu’dium, [body], they 
fay, belongs to every animal; but that on account of its fubtilty it is not 
dirccniible by the fenfes, and is loft in the ftatc of Muckut. After that an 
animal is produced, whofe body is entirely Liiig.',ee}eeree, which they call 
Ilei enegerbek. Whatever tranfmigration happens after this has a fpiritual 
loim. 

The produElion of Ishthoichm eer is after the following manner. Each 
of the five aforefaid kinds of Sowchwn they divide into two parts ; and five 
of thefe ten they fubdividc again into Rve othcis each. Half the Soiuckum 
^kass, widi four other parts of air, fire, water, and earth, unite together, 
which produces Akass IshthawL Half the Sawcliumt air, witli a part of 
AkasSf fire, water, and earth, united pioduce Badishthoiol. Half of the 
Sou'chum fire, united with a part of akafs, water, air, and earth, produce 
the A/iZ/ioir f fire; the fame with water and earth. Some fay that the /sA- 
thoirl Akn/>;>, and Lhlhowl air arc produced without any mixture of fire, 
water, and earth; but agree rcfpcEling the reft, excepting that the Jsh- 
ilmvl fire, water, and caith, they divide each into two parts; one of which 
they leave in its origiiial ftatc, and the other half of each they divide into 
three parts, which arc compounded in the manner before defcribed; which 
mixture produces the IshtJioivl fire, water, and earth. And from the five 
Lklhowl elements, by the excefs of either of the three accidents, Sut, Ruj, 
and Tuniy the fouiteen regions and their inhabitants are produced. 


They 
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They fa.y that a perfon will be created, who will be acquainted with the 
lihthawlsereer, and he will be called BeraU 

The dilTolution of the univerfe they deferibe after the following manner. 
Earth will be deltroyed by water, water by fire, fire by air, air by A&asi, 
and the Akass difiblve into Maia. From this dilTolulion will confequently 
anfe Ageeyarif of which they reckon three degrees ; i. Dinedan^ the expii" 
ation of one day of Brahma,- a. Paiakurt, the dilTolution which will then 
enfue; 3. Aientick, the dilTolution of AgBcyan^ when Omnifcience will 
lliinc forth. Of the firll kind a great deal has happened, and is accom^ 
plilhing. Ateniick will only happen once; it being the diflblution of 
Ageeyan and its accidents. 

The doftiines of this feEl are compriTed in four Adkeyas. The firll 
contains an account of Brimmah; the fecund of worlhip; the third how 
to obtain Muckutj the fourth, the nature oi Muckut. 

The learned Hindoos have divided the Bede into three parts ; 1. 
tanikandj the performance of various duties, and which they call Pooiub 
Maymeijsa ; 2. Geeyankand, and this they call Quit e Meyma7ijaj which is 
more commonly known under the name of Beydant; g, Opassns, which 
they alfo call Sunkerklien Meymansa. The fignification of Opassna is, God 
being conceived under a form, is worlhippcd. But now this book is very 
fcarce. 

They fay, that every one is not fit to be infiruEled in the Bsydantt neither 
is every one capable of comprehending it. He who feeks this knowledge, 
mull be able to diftingnilh what is eternal fiom what is created, mull defpife 
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the world, ftudy with intentnefs, not be difiurbed at not finding the non- 
exifting cDDiprehenfions, muft difregard joy and furrow, but daily in creafs 
in the contemplation of Muckut. 


The science op SANK. 

THE firft teacher of this do6:rine was Kupel, the philofopher. 

Some pretend that this feEt are atheiRs ; but they only difbelieve in a 
creator, laying that the univerfe is from all eternity, and that nothing 
is annihilated, but only difappears, the effeEt being abforbed in the caufe; 
as the tortuife draws its legs into its Ihell. 

They believe man to be a free ageni, and that he is rewarded or punilh^ 
ed according to his good or bad aflions. 

They fay that, when the time of creation arrives, Sut is prevalent, and 
there appears Mehlet, which is the iiiR created fubllance. Every man has 
a diftinElMeAtef, and which they alfo call Boodh. This fubftance comprifes 
eight things. t.Dehiem^ 2,. Adhei em. g. Ceej/nn. 4. ^^eej^an. 5. fiera^, 
comprehending and defpifing the things of this world. 6. Aberag^ mif- 
comprebending and efieeming the things of this woild. 7. lyshuj, the 
operations of the foul, by which man comprehends whatever is abilrufs. 
8. Abiyshruj, thofe operations of the foul which lead to mifconception. 
Of thefe eight faculties four are invariable, which are produced by the 
prevalence of Sitti and four accidental, produced by the prevalence of 
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The creation of the elements they conlider to be of fix kinds, i. Surg- 
iogue, or the uppcrmoft region, produce d by the prevalence of Sut, 

2 . Mee) tlogue, the region inhabited by the human race, produced by the 
prevalence of Hiij. 3. Falallogue, beneath the earth, produced by the 
prevalence of l\tm. 4. The Deivtah, who are pioduced by Asmt, the 
ablence of pallions. They have power to change their forms, and aflume 
wonderful lhapes, whilft from the tranfparency of their fubftances, their 
natural forms are not vifible. There are eight orders of Dewtalis. 
i. Brahmay thofe who inhabit the region of Brahma, a. Peiajaputty^ 
the inhabitants of the region of Peiajaput, a very powerful Dewtah. 

3. Indiee, thofe who inhabit the region of Indres. 4. Petiee, the inhabit- 

ants of the region of Petree. They whofe an cellars for feveral generations 
have been virtuous, when they alTume paradifical forms, enter into this 
region. 5. Gundherp, the holl of divine choriilers. 6. the inha- 

bitants of the region of Jutah, the guardian of the north. 7. RackasSf 
evil Dewtalis, who deitroy mankind. 8. Pyachek, another race more hurt- 
ful than the Rackass. 

The Elementary C) cation continued. 

5. Thjung, animals produced by the prevalence of Ruj, and who arc of 
five kinds. 1. Pmk, domehic quadrupeds. 2. Moorg, wild quadrupeds. 
3. Pookh, birds. 4. Sinysnp, fnakes, and all aquatres. 5. Sithawerj 
plants. The fixth Munnook, mankind, pioduced by the prevalence of Ruj. 

Many believe in the above divifions, and fay that, at the diflolution, the 
univerfe will be abforbed in the elements, and they in Akenkhei, which 
ahrorption they call Pwkeert. 
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Fain is of three kinds, i. envy and ill iialare. AAch- 

dewVi^ that -which is infliBed by the D^wtahs. 3. AdehbhpwtiA, that which 
is Dccafioned by any of the elements. 

They fay, that if man relies folely upon God, he will become a monarch 
of the upper regions, and there enjoy all his -wilhes for the fpace of one 
hundred thoufand Monunteysj at the expiration of which he will return to 
this world ; and then again for every good aBion, will receive a fuitable 
rewaid in the upper regions. Whofoever gives to a Brahmin fufficient 
ground for ahoufe to ftand upon, will enjoy ten Kulehs in paradife before he 
returns again to the earth. And for bellowing one thoufand head of cattle, 
the reward in paradife will be ten thoufand years of blifs, before he 
returns again to this world. After he has undergone many of thefc tranf- 
migrations, he will arnve OtMudut, which is the ftate of fublime knowledge, 
wbentranAmgration ceafes. 

The doBiines of this feB are contained in lixty hooks, which they 
call Tunter. 


The science of PATENJIL. 

This doflrine was introduced by the philofopher Patenjil. It ag/eea 
in every point with Sank^ exceplmg that thefc make God to be the creator; 
and fay that exiftence and omnifcience are the fountain of his elTence. 
Thefe alfo believe Muckut can only be obtamed through the medium 
of Joiogf or a complete viBory over the palEons, for gaining which they 
aflign various means, fome of which I fliall here relate, as the information 
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may b: ferviceable to thofe wbo-wifli to obtain thi& fiate. They fay, that 
'when Mehtet unites with the three accidents^ Ruj, and tSufj five ftatca 
aie produced, which they call the five 'Viz. 1. Chpt, produce dby 

the prevalence of Riij, when the heart is not fixed to any one point. 
2, Mowdlif fiom the prevalence of Turn, when the heart is fatisHed, not* 
withftanding it does not obtain its wants. 3, Beychipt,' from the prevalence 
of iSuf, when the heart obtains all its delires, and is a little at red. 4. Ejj^ 
kagur, when fo much power is obtained, that on whatever ohjeEt the 
heart IS fet, it does not wander. 5. Nyradehi is the date wherein, from 
the abfence of thofe three accidents, all delires of the heart ccafe, and it 
begins to have fome knowledge. Jowg is never obtained, excepting in 
the two lad ftates. In the fird date, the mind is pofTeffed by Adhoicms 
in the fecond, by /Igepyan ; in die third, by Ahyia^ and Ah^shuj in the 
fourth hy Dehrenif Gcpyan, Birag, lyshuj i and in the fifth all traces of 
good and bad afitons arc erafed, there being an end of Beett, oi tlic inclin-* 
ation to do good or bad.

Simrut, recol- 
leEUng what had been forgotten, fiom the abfuncc of Suu When all ihciu 
ftates are at an end, the> Llclling of Mitckut is obtained. 

The flate of Muciut is obtained by the twelve following aflions, 1, ly^ 
mopaiua, continual contemplation of the Deity. Thofe who pratlilc this 
fay, that by keeping God continually 111 rcmeinbrancc, all evil is difpcllcdt 

and 
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and the nine following enemies to men are difpeifed. 1. Beyedeh, (Icknefs. 
2. Settyan, difinclination for good anions. 3. Siimhee, doubts of the 
caufes and benefits of the Jawg. 4. Puimad, foigetfulnefs of mdifpenfable 
duties. 5- /ilseg, flothfulnefs in bufinefs, Owjut, unlawful defiles. 
7. BehrantduT shun, coirupt knowledge. 8. Alubdhiuumkutto, ficklenefs, 
g. Anoostiktuitoo, a mind not to be fatisfied. 

The fecond means of obtaining Jowg is Sidha, or a hearty inclination 
to perform the Joii'g ; and confideruig it as the means of obtaining our 
wifties. 

The tliirdj Beypetj, fearching after it with ardent defire. 

The fourth, Somiut, belief that this work will produce great benefit; 
and being intent upon the performance of it. 

The fifth, BleytreBt wiihing wdl to all mankind. 

The fixth, Kuma, being afilifted at the diftrclTes of others, and ftriving 
to relieve them. 

The feventh, Moodeh, taking pleafure in the virtue of others. 

The eighth, jjpeecha, withdrawing from thofe who injure us, and doing 
them neither good nor harm, feeing that whofoever injures another, the 
fame will fall upon himfelf. 
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The ninth, Samadeh, making choice of retirement, and thinking only on 
one objefl. 

The tenth, Peikeya^ having nothing in the heart but fublime knowledge, 
and feeking after righteoufnefs. 

The eleventh, having the heart alienated from worldly concerns,^ 

and inceflantly feeking God. 

The twelfth, AheeJiyass^ being fo perfef): in knowledge and good aEtions, 
that they become natural. 

The Jowg is of two kinds, i. Sumpergeyat, which is when the heart, 
by confining itfelf to one contemplation, arrives at perfeEtion by degrees,, 
and conceives an ideal form of the divinity, a. Assumpe) geyaty when the 
imaginary form of the Deity difappcars from the mind, and notliing remains 
but the contemplation of his cffence. Again, Sumpergeyat is of three 
kinds. 1 . Goralipylmimnialiut, when the mind is fixed upon the elements. 
2. GeikensummalMy w’hcn the mind emplo)S only one of the lenfes. 
Gnhlleiiummaput, when the mind employs only Alma. And alfo 
sunipei geyat is of two kinds, i, BliDopittec, when there remains the 
power of difkinguilhing Pvihmt, Atmny and the elements from each other. 
2 . Opayptrtee, being only able to dillinguilh Auna ; and this is the ftate 
of Muckut. 

The perfon who has ai rived at the ftate of Jowg, poflelTcs tlicfe four 
qualities. 1 , Advancing in this pciilous load with flrnng inrlinatiuii and 
hrmnefs ; and this ftate is called PiileKmltiht'k. 2 . MudHioomicky fjj 

fiihduing 
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fubduing the heart by virtuous aEtions, that, like a mirror it may be free 
from all impurity, and be able to reflefl whatever is in the heart of anodier, 
and thus to perceive any thing that from its minutenefs is imperceptible to 
ordinary viewers. 3. Pirgeeayajowt, by diligence, aided by good fortune, 
gaining victory over the fenfes and the elements, fo as to be able to fee 
and hear whatever is far or near; and to have power to create and to 
deftroy. 

They fay, that the Jou'g Sumpeigpy at is compounded of eight things. 
1, Jim. 2. Neem. 3. Punaniijan. 5. Peitceyakar, 6 . Do- 

hama. 7. DeJiyan. 8. Summedelt. 

Jam is of five kinds. 1. Ahensa, not to kill or mol eft any animal ; 
whereby enemies become fiieiids, 2. Suttee^ to fpeak nothing but truth; 
by which means he will obtain bis wiflies. 3. Asieeyee^ not to accept of 
more wealth than what is allowed by law ; by which means he will have 
under his command the keys of the ticafiircs of the woild. 4. Biihuvi- 
ihiryt not to have any connexion with women, by w'hich means his breath 
will be fo efficacious, tliat it will light up the lamp of knowledge in the 
hearts of the ignoiant, 5. Appetgejreh, not holding any worldly pollcf- 
bans, but confideting them as the caufc of every kind of unhappinefs. 
From this aOion, paft and to come will be revealed unto him. 

AVpm IS alfo of five kinds. 1. Saweh, avoiding all connexion with 
mankind. By this means the eftcnce Mun will become pure, and good 
defires be the fruit thereof, a, Suntoivk, giving up all improper dcfircs, 
Irora having no pleafure in them. This aQion will produce fuch a happy 
difpofition, that be will not have any relilh for woildly plcafures. 3. I'up, 
» leconciliiig 
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reconciling the mind and body to coldj heat, hunger, thirft, and filence. 
From this conduSij diftant and hidden things will be revealed to him; he 
Will fee behind him, and alTume any lhape be pleafes. 4. Setvadehyn^^ 
reading the divine books, remembering the divine attributes, and thofc 
aEbons which lead to Muckut. If he cannot read, he mull always have 
upon his tongue the word Utikar. For thefe aElions, the Deiotahsf and 
other celeftial fpints, will aflbciate with him, and give him their allillance. 
5. Issurpurrendhan, making all his endeavours tend to the fatisFaftion of 
God. From doing thus, 1 2 will derive variety oi knowledge, 

/isiun, fitting, of which there are eighty-four ways, thirteen of which 
are citeemed particularly holy, and each has a dillinE); name. Whofo- 
ever praftifes them, fufiers little from cold, heat, hunger, or third. They 
have alfo for the purpofes of the world, thiiteen different modes. The 
author of this work has feen many who praEkife the auderities uF Auuu^ 
and has been aftoniilied how they could make their mufclcs, nerves, and 
bones, fo obedient to their command.

Purtanti/nn, managing the breath; and this is after three ways. 1. 
PotJiac-i, Hopping the left noftril with the right' thumb, and infpiring 
through the right nodril. 2. Koombuc/i, infpiiing for a ronliderablc time, 
and then iliutting both nolliils wiUi the thumb and little linger of the right 
hand. Some of this feQ: can'hold their breath for an incredible length of 
time. 3, Peeche^} letting out the breath gently, by removing the thumb 
from the right, and the little finger from the left nofiril ; that is, they in- 
fpire through the right noftnl, and refpire through the left. When ilicfc 
three aElions arc done, one Puiianiyan is completed. According to fomc*; 
the breath that comes out of the noltrils does not go above fixtecii fingers

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diftance^ and others fay only twelve. From the performance of theTc 
aBions, Mun obtains reftj and fublime knowledge commenees. But 
thefe exercifes cannot be performed without the inftruBion of one who 
is experienced in them. He who performs thefe exercifes mull: abftain 
B-om flelh, fpices^ acid, and fait, and mult content himfelf with a little milk 
and rice. He niufi: not cohabit with women, for that would occafion 
melancholy madnefs. 

Pirfeeyehart the five fenfes, regaining the exercile of their refpeftive 
faculties. When Mun is at refi, the fenfes are locked up, and all things 
involuntarily become revealed to it. 

Dehemoj the heart defiring folely one objeB;. 

Dehyan, not fuffcring the heart to wander from that objeft, nor allowing 
any thing elfe to enter the heart. 

Sunmadeht knowledge and rcfleflion being at an end. At this period 
Sumpergeeyat ceafes, and Assumpergeeyat commences ; fo that knowledge 
and Jowg are completed. 

They fay, that Jum and Neem are like the feed when fawn in the earth; 
Aisttn Punamyan, when it fprouts above the earth; Pwteeyakar re- 
fcmbles the flower ; and that Dehemaj Dehyan, and Sunmadeh^ are the 
fruit. Thefe three are colleBivcly called In thisftatc the perfon 

performs wonderful aftions, to the afionilhment of the beholders. This 
miraculous power is called J^moor^', and is of eight kinds. 1. Unimn^ 
making himfelf fo fmall that he can. pafs through the eye of a needle. 

g 2. Meheema^ 
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a. Meheemut malimg bimrelf fo tall as to be able to reach his arm to ibe 
moon. 3. Lughema^ making himfelf To light as to mount by a fun-beam 
into the upper regions. 4. Gurrema, making himfelf as heavy as he plcafes. 
In fonie books this is called Puiraput^ figmfying that he can unite him- 
fclf with any thing he pleafes. 5. Furrahameet finking into one part 
of the earth, and ccxningoutof another, like a diver in water. 6 . Eysittoo^ 
creating and deftroying. 7. Bisloo^ making the elements, and every thing 
dependent on them, obedient to his command. 8. Kammebrjayeetoo^ ac'-- 
complifliing whatever he delircs. 

This relation will not gain credit with men wha admit iratbing but ordi^ 
nary appearances; but they who acknowledge the infinite power of Go dy 
will not refufc it belief.

The firlt teacher of this doElrine was the philofopber Jim, whom' they 
alfo call Aran and Arelmul, 

They have the fame idea of the Deity as the profefibrs of Meymanset 
and Sank. They fay, that man is a free agent ; and believe that there 
are future rewards and- punilhments.. They make the Svrghgue to eon- 
fill of twenty-fix divifions, in the uppermoft of which dwells God’s e]e£l> 

whofe 
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whofe bodies are formed of the indiviGble particles. They fay, that the 
elements are one fubftance. The component parts of the nniverfe they 
believe to have exiftcdfrom all eternity, but that the form is new. Some 
of this feEl maintain, that all created beings aie from God ; others attribute 
them to time; others to Poorutkeeit, or the fruit of good works; and 
others to Suhhow, or a fpecial caufe. They do not believe that the whole 
univerfe will fuffer dilfolution ; but that of every thing fame pait will 
be left, from whence creation will be renovated. 

They ufe only two predicaments, viz. i. Poojiech, that knowledge 
which IS derived through the five external fenfes, Man and Atma. s. 
PumohisSj that which does not depend upon the fenfes. Of thefe they 
make many fubdivifions j however, I lhall only mention a few that are 
mofi material. 

They fay fhere is a fubde elTence in which knowledge refides and 
illuminates the body, in the fame manner as a lamp enlightens a houfe. 
And this knowledge has the power of doing good and evil. This power 
is of two kinds, i. Atma-, and, a. Jew Atma. The firft belongs folely 
to the Deity, to whom they afenbe four attributes, i. Anuntgeyaiit ana^ 
lytic knowledge, a. Anuntdirsun, fynthetic knowledge, g. Anunibeerijt 
omnipotence. 4, Anuntsooht total reft. 

They do not believe in the Owiars, or incarnations of the Deity, but 
think that men, from their virtuous condufl, become omnifcient, and that 
whatever they fay on the fubjeEt of religion or legiflation ihould be con> 
fideied as the word of God : fuch an enlightened perfe'i they call Saia- 
pirmeysir, of whom they reckon twenty-four. The firft was named Ad- 

nautht

nauth, and the laft will be called MzAavede, and to each they add the appel> 
lativc Jun. Of thefe they relate wonderful ftories. The Supreme Being 
they call Nirgaonpii meysit . 

The conjunElion of ten things produces life^ and the abfence of any one 
of them occafions death. The general name for thefe ten things is Peran» 
They are the five fcnfes; Mun, fpeech, aflumption of a body^ breathing, 
and exifting for a fpace of time. They reckon four kinds of animals, i, 
Deialaht a. Munnook. 3. Natkee. 4* The firlt, or JDewtuht 

are luminous fubftances, which, by the will of Cod, are produced without 
generation. Their bodies have neither flclh nor bones, and their breath 
is perfume. They fuffer not ficknefs, nor the infirmities of age. They 
obtain whatever they defire j can alfnme a thoiifand different forms; and 
walk without touching the earth. Thefe DewtaKs are allb of four kinds, 
and inhabit the upper regions. 

They make the univerfe to be compofed of three regions. 1. Mu7i- 
JiaoIoguCt the face of the earth, inhabited by the human race. They fay, 
that the furface of the earth is one Haj In length, and the fame in 
breadth; of which four millions five hundred thoufand jowjuns are inha- 
bited. 2, PetaUogue, under the earth, and which is feven Raj in length, 
and the like in breadth, wanting nine hundred jowjuns. 3, Surglogue, 
the upper region, which is fomewhat Icfs than feven Rnj in breadth and 
length. This region is Paradife, where men, alter having afliimed paradi- 
fical forms, enjoy liappincfs. This ftate they call TPytnanick. A Raj 
is fuch a diftance, that if an iron ball, weighing 3^ Akberce feers, were 
to be let fall, it would be in its defeent fix months fix days and twelve 
Ghui ries. 


They 
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They fay, that at the diftance of forty. eight cofe above the upjjc; . 
moil region is a place refembling ctyftal, in length and breadth four ni'l- 
hons five hundred thoufand jowjuns, and in height eight jowjunsj and 
3 -^ cofe above this, is the holy habitation of Muchut, where men aflume 
luminous forms, and are abfarbed in the Deity. 

The life of a Dewtah is never more than one PuUowpun, nor lefs than 
three Sagur. They have all the power of afluming diflFerent fliapes. The 
Detotahs require fopd, but do not receive nourifliment through the mouth, 
Thofe who are arrived at the age of ten thoufand years, require non- 
rilhment every other day, and breathe once, during a time that a man in 
health would breathe forty-nine times. And as their age advances above 
ten thoufand years, in fueb proportion of time can they abftam from food, 
and retain their breath. All the Dewtahs that inhabit the firft and fecond 
ftages of the upper regton have fenfual commcice, but the females do slot 
conceive. Thofe in the higher regions have more refined pleafures. 
They fay that men, in reward for their good aftions, become Deivtahs. 

The fecond clafs of animals is Munnookh, who ate of two fpecies. i, 
Sunnydy thofe who have the faculty of Mun, or are rational, a, As5un~ 
nya^ irrational, being animalcule produced in the llelb, blood, and faliva 
of men, and whofe time of exiftence does not exceed two hours. Sunnya 
is again of two fpecies. i, Thofe who inhabit this earth, and receive fu- 
ture rewards and punilhments in paradife and hell,, in return for their 
good and. evil a&.Dns. a, Thofe who will be rewaided merely on accounir 
of tbeir charitabknefs, ki the manner hcieafter defciibed. 

Indus earth, there aie fi&een goand divifions. From, its creation to its 

didblution 
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diflolution comprifes twelve CKucherwertSt or univeifal monarchsj with nine 
Bassdeos, and nine Buldsas. The dominions of a ChMckerwert canlill of 
thirty- two thoufand kingdoms, with fway over thirty-two monarchs. He 
has alfo eight millions four hundred thoufand elephants, and the like 
number of cavalry and chariots, together with four thoufand viziers, 
ninety-two millions of infantry, eight millions four hundred thoufand 
philofophers, three hundred thoufand cowrburdars, five hundred thou- 
fand torch bearers, thirty millions of muficians, lixty-four thoufand wives, 
one hundred and twenty-eight thoufand handmaids, b elides polfefling lix- 
leen thoufand mines of precious ftones, nineteen thoufand gold mines, and 
one hundred and twenty thoufand mines of other metals; and within his 
empire arc fixteen thoufand nations of Mileeich, and fixteen capital cities; 
and, to complete the account, three hundied and fixty millions ‘of 
cooks, three hundred and lixLy of v/hom are for his own particular 
ufe. And faelides tbefe they give many other dilliaElions. In the pre- 
fent cycle, the hrfl: Chuckerweit vr&s Rajah fihirt, fon of Adnaut, fome of 
whofe family, in reward for their virtuous conduft, are now enj'oying para- 
dife. The nine others, named Bassdeo^ are only half Chucheriaerts, and 
will go into hell ; and of this number they account KisKen. The nine 
called Buldeo, will poffefs only a fourth of a Chuckeriuert. The whole 
will be fuhducd by a perfon named Tesrtehnhr^ who will be fpoken of 
paiticularly prcfcntly. 

fielides the earth inhabited by mankind, there is another very extenfive 
country, the people of which clothe tbcmfclves with the leaves of trees, 
and feed upon wild fruits and the earth, which is there very fweet. They 
are handfome and well behaved. Their ftature is from one to three cofct 
Every male and female beget a fon and a daughter, and then die> When 

this 
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this Ton and daughter arrive at years of maturity, they became man and 
wife. Their lives fometimes extend to three P^Uoivpum. Whofoever has 
not led a perfeEl viituous life in this vmrld, but has beftowed charity, 
will receive the reward thereof in the temtoiy now dcfcribed. 

The third fpecies of animals, Naiheet like the Dewlahs, can aflume dif- 
ferent Ihapes, and refemble them in feveral other refpeQs; but theii 
forms are always hideous j they are inhabitants of the lix infernal regions, 
where they torment one another. 

The fourth kind of animals, or Teijenj, are of three fpecies, viz. aqua- 
tic, terreftnal, and aerial. The firft are again of five fpecies, i, Soas- 
mati thofe aquatic animals that refemble men, elephants, horfes, ckc. 2, 
Every Itind of fiJh- g, Tortoifcs, 4, KerraJi, which are animals refem- 
hling rope of different lengths. They fatten about the legs of elephants 
and other animals, and prevent their getting out of the water. 5, Aliga- 
tors. The fecond divifion, or terreftnal, are of three fpecies; viz. qua- 
drupeds;, whatever creep upon their bellies, as fnakes; and thofe that go 
iometimes on two legs, as the Mongoose. The third divifion, or aerials, 
are of four fpecies; 1, Domeftic, and that have feathers, as pigeons. 2, 
Thofe whofe wings are of Ikin, as bats. The 4th and 5th, who are va- 
rious, fly in the regions oE DewtaliSj and furprifing ftoiies are told of 
them. 

They explain a Pollimpum in the following manner. Take hairs of a 
Chug^l infant (which is 4096 times thicker than the hair of an inrant^of 
Dehly,) fplit them into indivifible particles, and fill with thefe a well that 
meafures four cofe in widths breadth, and depth. At the expiration of 

every 
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t;^Cl> hundred years, take out one of thefe particles, and when the well is 
emptied, one Pollowpum will be completed.

According to this fca, Muckut cannot be obtained without an union of 
knowledge and good works, which they exemplify by the following apa- 
logue. “ Fire fell upon a houfe in which dwelt a blind man and a cripple, 
neither of whom could efcape without the help of the other ; therefore the 
blind man took the cripple upon his back, to avail himfelf of his eyes, 
and in icturn gave the cripple the ufe of his legs. Thus, by mutual 
afliftance, they both got out in fafety.” But thefe may be obtained by 
attending to the inftruaions of the holy, bccaufe through their favour 
knowledge is gained, which is the fource of Byrag, whereby man becomes 
attached to a life of auftenty. Byiag is of twelve kinds. One in this 
ftate muft obferve the following rules; Only to cat at appointed times. 
Formerly they would live nine months, or a year, without eating any thing 
folid, but now they cannot exceed fix months. To cat fparingly. Never 
to alk food at more than five places; and, when that is obtained, to reft 
fatisficd till next day. To abftain from eating milk, curds, ghee, fefam^ 
oil, and fwcctracats. In order to reduce the body, to cover himfelf with 
Vdl.

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fand in the heat of the fun. During the winter to go naked, Drawing 
up the arms and legSj and lilting on the poIlcriDrs. Thefe things mult be 
praEhfed for a long time to produce the defircd effe£l ; but there are many 
who have not power to fubmit to fuch aullenties. 

Butj by an obfervance of the following rules, a man may Toon obtain the 
objeft of his wilhes. To pay implicit obedience to his Feet. To aft as 
a fervant unto thofe who infliEt aufLcritiea upon thcmfelves. To ftudy 
with attention the great books. Frequently to recline his head upon his 
hreaft, for not lefs than two hours continuance. Some of the ancients 
would keep the head reclined upon the brealt for an incredible length 
of time. The way is, to firetch the arms down both fides, and keep the 
body free from motion. They have forty-five great books, twelve of which 
they call Ung, and which they fay are divine, viz. i, jiUiai Ung. 

Soaihiita Ung. Suielir Ung. Sumwaya Ung. Bhegwutty 
Ung. 6, Mataiehremhahta Ung. 7, Oupasuckdesha Ung. 8, Autgud- 
dehdeiha Ung. 9, Anutturrowdawaiy Ung. 10, Putrisnubbeakuyten 
Ung- 11, Beepakieth Ung. 12, Hudurutty Ung. There are twelve 
other books, which they call Owpa Ung ; four others named Moolsooter i 
fix others entitled Jeedgwrunth} ten otliers ftyled Pyenai and another 
which they call Tundysecier. 

To a proficient in this dofirine they give the title of Jetly. A noviciate 
is called Sikh. One who has praElilcd the aullenties for fix months is 
called Gunnies Sikh. Purwirtehh is the fame as Gunnies SikJi, excepting 
that this is held in higher efteem by his Peer. Sithowr aflifts the laft, by 
punilhing the refraftory, and aiding the helplefs. He is alfo called Riit~ 
nadehk and Punniass. Acharij is a perfon who, for the fake of God, 

explains 



explains with cbcerfulncfs any difHculty that may occut to the noviciates. 
Oivpadehtiitj inllruEts the ftudents in the ligniRcation of any difficult \vDrd.> 
that occur in the divine bnoks, and in other requifites; his office neaily le- 
fembling the Achatij. All thefe now mentioned preferve nothing but a 
few clothesj which will be particularized hereafter. Gundhit is one whoj 
by great application, arrives at a higli degree of knowledge. He keeps 
more clothes and books than are nccelTary far himfelf, that he may be 
able to fupply ftudents who hand in need of them. He is the reprefcntative 
of the Jun; but the Jun is far more excellent than he, being poifclTed of 
univerfal knowledge ; and he is alfo called Teertehnker. The following 
IS his dcfcription: His face is beautiful; his mind fuperlatively virtuous; 
and his breath a delightful perfume. His difcourfe is replete with wif- 
dom. His flefli and blood are white. No one ever fees him cat nor ex- 
onerate. He has no bodily inlumity. His hair and nails never grow long. 
Wherever he relides no noxious animals appioach. Neither is there war, 
drought, peililence, or famine. And every one of the twenty-four that are 
to appear will have thefe qualities. 

A JeUy never goes within the hearing of a female voice- He neither 
eats {Iclli, fruits, nor iweetmeais ; nor dreflbs any food; drinks nothing 
but warm water; and never cats nor drinks in the night. He never 
lights a lamp or any file in his houfe. If any thing falls fiom his hand, 
he never takes it up again. He only walhes fuch parts of his body as 
happen to be foul. He never fiiffers himfelf to joke, or commit any mean 
or idle a^lion. He never ufes more than die following clothes in fummer, 
a flicct, a blanket, and a fquare piece of cloth of cubits, which he makes 
into four folds, and when he fpeaks, applies to his mouth, that no infetl 
may enter it. In the winter he has an additional fhcct. He has alfo a 

Dehimdigh, 
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Dehrimdighi which is a braom made of wodUcii threads, or woollen cloth, 
fixed in a wooden handle. With this he foftly fweeps the ground befoie 
he fits down, for fear of killing any infeQ. 

Thofe of this feEl, who engage ,]n the affairs of the world, are called 
Strauuck- They obferve the following rules. Never to injure the inno- 
cent. Not to tell untruths on the following occafions, as they conlider 
them as great fins, i. In bearing witnefs. 2, In breach of trull:. 3, In 
praife, 4, Or difpraife of a virgin. 5, Concerning an ox. Not to foil 
their hands with diihonefiy of any kind. Not to covet another man’s 
wife. To keep only as much wealth as is neceflary for the purpofes of life, 
and to beftow the reft in charity. When on a journey, to travel daily only 
ftated diftances. To calculate the neceflary wants of each day, and live 
accordingly. Not to go where a woman has been burnt with her hufband, 
nor to a place where a malefaEtor has fulFered death. To fet apart two 
G-hurnes of every day for devotion. To fleep only during the appointed 
time. To abllain from food and dnnk, day and night, on the 8th, 14th, 
15th and z8th days of the moon, and the next morning to feed the poor 
before breaking the fall. Every night before he goes to fleep, to examine 
himfelf upon the above eleven points. The following is their defcription 
of a virtuous man. He is one that conftantly attends to the reading of the 
divine books; beftows charity; makes it a rule to praife the virtuous; 
never fpeaks ill of any one ; and is particularly refpcflful in his converfation 
concerning princes. He marries one who is his equal. He is ever afraid 
of doing evil. Wherever he dwells he conforms to the laws of the land. 
He choofes a habitation that is neither very public, nor totally fecluded 
from fociety. His houfe hath not more than two or three doors and win- 
dows. He fetdej in a good neighbourhood, and aflbciates with the vir- 
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tuous. He is dutiful to his father and mother. He flies from that city or 
15 invaded by foreign troops. He regulates his expences by his income; 
and dtefles fuitablc to his rank in life. He ftudies the divine books, and 
foil Dws their precepts implicitly. He never cats but at Hated meals. He 
is not covetous of riches. He is aflable and charitable to aguefl, ^ Jetty ^ 
and thofe who are lick. He is not yam of his perfon, nor of his words. 
He IS delirous of being inllruEled in every profelhon. He tiavcls not 
at improper times, nor in a coiintiy where he cannot exercife his religion. 
He never engages in a war, without knowing whether he is going againll his 
friends or his enemies. He partakes in the misfortunes of his relations. 
He has a grateful fenfe of favours conferred on him. His deportment is 
pleafing to every one. He is diffident in his manner, courteous to all, 
and upright in every tranfaEfion of his life. He exerts himfelf in the 
affairs of others; and keeps feiifual gratifications under the command of 
reafon. 

There are, however, fome general prohibitions, which are obferved both 
by the Jetty and the Seravaiick. To abllain from flelh, Ipirituous liquors, 
honey, butter, opium, fiiow, ice, and hail; every thing that grows beneath 
the earth; all fiuits whofe names are unknown; and whatever fruits con- 
tain fmall feeds, and from eating at night. 

The doHrinc of Jine is alfo of two kinds, Seweetattihit and Dignter. 
The author of the Ayeen Akbcry, having been intimately acquainted with 
the learned of the Seweetambir, has been able to relate their tenets in an 
ample manner. The fecond, or DigneeVj go quite naked. They main- 
tain, that women cannot arrive at the ftate of Muchut. They fay, that 
whofoever obtains the blelfing of Muchut in this woild, ceafes to require 
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food from that time. They, however, agree with the Seiveetambir in 
many points; but as the author had no intimacy with any of this clafs, fo 
be has not been able to write any farther account of them. 

From tlie moll: ancient times, down to the prefent, the learning and 
wifdora of Hindohan has been confined to the Brahmins and the followers 
of Jine-, but, ignorant of each others merits, they have a mutual averlion. 
Kishen, whom the Brahmins worlliip as God, thefe coiilider as an infernal 
Have. The Brahmins carry their averlion fo far as to fay, that it is better 
to encounter a mad elephant, or a furious lion, than to meet a man of 
this perfualion. 

The defire of eftablilhing truth has induced his majelly to illumine the 
world with univerfal peace and unanimity; whereby the darknefs of error 
being now in fome degree difpclled, men of dilfeient perfualion quit the 
narrow paths of prejudice, and aflociate together. 




The doctrine of BOODH. 

BOODH, who firll taught this religion, has various names, and amongft 
them Shakmtin and Shakmuny, His followers believe, that by means of 
his good actions he gained perfefk knowledge . and at length arrived at the 
ftate of Muckut. His father was Rajah Sid down, prince of Bahar, and 
his mother, named Maia, was delivered of him through her navel. At bis 
birth there {hone forth a wonderful light; the earth trembled; and the 
water of the Ganges rofe and fell in a molt atlonillung manner. The 
very hour he was born he walked feven Aeps, and difcourfed with an 
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eloquence that ravilhcd the hearts of his hearers. The aftrologers foretold, 
that after twenty years and feven days, he would become a monaich ; but 
that, defpifing the world, he would prefer retirement, and introduce a new 
religion. In the manner, and preeifcly at the time predifted by the 
aflrologers, it came to pafs that he turned his mind fiom the affairs of the 
world, and made choice of a life of retirement. He vifited Benaris, Raj- 
gird, and feveial other fire temples. He then travelled to Cafhmecr, where 
he made many profelytes , and he alfo gained for his followers people of 
Hind, the feaports, Tibbet and Khatai. Fiom his birth to this time, which 
is the 40th year of his majelty's reign, is a period of 2 gSz years. They 
lay that he had the gift of prophecy ; aud could change the courfe of na- 
ture, He died at the age of one hundred and twenty years. The learned 
among the Ferfiaps and Arabians call the priehs of ibis rdigton Bukihee, 
and in Tibbet they are flyled Lama. For a long time pall there have 
not been any traces of them, excepting in Fcigu, Dehnaliry, and Tibbet. 

The third time that the author followed the imperial ftirrup to the de- 
lightful territory of CaQimcer, he met with fome old men of this religion ; 
but he never law any of their learned, nor did be difcovcr any thing 
like what is deferibed by Ila/oz Abroo and Benagulti/. 

The Brahmins call Bood/i the ninth Owtar; but affert that the religion 
which IS aferibed to him, is falfe, and fabricated by fome other perfon. 

The following is all that is known of this religion. They believe that 
God has never been dchled by incarnation; and, like the profelfors of 
Sank, Meymausa, and Jine, do not coiiGder him to be the creator of the 
univerfe. They fay that it has neither beginning nor end; but that it 
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vaniflies, and then appears again in its original form j and thus time after 
time. 

The priefts of this religion lhave their heads, and wear dreffes of 
leather and red cloth ; they ufe frequent ablutions ; will not refufe any kind 
of food that IS offered them ; and whatever dies of itfelf they confider to 
be killed by God, and tberefore eat it. They have no commcice -with 
women. They will not kill any animal j neither root up nor cut any 
plant, bccdufe they think it has life. They hold fix things to be highly 
meiitonousj i. Subduing anger; a, Improvement of the unierftan ding ; 
3, Bcftowing money in chanty j 4, The ftudy of theology j 5, Boldnefs in 
afferung their own rights j 6, Continual contemplation of the Deity. They 
reckon three things to be the means of good, 1, Knowledge, a, Difinie- 
reftednefs. 3, Being plcafcd at the fuccefs of others. They fay that 
good and evil proceed from deven things, viz. the five fenles, and their 
faculties, and Mun. 

They ufe four predicaments in argument, which are colleEiivcly called 
sutler.

TJip fotnth Piedlcamentt 

N'erodPj the Hate of reft which Mwi enjoys when it is going to enter 
into Muckut. The following negative and pofttive duties are indifpenlihle 
towards obtaining this ftate. Bcftowing chanty. Abftaining fiom evil, 
which is killing, molelling, ftealing, uiicleannefs, lying, fpeaking ill to the 
good, feeking what is unprofitable, bad inclinations ; and aftbciating with 
thofe of a different religion. The following are alfo indifpenfible duties. 
Refpeft for his Peer and teacher; venerating the idols j neither to be elated 
hypraife, nor depreffed by reproach; to fit in a particular manner; to 
frequent the temples, which they call Chietee ; to place no more than a 
proper value on the things of the world ; and to ftrive to obtain Pou-g, in 
the manner deferibed m Palenjil; to have implicit belief in the words 
□f his Peej j to wafte the mind and body by fuffering aufterities; not to 
fuffer the heart to dwell upon any fubjeEt but the contemplation of the 
Deity, to improve in knowledge; and perform thofe exercifes by which 
Muckut is obtained 

They fay, that knowledge has two caufes; i, Whatever is obtained by 
means of the fenfes; 2, Whatever is gained by proofs. 

This fcEl: are of four tribes ; 1, WebhakehJi, who admit the exiftence of 
knowledge and things; a, Sootianitk, who confidcr all things to he only 
the imagination of the fenfes; 3, Jookaja, who believe that nothing cxifts 
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but knowledge j things being only the various foims theieof; 4, Medliee- 
muck, who call knowledge and things Sun, or a cypherj and they never 
argue upon their exiltence or non- cxilt cnee. 

The followers of the doftrine of Boodh have many books on every 
fcience, but they value molt natural philofophy, ethicks, and theology. 

N A S T I C K. 

Charbag, an ignorant Brahminj was the inventor of this doEtrine, The 
Brahmins call this feEt Nastick, 

They fay that nothing exifls but the elements; and that all knowledge 
is obtained through the fenfes. They do not believe in a Cod. They 
fay that paiadife iSj man being in that Hate which is molt pleaGng to him, 
and totally independent of every one; and that hell is, being fubjeft to the 
command of another. 

They fay that all men dclirc only four things; 1, riches; 2, women; 
3, a good name; 4, good aElions. They admit only of lucti Iciences as 
are ferviceabic in this life, and piefer before all otheis the equitable ad- 
miniftration of good laws. 

This doctrine Tefembles that of the Greek fophilts. They have written 
many books in reproach of others; but which ferve as monuments of theii 
own ignorance. 
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The eighteen BIDDYA, ok SCIENCES. 

HAVING given a fiimmary account of the nine tribes^ I ihall pro- 
ceed in the fame manner to treat of -what is admitted by the Brahmins, 
and others of the G\ firA-mcntioned tribes. They fay that vrhofoever is 
completely verfed in thefe eighteen Biddya, has reached the perfeOiion of 
knowledge. 

The four firft B/dt/ynj arc, 1, Rig Bede ; a, Jfjir Eede ; 3, Savi Bedet 
j^tAtheihun Bede. Thefc they conlider to be divine books. Something 
has been faid of them already. Each of thefe books contains four things ; 
1, Bidh, whatever is to be done ; z, AitAiioed, the praife and reward thcrc- 
ol^j 3, Mimtei, the incantations and implorations which are profitable 
on every occafion; 4, Mamedehee, explanation of great and indilpenlible 
duties. Each of thefe again have three objcfls; 1, Kutrunij the ap-> 
proved aEUons of the vifihle world. 2, faith in God. 3, Gee- 

yaUf the knowledge of God. 

The Fifth BIDDYA, or POORAN. 

There arc eighteen large books to which they apply this title; and 
which contain explanations of the Beden under the five following heads; 
j, The creation of the univcrlej a, The dillolution thereof; 3, The fe- 
tcral relations of the diAcrent parts of the univcrfc; 4, The nature of the 
fourteen Mowmunters. Thefe arc fourteen holy Ipints who, during the 
whole age of Brahma, will appear fucceilivcly, and govern the world, 
'flic length of the hfe of each will be feven times four Jowgs. A com- 
plete revolution of the four Jowgs is four million three bundled and 
twenty thoufaiid years. And in like manner there will be fourteen 
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IndreSf their companlans. They fay that during the life of Brahina, 
fourteen DewlaJis will reign over the upper regions fuccelEvcly. The 
relation of their exploits, in return for which this high dignity is confcii eel 
on them, and thchiftory of the renowned monarchs of the earth, are con- 
tained in tbefe Poaiam.

By it 
Gan be difcovcrcd whatever was done by men m their former (late of 
cxificiicc, and it prclciibcs a particular expiation for each crime. This 
art 18 of four kinds.

A AVi^eipe who lives vntuDullyj when he is born again, tranlmigratcs 
into a Etahmin. A Byess, who foifeits his life for the fake of a Brn/imiiif 
tranfmigrates into a Kehterce. A Soodei, who lends money without inte- 
reft, and never diftreffes his -ci editor for payment, will be a Byesi. A 
JVfi/ectc/i who ferves a Brahmin, and eats of bis food till the time of Ins 
death, will become a Soodet. A Btahmin who aCls the part of a Kch- 
teiee will become 3. Keliteree, A Xe/iteree, who dcfoends to the ofllces 
of a Byess, will become a By ess ; and thus a Bycss a iSooder, and a Soo- 
det 2 l Mileeich. Alfo, whofoever accepts of the donation called Kishne], 
or accepts m alms the bed which a pcrfoii died upon, or a Bi[ffaloe, or 
whatever is beflowed in the temple of KuiKhct, will^ in the next life, 
from being a man, become a woman. And any woman, or Mileetch, who 
fees the image of Narayin^ in the temple of Bidt cenui aym, and performs 
certain incantations, in the next biith, the woman will become a man, 
and the Mileetch a Biahmin. This temple is in the northern mountains, 
a great way beyond Hirdewai. 

ITIE SECOND KIND. The different difeafcs of the human body, 
whidi are punilhments for crimes committed in a former ftatej and die 
various ceremonies for procuring health. 

Fhylicians fay, that ficknefs originates in the animal conftitution ; but 
thofe that arc Ikilled in the art we are now treating of, maintain it to be 
a punilhmcnt for crimes committed in a former ftate. The Hindoo philo- 
fophers divide bodily difeafcs into three kinds; 1, Thofe that can be 
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‘cured by medicines; 2, ThofE to be removed by certain ceremonies; 
3, And thofe that require the application of both methods. In order to 
difcover each, they dcfcnbe three kinds ol crimes, viz. what ■were done 
whilA awake intentionally or unintentionally ; and what were committed 
during deep. They have volumes upon this art which they confult, and con< 
lider phyiicians as ufelefSk 

The Headarhe is a punifliment for having in a former Rate fpoken iire- 
verently to father or mother. Cure Let him make of two tolahs of gold 
the images oi Kushiip and Adit^ and confidering them to be thereprefenu 
ations of the father and mother of the Z)ewfa/is, give them to the needy. 

Madness is a punifliment for difobcdicnce to father, mother, or Peer. 
Cure; Let him perform Chanderayhi, which is to eat on the firll day only 
one mouthful; two mouthfuls during the fccond day, and thus continue in* 
crcafing a mouthful every day, for a month ; and then dccrcafing gradually 
a mouLhrul on each day, till he leaves off as he began. Or let him make 
Kuikup 9X\d^dk each of two tolahs of gold, and give them to the poor. 

The E/nlrpsy is a punifliment for having admmillered poifon to any 
one, at the command of his mailer. Cure: Beftowing in charily two fiuh 
images as laft dclcribed, together with a cow, thirty-two feers of fefanie 
feed, and repeating fomc incantations in the name of Mahadeot. 

Pam in the Eyes is a punifliment for having coveted another man’s wife, 
Cute: Performing the fall of Chandcrayin. 

Blindness is a punillamcnt for baling killed' his mother. This perfon, 
VoL.

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before his new birthj will fuffer miny yeais tornicnts in hell. Cuie : Per- 
forming the ceiemony of Paiajaputii/, which is of five kinds, i, fieftow- 
ing in charity a cow. z, Or one tolah of gold. 3, Or feeding twelve 
Bialmms. 4, Or throwing into the fire ten thoufand times a mixture of 
fefdmc feed, ghee, honey, and fugar. 5, Or going barefooted to a temple, 
for the diftanec of a Juiujun. Or let him make a boat aftei the following 
defciiption . die boat of four tolahs of gold, the mail of filvcr, and fix oars 
of copper 5 and beftow it in chanty. But if it ftiould be a punillnncnt for 
having only afled m contradiElion to the commands of hu father or mother, 
let him make the images of Kiuhup and Adit, as before defenbed. 

is a punilhment for having killed his filler. Cine: Let him 
form a cow of the following dcfeiiptioii : the body four tolahii of gold ; the 
hoofs two tolahs of filver j the hump two or three maflias of copper. This, 
with a velfel of brafs for die milk, he mufl, give in charity, and for one 
w'cek eat nothing but a mixture of milk, curds, glicc, and cow’s urine and 
dung. 

The BeUyavlie is apunifhmcnt for having eaten with a perfon of a dif- 
fcient religion, or with a liai. Cuie : Falling three days, and giving away 
in rhaiity twelve tolahs of filvcr. 

The Stone is a puniHimcnL for having committed incclt with his mother. 
Cine: Pci forming the ceremony of Mndkoadkeen, which is as follows : he 
muft conceive in his imagination that the following articles form a com- 
plete cowj viz. that four velfels, each containing one and a quarter maund, 
filled with honey, reprefent her body ; one tolah of gold her mouth ; 
foiir feeis of fiigar-candy her tcctli; two peails her eyes; two pieces of 
s lignum 
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lignum aloes her horns; two plantains her ears; wheat flour her diigs; 
three feers of fugar-canc for each leg; a white woollen cloth thrown over 
ihe whole her hide, flveins of lilk the tail. The hoofs of this cow muft 
be of filver, and her neck be coveted with two pieces of red cloth; in 
the front muft be fet a copper vcflcl; and eight feers of four different 
kinds of grain formed into a heap. Near her muft be placed a veflcl full 
of honey to reprefent her calf, and copper vcffcls full of fefame feed.

When thefe are completed, he muft repeat ccitain incantations, worfliip 
them, and afterwards bcftow them in chanty.

A Fever is a pumlhmcnt for hilling an innocent Kchlo cc. Ctn c : Re- 
peating one hundred times the iiicautalioii of A/n/mdeo; feeding tliirtccu 
IJiahminsi and Ipnnkling with water the image of Ma/uideo one hundred 
times. 

A Cough is a puniQimciit for hilling a BnJimin. Cm e ■ Making a lotus 
of four tolahs uf gold, and, after icpcating certain incantations, pcrforuiing 
with it the ceremony of llnivm, and giving il to a lightcousijiu/uii/M. 

Flux is a pumniinrnt for having hilled his wife, tvithouL her having 
committed 3ny fault. Cme: Performingthe ccicinonyoFA’/A/mr(/ii/ 7 , which 
is fpicdding a dvei lltin, and l!i)in!* npnii it a licaji of ivianie ftcJ, and one 
hundred tulahs of gold, or mure; lepcating ccitain iiic.intaluins, and per- 
i-nming tho Iloirm, It is confidcicd as a vciy wichcd adum to accept 
of this chaiity. 
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The Aiihma is a punilhmetit for having accepted of the Kishnajun. 
Cure: Make a bufFaloe of iron, with horns of lead, and the forehead of 
fione. Load it with keneer flowers, cover it with a black blanket, and 
give it in charity, together with three and a half maunds of mafh, 

Indi§ estion is a puniflimcnt for having robbed a houfe, Cuie: Let him 
beftow in charity the following articles; a houfe and furniture; feven 
kinds of grain; of each thirty-two fecis ; a hand-mill ; a pcftle and mortar; 
dunking veflels; a ftove; a broom; a cow ; and money according to his 
circumflances. 

THE THIRD KIND, for what crimes committed in a former life ; a 
woman has no children dining her picfent cxikeiicc; and other particulars. 

A woman whofehufband dies before her, in her former flate was of a 
great family, which Die left to live with a llrangcr, and when he died, 
burnt hetfelf with him. Cw e She muft paL all her life in auhciities, 
or put an end to her exiftencc by burying herfclf in fnow. 

A woman who does not menftraate, ispunifhed for the following a£lion: 
once in a former ftate when Ihc had her cukoms, fome neighbouring 
children came into her houfe to play, but Ihe was angry, and drove them 
away. Cu7e: Let her fill an earthen ycflel with water from one hundred 
wdls, throw into it a beetle-nut, a malha of gold, and perfumes; and then 
give it to a Brahmin. She muft alfo give five, or feven, or nine, or eleven 
kinds of fruit to children to cat. 

A woman whofe child dies foon after its birth, is punifhed for having 

in 
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in her former exiftcnee expafed a child^ and who died. This, aUhough it 
be a common piaQice in tlindoftan, is neverthclefs very nefaiious. 
Cure : Make a cow, the body of four tolahs of gold, the hoofs of one tolah 
of lllver, a jewel for her tail, brafs-bells on her neck; together with a calf 
of one tolah of gold, and half a tolah of lilver for its hoofs, then beftow 
them in charity. 

A woman who has only daughters, is puniflied fur having pDircffed a 
great deal of pndc in her former exiltcnce, and not lliowing proper refpeEL 
to her hufband. Cute- Let her plate the horns of a white ox with four 
tolahs of gold, and the hoofs with four tolahs of filver, and cover the hump 
with one and a quarter tolah of copper; which flic mutt bellow in charity, 
with a veflel made of two and a half feers of brafs; bcCdes fatisfying with 
food one hundred Btahmins. Or (he mull make ten maflias of gold into 
the form of the Deity, and after performing certain incantations, give it 
in charity, and feci fifty Brahmins. 

A woman who has only one fon, in her former exillcncc took a calf from 
its parent cow. Cute: Giving away a milch cow, with ten tolahs of gold. 

A woman whofe fon dies, and daughter lives, in her former Hate killed 
animals. Some fay it is only for having killed goats. Cure : Performing 
the fall of Chanderayin, giving away a cow, and feeding fifty Brahmins. 

A woman who is pregnant for fixtecn years, without being delivered, in 
her former Hate was burnt when pregnant^ Cure: Deftowing the charity 
of Uurtenhheteb. 


Being 
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Being a maid fervatit, 15 a punilhmenl; for having had ciiiuinal con> 
nexion v/ith the hulband of another in her foinict exiftence, and havitiir 
burnt heifelf with him. Cure: If file is m the hoiifc of a Soodtc, let her 
go to the houfe of a then pafs to that of a Kehlsree, and lafl. to that 

of a Biahmtn, and remain in his fervice till her death. 

THE FOURTH KIND, of riches and poverty, tfec. Whofoever bc- 
ftows charity at the appointed times, fuch as during the eclipfes of the 
fun and moon, in his next ftate of exiftence will be rich and bountiful. 
Whofoever at thefe times goes to any holy place, particularly Ilokahass, 
and there deprives biinfelf of life, will poCTefs gicat ftorc of wealth in his 
next ftate. 

Whofoever, when he is hungry, and has food before him, upon healing 
the voice of a beggar, gives the whole to him, will in his next life he 
very nch, and fuccefsful in all his undertakings. 

But whofoever refufes to do fo, will in the prefent life be poor and 
unlucky. Oute: To whatever tribe he belongs, let him religioufly pcr> 
form the duties thereof, and alfo during the time of eclipfes vilit Xoarkhei/tf 
and bury in the ground, by way of oblation, a piece of gold, if it be but 
one malha. 

On each of the four kinds of this ait, they have written books, dc- 
fenbing the fymptoms, and remedies. What I have related is only an 
abftra&.

S U R, 

Is the art of prediEling events, by obferving in what manner the breath 
ilTues through the nulliils. 

The breath comes out of the noftrils after thiee ways. Firft, when 
it comes moftly out of the left noltiil. This they attribute to the influence 
of the moon, and c.sX\.Adda and Chandtiinarce. Thcfecond, when it ifliics 
mofl: from the right noltril, which they attribute to the influence of the 
fun, and therefore call Soatrjiiaien and Vin^ela. The tliiid is, when both 
noAiils breathe equally, which they call Sookhniurna and Soombkoonat ee. 

The following is the order in which the breath ought to pafs through the 
nofc from Peuva to the third Tet/i, CJutndvinm ee^ and the fame number 
of days Sqoi pjnatiie, alternately throughout the month. Others make it 
weekly thus, Sunday, Tucfddy, Thuilday, and Saturday, and 

Monday, Wcdnelday, and Friday, Chandeinaice^ Others maintain, that 
It IS icgulated by the fun’s courfc through the zodiack, Aries beginning 
with Sooipjnaiee, Taurus witli Chanda )\ai ee, and thus alternately through 
all the figns. All the learned of the Hindoos believe, that if a man breathes 
difleicntly from one of tlicfc three ways, fomc misfoitune will befal him# 
That if the irregularity lalls two days, a quaircl will cnfuc. If it continues 
ten days, fomc misfortune will befal his wife. If fifteen days, he will have 
a fevere fit of ficknefs. If for a month, his brother will die. Others 
fpeak thus of the irregularities of breathing. If for a day and night Soo- 
ipjnaree is m excels, the perfon will die at the expiration of a year. If it 
lafts two days and nights, he will live two years, and fo a year for every 
day. If the cxccfs continues for a month, he will die at the cud of the 

enfuing 
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enfuing month. For the excefs of Chandernaree, they fay if it lafts a day 
and nightj that perfon will have a fit of ficknefs at ihL expiration of a year, 
and according to the number of days he will be fo many years liek. 

The Mannei of predicting Events hy the Knowledge of this Ait. 

If any one comes to enquire whether a woman who is pregnant, fiiall be 
delivered of a boy or a girlj the perfon wbo is to anfwer mult examine the 
nottrils of the queftioner. If he breathes more through one tiofiiil than 
the other, and ftands on that fide, it {hall foretel a fon; but if he happens 
to place himfelf on the oppolite fide, it lhall indicate that it will be a 
daughter. If he breathes equally through both nollnU, there will he twins. 
Some believe that if the queftioner ftands on the Soorejnaree fide, it will 
be a boy ; and if on the Chandeinaieef a daughter ; and that if it be Soohh- 
munna, it denotes an hermaphrodite, 

IF an enquiry is made concerning a pcifon who is fick, if the queftioner 
ftands on the Soorejnaiee fide, the fick pcifon will dicj but if he ftands 
on the Chandernaiee fide, he will recover. 

If it be enquired whether or not an enemy’s army wilt come, if the 
queftioner is Chandemat ee, and ftands on that fide, the army will come ; 
hut if he is Soor^naree, and ftands on that fide, it will not come. 

If be enquires concerning peace and war, Chanda nai cc implies the fiift, 
and Sooi ^naree the laft. 


A K U M, 

Teaches what incantations are advantageous, and what are huitful, 

what 
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what will improve the underilanding, increafe rank and Fortuncj cure dif- 
eafes, fubdue enemies, cement friendfliip, infure the com^uell of coun- 
tries, and advance the fuccefs of government. 

S H O O G U N, 

Is the art of difcovering what is now happening, and predicting future 
events, by obferving the motions of birds. This is an ait in which many 
Hindoos arc IkiUcd. 

The learned Hindoos difcovcr hidden things by means of five things : 
i,Astioh)gy. 2, S«7. Shoo gun. 4, Jfej/itijJ, which are omens learnt 
by throwing dice, 5, Samdiigt prediEling from obferving the foim of the 
members and their motions, the lines and moles on the body. 

GARUD, 

Is the art of repeating certain incantations, for recovering a peilon who 
has been flung by a fcorpion, a fnake, or any other venomous reptile. 
This is done by repeating his genealogy, and praifing his anccflors, which 
obliges the animal to prefent itfelf. The following is a wonderful fafl. 
When they have caught an old fnake, of a particular fpccies, they repeat 
certain iiicaiitations, and then make it bite a Btalmm. When the poi- 
fon takes cfFcEl, the Birthnun continues fur fume time in a flate oFilupc- 
faElion, when, upon any ^clhons being put to him, he gives anfwers that 
are invariably found to be true. The Hindoo philofophers believe, that 
during the revolution of the Cal Jowg, nothing is truer than fuch an- 
fwcis. And thefe anfwers have been colleClcd togeihcr into feveral vo- 
lumes. 
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INDERJAL, 

Is ihe arts of Neciouancy, Tahfmans, and Slight of Handj in which 
they are wonderful beyond dcfcription. 

RUSSBIDDYA, 

Teaches how to kill quicklilverj gold, filver, copper, and. other metals ; 
and it alfo comprifes Alchymy. 

RUTTENPURETCHA, 

Is the art of judging of precious ftoncs, then properties, and value. 

RAM SHASTER, 

Treats of the generation of the human race. 

S A H T E E, 

Is the art of writing with elegance, and the fltilful ufe of irony. Thus, 
a woman fent a handmaid to call her hufband, who, when Ihc came to him, 
ufed criminal familiarity with her; and font back an excufc to his wife 
for not coming home. The difordercd Hate of the gill’s drefs evidently 
difcDVcred what had happened. But the wife, being a woman of prU'- 
dence, and having regard for herhufband’s character, difguifcd her anger; 
but reprimanded the girl in the following ironical manner: “ You have 
told a lye; you did not go to my hufband, but idly went and bathed 
yourfelf in the river; for behold the Siimah* is out of your eyes, and 
the fandal ointbent is no longer upon your body.” By this delicate 

* A preparadoa of auUmony, with which they tinge the cye-hroWB, eyslBiheg, and 
cornerB of the cycB. 

irony. 
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irony, ihe difcovered to the girl that fhe was not ignorant of what had really 
happened. Tliis ait alfo treats of iVbiynm, or the nine human inclinations. 
Firft, Singarnissj the fiicndlliip between man and woman, and the confe- 
qucnces of connexion and feparatipn. Second, Hasiwuss, the different 
kinds of laughter which they fay is excited cither by changes in the body 
or drefs, or by aElions. Laughter is of three kinds, i. Smf, a little 
alteration in the cheeks, eyes, and lips. 2, IVchni^ opening the mouth. 

Jlplmt, loud laughter. Third, KuiteuiusSj giicf. Fourth, llnoudte, 
anger. Fifth, f’ee/, joy. Sixth, hheyaneck^ fear. Seventh, Behbutihf 
averJion. Eighth, Adhoivt, amazement. Ninth, Santi Of fbat kind of 
happinefs which is obtained by knowledge, when the mind is freed from 
enmity and partiality. Of thefe they make many fubdivifions, whit h they 
illullratc with delightful ftorics. 

SAHTEE, 

Alfa contains a dcfcription of the different kinds of men and women 
that excite love and fricndlhip. In Turaii and Iran, fricndfliip is chiefly 
dcfcribed by the poets, as fubHAing between men; but in HindoAan it it 
celebrated between man and woman. The Hindoo philofopbcis call wo- 
man Narykha, and make the fex to coiilift of fcvcral kinds. Sewai/a, 
a virtuous woman, who loves her hulhand : ihe is fo modeft that no man 
can difeover her looking at him : flic never laughs loud, nor fmilcs fo 
as to lliow her teeth : fpcaks fcldom, and always in a low tone; is never 
in a palhon; and never goes out of doors, even if fhe has the oppoituiiity. 
Pirk^di one who is wanton, but carries on her intrigues with fetrery : if 
fhe is married, they call her Putredha, and if fiiiglc, Kunneka, SuniaiiPt/a 
has no palhon but the defire of wealth. 


Smvaya 
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Seiua^a is again divided into tliree kinds, viz. Moidhoj one whoj in her 
youth, betrays ligns of wantonnefs, but flies from the embraces of her 
hulband, This happens from eight to eighteen years. Muddheija,is mo- 
deft, and has a great alFefli.on for her hufband, and never mentions his 
name in anger. Tins flate lafls to the age of thirty-two years. Piigulhha, 
makes her own dehics and knowledge fubfervient to the will of her huf- 
bandj and captivates him by her wife conduEt. This is from thiity-two till 
fifty. The two lall mentioned are moreover of three kinds. Dheei a, if 
her hulband attaches himfclf to another woman, (he becomes jealous and 
dikuibcd, but increafcs her affeElion and afiiduity, and thereby reclaims 
him, by making him aihameJ of himfelf. jddheenn, difcovers her uneafi- 
nefs, and attacks her hufband with irony,- as, for example. “ It is aflonifli- 
ing, that from your want of lleep, my eyes fliould be thus inflamed; and 
that by your having diank wine, my heart lliould be intoxicated.” Dhee- 
I'd jidheeta, unites both thefe difpoiitions, 

Piihejja, is of five kinds. GoonipulZa, conceals her indiferetions, by 
feigning pla-ifible excufes. Thus, being fcratchcd with the nail of her 
lover, Ihe fays, « A cat ran over me laft night in bed, and in attempting 
to catch a moufe, gave me this fcratch.” Jf^cediigdhai is picafing in her 
conveifation, and polfclTes every female accomplilhment. Jjechrta, be- 
ftows her favours without fliame, ATuZeMfli, prollitutes her perfun, merely 
for the fake of vice. Unnefoyana^ has the inclination la intrigue, but is 
prevented by timidity. 

They alfo clafi women in the following manner. Pootookhithhejtikai 
one who is inconfolablc for the abfence of her hulband, and cannot reft 
on account of her apprehenfions for his fafety. This again is of feveral 
3 kinds. 
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kinds. Khundita, is inconfnlable for her lover having proved faithlefs. 
Kulhenti etat foirry for having difcovered her pal£on for her lover, and 
Aiives to remedy her indifcretion. Beypii luhdha, is one who goes to an 
appointed place, and does not find her lover there. Ootka^ is forrowful 
for the difappointment, and feeks the caufe of his not having come. Ba- 
suckpja, IS making joyful preparations for the arrival of her lover. Sewad^ 
heenseeikat is Ihe who has powerful afeendeney over her lover. Ab- 
liesai zekaj llie who calls her lover to her, or goes to him. 

The following is another method of clafling women. Ooiema^ whofe 
hulband does not love her, whilft llie is diftraftedly fond of him. Adhima, 
the contrary. Mudhnna, is foraetimes in fnendfliip, and fometimes in en- 
mity, -with her hulband. 

Another divifion. Fudmimec, an incomparable beauty, with a good 
difpofitinnj ihe is tall, and well-proportioned: has a melodious tone qF 
voice; talks little; her breath rcfcmbles a rofe; Ihe is chaflej and obe- 
dient to her hulband. Chittiunnee, fomething inferior to the other in 
beauty of face; is neither fat nor lean, has a fmall waift, and full bread. 
Suiihinnee, is fat and Ihoif, of a violent temper, and is always quarrelling 
with her hulband. Htisiien.ee, woife in appearance and temper than the 
laft. Of thefe they treat at length, and allot each to particular kinds of 
men. 

Man, a wife who is difrefpeftful to her hulband; and this they reckon of 
four kinds, i. Lugh, Ihe who alTuracs confcqucnce upon her hulband 
fliowing her a little aiScQion. 2, Muddhee^ llie who, after fufiering a little 
trouble, gives up her alFeaion for him. 3. Goor^ loofes her afFeflion after 

fufiering 
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fuETering a great deal, 4> RiJ-^suhhess^ who refufes comfort^ and Icflcns her 
affe Elian, 


Man, they call Nayick, and defcribe three kinds, i. Pul, one who mar- 
ries an Hindoo wife. 2, Owpupt, he who defiles himfelf by marrying a 
woman of another religion. 3, Bisheyek, a fornicator. And each of thefe 
are again of three kinds. 1, Unkole, is he who has only one wife. 2j Dut- 
cjien, has feveral wives, hut agrees with them all. 3, Dhhhl, has only 
one Wife, whoufes him ill, which only ferves to increafe his alTsEtion. 

Sakhee, is a faithful maid-fervant, whofe mailer and millrcfs have per- 
fect reliance upon her fidelity, and take her advice upon all occafions. 
She amufes her miArefs when on a journey, alfilts in putting on her or- 
naments, and if there happens any family mifundcrllanding, Ihe endea- 
vours to effeEl a reconcilkUon. Such a mediatiix is called Doofeej and 
if a man, DoqU 

Sahtes alfo compriTes rules for behaviour, exemplified by plcafing tales, 
which may be confulted at length by thofe who aie delirous of being far- 
ther informed on this head. 


SUNGEET, 

Is the art of vocal and inftrumcntal mufic; together with that of danc- 
ing. 

The rules thereof are comprifed in feven books, viz. Firft, Soar, the na- 
ture of found, which is of two kinds; Annahut, a found without any earthly 
caufe, and which they confider to have exillcd from all eternity, after the 

following 
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following manner. When a man clofes the orifices of his ears with his 
fingers, he perceives an inward noife, to which they give this name. They 
fay this proceeds from BinJma, and that it cannot be heard without 
fiopping the ears, till a man is in the ftale oi Miickulj when it becomes 
part of his nature, j&ut, a found which proceeds from a caufe which, 
like fpeecb, they confider to be an accident of air, occafioned by pcr> 
cuflion. They fay that Providence has given every man twenty-two 
nerves, extending from the belly ta the crown of the head, through which 
the air palTcs from the navel upwards; and accoiding as thefe nerves are 
employed forcibly or weakly, m fuch degree is the found uttered. The 
air docs not pafs through the fifth, fixth, eighteenth and nineteenth nerves, 
confcijuently they are mute; but the found uttered through the others they 
divide into feven kinds, in the following order. 1, Smvj, is like the voice 
of the peacock, and which is produced by the fourth nerve. 2, Righheh^ 
is like the voice of the PeepeeKshj a bud refembling the ■S'ai,'which fings 
in the rainy fcafon. It is in compafs from the feventh to the tenth nerve. 
3, Gandhat, is like the bleating of a goat, and reaches from the ninth to 
the thirteenth nerve. 4, Miidhen, is like the voice of the crane, and 
reaches flora the thirteenth to the fixteenth nerve. 5, Punc/bem, is like 
the voice of the bird called the Ktiyil, and reaches the feventh nerve. 
6, Dehwul, is like the voice of the lizard, and reaches from the eighth 
to the twenty- fccond. 7, Nikhnd, is like the noife of the elephant, and 
reaches fifom the twenty-fecond to the third. 

An air, which contains all thefe feven Soors^ they call Sunpaonm. IF 
it has fix, Kahdoto i if five, Otedub; and no air has fewer, But the Tan 
(or fymphony) may be compofed of two.

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SECOND ADHYAj Raghiheekait the Modes and their Variations. 

They fay, that finging was invented by Mahadeo and Purhully. That 
the firJl had five mouths, fiom each of which ifliied a mufical mode in 
the following order: 1 , Siee Ragi 2, Ausjunf; Behowng', 4, Pun- 
ckeint 5, Megh. To thefe they add Nulnaiain^ which they attribute tO' 
Puihutty. Thefe fix modes they call and each has feveral varia~ 
tions ; hut the fix following are what are mofi. common.

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Others in the place of Bvsmnt, Punckemt and Megh, ufe Malkoosuck, 
Hindoiolt and Deepuc, and make five variations of each. Others inftead 
of Bttssunt^ BeKrowngt Punchem, 9.ndMegh, MkJLoodh, Bekiotvn, Uindoiul, 
Deyskar^ and SaodhnauU 

There are two kinds of fangs, Maiug being thofe invented by the 
Dcwtahs and the Rekehsir, which are the fame every where, and are uni- 
verfally held in the higheft venciation. In the Deihan there arc many 
who ling them in different wa)'s, amongft which arc the following: 1, •S'oo- 
lejperkass-, a., Penjtalisser 3, uS'n&r’too^'eMer ; Chanderperkass i 5, 
Baghuddeni't S^Shoovirai and 71 Surtunnee. 

The other kind of fongs are called Deysee (or local), each place having 
its peculiar ones, as Dhoorpud in Agra, Gualiar, Bary, and that neigh- 
bourhood. In the reign of Rajah Manlingh at Gualiar, three of his muG- 
cians, named Naik Bukhihoo, Mujboo, and Bhaunoo, formed a colleQion 
of fongs fuitcd to the tafte of every clafs of people. When ManGngh died, 
Bukhihoo and Mujhoo went into the fervice of Sultan Bahader Gujeratty, 
and being highly cGeemed by that prince, introduced into his court this 
kind of fongs. 

The Dhooipud confifts of Aanzas of three or four rhymical lines, of 
any length. They arc chiefly in praife of men who have been famous for 
their valour or their virtue. The Det/see fongs, in the Telingee and Carna- 
tic dial efts, arc called DHerota j the fubjeEl: is generally love. Thofe fung 
in Bengal, aie called Thofe of Jownpoor, Choothutia, Thofe of 

Dchly, Kawl and Tsraneh, Thefe laft were compofed by Ameer IChofru 
of Dehly, with the aGiftance of Samut and Tetar; they are a delightful

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mixture of the Ferfian and Hindovee fiyle, Thofe of Mehtra are called 
Btshenpud, confifting of llanzas of faur or fix linesj and are in piaife of 
Kiflien, Thofe of Sind are called Kamee, and arc on love and fnctidlhip. 
Thofe in the Terliut language, called Lehcliaree, were compofed by Bcdy- 
aput) and are on the violence of the palfion ol love. Thofe of Lahore 
are called CKund, Thofe of Gujerat Juchse. The viarlike and heroic 
fangs are called Kiikeh and Sadeieh; they aie of different mcafurcs, and 
in various dialeEls. Befides thofe already mentioned there arc many 
others, amongft which are Poorbee, Dehnamec^RumJiuUy, Koryie, Soohoo, 
Deyskar^ and Dtrymezh. 

THE THIRD ADHYA, PuiJiectenhat treats ol Alap^ which is of two 
kinds, ij Ragalapi the Tan, or fymphoiiy, which contains the lubjeft 
of the air. 2, Roopalap, the air with the words. 

THE FOURTH ADHYA, Pirbendh, is the art of compofing Geet [or 
fang,) and confifts of fix things. 1, Soor. 2, Beied [praifej. 3, Pud, 
the perfon praifed. 4, Tinna^ or Amen. 5, Tuniinna, or Amen, Amen. 
6, Neehrati Time. 

Paut fignifies the variations of the word TunUnna, from three to twenty 
fyllables. This therefore is an excefs of time. 

Taul, or meafure. If the Taul contains fix Thintinnas, it is called Mey- 
denees if &ve ^nundenees if four He&nee; if three Bhawaneei if two 
Te?aueh/ ; and it never confifts of fewer. 

The Iqwx Adhyas, above defcribed, are only divifions of Sooi, or melody.

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THE FIFTH ADHYA, Taw?, treats of the nature and quantity of the 
meafure. 

THE SIXTH ADHYA, Wadya^ of mufical inftruments, and which are 
of four kinds. 1, Tut, Itnnged indruments. 2, Tit, thofe made of 
llcins, fuch as drums, 3, Gliem, any two things that produce found by 
percuflian. 4, Sookkir, wind indrumeiits. 

STRINGED INSTRUMENTS, 

The Junler has a neck of hollowed wood, an ell in length, at each end 
of which is fattened half of a gourd. On the neck arc placed ttxteen 
wooden frets, over which are ttrung fix iron wires, fattened into both ends 
of the neck. The tone is varied, by means of the frets. 

The Bheen refemblcs the Junter j but has only three firings. 

The Ainner has a longer neck than tlic Bheen; and has Uirec gourds 
with two firings* 

The Svbheen is like the Bheen, excepting that it ha$ not any frets. 

The Amhitiee, the neck of this is fmallcr than that of the Sirbheen, 
and it has only one gourd, which is placed in the middle of the neck un- 
derneath, and one iron wire. The changcs’Of the modes are played up- 
on it. 

The Rebab, in general, has fix firings of gut; but fome have twelve, 
and others eighteen* 


The 
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The Sirmmdel refembles the Camon. It has twenty-one ftrings, fome of 
which are of iron, fome of brafs, and fame of gut. 

The Saringee, called alfo Saorbutan, is of the ftiape of a bow^ with two 
hollow cups inverted at each end. It has one firing of gut, refembling a 
bow-ftring. They hold under the firing a fniall gourd, and play with a 
pleElium. 

The Adhowtee is a gourd with two wires. 

The Kingeiah refembles the Bheen^ but has only two firings of gut, and 
the gourds are fmaller. 

The SECOND KIND of INSTRUMENTS, or Drums. 

The Pukawej is a hollow piece of wood, in the lhape of a citron, but 
fiat at both ends, which are covered with pai chmcnt ; and it is held under 
one arm. 

The Aiv^‘ refembles two falconers drums fafiened together. It is 
braced with firings of filk. 

The Dehl is another hind of drum, well known. 

The Dheddeh is foialler than the Dehl. 

The hdahwej is half the fize of the Aioej. 


The 


The Duff^is another kind of drum, well known. 
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The Khenjir is a little Duff hung round with fmall bells. 

The THIRD KIND of INSTRUMENTS, thofe of Percussion. 

The Tal is a pair of brafs cups, with broad mouths. 

The Kut-h Tal referable fmall filh, and are made of wood or ftonc. A 
fet conlifts of four. 

The SIXTH KIND, or WIND INSTRUMENTS. 

The Sliehna is the fame as the FcrGan Sima, or trumpet. 

The Mushk is compofed of two reeds, perforated according to rule, 
and joined together in a leather bag. In the Ferfian language it is called 
iVis Amlian, or the bagpipe. 

The Moorlee is a kind of flute. 

The Owpunh is a hollow tube, an ell long, with a hole in the centre, in 
which IS placed a fmall reed. 

The SEVENTH ADHYA, Tutya, or the Art of Dancing. 

The diffeTcni kinds o/Sinbrrs, 

Thofe who ling the ancient fongs, which are the fame every where, arc 
called Bykan and thofe who teach them Sehkar. The Kerammt chiefly 
ling the Dhoorpud. 

The Dharhee are thofe who fing the Penjaby fongs, which they accom- 
pany with the Dehdeh, and Ktngeiah. Many of thefe ling in the field of 

• battle 
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Little the pi'diLt of licroes, to excite the troops to valiant adions. The 
K’Jir'iU aiE of this number, but fing chiefly the Dchly airs and Perfian fongs 
in the lame ThePoaiAcT/n, the men accompany theii voices, •with the 

and tlie women with the Talj formerly they fung the Kiiieh, 
but now the Dhootpud, and fuch lilie. There are many beautiful women 
of this dais. The Dvfznn arc chiefly Pnijaby women, who play on the 
Duff and DM, and fing Dhaoipud, and the Sehlah, or nuptial and birth- 
day fongs, Foimcrly they appeared only before women; but now they 
will exhibiL ill public. The Sezdehtaly, the men of this cliis have large 
Diff, and one of the women plays at once upon thirteen pair of Tal, 
placing them upon her wriRs, backs of the hands, elbows, IhonlJcrs, baric 
of the neck, and on the bread. Thcfc arc moflly natives of Gujciat and 
Malva. The Nulivah dance with graceful motions, and fing and play 
upon the Puhawcj, Rdhah^ and Tal, 

The Kceilunnyn are Brahmins, whofe inflnimcnts arc fucb as were in 
life amongll the ancients, viz. the Piihaivej, Bebab, and Tal. They are 
boys drellcd like women, who finjj the piaifcs of KiHien. The Bhugleyeh, 
whnfe fongs are the fame as the lad. ; but they change iboir dreffes, and 
are great mimics. They exhibit at night. The Bhunweyeh gt eatly rcfemble 
the laft, but exhibit both in day and night. They dance in a fnrprifing 
manner, in the compafs of a brafs difli, called, in the Hindovee language, 
Tales. They alio fing. The Bhend play on the Dhel and Tal, and fing. 
They reprefent different animals. They draw up water thiougb the nof- 
trils. They run an iron Ipit down their thioat into the flomachi They 
fwallow a mixture of different kinds of grain, and then bring them up 
again fcparatcly, with other flights of hand. The Kunjerce, the men play 
□n the Puhawej, Rebab, and Tal; and the women fing and dance. PIis 
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uiajefty calls them Kmchenee. The Nut play on the Dehl and Tal, dance 
upon the rope, and throw themfclves into ftrangc poltmcs. The Behioopee 
exhibit in the day, and change their appearance in fuch a manner, that 
old men feem to be youths, and youths old men, beyond delcQion. The 
jugglers are fo dexterous, that they will feem to cut a man in pieces, and 
join him together again. 

The Akahrilh, o? Private Singing and Dancing. 

This is an entertainment given at night by gieat people to their own 
family. The peifurmers are generally women of the houfe, who are in- 
ftru£tcd by proper people. 

A fet confills of four dancers, four fingers, and four others who play the 
Tal, with two Puhaiv^, two Owpunhs, one Rebah, one Junter} and two 
who ftand by with torches. They arc for the moft part inftruaed by the 
Nutioah, who fometimes teach flaves of their own, and then fell them. 

His majefty is excefifivcly fond of mufic, and has a pcifeft knowledge 
of its principles. This art, which the generality of people ufe as the 
means of obtaining fleep, ferves to amufe him and keep him awake.

Theie are eight cauics of an,qer: i, Deprivation of riches, a, Ingra- 
titude. 3, Betraying a fecret. 4, NegleSing a faithful fervant. 5, Abu- 
five language. 5 , Unjuft fufpicion. 7, Murder. 8, Cenforioufiicfs. 

It is incumbent on a monarch to diveft himfclF of avarice and anger, 
by following the counfels of wifdom, and not to debafe himfclf by the com- 
miffion of any of the eight crimes above mentioned. If he unfortunately 
luffers injury fiom others, it behoves him to be moderate in his refent. 
ments. It is his indifpenfible duty to fear God; to be juft and merciful 
himfelfj and to excite the like difpofition in others; to pay particular re- 
fpea to men of exalted rank, and behave with kindnefs and condefcenfion 
towards his fubjeas of every defeription. He Ihould be ambitious to 
extend his dominions; and proted his fubjeRs from the oppreffions of his 
officers, from robbers, and other evil doers; proportioning the punilhment 
to the offence. In every thing that concerns himfclf he ihould be patient, 
and forgiving of injuries. For hs intelligencers, he mull make choice of 
men of wifdom and integrity. No enemy is fo inlignificant as to be be- 
neath his notice j and therefore he ought to be ever on his guard. Neither 
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mufi, he be vain of his own wealth or power, A wife prince will banifh 
from his court all corrupt and designing men. The king rcfEmhles a 
gardener, who plucks up the thorns and briers, and throws them on one 
fide, wheicby he beautifies his garden, and at the fame time raifes a fence, 
which prefervcs his ground from the intrufion of llrangers. Thus a mo- 
narch employs on his frontieis men of bold and daring difpolIUDns, mak- 
ing them a ferviceable barner againft invaders ; and purging his court of 
turbulence and ftrife. The gardener lops off the redundant branches, 
and plucks away fuch leaves as would only feivc to deprive the tree of its 
ftrength. In like manner the king detaches from the nobles their too nu- 
merous friends, and dangerous dependents. The gardener alio rcfrcilics 
the weak trees with water; and the king fuftains his poor luldicrs by 
fcafonable liberality. 

If the king hath not fufficient ability of mind, or ftrength of coniti. 
tution, to execute all public affairs himfelf, he mufl feaich for a man of 
exemplary piety and approved integrity, and who to ihefe valuable qua- 
lities adds experience, and activity in bulincrs. Him he mufl confiilt on 
all occafions with implicit confidence, and intrull with the executive power. 
In affairs of moment, it is not advifable to confiilt with many, becaufe 
that to be qualified to give advice on fuch occafions requires fidelity, libe- 
rality of fentiment, valour, and circumfpcfilion; qualities that are feldoin 
found united in one perfon. Sonic ancient monarchs, indeed, made it a 
rule to confuk men of a contrary defeription, and to aB, diametrically op. 
polite to their advice. But they were frequently deceived by this method j 
becaufe it is difficult to erafe fiom the mind the bad impreflions whiih aic 
received from timid or crafty counfcls, ignorance, or malice. They found 
it the fafefl way to join with the prime miniftcr a few wife and experi- 
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enced menj and to reiiiiire each to deliver his opinian inwritingj to be 
fepaxately caQvaflcd and debated upon. A pnncBj innreovcrj requires a 
leained aftrologer, and a Ikilful phyfician. A wife king feleQs his friends 
vnth judgment; and conciliates the affcEtion of his troops. He fills his 
treafuiy by prudent management. He divides his dominions into proper 
poitions, and commits them to the gcvernmeiU of virtuous men, amongft 
whom he takes care to preferve pcifeCt unanimity. He examines the ftate 
of the foitiefles in his dominions; and is ever attentive to the fecurity 
and profperiLy of his empire. With ihofe princes who are lus equals in 
power, betakes caicto maintain peace and friciidlliip ; and from thofe who 
arc weaker than himfclf he exaQs tribute. If any monarch is more power- 
ful than himfcir, he continually Itrives to fow diifcnlion amongH: his troops; 
and if he is not able to eS'e£l this, prudently purchafes his friendihip. If 
poHible, he preferves peace with every one; hut when war is unavoidable, 
fupports bis dignity by vigorous and bold operations. The prince wbofc 
terntory adjoins to his, although he may be friendly in appearance, yet ought 
not to be trufted; he fliould always be prepared to oppofe any fudden 
attack from that quarter. With hiiu wbofc country lies next beyond 
the one laft mentioned, he fhould enter into alliance ; but no connexion 
fliould be formed with thofe who are more remote. If be finds it ne- 
ccflaiy to attack his enemy, be fliould invade his country duiing the time 
of harvefl.

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The learned Hindoos fay, that law is compnfed under eighteen heads, 
viz. 1, Debt. 2, Depofit. 3, Claim of property. 4, Paitncrlliip. 5, 
Gifts. S, Wages, hire, and rent. 7, Tribute. 8, Buying and Idling. 

Herdfmen. id, Boundaiics. 11, Abulive language. 12, AlTault. 13, 
Theft. 14, Murder. 15, Adultery. 16, Dilputes between man and wife, 
17, Inhemance. 18, Gaming. 

The judge mull ereEt his tribunal facing the eaft. He mult confider 
it a religious obligation to difchaige the duties of his office with impar- 
tiality and juftice. If he cannot execute all the bufinefs himfdf, he may 
delegate his authority to men of experience, courage, and aElivity. 

The plaintiff they call Badee, and the defendant Phibadee. When a 
complaint is preferred to the judge, if the defendant is a debilitated old 
man, or is under the age of twelve years, or is an idiot, or is infane, or 
is lick, or is employed on the bufinefs of the flatc, or is a woman without 
relations, or a woman of family, fuch an one cannot be fummoned before 
a court of juftice; the judge ftiall conimilCon an intelligent perfon to in- 
terrogate upon the cafe. But thofe who do not come under any of the 
above defcriptions, are obliged to attend. 

Whatever the plaintiff fays, is taken down in writing witli the date? and 
alfo his genealogy for three defeents, with many other particulars. The 
fame is done with the defendant. The judge, after comparing together 
the charge and the defence, ailcs the plaintiF what evidence he has in writ- 
ing, or what witncFes he can produce. According to fome there ought not 
to be fewer than three or four witneFes in every cafe ; but others main- 
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tain, that a charge is fufficiently eftabliflied by the evidence of one pci fun 
of known veracity. 


An infant under five years of age cannot be a witnefs in any cafe, neither 
can a man who is fuperannuated. The evidence of a Sooder can only be 
of fervice to a Sooder, nor of a handicraftfman but for one of his pro- 
feOicn. Neither can any of the following bear evidence , one who is blind, 
lame or deaf; nor an idiot, nor a madman, nor a gambler, nor a notori- 
ous finnerj nor one wbo at the lime is fullering hunger or thiill, or is 
under the influence of pallion ; or a thief, or any criminal, whom they are 
carrying to fuifer death ; nor a woman, excepting in female concerns : nor 
a friend fur a friend; nor an enemy againll an enemy. The judge will de- 
rive collateral proof by the phyBogiiomy, and picvaricatioii of the parties. 

The above {tipulaiions are to he obferved in all cafes, excepting mur- 
der, theft, alTault, or abuflve language. 

If ncidicr party can produce any proof in writing, nor bring any wit- 
nefl'es, the judge lliall determine according to the bed of his judgment. 
But if the merit of the caufe is fo doubtful, that he cannot take upon him- 
fclf to pafs a dccifion, he fliall propofe the ordeal. According to fame 
the ordeal can only be performed by the plaintiff. Tlicii are eight kinds 
of ordeal. The Jiist hind. They weigh the perfun in a pair of fcales: 
then they perform certain religious ceremonies and weigh him again, 
when if he is found to be lighter than he was the fird time, his claim is ad- 
mitted; hut if his fcale preponderates, or the balance ftands even, he is 
declared a liar. Some books adoiit of a trilling difference. This kind of 
ordeal is peculiar to the Brahmins. 77ie second kind. They deferibe feven 
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or nine circles from one centre, with the diftance of fifteen fingers 
breadth between each periphery. Then the perfon who is to perform the 
ordeal bathes himfelf, and performs certain religious cercnioiiies , after 
which he rubs ovci his hands rice bran, and fpieadmg open both palms, 
lays upon them feven green Peepul leaves, which are bound round feven 
times with raw lilk. Next they place thereon a red hot iron weighing 
3 j feers, With this in his hands he w’alks between the circles, and upon 
arriving'at the laft, throws down the iron, when if it has nnt biunt his 
hands, he is declared to have gamed his caiifc. II he Ihould chance to let 
the iron fall before he has pafled over all the circles, he inufl; begin again. 
The thud kind. The pci Ton Hands up to the navel in water with his fiicc 
towards the eall. He next dives under the water, when one of the by- 
ftanders Ihoots from a bow, mealuring 106 fingers brcadcli, an arrow made 
of reed, without any iron fpike, and another perfon runs and fetches it 
back. If the appellant keeps all this while under water, his cailfc is de- 
clared jult. This ordeal is peculiar to the Byefs call. The fonilh kind. 
Deadly poifon is adminilteted thus: in feven grains ; or in JCttr^ 

ipykhim five grains; or in Buneyka four grains; or in Slid fix grains; or 
m Hyment and Shisknr eight grains. This is to be mixed up with thirty 
times the quantity of ghee; and after repeating certain incantations, ad- 
miniftcrcd to the perfon who is to be tried. lie muH turn his face to 
die fouth, and the perfon who adminillcrs it muft look towards the eafl, nr 
the north. If it has not any efleEl during the time that the fpc 6 lators can 
clap their hands five hundred times, his caufc is pionounccd jiifi:, and 
antidotes arc given him. This ordeal is peculiar to the Sooder call:. Tha 
JiJihkind. They walh an idol with water, and after praying before it, the 
perfon who is to be tried drinks three handfuls of the water. If no 
misfortune befals him within fourteen days fiom that time, his caufs is 
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pronounced juft. The sixth kind. They put into an earthen veflel a par- 
ticular kind of rice, called SatKefS'^ and let it ftand all night, In the morn- 
ing, after repeating certain incantations, the perfon who is to he tried eats 
the Tice, looking towards the eaft. He then fpits upon a leaf of the 
Peepul tree, or Bhowjpvtter, If the faliva is mixed with blood, or the 
corners of his mouth fwell, or he trembles, he is declared to be a liar. 
The seveiith kind. They put forty dams of ghee, or fefanie oil, into an 
earthen or ftone veftel, meafuring iixteen fingers in length and breadth, 
and four fingers deep. This they keep upon the fire, till it boils violently, 
when they throw in a malha of gold. If the perfon who is to be tried, 
takes out the gold between his forefinger and thumb, without fcalding him- 
fclf, he is declared to be a man of veracity. The eighth kind. They write 
the words Dehrem and Adhetem upon plates of filver and lead, or upon 
pieces of white and black linen, or Bhowjputter, and put them into a Dag- 
gon, which has never held water. The perfon whofe caufc is to be decid- 
ed, puts in his hand, and if he draws out the word Dehem, it proves his 
affertion to be true. This kind of ordeal is common to all the four tribes. 

If a caufe cannot be decided in one day, the judge admits the defen- 
dant to hail. Till one fuit is decided another cannot be preferred againft 
the fame perfon, 

When a claim is proved, the perfon who gains the fuit is put in poiref- 
fionj and the judge cxa£ts a fine of equal value from the defendant. And 
if the plaintiff lofes his caufe, he in the like manner pays double the Cum 
fued for. 

I fhall now proceed tp give a fummary of the Hindoo laws. 

DEBT. 
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DEBT. 

If there is a fimple debt, withDut any dcpafit, and there is a difputc 
about the intereft, a Brahmin lhall pay two per cent, per mcnfem; a 
Kehteree three; a Byefs four; and. a Sooder five. 

If there is a collateral fecurity, then only a fourth of the above is reco- 
verable, even although a higher rate had been agreed upon between the 
parties. 

Upon adventures by land, ten per cent, is allowable, and twenty-five per 
cent, for rilks by fea. 

If there had been an agreement for a particular time, and the time 
Ihould be confiderably elapfed, the judge lhall not allow for intcrell; a 
fum exceeding the pnncipal. In agreements for grain, as far as five times 
the principle is allowed. 


DEPOSIT. 

If a perfon has employed a dcpolit illegally, and when it is demanded, 
demuis paying back the money, he lhall be fined half the principal fum 
in addition, for intereft. 

If he defends the fuit, and the plaintiff cannot produce any wnting or 
witnefs, the judge may privately direft fome other perfon to depofit fome- 
thing with theplalntilF, and after fame time demand it back again, when, 
if he refufes, he lhall be compelled to fatisfy the firft claim, or clfe fubmit 
to be tried by ordeal*

If a thief fteals &om a truftee any depofit j gr it is burntj or is loA by 
water, or is taken away by an enemy in plunder ; he lhall not make reflu 
tution. 

If he has diminiihed it, he lhall pay the dehciency to the plaintiff, and 
the like fum to the judge. 

CLAIMS OF PROPERTY. 

IF the owner proves that his property has been illegally conveyed over 
to another, it lhall be rcllored to him, and the money taken back fiom 
the feller. 

If he difeovers that it is hidden, or fold under value, or he finds it in the 
poIfefTion of a perfon who cannot give an account how he came by it, the 
judge lhall reltore the property to the owner, and exaEl a fine according 
to the rank of the offender. 

If any perfon difeovers him who has llolcn any thing, the informer lliall 
not be fined, but the thief. 


PARTNERSHIP. 

If partners have a difpute, and it appears that they had entered into a 
formal agreement of partnerlhip, the judge lhall determine according to tlic 
terms of their engagement, fiut if there was not any particular agree* 
ment, the profit and lofs lhall be divided in proportion to the iharc of 
each in the ftock. 

If a partner loofes or injures the property of the partnerlhip, or it 

has 
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lias been employed oi carried away without the confent of the other parU 
ners, he lhall make rc^IUtution, 

If one of the partners commits any dillianefty in (he management of the 
partnerfliip, he lhall lirA make good the deficiency, and then be ejeEled 
from the partncifliip ; and if any fliare of profit is due to him at the timej 
it fhdll be cxaEtcd by the judge. 

If a partner is fet to guard the joint ftock, and through Liis negleEL 
any thing is loA or injured, he lhall make reftitution. 

GIFTS. 

If any thing is given away under the influence of anger, ficknefs, for- 
tow, or fear, or as a bribe, or in jell, it is allowable to take it back; and 
alfo whatever has been given by an infant, an idiot, or a madman. But 
in no other cafes can a gift be refumed. 

If any thing has been given with a view of obtaining future reward ; or 
has been exchanged for any thing clfe ; it cannot, under any pretence, he 
taken back. 


WAGES, HIRE, and RENT. 

If wages, or hire, or rent, is icccivcd in advance, the agreement muA 
be fulfilled. If it is broken, the olTcndcr lhall be fined in double the 
fum. But if he had only entered into an engagement without receiving 
the money, then for the failure he lliall only be fined in the fum agreed 
for. 
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If a fervant lofes bis mafter’s property, he muft make reltitution. But if 
it was taken From him forcibly, he is not anfwcrable. 

PUBLIC REVENUE. 

If any one fails in the payment of his revenue to government, his 
property lhall be feized, and he fhall be banilhcd. 

BUYING AND SELLING. 

The buyer may return his purebafe on the day he bought it, without 
any confideration; on the fecond day he may fend it back, upon foiFcit> 
ing a twentieth part of the puce; but after the fecond day, he cannot 
return it. The following arc exceptions A maid fervant may be fent back 
within a month ; a Have within fifteen days; grain wnbin ten days ; a jewel 
within feven days ; cattle in general within five days ; a milch cow within 
three days ; iron within one day ; unlels there are any particular llipuU- 
tions to the contrary. 

The feller may take back his goods within the fame period; but then 
he muft fuftain the fame lofs as would have rallcn upon the biiyci lud he 
returned them. 


HERDSMEN. 

If, through the negleEt of a herdfman, a bcaft is loft, or dies, or is hurl, 
he is obliged to repair the injury. 

If abeaft enters a field adjoining to a town, and eats the produce, the 
herdfman. is not anfwerable for the damage, but the man who was fet to 
watch the crop. But if it was not through his ncglcEl, then the matter 

of 
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of the beaft ftiall pay it. Fines exacted by the judge fat the above trespass. 
Fur a bufFaloc, catncl, or afs, feven niaflias of filver. For an ox, three and 
one hair malhas i for a llieep or goat, one and three quarters of a malha. 
If a beaft lies down and eats^ the fine is doubled. But for bcafts with- 
out owueis no one is refponfible. Eleven days after the death of a Brahmin, 
It 13 ufual for his family to let loofe eight, or four, or one bull, with a 
number of cows, which arc prcviouily branded in a particular manner. 
The fame is done thirteen days after the death of a Kehtciecj fixteen 
days after the death of a Byefs; and thirty-one days after the death of a 
Sooder. The cattle are allowed to rove where they pleafe. Neither can 
any fine be exaQed for a cow, who has juft calved, and lies down in a 
field. 


BOUNDARIES. 

Difputcs concerning boundaries cannot be enquired into during the 
rains. Hufbandmeii generally mark their boundaries by burying thereon 
allies, ftones, broken tiles, hair, bones, and fuch other articles as do not 
luon pcrilli in the ground. Sometimes a tree is a boundary. The judge 
mult determine upon thclc proofs, joined to the evidence of at lead four 
hulbandmcn, herdfinen, or hunters. The followmg is the method. Each 
of the vutnefles mull be dicifcd in red, with a firing of red flowers round 
his neck, and placing a clod of earth upon his head, he lhall fay, If I 
fpcak falfcly, my good woiks lliall be of no avail unto me.*’ If there are 
not any witnclTcs, nor any marks for diftinguilhing the boundary, the 
judge lhall decide at his diferetion. 


ABUSIVE. 
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ABUSIVE LANGUAGE. 

This ihey reckon of three kindsj viz. i, Abufing another to his fice, 
Zj IndircS. abufe. 3, Reproaching a man’s mother or filler. 

For the two firfl, if the oflender be inferior to him whom he has abiifcd, 
he fliall be fined 12^ dams j and if they are ci^ual, half that fum. If a fu- 
perior ofi^ends in futh manner againlt his mferior, he fliall be fined in a 
fourth of that fum. 

For the third kind, if the offence is committed againft a fuperior, the fine 
is 25 dams. If they are equal, or a Brahmin abufes a Kchtcrec, or a Kch- 
teree a Brahmin, the offender fliall pay 50 dams. If a Byefs offends in 
this manner againlt a Brahmin, he fliall pay 70 dams, but if a Brahmin 
offends thus againft aByefsjhe fliall pay only dams. And thus between 
Byefs and Sooder. 

If any one fpcaks dirrcfpcflfully of a Dewtah, of the King, or of a Brah- 
nuD who has ftudied the four Bedes, he fliall be fined 540 dams. If he 
abufes a whole family, he fliall be fined 270 dams, or if all the inhabitants 
of a city, 135 dams. 


ASSAULT. 

This they reckon of four kinds, t. Throwing at any one clay, e.irth, or 
filth, 2, Putting in bodily fear, by threatening a blow with a flick, or any 
other weapon. 3, Striking a blow with the hands, feet, or with any weapon. 
4, Wounding with any weapon. 
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The Jiut kinrl. For iimply throwing any thing, he fliall he fined five 
dams ,■ and li he foils him^ ten dams; provided the parties aie equals. But 
if the offender is the infcpor, he lhall be fined double, and if he is the 
fupenor, only hJl the fuin. 

The second kind. For threatening, five dams, if the parties are equals ; 
but if the oiFcnder is the inleiior, double ^ or if he is fupenor, only half 
that fum. 

The thud kind. If the blow occafions a fwelling or bruife, and the 
parties are equals, 270 dams. If the offender is the inferior, the oflcnding 
member fiiall be cut off; or the judge may inlliEl; a fuitahle fine. The 
fines are, A Kchtcrcc agaiiifl: a Brahmin 540 dams; a Byefs againll: a Brah- 
min id8o; a Snodcr againfl a Brahmin 2 i6d. A Byefs againll: a Kehteree; 
or a Soodcr againll a Byefs or a Sooder againll a Kehteree io8o. 

But if a Brahmin offends againll a Kehteree, he pays only 270, or if againIL 
a Byefs 135, or a Sooder 67^: and fo downwaids ill the other calls, to- 
wards one another. 

TTie fouith Kind Between equals, if the lldn is feratched, fifty dams; 
if the flelh is toin, ten tulahs of gold; if a bone is broken, the offender 
lhall be banifhed. If an inferior offends thus againll a fupenor, the fine 
Jhall be double; but if the olFcndcr is the fupenor, it lhall be only half of 
what is paid between c;quals. If any medicine is required, he lhall pay 
the expence thereof, and alio maintain the wounded peifon till cured. 

If any one by a blow hurts a Ihccp or a goat, he lhall be fined eight 
dams ; if It is lamed, he Hull pay its full price to the owner, ami X25 dams 

to 
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to the judge ; and if it is killed, double the puce, and a fine of 250 dams. 
If a horfe, or eamel, or on, be fo uijured, In: lliail pay double the puce 
to the owner, and to the judge the fame Pne as for a llicep. 

If any valuable vegetables arc injured by any pci fun, the owner lhall 
receive the full price, and the judge cxaQ a fine of ten dams , or if U be 
of little value, only eight dams. 


T H E F T. 

If any one fteals one hundred tolahs of gold or filvcr, or any thing of 
that value j or a quantity of gram not Icfs than SS-j maunds; or carries 
away a child, or any one of a family j or another man’s wife, he lhall be 
punillicd with death. 

For {healing Icfs than the fum above-mentioned, they lhall cut off one of 
his hands. If U be fifty maflias or lefs, they lliall fine him eleven times 
ihe fum. The fame concerning gram. 

In the cafes above-mentioned, whatever has been flolcn fliall be re- 
ihoiedto the owner, and if the criminal is not able to pay the fine, he lhall 
be condemned to bondage. For lefler thefts, the punilhracnt lhall be in- 
fli 3 ed at the difcretion of tlie judge. 

MURDER- 

IF an inferior kills Ins fuperior, he lliall fuffer death. If a Brahmin kills 
a Brahmin, his eftate lhall be confifcatcd, and the hair of his head cut off; 
he lhall be branded in the forehead and banilhed. If a Brahmin kills a 
Kehtcrec, he lhall be fined xooo cows and a bull. If a Brahmin kills a 
3 Byefs, 
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Byefj, he lhall he fined 100 cows and a bull. If a Brahmin kills a Sooder, 
he {hall be fined ten cows and a bull. The fame fines are inflifted on 
a Kehteree for killing a Kehteree, and on a Byefs for killing a Byefs, <kc^ 
If a Sooder kills a Sooderj he is fined 500 cows and a bull. 

If the murderer is not difcovered, the inhabitants of the city, town, or 
quarter, where the murder was committed, ihall endeavour to find him; 
and in default, they are {ubje6t to whatever fine the judge may think pro- 
per to infliEt. 


ADULTERY. 

Whofoever deflowers a virgin of his own caft, without her making any 
refiftancc, lhall be compelled to marry her. If he raviflies her, he lhall be 
put to death ; but no punifhmcnt infliflsd on the woman. If the offender 
is a Brahmin, he fliall only fuifer banifliment. 

If fhc was not a virgin, but one who was not ufed to go abroad, and 
confented, and they are both of the fame caft, he fhall be fined 270 dams. 
If he forced her, the fine fhall be 540 dams. If flie is a woman who is 
ufed to go abroad, and coufented, the fine fhall be 25a dams, and if forccdj 
500 dams. If the man is fuperior m caft to the woman, the fine, in all 
tbefe cafeS] lhall be 250 dams, but if the man is infciior, he lhall, in all 
cafesj be put to death ; and they lhall cut olT the woman’s ears and nole. 

MAN AND WIFE. 

If, immediately after marriage, a man difeovers any natural defea on Iiis 
wife, he may part with her without being fubjeEl to any profccution j but. 
the father of the woman lhall be fined. 

If 
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If a man agrees to give a pcrfon one dauglitcr in maniage, bnt aftei. 
waids gives him another, he iliall be obliged to give him both. 

If a hulbaiid goes on a pilgrimage, and is ablent beyond the time he had 
agreed upon, the wife fliall ftay at his houfe during the fpace of eight years, 
whatever her ciicumftanccs in life may be. If he travels to acquire 
knowledge, or m queft of fortune, flic fliall flay in his houfe fix years, 
waiting his rctuin. If he is gone to mairy anolhcr woman, thiee years, 
Aftci the expiration of the picfLiibed peiiod, for each cafe, flic is at libeity 
to leave his boule 111 purfuit of her buliaefs. The hufhaiid then has it not 
in his power lo put her away; but if flic leaves his huufe before her time, 
he IS at liberty to part with her. 

If thehufband is fick, and the wife docs not attend him, he cannot part 
with her for this neglcEl, however, be may refufc to fpcak to her for three 
months, and he may take back whatever prefents he bad given her. But 
after this, he mufl be reconciled to her. 

The Brahmins cannot divorce their wives. But if a hufband commits a 
capital crime, or has any contagious diltcmper, it is lawful for the wife to 
feparate hcrfelf fiom him. 

If a Biahmin has four wives, one of each caft, each fliall perform the 
cciemoiues of her own particular caft; but the Brahmin, on all religious 
occalions, and for anointuig his body with oil, £cc. can employ only her 
of his OVm caft, 


INHE- 
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INHERITANCE. 

If a man dies and leaves behind him a fonj or fonsj and a widow, they 
lhall inherit his eftate equally. 

If there be neither fons, nor widow, the daughter who is unmarried is the 
heir. 

If there be neither fan, widow, nor unmarried daughter, then the mother 
of the deceafed is the heir. 

If he neither leave behind him a mother, then his father fliall be the 
heir. 

If be neither leave behind him a father, then his brother lhall be the 
heir. 

If he neither leave behind him a brother, then his brother’s fon lhall 
be the heir. 

In default of a brother’s Ton, the eftate fliall be divided amongft the 
next of kin. 

If he leave not any relations, then the eAate lhall go to his tutor, or if 
he is not alive, to his fchoohfellows. 

If there be neither any of thefe, then the king is the heir. 


VOL. II. 
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GAMING. 

Whofaever plays with falfe dice, lhall be bahiflied. 

If any onerefurcs to pay his gamej it fliall be forced from him. 

The judge is entitled to a tenth of whatever is gained at play. 

What I have here delivered is a mere fumtnary of the Hindoo laws. 
Theie are a multitude of other cafes, with various and contradiftory com- 
mentarics on each. 

CHAR ASHERUM, or THE FOUR HINDOO DEGREES. 

I now proceed to delcnbe the culloms and manners of the Hindoos, and 
their religious ceremonies. 

The following are the rules obferved by the Brahmins. When a 
Brahmin is out of his minority, he divides the remainder of his life into 
four portions, for the performance of the four Aflierum, or degrees. 

Tub First Dbcrbe, or Bevhetnekarve, The Brahmins regard the Ze- 
nar as one of the firft principles of their religion : indeed none of the 
three firft tribes conJider tliemfclvcs initiated till they have put it on. 
A Brahmin may put on tlie Zenar at any time between eight and fixteen 
years of age, a ICebterec, from eleven till twenty-two ; a ByefS) from twelve 
to twenty-fours but a Sooder cannot wear it. If any of the three tribes 
neglefts to put on the Zennr within the preferibed time for each, he is not 
confidered as a Hindoo. A Brahmin receives the Zanar from his father 


or 
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or tutor; a Kehteree and a Byefs, from the hands of a Brahmin. Only 
a Brahmin can twift this cord ; and that -which a Brahmin puts on the iirft 
timej muft be twilled by his father or tutor. It is made after the foU 
lowing manner : three threads, each meafuring ninety-lix hands, are twilled 
together; then they are folded into three, and twifted again, making it to 
conlill of nine threads. Thi; is folded again into three, but without any 
more twilling, and each end faltcned with a knot. This is the Zener, 
which, being put upon the left Ihouldcr, palTes to the right lide, and 
hangs down as far as the fingers can reach. A Brahmin wears four Ze- 
nars together, and the other two calls only three. Some fay that for this 
puipofc cotton thread is ufed by the Brahmins ; WOrlted by the Kehteree; 
and hempen thread by the Byefs. The firll time that they put on the Ze- 
nar, tlicy hang along with it a flip of deer Ikin, three fingers breadth ; but 
it is llioricr than tlic Zenar. A Brahmin ufes antelope flein; a Kehteree 
any otlicr deer Ikin; and a Byefs goat Ikin. They, moreover, at this 
time, wear round the wailt a cord, made of a particular kind of grafs, called 
Moonj. 

He next learns the Goj/tcree, which are certain words in praife of the fun* 
This tlicy conlidcr like the Kelma of the Mahommedans. 

A Brahmin alfo receives a Half of palafs wood; but for a Kehteree, or 
Byefs, it is made of any other wood. 

After the performance of thefe ceremonies, the noviciate is brought Irnm 
his father’s houfe, and placed under his tutor, to be inllruEled in the Bedes; 
beginning firll with reading his own particular Bede. They fay, that when 
the philofopher Byafs divided the Bede into four parts, he inftruQed fodr 

of 
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of his difciples in the rerpeSiVc doEtiines of each; the defcendants of 
vhich difciples have followed the tenets of the particular Bede inculcated 
by the firit teacher. They never begin to read the Bedes at any of the 
following times, Pinwat Ashtomeait Pooren Mais, Amavuss', neither in 
the nights of Ashiomeen, nor Chuttindimy ^ nor during an ecHpfe. But 
any other of the fix above-mentioned ceremonies may be performed at thofe 
times. 

When a Beihemharee goes to the nccclTary, he hangs the Zenar upon 
his right ear. On this occafion, m the day time he turns his face to the 
north, and at night to the foulh. He afterwaids waflics his privities five 
times widi walci, having each time previoully iifed caith. This is per- 
formed with the left hand, which he then clcanfes five times in the fame 
manner. Next he walhcs both hands five times; and concludes with 
wafliing his feet thrice. When he urines, he clcanfes the parts once with 
earth and water, and then three times with water; nfing his left hand as 
before; after which he walhes both hands and feet. This is the number of 
purifications required from the time of puUingon the Zenar, till fixteen 
years of age, after which period they arc doubled. After performing three 
ablutions, he fits down upon his haunches looking towaids the call or 
noith. Then he takes in his right hand a little water, which he drinks. 
Then he deans his teeth with a AiwitmA, ufing a frelh one every day. 

The drefs of a Uerhemchai ee confifts of, i, The XMiigoioiec, which 
is a picfc (sf doth for covering the privities. 2, The iiungee, ano- 
ther doth which covers the Lungowtee, 3 , A Ihcct without any future, 
4, A linen cap. He bathes every morning before fun-rife, without 
any covering but the Lwigotvlee, and the cord of Afoonj, lie begins 

with 
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with taking up in his right hand a little water^ and fays, Pardon my 
ofFencEs.” After which he throws away the water. Then he rubs him- 
felf all over with earth, and if he is in a river, dives three times, or clfe 
he thiows water thrice over his body, and mbs himfelf with his hands. 
Next he repeats the name of God, and then thiice takes up in his right hand 
a little water, which he lips, and repeats certain prayers, duiing all which 
time he fprinklcs water upon his head. Then with his forefinger and 
thumb he flops his noftnls, and bowing down his face to the furfacc of the 
water, repeats another prayer, and then dives, or throws water over hitn- 
fcir till ICC. He then fprinkles feven times his forehead, bread, and 
fliDuldcrs. Then joining his open hands, he fills them eight times with 
water, and throws it towards the fun, repeating a paiticular prayer j after 
this he lips a little water, and repeats the Putayenam^ mentioned under 
the article Paienjil. This they call the ablution, whether it be performed 
in a river, pond, well, or houfe. He then puts on his clothes, and if he 
is a follower of Ram, makes a mark with afhes along bis forehead. If he 
is a follower of Kishon, he makes twelve kuihkchs, namely upon his fore- 
head, bread, navel, the light and left fidcs thereof, the flioulders, tips of 
the ears, the loins, the crown of the head, and the throat. The clay of 
the Ganges is in tlic higheft edeem for this ceremony ; but they fometimes 
ufe faiTion, and other dyes. A Sooder marks only a circle upon his fore- 
head. After this he takes up his dalT, and puts over his fhouldcrs alea-* 
thcr belt, which fadens at the navel with a cufhion. Then be perforins 
the Siiideyha, which is faying a certain prayer, and drinking and fpiink- 
ling water in a particular manner. Next he performs the ffowm, or burnt 
facrificc. 

Wlien he has performed all thefe ceremonies, he goes and waits up^ 

on 
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on liis tutorj and reads the Bedes. Immediately that the fun begins to 
dechnej the Bethcmchaiee repeats all the ceremonies above defenbed, with 
fume trifling vaiiation. Then he goes and begs food from thicc, five, or 
feven houfes : but he will not receive any from a Sooder. When he has 
drefled a fuificient quantity, he carries it to his tutor, and alks peimiflion 
to eat. Before he begins to cat, he fays a prayer, and performs fomc par- 
ticular ceremonies; and after he has done* repeats another prayer. He 
never fpeaks during meals. At the dulk of the evening he repeats the 
SmdeyKa and Hoium. After this he reads two or three hours, anJ then 
fleeps upon the ground on a bed of ftraw, a tiger’s fkin, deer Ikin, or fuch 
like. He abftains from flclli, honey, beetle, and perfumes. A Berhsm- 
vharee wears his head lhaven, leaving a lock of hair at the back of the 
crown. The hair of the other pai ts of the body is fuflered to grow. He 
ufes neither Shmah nor oil; and never goes where there is finging, danc- 
ing, or gaming. He never kills any animal; and has no commerce with 
women. He never eats of any dilh, till his tutor has tafled it. He is en. 
joined to abftain from lying, anger, avarice, and envy ; and is forbidden to 
fpeak ill of any one, even although he may deferve it. In lliort, he is com- 
manded to lead a life of virtue and holinefs. When he prays, he looks to- 
wards the eafl, or the north. He never looks at the fun at the time of 
rifing or fetting. Some continue in the degree of Berhemeliaree forty-eight 
years, allowing twelve years for the fludy of each Bede. Some pafs 
through this degree in five years, and others only continue in it till they 
have learnt the Bedes. Others, again, fpend all their lives in this ftatej 
and in purfuit of Muchut infliEl upon thcmfclvcs great aullcritics. 

The Secohd Decree, Gemhtji. When the /tmcAnri'e has finiflied 
his ftudies, if he finds an inclination to devote his life to the fervicc of 

God*

Godj and defpifcs all worldly enjoyments^ nothing can be more meritori- 
ous; but if he does not feel fuch an inclination, be waits upon his tutor, 
and allts permillion to return to bis father's houfe. 

He then throws alide all bis drefs, excepting the Zenars but con- 
• tinues the ablutions, and other ceremonies; likei a. Beihemchafee. If he 
is a Brahmin, he puts on a turban, and a Iheet eight cubits long and two 
broad, which ferves to cover bis loins and thighs. Another lliect, four 
cubits long and two broad, he throws over his Ibouldcrs ; this may have a 
future, but the other not. A Getishi^h of any of the other calls, wears 
different kinds of dreffes. Hn now marries, in the manner that will be 
deferibed hereafter. 

The Gmishlth performs certain prayers, and the Hoivm, or buniU 
facrificc, after the following manner. He takes in his hand a branch of 
a peepul, or palafs tree, a cubit in length, and burns it in the Hoivm fire. 
He then palTcs into the fire another branch of the fame kind, and after 
having feorched it, takes it out and preferves it againft the next//ou;m, 
which he performs with this flick ; and then fcorches another in like man- 
ner, winch he preferves againit the time of performing the A^inhoiuter. 
This is a particular Hoivtn^ made with peepul wood, and two other 
fticks, which, by means of a Itrong cord, arc rubbed together till they 
take fire, when they arc put into tlircc earthen vcflels. He then makes 
the figure of a tortoife with one and a fourth of a feer of rice-flour, and 
fprinkles it with oil. Fart of this he throws into the three fires, as an 
oITcriiig to the Oewtahs; and the remainder he gives to the Brahmins, eat- 
ing fame himfclf. A third part of the fire, he preferves during his whole 
life, and every day performs the TIoivm with fomc of it, throwing into the 

fire 
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fire as an ofFenng to the Drwtahs, rice, ghee, milk, barley, or any oth;;r 
eatable. And he repeats the Aginhowier on every Pu7u>a, from the fonrtli 
day after his marnagcj till hefeparates from his father, which is the period 
of this ceremony. 

Any of the calls, excepting a Soodcr, may be a Gc}isht,h. At four 
ghurries before day-bicak, he rifes in his bed, and prays. He divides 
his time into eight paits, ailigmng to each a particular duty. Firll, when 
the fun is above the horizon, he firft looks on it, then on fire, next on 
water, and lalt on gold. If he is a piincc, he firft looks on the fun, then 
on a Biahmin, then on a cow, and lafton ghee. But if none of thefe eight 
things are prefent, he muft look upon the palms of his hands, and perform 
the Sindehi/a. The second ^oihon of lime, he employs in ftudying the 
Bedes, and other fcienccs. The third, he pafles in the fervice of his 
prince } and in the traiifaOion of his own hufinefs. The fourth, in die 
performance of his family concerns. The Jifh, which is at noon, he 
fpends in ablutions, the Sindehya, and in fprinkling water with his hands^ 
as an offering to the Dewtahs, the Rekehsir^ and his anceftors, which cere, 
mony they call Turpun, and it is accompanied with certain prayers. 
The sixth, he prays to Bilhcn, Mahadeo, the fun, Durga, and Gunnies, 
This ceremony, which they call DeopotynA, will be more fully treated of 
hereafter. The seventh, he throws into the fire fume of his food, as a 
biimt-offering to the Dewtahs. After which he performs the Aiitpoojah, 
which is this : he looks out for a perfon who is hungry, and when he has 
found him, treats him with great attention, and feeds him. Then he cats 
himfelf, and thefe ceremonies collcElively are called Bysoodeo Pooja. A 
Brahmin obtains his food by gleaning the field after the reapers. Or ly 
he does not approve of this method, he may receive it from any of his 
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family. Or if he doej not choofe this^ he may receive the voluntary dam- 
nations of ftrangersj ivho are Brahmins, Kehteree^ orByefa. But if he nei- 
ther likes this, he may beg. Or if he does not approve of this, he may 
cultivate land. They think that trade is the vrorit means by which he 
can fupport himfelf. It is not proper for a Brahmin to keep a greatei 
ftock than twelve days provifion ; but others may have as large a flare as 
they pleafe. The eighth, he liflcns to the ancient hiftories of holy men ; 
and peiforms the Sindehya. If he is hungry, he eats again at this time. 
He fpends the remainder of the evening, till the firll watch of the night, in 
lludying philofapby, after which he goes to reft. This they confider to 
be the proper diftribution of time. They obferve many particular cere- 
momes during cclipfcs, and other holidays; the Kehteree and Byefs per- 
forming fewer than the Brahmin. 

The Thirb Asiierum, Banpe7iiht,h, is the name alfo given to the pro- 
felTor, as well as to the degree itfelf. A Sooder cannot take this degree. 

When a Brahmin, Kehteree, or Byefs, arrives at old age, or becomes a 
grandfather, he may give up the management of his family to his Ton, or 
fomc other relation, and bid adieu to the woild. lie quits the city, and 
retiiing to the defert, there builds himfelf a cell, where he weans his heart 
from all worldly concerns, and makes pieparation for his laft journey. 
If his wife, through alTeflion, wiQics to accompany him in his retirement, it 
is allowable; but they muft fubduc all carnal inclinations. Here he pre- 
ferves the perpetual fire for facriiicc^and covers himfelf with the leaves or 
bark of ticcs; a coaife Lmgowtee being the only piece of linen that 
he may wear. lie never cuts his hair nor nails. At morning, noon, and 
evening, he pcrfoims bis ablutions, with the Smdehya ; and every morn- 
VoL. II. X X X ing 
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iiig and evening the /?oiojn, in the fame manner as is dircQ.cd for the 
Gmuhtih; but his ablutians arc now trebled. He hangs down bis hcad« 
and obferves the other rules prcrcribed m Patenjil. He reads the Bedes, 
never fleeps in the day-tunc, and always lies upon the baie ground. 
In the fuinmcr months he fits in the fun, furrounded with four fires. 
During the four rainy months, he dwells upon a flage i ailed above the water 
by four poles, but entirely expofed to the weather. In the four winter 
months, he fits all night 111 cold water. He inccllantly peiforms the fatt 
of Chandeiayin, and cats only at night. It is allowable for hun to ainafs 
a ftore of provifions fuHicient for one year ; but he receives nothing from 
any one; and only fupplics liinileir with wild grain and fiuils. He never 
cooks hisviEluals, but it is allowable for him to Toften them in water. 
When he cannot collcQ provifions hiiiifelf, he applies to other Banpe- 
risKth’Si or if they cannot fupply him, he then dirough ncccllity goes to 
the next town for food, but remains there no longer than is necelTary for 
that purpofe. 

If he is weary of life, he travels towards the call or north, till lie expires 
with the fatigue of the journey, or elfe he throws himfelf into a fire ; or 
precipitates himfelf from an eminence; or drowns himfelf. They think. 
thi& is the fuiB road to paiadifc; but unlefs he had obtained the ftate of 
Smnyass, he will not from this aflion alone be rewarded iMth Muclvut. 

The Foukth Asiierum, Sonnyass. Nothing can exceed the aullcritics 
of this Itate, which, when properly performed, ciifurcs the reward of 
Mutihut. His majelty calls one of thefe difciplinanans Sonnyaisy. 


When a man has paSed through the three degrees above deferibed, he 

goes 
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goes and alks permilfiDn from his tutor to enter into this ftate, ^vhlch being 
obtained, he quits his vnfe, lhaves his head and beard, and gives up all 
woildly concerns. His tutor pielents him a Luvgowiee^ and a fmall piece 
of cloth ; and accepts fomc trifle in return. 

The difciplinaiian then gives up reading, and applies himfclf rolely to 
contemplation, He lives alone in the wilds. Every morning, noon, and 
evening, he performs his ablutions, and purihcations, and follows the rules 
prefciibed In Patenjil. He has a particular way of performing the Sin~ 
dehya^ and continually repeats the word udwan, which is the commence- 
ment of the Bedtis. Towards the evening, be goes to the neaieft town, 
and begs his fool from three, five, or feven houfes, inhabited by Brah* 
mins, repeating the name of God; but he never receives from one houfe 
more than a handful. If they give it him in his hand, he eats it immedi- 
ately : but if they throw it on the ground, he takes it up with his mouth, 
or collc£ling it in a cloth, walhcs it in the river before he makes his meal. 
Then he reurcs to a place, where there are not any figns of cooking or 
rating, or lighting of fires. 

He refufes all communication with a Soodet or Mileetch^ and if any 
perfon does not fupply him immcdi.Ucly with food, he will not wait. Be- 
fore he cats, he IquinLs upon the end of his nofe, and, contemplating, 
walks on with his head and feet bare, never Handing ftill in one place. 
He never flays more than three days in a city, nor two in a village, la 
the rains he dwells in one place; and thus he paffes his life. 

Some pcifurm all ihefe aultciides in the fiill and fccond degrees. Some 
allow twenty-five ycais for each of the four Bates. 

Tha 
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The fecond degree^ or Geiuhtyh, may be profeffed by any of the four 
tribes. From thefirftand third, the i^oaefer i.s excluded. The fourth is 
peculiar to the Brahmins. 

The worship or the DEITY. 

The Hindoo philofophcrs fay, that whofoever feeks to pleafe God, muH 
fet afide part of his property for the purpofe of divine woi (hip. Accord- 
ing to the followers of Nea-iy, Bcydicekhek, Mcymanfa, Beydant, Sank, 
and Patenjil, there are four kinds of divine woifliip, namely, Pooja, Juggen, 
Dan, and Sheradh, which will be explained in their pioper order. 

Tiie^First Kind of WORSHIP, dr POOJA,. 

Issur Pooja. Since they admit that the Almighty occalionally alTumes 
an elementary form, without defiling lus hohticfs, they make various idols, 
in gold and other metals, winch Icive to allift their imaginations whilll 
they offer up their prayers to the invifiblc Deity. This they call Pooja, 
and divide into fixteen ceremonies. After he has performed his ufiial 
ablutions, with the Sindehya and TIoivm, he fits down looking towards the 
eait or the north, with his legs drawn up in front. Then taking in his hand 
a little water and rice, fprinkles the idol, thinking that he thereby begins the 
worfliip of God. Next is the Kubk Pooja, when he worlliips the idol’s 
flaggon. Then follows the Shunkh Pooja, or the worfliip of the Conch 
Shell. Laft is the Ghunta Pooja, which is pladering the bell with fandal 
wood. When he has performed thefe Poojas, he throws down a little rice, 
and wilhes that God may be manifelted. Thus far includes the hrlt of 
the fixteen ceremonies. 2. He places a table of metal, or any thing elfe, 
as a feat for die Deity, g. He throws water into a veflel to walh his foot- 
fteps, In Hindoftan it is the cufloin, that when a fuperior enters the houfe 

of 
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of an inferior, he walhes his feet. 4, He fprinklcs water thrice, to reprefent 
the idol rinling Ills mouth. It is alfo the cufl-om, for an inferior to bring 
to a fupenor water, to rinfe his mouth before meals. 5, Sandal, flowers, 
beetle, and nee, are offered to the idol. 6, The idol and his feat are ear- 
ned to another fpot. Then he takes in his right hand a white conch fbcll 
full of water, which he throws over the idol, and with his left hand rings 
the bell. 7, He dries the idol with a cloth, replaces it upon its feat, and 
dreffes It. 8j He puts the Zenar upon the idol. 9, He makes the Kusheh 
upon die idol in twelve places. 10, He throws over the idol flowers, or 
green leaves. 11, He fumigates it with perfumes, is, He lights a lamp 
with ghee, ij}. He places before the idol trays of food, according to his 
ability, which are diflributed amongll the by-flanders as the idol’s leav- 
ings. 14, They call Nuin&kar, which is worfliipping God with heart and 
tongue, and ftretching himfelf at full length with his face towards the 
ground. This proftration is called Dundawt. Then he lays himfelf in 
fuch manner, that bis eight members Loudi the ground; namely, the two 
knees, two hands, forehead, nofe, and cheeks, and this they call Shashtang. 
Thcfe kinds of proftration are alfo performed to great men. 15, He com- 
paffes the idol fevcral times. 16, He ftands like a Have, with his hands 
uplifted, and alks permiffion to depart. There are particular prayers, and 
many different ways of performing thefe fixtecn ceremonies. Some ufe 
more than thefe fixtecn ceremonies ; and others believe that only from the 
9th to the 13th arc indifpcnfiblc duties. Excepting a Sotinyaffy and a 
Sooder, all other Hindoos perform this Pooja thrice every day, 

God may be adored in the heart; or in the fun; or in fire; or in water; 
or in earth ; or under the form of an idol. 


They 
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They alfo make images of thofe who have attained immortal felicity, and 
conlidei the worihippuig of them as the means of obtaining falvation. 

Ths Second Kind df WORSHIP. 

Juggen, irhich they alfo call Jag, and it is of three kinds, i, Pak 
Juggen, making the Homm in the name of the Dewtahs, and beftowing 
charity before he eats. This is of different kinds. 2, Jup Juggen, re- 
peating prayers, and reading books of 'wifdom. And thefe tyro arc m 
CDoftant ufe. g, Bidh Juggen, is alfo of feveral kinds, m fome of which 
great fums of money are expended, and a number of animals facnficed. 
One kind of Bidh Juggen is the AsKownieedK Juggen, which is performed 
only by great monarchs. When every thing is prepared for the facrifice, 
they place in the front a white horfe, who has a black right ear, and after 
repeating certain prayers, the prince fets out upon conqueft, and carries 
viQory wherever he goes. All the monarchs of the earth become tribu- 
tary to him, and enter into his troops. They fay, that whofoever has 
performed this ceremony an hundred times, will become a monarch of the 
upper regions. They pietcnd that there have been feveral fuch, and re- 
late marvellous ftories of them. If he does not perform that number, he 
only obtains a comfortable habitation there. JZasseu/ee Juggen^ At this 
grand facrifice, all the monarchs of the earth muft be prefent, and they 
alone can officiate. Whofoever has prcfided at luch a facrifice twice, 
becomes a monarch of the upper regions, and they fay, that many have 
obtained this felicity. This facrifice is of various kinds; but the two 
here given, muft fuffice for this volume. 
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The Tiiie.ii Kind of WDRSHIP. 

Dan, giving money and goods to the needy. There are various ways of 
befiowing alms, but the following arc moll in elliraalion. i, Toladan^ 
weighing himfelf againll gold, Diver, and other valuables. 2, Heingbhk 
Dan, An image of Brahma is made with four faces, in each of which arc 
two eyes, two cars, two nofes, and two mouths; it has four hands, and 
the other parts of the body like an oidinary man. It is of gold, weighing 
not lefs than thirty-three tolahs and Four mafliahs, nor more than 3410 
tolahs. The hcighth mult be feventy-Lwo fingers, and breadth foity-eight 
fingers. This is adorned with jewels, and, after the performance of certain 
ccicmonieSj given away in alms. 3, Brahmatund Dan. An egg is made 
of goldyof two parts, which join together fo as to form a perfeO. oval. 
It rnufl not be fmaller in breadth and heighth than twelve fingers; nor 
larger than no fingers. The weight from fixty-fix tolahs fix maihahs, 
to 3333 tolahs four mafliahs. . 4, Kulptoor Daw, is the name of a tree, 
which was one of the fourteen things brought out of the Tea by the ICow- 
I im Owtar’, which wll be deferibed hereafter. Birds are reprefented fitting 
upon the branches. It is made of gold, and mull not weigh lefs than two 
tolahs. Q, Gooiikiir Dan. One tlioufand cows, with the points of their 
horns plated with gold, and their hoofs with filver, with bells and katafles 
about tbfeir necks. 6, Ilerenncnjeh Kamdheen Dan. A cowand calf made 
of gold, weighing from 850 to 3400 tolahs. 7. Herenneey^h-shm Dan. 
A horfe made of gold, weighing from ten tolahs to 3333 tolahs four ma- 
ihalis. 8, Ilerenm&yeh-shmrith Dan. A four-wheeled chariot made of 
gold, with four or eight horfes, weighing from ten tolahs to SDDo tolahs 
eight mafliahs, g, IJemhcsinih Dan. A carriage drawn by four ele- 
phants, all of gold, weighing from fixtccu tolahs to 6660 tolahs eight mafliahs, 
3 10, Peneh- 
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lOj Penehlon^el Dan. Four ploughs of gold, the fame weight as the 
laft article, n, Deha Dan. A reprcfentation of a piece of land, with 
mountains and rivers, made of gold, not weighing lefs than lixteen tolahs 
eight mafliafas, nor more than 3333 tolahs. 12, PFishwachucher Dan. 
A golden fphere, -weighing from iixty-iix tolahs eight malhahs to 3333 
tolahs four malhahs. 13, Kulpleta Dan. A golden vine, weighing from 
£xteen tolahs to 3333 tolahs four malhahs. 14, Suptsagir Dan. A re<. 
prefentation of the feven Teas in gold, weighing from twenty-three tolahs 
four malhahs to 3333 tolahs four malhahs. 15, Ruttendkeen Dan. A cq-w 
and calf made of precious hones. 16, Mahahhaatghit Dan, is a golden 
figure, with the head of an elephant, and the other parts human. This is 
Gunnies, Weight from fixteen tolahs eight malhahs to 3333 tolahs four 
malhahs. 

According to fome books, Toladan is the only kind that is proper, and 
none of the others Ihould be lels than ii 56 tolahs fix malhahs, or more 
than 83 3 tolahs four malhahs. There are alfo different opinions about the 
manner of diftribudon: fome maintaining that it ought to be firll; given 
to the uithareya, and by them diftributed to others. An AchareyOy is one 
who teaches the Bedes, and other feiences. Some dircEl it to be given to 
other Brahmins. 

There are diftinft ceremonies appointed for each kind of Dan-, but 
they may be given at any time, although during eclipfes, and when the 
fan enters the fign Capricorn, and fome other feafons, arc elleemed more 
efpecially meritorious. Great rewards are promifed to thofe who are 
charitable, infomuch that for the firft kind of Dan, if he weigh himfclf 

again It 
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ngainn; gold, he will rrmain m paiailifc for one huadred million kulps j 
and when he reafliimcs a human forni, will be a mighty monarch. 

The Fourth Kind of WORSHIP. 

giving chanty in the name of his anceftors, and which is done 
at various times, i, The day on which he dies, and the anniverfary 
thereof, a, On the Tit.h Amavus, of every month. 3, The fixteenth 
Tit,b, of the month of Allln. 4, Beftowing charity in their names at fome 
public place of worlhip. 

The following is the manner of performing the Sheradh. He gives to 
the Brahmins money, goods, and food, dreffed and undreflbd, in the name 
of his father, giandfather, and great-grandfather j and ofhis mother, grand- 
mother, and great-grandmother. 

According to the four tribes, when Poojahi jDqWj and SK^adh 
are performed, the Deity is completely worlhippcd. 

The OWTARS, or Incarnations of the Deity, 

The Hindoos of the feHs of Nec-aiy, Beylheckch, Beydant, Meyman- 
fa. Sank, and Patenjil, believe that God occalionally aflumes an elEmen* 
tary form; which manifeftation they call Poaian Owtar, 

Thofe numberlefs parts of the creation, which by the ray of divinity 
that they poflefs, are endowed with wonderful powers, they call Umh 
Oiota.1. 
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The POORAN DWTARS. 

They fay, that during the four Jowgs, there will be ten Owtars; and 
that nine have already appeared.

MUTCH OWTAR. 

When the Deity was manifeftcd under the form of a fifli, of whidi 
they give the following account. In the country of Darawird, lituatcd 
at the extremity of theDckhanj in the city of Behdrawutty, during the Siit 
Jowg, in the month of Phagun, on the Tit,h EkaduCTy, Rajah Mun, who 
had bid adieu to all worldly defires, and had folely employed himfclf in 
the worlhip of Cod, for above a million years, was performing his devo- 
tions on the beach of the river Kirtmala : and whilA he was performing 
his ablutions, a little filh came into his hand and faid, Prcfcrvc me.” 
It remained in his hand the fpace of a day and night, when having be- 
come larger, he put it into an ewer. When this would not contain it, 
he put it into a jar. But growingtoo large for it, he threw it inlo a well ; 
from thence he removed it to a pond, and from thence into the Gan- 
ges. But this foon becoming too confined for the fiih, it went into the 
ocean. When it had filled the ocean, the Rajah difeovered it to be the 
Deity, worfliipped it, and prayed to be informed of the caufc of the ma- 
nifeftation. He heard die following anfwcr, “ I am the only God, and 
have aflumed this body for the deliverance of yourfclf, and a few more of 
the cleft. After feven days, a light lhall Ihinc forth, and the earth Ihall be 
deluged with water. Embark on board a certain Ihip, taking with you a 
few righteous perfons, together with the divine books, and the choiceft 
medicines ; and fatten the ftiip to the horn, which grows out of my head,” 
The deluge lafted one million feven hundred and eighteen thoufand years; 
and when the deluge ceafed, the filh difappeared. 


EOWRUM, 
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KOVVRUM O WTAR. 

In the month of Katick Suckulputclij on the TJl,h DuadulFy^ God ap- 
peared in the foim of a torluile. The Dewtalis wanted to churn the 
oceanj in order to make the water of immoitalityj in the fame manner as 
butter li obtained from milk. For tins purpofe they made ufe nf the 
mountain Minder, which u> the largcfl iii the uiiivcrfc, by way of a churn 
pole. The weight of the mountain was fo exccfllve, that they could not 
fuftain It, fo that it funk into the ocean, and they were not able to recover 
it, till God appeared in the form of a torloife, and raifcd it upon his 
back, when the Dewtahs obtained their wilh. On this miraculous occa- 
fion, fourteen invaluable treafures were obtained from thefea. i, LuUk- 
vicsn, riches, appeared like a blooming bride, and bellowed blelliiigs 
upon mankind. 2, Koivstubh jl/itn, a w'onderful rcfplendent jewel, of 
incdimablc value. 3, Parjuluckbeeietchi a tree whofe flowers never fade, 
and whofe odor perfumes the univerfe. According to fome it is oracular, 
and bellows whatever is dcfired ; which donation is called Kulphirhh. 
4, Soora, wine. 5, DehmunUr, a phyfieian who healed the fick, and 
raifed the dead to life. In his right hand he held a leech, and in his left 
a branch of the Mirabolan tree. His majefty fays, that thefe ought to 
have been reckoned fcparatcly, and incrcafed the number of blclBngs to 
Jixteen. 6, Chmdermant the moon. 7, Kamdlim, a wonderful cow, 
from whofe dugs ilTucd whatever was wanted. 8, lyraput, a white ele- 
phant with four tufks. 9, Sunkh, a wonderful founding white conch fhcll, 
which beftowed viQory upon wkomfoever poflefled it. to, Amiiij or the 
water of immortality. 11, Bihh, deadly poifon. 12, RuTtibka, a beautiful 
woman of an amiable dirpolition. 13, AtssoQ^ a borfe with eight heads. 
14, Saren^dhenoohi a bow that never failed to carry an arrow true to 
the mark,

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After thefe difcoveiies, ATowwra dcfcended into the e&rthj viicie they 
believe he is ftill exifting. 


BARAH OWTAR, 

Or the hog; which incarnation happened at the city of Bermahwerl, 
near Neemhharj in the Soobah of Owdh, duiing the Sut Jnwg, in the 
monthof Katick, on the Tit^h Pooran Maify, after the following manner. 
One Hiinakessj of the race of the Deyts, had paffed a long life in religious 
worihip. One day God revealed hunfelf unto him, and ailted him what 
he wiihed for, Hirnakefs, rejoiced at thefc vrords, enunieiated all the 
noxious animals, and entreated that they might nut have power to hurt him ; 
and that he might he univcrfal monarch. Shortly after he obtained lus 
wilhes. When he took upon himfclf the government of the upper regions, 
he committed the earth to the care of one of his relations. The Dewtahs, 
accompanied by Brahma, went to Biflicn, and they altogether laid their 
grievances before the Almighty, Hirnakels, in ciiuincrating the noxious 
animals, had forgotten to include the hog, wherefore they leceivi'd for 
anfwer, ** 1 will manifelt myfclf under that form, and deprive him of life.'’ 
A fhort time after, God appeared in that form, and dcllroyed Hirnakefs, 
They fliovr the place where this happened, near Soioon. 

NIRSINGH OWTAR, 

Was an animal from the head to the waift like a lion, and the lower 
parts refembling a man. It appeared at the city of Kerenpoor, now 
called Herdoun, near Agra, during the Sut Jowg, in the month of By- 
fakh Suckulptttchj on the Tit,h Chutterdufly. 


It 
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II is related, that one Hcrenkilhp, of the race of the Deyts, having fpent 
many years in aufteiitics, God revealed himfLlf unto htm, and aflccil him 
whai: he wanted He firfl afked, that his death might neither happen during 
the day nor night. He then begged that he might be invulnerable from 
all noxious animals, naming them one by one, and concluded with de- 
manding to be foie monarch of the earth, and of the upper regions. The 
Dewtahs were accordingly put under his command, and the univerfc 
groaned under opprelhons. The chiefs of the Dewtahs hefought Brah- 
ma to be their mediator with God, and he hcaid their prayer. *Hcren- 
kiQip had a Ton, named Pirladb, who alTociated with the Dewtahs in their 
worlliip of the Deity, and notwithllanding his father did every thing to 
molefl him, never could be made to fwerve fiom his duty. One evening 
Hercnkillip came to his Ton, and alkcd him where the Deity was to be 
found, lie defenbed him as being every where, and in older to explain 
himlelf, pointed to a pillar, faying that he was mamfclled even there. 
Herenkiflip ignorantly Ilruck the pillar; when by the miraculous power 
of God, there ilfiied from it the animal above defcrlbcd, and tore him 
in pieces This happened at the interval between day and night, and not 
by any animal that he had defenbed. It is faid, that allccd 

Pirladb what he defned, and that noble minded being afleed only fur Jetvun 
Muchut, which is everURing life, free fiom worldly joy and funow. This 
Owtar continued maiiifeA one hundred years. 

BAMUN OWTAR. 

In the Tertya Jowg there lived, at the city of Soonbhedra, on the banks 
of the Nerbudda, one Kufht, the fon of Mereeb, the Ton of Brahma. In 
the month of Bhadun, on the Tit,li Duadufly, Suckulputch, this Kulht 
1 had 
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had a male dwarf b) liis wife Arwut, This is tlic Eatnun Owtar] and 
he lived one thaiifand years. 

A perfon, of the race of the Dytc, named Eiil, inHidcd upon himfclf 
many auftentieSj in hopes of □buiiiing for his rewaid the monarthy of 
the uiilverfe. Cod appeared unto him, and granted his wilh. When he 
alTumed the government, he did not difpoflefs any of the Dewtahs. But 
although he performed various Juggens, he omitted to offer to the Dew- 
tahs th^r appointed lhare; whereupon they, through the mediation of 
Brahma, pi evaded upon Biflien to dethrone him. He by his prefeience 
foretold what fliould befall him, and which was accoinplifhed to the 
very minute. When this infant dwarf was of a proper age, they placed 
him in the fchool of the philofopher Birdewaj, and he attended that phi- 
lofopher at the Juggen which the rajah performed at Kooikheyt. The 
rajah afked him what he required, and he anfwered, “ Give me as much 
land as 1 can meafure with three fieps." The rajah was angry, and faid, 
'* Why aflc you fuch a trifle from me, feeing that I am fuch a powerful 
monarch?" However, after along converfation, he atlaft confented. Tlie 
lirll fiep of Bamuthf included the earth andPa/af/, and the fecond to, ok 
in all the upper regions. The rajah, in exchange for the third fliep, de- 
livered. himfelf up to him. Becaufe the rajah was naturally good, Ba- 
mun, after depriving him of his kingdom, made him monarch of the infer- 
nal regions. 


PURRISHRAM OWTAR. 

In theTertya Jowg, in the month of Byfakh Suckulputch, at Rungta, 
near Agra, in tbehoure of Jumdekhen, a Brahmin, there was born this child. 


One 
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One Dceruj, of tlie race of the Dyte, who bad neither hands nor feet, 
at that time fai upon the throne. He was very unhappy at his misfortune, 
and at length quitting the world, retired to the mountain of K}ldf5. Ma- 
liadeo had compaflion upon him, and gave him a thoufand hands, and 
made him monarch of the three regions. But he opprelfcd the Oew- 
tahs till, at their prayer, God confented to put an end to his tyranny. 
They fay that jemdekben was a defeendant of Mabadeo, and Runeeka, 
his wife, of the poftenty of Adit, the mother of the Dewtahs. She had 
live fons, of whom Purnlhram was the lall. He was educated by Maha- 
deo in the mountain of Kylafs, and his father jemdekhen worlhipped 
in the defert. Deeruj was one day hunting, and happened to pafs by the 
cell of Jemdekhen. Being very hungry and thirlly, Jemdekben fupplicd 
him with cxquifite viands, and alfo prefented him with drcllcs and jewels 
befitting a monarch. The rajah was altonifhcd, and faid, “ I will not 
venture to touch thefe things, till you have informed me in what manner 
you came by them.” He anfwcrcd, “ indre, die monarch of the upper 
regions, intrulled to my care the cow Khamdhcen, and whatever 1 want flic 
gives me out of her dugs.” This account filled the rajah with avaiice, 
and lie demanded the cow. Jemdekhen faid, that without the order of 
Indre, he could not comply with Ins dciirc, iiciLhcr would he be able to 
take her by foicc. He was amazed, and having colliflcd together a great 
number of troops, commenced hoflilitics, but without any cflcCl. At laft 
be came fecrctly in the night, and killed Jemdekhen, but could not get 
any tidings of the cow, Runeeka font for her fon FiirriJhram, and after 
performing the ufiial ceremonies of mourning, according to the cullom 
of her tribe, burnt licrfelf, and fent her fon to revenge the death of his 
father. Furrifliram, poflefled of divine power, after twenty hatilcs, flew 
the rajah, and ri'fturcd the kingdom to the Dewtahs, Then liaving coU 
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kflcd to5^ll-'ei al' d'c rklic^ rf the iinivcifc, he iicil'in moil ihe Jiig^on, 
and bcKoworl ihe wbok m chaiii) , aOer v'bjch lic loiiioil f'otn the v^mld. 
They belie /c him to be iliU livnij, aii.l lliow Lia lubilation in the moun- 
tain of Mduiidcr in the R'lhen. 

RAM OWTAR. 

They fay that Raven, of the tube oF the Rakufs, who was only two 
defeents from Brahma, had ten heads and twenty hands. He fpent ten 
tlioufand years in the mountain of Kylafs, worfliipping God, and devoted 
his heads, one after the other, in hopes to obtain for his reward the mo- 
narchy of the three regions. God appeared to him, and granted his 
defire. The Eewtahs, being opprefled by him, imploied the Almighty 
to dethrone him. Their prayer was granted, and Ram appointed to exe- 
cute the divine will. Ram was born in the Tertya Jowg, in the month of 
Cheyte Suckulputch, in the ninth Tit,h, m the city of Owdh. His father 
I was Rajah Jeflerut, and his mother Koolhelya. In Ins youth he acquired 
every ait and fcience, and afterwards defpiling worldly enjoyments, tra- 
verfed the deferts, and made pilgrimages to all the holy places. At 
length he became king of the earth, and deftroyed Rawen, and introduced 
many laws. 


KISHEN OWTAR. 

Above four thoufand years ago, Ogur Sein, of the Jadown tribe, 
reigned at Mehtrah, but was dethroned by his fon, Kenfs, who affumed 
the government. At the fame tune jerafund, Seis Paul, and other kings 
of the Dyte caft, exercifed unbounded tyranny. The earth, thus op- 
preSTed, aifumed the form of a cow, and accompanied by Brahma, went 
to Biihen, and implored him to deliver her from thofe oppreflors. He 
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granted their rcqueft, and committed the execution of it to Kiflien. The 
altrologerj foretold Kenfsj that a perfon Ihould foon be born who would 
deprive him of life, upon which he ordered that all the new born mfants 
Ihould be deftioyed; and thus every year flied the blood of nmnberlefa 
innocents. His fifter, Deywuckee, juft now married Buflileo, of the 
Jadown tribe. At this time Kenfs heard a voice faying, that the eighth fon 
of that marriage would kill him. He therefore threw them both into 
prifon, and deftroyed feven of their children. But in the beginning of the 
Kal Jowg, in the month of Bhadun Kilhenputch, Tit>h Aflitoomee, Kilhen 
was bom in the prifon at Mehtra. The guards were fallen afleep, the 
fetters fell from the feet of the father and mother, and the doors of the 
prifon flew open. The infant faid, Crofs the Jumna, and go to the 
houfe of Nunda Aheer, and while the family are afleep, bring away his new- 
born daughter, and leave me in her ftead." BulTdeo accordingly forded 
the river, and leaving Kilhen in the houfe of Nunda, brought away his new- 
born daughter in exchange. 

Kiflien, in his ninth year, killed Kenfs, and reftored Ogur Scin to his 
kingdom. He then made war upon the other tyrants, and deflroyed them. 

He lived one hundred and five years. He had 16,108 wives, every 
one of whom brought him ten fons and a daughter. And every wife 
thought that flie poflefled the whole of Kilhen’s affeElion. 

BOODH OWTAR 

Was born to Rajah Sedowdhen, by his wife Maia, in the city of Mokta, 
in the Kal Jowg, in the month of Dyfakh, Tit,h Sutmee Suckulputcb*' 
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They fay, that on account of the number of animals which were at that 
time facnficed in JuggenSt the Almighty appeared under a human form, 
to convince mankind of the wickednefs of this cuftom; and that he 
accordingly manifefted himfelf at the time abovcmentioned, and live one 
hundred yeais. Some account has already been given of him, in deferib- 
ing the doflrine of Boodh^ 


KULKEE OWTAR 

Will be born of Bilhenjun Brahmin, by AwejErdence, in the city of 
Sembel, at the end of the Kal Jowg, in the month of Byfakh Tit,h Sutmee 
Suckulputch. He will live a bundled years. 

They fay, that die time will come when theic will not be a monarch 
on the earth; when wickednefs will be univerfal; grain fcarce, and die 
life of men will never exceed thirty years; but the gieateft number will 
die before that period. And that God, to remedy all thefe evils, will alTume 
a human form, and make the woild flourilli again by jufticc. 

Some add fourteen other Qwtars, incicafing the number to twenty- 
four; and have written hiftories of caeh, containing wonderful relations. 

The Hindoos make images of the Owtars of gold, filvei, and other 
materials, and worlhip them. 

UNCLEAN THINGS. 

Wine, blood, all the human excrements; a woman %vho has not per- 
formed her neceflary purifications; die flclh. of afs, hog, dog, and their 
bones; alfo the dufi that is lhaken out of them, as well as of fiiecp and 

goats, 
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goats, and the duft of a broatn, or ont of a garment. Being touched by 
a Giiner, or a crow, or a cock or hen, or a rat, or a moufe, or an eunuch, 
or a burnt net, or a walherman. or a hunter, or a hfiierman, or a gamcfler, 
or a diltiller, or an executioner, or a tanner, or a dealer in leather, or a 
d 3 'er, or an oilman. 


PURIFIERS. 

Fire, prayer, Pu7Jt/anajn Seyidehya, funlhinc, moonlhinc, light of a fiie, 
air, water, eartli, afhes, muftard feed, wild gram, fliade of a tree, the 
hind part of a cow’s leg, a plough, milk, milk-curds, ghee, dung, and 
urine of a cow. 


The manner qe PURIFICATION. 

The foul is purified by knowledge, and religious worlhip; and when 
the body is defiled by any improper food, it is clcanfed by Puiryanem, or 
Sindeltya, or by eating wild grain. A drunkard is purified by melted glafs. 
When the body is defiled by any impurity that proceeds from itfelf, it 
is purified by earth and water, and by walking the teeth and eyes. Water 
that has been defiled by the fhadow of a climidal, is puiified by funlhine, 
moonlhinc, or wind. If any filtli falls from an animal into a well, they 
niutl draw out fixty jars of water; and if the fame accident happens to a 
pond, they mull; take out one hundred jars. If any filth falls into oil, it 
mult be boiled. Milk cannot be puiificd, excepting from the Jhadow of a 
cliunddl, when it may be boiled. Cotton, molaflcs, or grain, after feparaU 
ing whatever had defiled it, mufl be fprinkled with water. Gold, filver, 
{tone, vegetables, filk, and whatever grows in the earth, arc purified by 
being waflicd in water. If they have been defiled by unclean oil, they 
rauft be waflicd in hot water. Wooden velTels, if touched by a cbundal, 

cannot 
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cannot be puriBed by any means. But if they are touched by any other 
unclean thing, or by a Sooder, they may be purified by feraping. The 
fame rule is to be obferved for vclTels of bone or horn. Any ftone veflel 
that has been defiled, after being walhed mult be buried for feven days. 
A fieve, or a pellle and mortar, is purified by being fprinkled with water. 
An earthen veflel is purified by being heated in the fire. The earth is 
cleanfed by fweeping, or by wafliingi or by lighting a fire upon it : or if a 
cow lies down upon it, or walks over it, or m time it will punfy itfclf. If 
a cow touches any food with her mouth, or a hair, a fly, or any other 
mfe£t falls therein, it is purified by aOies or water. If it is defiled by any 
filth falling oif the body of the perfon who is eating, he muft walh it with 
water, or fcour it with earth, till it is perfectly clean. If he defiles himfelf 
in the upper parts of the body, excepting the hands, he muft fcour himfelf 
With earth, an d hathe. If he defiles himfelf in the lower parts, he is purified 
by walhing the parts. If he is defiled by drinking wine, or by having con- 
nexion with an impure woman, or by any human excrement, he is puri- 
fied by walhing, fcouring with eaith, and wafliing again, if below the navel ; 
but if it happens above the navel, then after the fecond walhing, he muft 
anoint the parts with ghee, cuw‘8 milk and cuids, and cow’s dung and urine, 
and he muft alfo drink three handfuls of river water. If he is defiled by the 
touch of a wafherman, or a dealer in leather, or an executioner, or a 
hunter, or a fiflierman, or an oilman, or a tame hog, be is purified by 
water alone. But if he touches an unclean woman, a rweeper,''%i finner, a 
corpfe, a dog, aft, cat, crow, cock, or hen, or a moufe, or a camel, or is 
defiled by the fmoke of a corpfe that is burning ; or by the duft fliaken off 
an afs, dog, Iheep, or goat, he muft go into water with his cloaths on, 
look at the fun, and repeat feme particular prayers. If he touches human 
iat or bone, he muft bathe with his clothes on ; or drink three handfuls of 
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water; or look at the fun ; or put hi3 hand upon a cow. If he is foiled 
with the blood of clean animals, he is purified by fcouring himfelF v/ith 
earth and water. IF a garment of wool or lilk is polluted by fuch things 
as would require a man, if touched, to bathe, it is purified by the wind or 
funOiine. 


IMPROPER DRESS. 

It is reckoned indecent for a Brahmin, a Kehterce, or aByefs, to wear 
any part of their drefs of blue, unlefs it be of £lk or wool. Excepting a 
Brahmmee at night ; and a Kcfaterec woman, whilll a bride, or at a feafli, 
and a Byefs woman when performing Sheradh. But they all take it off 
during meals. 


FORBIDDEN FOOD. 

Human flelh, beef, horfc-llefli, houfc fowls, parrots, lhahrukb, pigeon.s, 
owl, vulture, camehon, kirdanch, farefs, pcpccbeh, water-fowl, frogs, 
fnakes, niungoofe, and all animals whufe claws are joined together. All 
tame animals, excepting goat, red water-fowl, heron, dried flelh, the five 
kinds of rohoo fifli, all carnivoious animals, camel, elephant, ihinoccros, 
monkey, worms of all kinds, camels and mares milk; and the milk of all 
animals with parted hoofs; the milk of wild animals, and the milk of a 
cow for thirteen days after calving. The milk of a cow whofe calf has 
died, till Ine has another; garlit, carrots, onions, grain that bas grown in 
unclean ground; gram that bas been touched by the foot of a man, or by 
the hand of an unclean woman. Any thing that comes from the lioufe 
of an adulLrefs, or a thief, or of a caipcnter, or of an ufurcr, oi of a black- 
fmxth, or of a poliflier of metals, or ol a goldfmith, or of a waflieiman, or 
of an executioner, or of a dealer in leather, or of a public linger oi dancei, 


or 
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Of of one Avho fells arniSj or of a diAiller, or of a plivficidii, or of a furgeon, 
oi fioni Lhe houfe of a ImntcTj or an eunurh. Ncuher is it la\vrul to cat 
any thing that has been diefled for the Dcv;tahs. Nor the food, nor leav- 
ings of any pci Ton who is mourning for a relation, nor the food of an irre- 
ligious woman, or of a great liiiner. Clicefe, and every thing of that kind 
that IS made of milk, is alfo forbidden : and whatev er is drefled without watei 
or oil ; and any thing dieflcd over night, or any food that is defiled, and 
nnpurified. 

Neither is it allowable to cat before performing fome ceremonies, which 
will be now dcfcribcd. 


TAe ]lfan?ie/ q/ Dressing Food, and /Ae Cp)rn?on/es io he ohseived hefoie 

Meals, 

Every time before cooking, if it be in the houfe, the ground and part of 
the wall muft be plaftered with cow-dung and earth. If it be abroad, 
then as much ground as will contain all the cooking utenfils, muH: be 
plaftered in the fame manner. No perfon, but the cook, muft enter 
this place. The cook firft bathes himfelf, then puts on a Dhowtce, and 
covers his head. If a piece of paper, a dirty rag, or any filthy thing, 
falls upon the ground, which has been fpread with cow-dung and earth, 
the food IS fpoilt, He muft then begin again, by plaftcring the ground 
afrefli with cow- dung and earth. The cook mull be either a woman, or 
a Brahmin, who makes it his particular bufincls, or a relation; unlcfs the 
mailer of the family cooks himfelf. 

Before eating they plaller the ground with cow- dung and cairth> They 


never 
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never fpread any covering over the ground, but may lit upon a plank, or 
a Itool. 

The following cctcmonics mull always be peiformed before meals, 
1, Hearing fome pait ui the Bedes, a, Sprinkling water, as a libatiun 
for their anceAors. 3, Picfenting fome of the food to their iilul. 4, Throw- 
ing a little food upon the ground, as an ollenng to die Dewtahs. 5, Giv- 
ing fome part' to the poor. When tbefe ceremonies arc conrludLd, the 
ebildien eat firll, then the man’s relations, and lalt oF all himfclf. Tw'o 
cannot cat out of one difh, not even infants. Only die cook can ferve up 
the victuals. He cats after all have done. For drinking, every one has 
alfo a feparate cup. Formerly a Brahmin would eat at the houfe of a 
Kchterce or a Byefs, and they were alfo allowed to eat at his But fince 
the commencement of the Kal Jowg, no one will cat but in the houfe of hia 
own particular call. Formerly they ufed fur their plates and diQics the 
leaves of trees, as well as gold, filver, bials, and roeyreii, and would not 
ufe copper, earthen waie, 01 done. Now they icfuio to Cat out of a 
broken dlfli, or fiom olT the leaves of Pcepul or Akh. 'fhey account it 
improper to eat more than once m a day, and once in a night. 


Oi THEIR FASTS. 

The ^i’st kind. When they neither eat nor drink, for a day and nij>l.t. 
There arc twenty-nine fuch fads in the courfc of the year, that tire iiidil- 
pcnhhlc, viz. the two Akaduifys and DuadulTys of every ninnth. Scwi.u, 
ChutterdulTy Suckulputch of Byfakhj which is the annivcrlaiy of thr biilh 
of Nerfingh. The Tertya Suckulputch of Byfakh, ni the nativit) of Pui- 
rilhtam. The ninth of tlic Suckulputch of ChcytCj the uaLivUy. of Rtro, 

Alhiuiiit'.:^ 
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Anitoomee Kiihenputch of Sawen, the nativity of Kiflien, Somcj at thefo 
times, abltain from eating giain, or fiom fjitie paiticular kinds only. 

The second hmd. He falls during the day, and eats at tiight> 

The thud kind. He eats nothing but fiuits, and diinks milk or water. 

The font ih kind. He eats once during the day and night. 

The Jifth kind. He eats only one particular kind of food, during the 
day and night; bul as often as he pleafcs. 

The sixth kind, Chandetayin, which has been dcfcnbed. 

The seventh kind. He neither eats nor drinks for twelve days. 

The eighth hind. This lalls twelve days. The full three days, he cats 
a little, once in a day. The next three days, he cats only once in the 
night. The next three days, ho never eats any thing, iiulcfs it is brought 
to him. And during thclaft three days, be neither cats nor drinks. 

The ninth kind. This lalls fifteen days, after the following manner. For 
three days and nights, he eats only one handful at night. For the next 
three days and nights, if any one gives him fuch an handful, he cats it, 
otherwife he does not take any fuftenance. Then he cats nothing for three 
days and nights. The next three days and nights, he takes only a handful 
of warm water each day. The next three days and nights, a handful of 
warm milk each day. 



SINS. 


The tenth hind. For thiee days and niglUSj he neither cats nor drinks. 
He lights a fiic, and fits at a door wheic there enters a hot wind, which 
he draws in with liis bicath. 

The eleventh hind. This alfo lads fifteen days, thus. Three days and 
nights, he eats nothing but leaves. Three days and nights, nothing but 
the Indian fig. Three days and nights, nothing but the feed of the lo- 
tus. Three days and nights, nothing but pcepul leaves. Three days and 
nights, the exprclTcd juice of a paiticular kind ol grafs called Doohah. 

The twelfth hnd. The fullowiiig is his regimen for a week, ift day, 
milk. 2, Milk-curds. 3, Chee. 4, Cow’s urine. 5, Cow’s dung. 6, 
Water. 7, Nothing. 

During every kind of fall, he abftains from fleOi, adefs, lubya, honey, 
and molaflcs; lleeps on the ground; plays not at any game; has no con- 
nexion with woman; anoints not himfelf with oil; neither fliaves; and 
every day be beftows charity, and performs other good afUons. 

Of sins. 

They reckon thefe of feven degrees. 

SINS or THL FIRST DEGREE. 

Killing a Brahmin. 2, Inceft with his mother. 3, Drinking fpirituous 
liquors, excepting the Sooder, with whom fome kinds is not unlawful. 
There are three kinds of fpirits; that diftillcd from rice or other grain* 
what are obtained from fruits or hemes; and what are made from mo- 
lalfes and other fwcets. The three arc foi bidden lo the Brahmin, but 
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the Kehterec and Byefs are only prohibited from the two Bid. 4, SieuI . 
ing t(*n malbahs of gold, Not making e.\piaiion for eiiher of thefe Bna 
for a year. 


SINS or THE SECOND DEGREE. 

Lying concerning call. Speaking reproachfully of any one to the king. 
Giving the lie to bis tutor. Committing incelt with his fider. Ravilh- 
ing a virgin. Commitung adultery wuh afweeper, a dancing girl, a filhcr- 
man’s wife, or a friend’s wife, or with a daughter-in-law. Forgetting the 
Bedes. Giving falfe evidence. Selling a relation. Eating any thing that 
is unlawful. Breach of trud. Stealing a man, a Iioife, jewels, or filver. 
Getting polfedion of land by fraudulent means. 

SINS or THE THIRD DEGREE. 

Killing a cow. Committing adultery with any women that are not pro- 
hibued in the firft and fecond degree. Theft. Killing a woman, or a Kch- 
teree, Byefs or Sooder. PraClifing magick. Committing oppreflion, 
Exa&ing illegal fines. Being a pimp in any dcgice. Being a proditute. 
Treating with dirrefpea his tutor or parents. Ufiiry, ABiahmiu or Kch- 
terec trading, unlefs they do it through ncccffity ; but then he may not 
deal in the following articles; oil, fait, fweatmeats, drelTcd food, fefamfi 
feed, red cloths, hempen or linen, or woollen cloths, fruits, nicdit-incs, arms,, 
poifon, flelhj perfumes, milk, honey, milk-curds, wine, indigo, lack, grafs, 
or water; nor any thing made of leather. But on no pictcncc lliali he 
neglea to perform Juggen to the Dewtahs, and reading the Bedes with 
his Ipiiitual guide. 

Other fins of the third degree axe, neglcBing to put on. the Za^ar at the 
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(jroper age ; rcfu&ng alHHancc to his relations in a manner behuing his 
circumftances j felling his wife, fon, garden, or pond. Digging out of the 
earth any plant that he has not occalion for,’ reading books of any other 
icligion. If a Brahmin enters into fervice, he lins in this degree, Alfo 
the younger bi other marrying before the elder, is accounted a ha of the 
third degree. 


SINS OF THE FOURTH DEGREE. 

DiflimulatiDn. Sodomy. Injuring a Brahmin. Smelling at wine, urine, 
□1 dung. 


SINS OF THE FIFTH DEGREE. 

Killing any of the following animals; an elephant, horfe, camel, deer, 
flieep, goat, buffalo, neelgbaw, and allb filh. ExaEIing Enes from thofc 
who are not fubjeElcd to them by the laws; fuch as fweepers, &c, A 
Byefs dealing in any of the articles prohibited to a Brsdimin or Kehteree in 
the former degree. Lying. Serving a Sooder. 

SINS OF THE SIXTH DEGREE. 

Eating fmall infefts, fuch as ants. Eating out of the hand, or veffel of a 
winc-bibber. 

SINS OF THE SEVENTH DEGREE. 

Stealing fruits, flowers, or fire-wood. 

And for each fin there is a particular expiation. 

They fay, that whofoever kills a Brahmin will tranfmigrate into a deer, 
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dog, camel, or hog; after v>hich he will again become a man; but he wilt 
always be fickly, and die of a violent dillempcr. The only way to avoid 
this, IS to tear off his fleJli by degrees, and thiow it into the file. To quit 
his family for t\ielve years, and beg with a human fkull in his hand, eon- 
felling his wickednefs at every door. Tins is provided he killed him 
by accident; but if the murder was wilful, he mull perform this penance 
for twenty-four years. 


OUTWARD SINS. 

Thcfe are innumerable; hut the twelve following are accounted the 
worft: 1, Keiowd, being under the influence of anger. 2, Lowbh^ infatia- 
ble avarice. ^^Dooweekh, malice. 4, itug, delighting in worldly plea- 
fores, s, Man, pride. 6, Mowh, ignorance. 7, Mud, being intoxicated 
with liquor, riches, youth, power, or knowledge. 8, SKeivh, affllElion at 
the lofs of riches, or reputation, or for the abfence of friends, g, Mu- 
muttoo, confidering the things of this world as Ins own. 10, Aheiihar, felf- 
love. 11, Bhie, fearing any but God, 12, IJitkh, rejoicing at his own 
virtue, and at his enemy’s vice. 

It is the endeavour of all men who have a pioper fenfe of the Almiglity, 
to get free from thcfe twelve human impcrfcftions, and render themfelvcs 
worthy of his divine blelfing. Some fay that all evil aflions may be coin- 
prifed under ten heads; of which number die three following vitiate the 
heart: 1, Adopting the evil fcntiments of another. 2, EmI inclination. 3, 
Thinking ill of God’s cleft. Three corrupt the body, viz. 1, Seizing an- 
other’s property. 2, Diftrcifing the innocent, g, Adultery. And four 
pollute the tongue, 1, Abufe; 2, Lying; 3, Slander; 4, Impertinence.

PtAch'! ded'vated to Divine Worship. 

The enlightened pait of mankind, are fenfible that true rigliteoufners 
is an upright heart ; and believe that God can only be worfhipped in holi- 
nefs of fpirit. But piicfts, who know the weahnefs of vulgar minds, have 
found It ncceffary to engage their imagination by the contemplation of 
vifible objcCls. With this view they have declared paiticular places holy, 
and enjoined pilgriinagc’s , which ferve as a means of proleiling their 
faith, and the piomife of future reward, make men perform the jour-* 
ncy with cnthuhaffic cheerfulnefs. 

Theyaie of four kinds. Tkejitsi^ called Dive, arc dedicated to Brah- 
ma, Biflicn, and Mahadco. Of thefe the piincipal arc the following twen- 
ly-fcven rivers, i, Ganges. 2, Serfooty. 3, Jumna. 4, Ncrbiidda, 5, 
Beypaffa, commonly called Bcyali. 6, Buttillah, vulg. Bchet. y, Kuw 
fliekce, near Rohtafs m Pciijah ; and' part of it goes to the well quarter of 
Ghurhec.

Crrias that are called Dive, y)om bring dedicated to BraumAj Bishem, 

or Mahadeu. 

Kaihce, vulg. Benaris. The city, and round it for five cofe, is held 
facred. Pilgrimages are made to it throughout the year ; but on Seiarat 
multitudes Hock there from gieat didances. It is conltdered very for- 
tunate to die here. The Hindoos fay that theie are feveral kinds of 
Muckut,\iz. Saloohee, palhng immediately through paiadife to Kylafs. 
They fay, that after a man has enjoyed paradife, he will return into this 
world, and after undergoing various tranfmigrations, he will at laft proceed 
from paradife to Kylafs, from whence he will nevei return. Sameepee, is 
when a man in return for his righteoufnefsj after bicakmg the elementary 
bonds, IS admitted into the fervice of God’s eleEb, and never returns to this 
world. Sawyy, when having pafled through all the degrees of rewards 
and puniihments, he obtains immortal felicity, or the enjoyment of Mu.c~, 
hut. 

Ajewdheya, vulg. Owdh, It is held facred ground, to the diftance of 
forty cofe north, and twenty cofe fouth. It is a place of great refort on 
the ninth Suckulputch of Cheyte, 

Ownitka, vulg. Owjein; all round it for two cofe, is elteemed holy. 
On the Sew'at great numbers of people all'emble here. 

Kantee^ 



KantcCi in the Dekhan; all round it for twenty cofe is accounted holy. 
On the eighth of every Hindoo month, that falls on a Tuefday, this is a 
place of great religious refurt. 

Mehtra. All round for the dillance of forty-eight cofe is held holy. 
The place was held facred before the birth of Kiflien. The grand days 
at this place, arc the z^d of Bhadun and 15th of Katick. 

Dowarka. The country for foity cofe in length, and twenty cofe in 
breadth, is efteemed holy. Pilgrimages are made thither on the feafts of 
Deivalee, 

Maya, vulg, Herdewar, on the banks of the Canges, for eighteen cofe in 
length, is confidered holy. Great numbers of pilgrims come here on the 
lOlh of Cheyte. 

The above feven cities are called the feven Lowprfe. 

Pyag, now called llUbabars; all round for twenty cofe, is cAecmed 
holy. They fay, that when a man dies at this place, whatever be wtihes 
for, he will obtain in his next regeneration. Although they believe that 
fuicidc in general will be puniflicd with torments hereafter, yet they con- 
fider It meritorious for a man to kill hinifclf here. This place is vilited by 
the devout, throughout the year; but more efpccially in the month of 
Maugh, 


Nuggerkole. Round for eight cofe is accounted hnly. Great multi- 
3 tudi's 
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tudcs afpilgiiini) dllsmblc here on the 8th of Sjwun and Chcyle Suckul- 

patLh. 

Cadimcer is alfn cftecmed holy land, being dedicated to Mahadeo; and 
fcKtie parts are eRcemed peculiarly facred. 

Religious plarei of the seconi lanh, called Assoor, are dedicated to the 
race of Dyte. Thcle, on many occafions, mute with the Dewtalis, but 
the latter aie purer. The Dyte are the fource of turn [angcr^, andaHume 
hideous foiins. Their temples are placed in Patall. 

Religious places of the tlihd ranA, zsiXtd Aihh, arc dedicated to the 
Rehkehfcr. Thefe are virtuous men, who are rewarded with high rank 
near the throne of God. Their temples are very numerous, and amonglt 
them are Neemkhar, Fhoker, and Kbowfliub in Budderec. 

JZeligiouf places of the fourth tank, called il/anoo^, who are virtuous 
men, a degree inferior to the Rehkehsit. Thefe have alfo many temples, 
amongft which are Koorkeyte, and forty cofe round it. Multitudes alTem- 
ble here during cclipfes of the fun and moon. 

^ There are certain rules laid down for each pilgiimagcj and various 
rewards are promifed to thofc who perforin them. 

O tihou, who feekeft after knowledge, learn a IclTon from thefe fables I 
Every atom of the creation is a fublimc temple, winch the Deity hath 
ereffedj that human imagination may not wander in vain purfuits.

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Of marriages. 

The Hiniloos have eight kinds, i, Brahmee. The virgin's father, or her 
neaiefl. male relation, goes and brings the bridegroom to the houfe where 
flic dwells, and makes preparation for the marriage. Then the girl’s 
grandfather, or her brother, or any other male relation, or her mother, 
faith before the company, “ I have betrothed fuch a woman to fuch a 
man." And the man gives his confent in the prefence of the fame people. 
Then they perfotm the Howm, and both parties declare that they have not 
any bodily impcrfcAion, or infanity of mind. After this, one of the girl's 
female relations waflies the feet of the bride and bridegroom. Next the 
bride and bridegroom mark thcmfclves with a Khuflikeh. There are 
placed m the middle of the alTcmbly three veflcls, one containing rice, 
one curds, and the other honey, which, after performing certain prayers, 
are given to the bride and bridegroom to eat. When all this is done, the 
couple are drefled out, and carried to a rorner, where they lit with a cur- 
tain between them. The father of the woman, with all his fons, looks 
towards the call, whillt a Brahmin repeats fome prayers, after which he 
gives the bride and bridegroom fome rice, and five beetle-nuts each. Then 
the cm tain is drawn up, and the bride and bridegroom throw the rice 
and beetle-nuts upon each other. The Brahmin now puis the woman’s 
hands into the man’s, and after repeating a prayer, feparates them, and then 
tics together the hands of each with a flight thread. Tlien the bride’s 
father takes hold of her hands, and gives her away to the bridegroom, 
faying, May thcie always be a partnerfliip between you, and may it pro- 
duce benevolence and fatisfaClion,” To conclude, they light a lire, and 
cany the couple round it feven times, which ceremony makes ilicm man 
and wife and till this is performed, it is allowable to break olF the match.

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2j Diue, At a Juggeiij all kinds of things are beftawed in charity, at the 
fame time a Virgin is given to a Brahmin ; and this is their mainage cere- 
mony. 3, Atsh, IS when a virgin is given in exchange for a cow and a bull, 
which ceremony completes their marriage. 4, Rajeputtyy is when a virgin 
is married with the ceremonies of Btahmee, during the performance of a 
Jug^en. fi, Assm^ is when a large fum of money is given to the girl’s family 
by the bridegroom; and which conflitutes their marriage, 6, Khandhtr, is 
when they marry fiom mutual afFeftion. 7, i2aM,is when any one takes 
away a man’s daughter hy force to his own houfe, and marries her there. 
8, Pyshatth, is when a man is obliged by law to marry a girl whom he 
has ravilhed. 

Of ihefe eight kinds of marriage, the four firft are entered into only by 
Brahmins. The fifth is peculiar to the Byefs and Sooder. The fixth and 
feventh for a Kehteree. The eighth is held difgrareful by all. 

The Brahmins never give any dower to their wives. In the former 
Jowgs, a Brahmin ufcil to marry out of all the tribes ; but it was not law- 
ful for any one of the others to wed a Brahminee; neither were fupenors 
and inferiors permitted to intermarry. But now no one choofes to marry 
0111 of his own tribe; and even the different branches of each many only 
amongft themfclves. 

t 

There arc vaiious tribes of Brahmins, but thofe molt efteemed are de- 
feendants of the feven RehkeKsirt viz. Kulhp, Ater, Bhiidewaj, Bifliwa- 
metre, Gowtum, Ungera, and Pulleftec. Each of thefe have many branches, 
and the defeendants of each of the feven original ftneks are called Kull 

and

and Gotvtir4 A man and a woman of the fame Gowtir may not marry 
togedierj if their relationfliip be ever fo diltant. 

The Kchterec, Bycfs, and Sooder, are each obliged to employ a Brahmin 
of one of the above feven Gowti7Sf to perform their marriage and other 
ceremonies; and a Brahmin fu officiating is called PwnoiDAit. It is not 
lawful for a man and woman to marr}', whofe Punoivhits are both belong* 
ing to one Kull or GoiuUi. Upon marriage, the woman quits her family’s 
Gowtn-, and goes into that of her hulbaiid. A younger brother cannot 
many before his elder. They do not hold it commendable for the bride to 
he younger than eight, nor older than ten years. Twenty-live years they 
leckon the propcrcll age for the man, and think it a folly for any one 
to many after fifty. Excepting a prince, it is not thought right for a man 
to have more than one wife, unlefs Ihe proves fickly or barren, or her 
children die in their infancy. In thefe cafes, he may marry ten wives { 
but if the tenth prove exceptionable, he may not marry any more, If the 
fiifi wife is unexceptionable, and yet he wants to marry another, he is 
obliged to give the firit wife one third of his eftate. 

It was formerly the cuftom, that when any Rajah wanted to difpofe 
of his daughter in marriage, he invited all the neighbouring princes to % 
fcaft, at which his daughter made her appearance, and upon whomfoever 
file fixed her choice, Ihe put round his neck a firing of pearl. This 
ceremony was called Sowj/embir.

Women are ornamented by fixteen things. 1. Bathing. 2, Anointing 
with Dll.

6 , Putting on cloaths, and which are of various 
kinds. The fleeves of fome drelTes reach below the ends of the fingers, 
and others come only to the elbow. MoMy they wear a PeisKwai^ without 
any Ihirt, and which is called Ungeeah. Inflead of drawers, fome put on 
a Lengha, which is a Loiongee ditched on both fides, and faftened with a 
bell. It IS alfo made after various other forms. Some have a Dunddeya^ 
which 15 a long flieetwom over the Lengha i part of it is thrown over the 
head, and one end faftens round the waift. They alfo fometimes wear 
veils, and long drawers. 7, The Kushkeh. Some, befides the Kuflikeh, 
ornamented the forehead with jewels. 8, Lampblack, with which they 
make a beautiful collyrium. 9, Ear-rings, lo, Nofe jewels, 11, Neck- 
lace. 12, A firing of flowers, or pearl, hanging from the neck. 1 3, Stain- 
ing the hands. 14, A belt, ornamented with little bells and jewels.

Smphool^ a flower refembling the marigold, made of gold, and worn on 
the head. Mang^ an ornament worn upon the parting of the hair of the 
head. Gmnthilladudir^ is an ornament for the forehead, confi fling of five

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fliort points and a long one. JeAro, feven firings of pearl, or more, 
interfperfed with natural flowers. This is fattened to the forehead, and 
covers the face. It is chiefly worn at marnages, and by a mother on the 
biith of a fon. Teeha, a jewel in the Ih^pe of a crefeent, which is worn 
upon the forehead. Bindelee, a round piece of gold fmaller than a 
mohur, ’which is worn upon the forehead. Khuntehla, an ear-ring of a 
comcat form. KuTrenphool, an ear-ring refcmbling a rofe. Dse) 6ufc/ttr, 
another kind of ear-ring. Peepulpuiti/t fmall crefeents, nine, or more, of 
which are worn m each ear. Bailee C/iU7ii/ia^ii2^ee, a fmall golden rofe, 
worn on the thick part of the car. MowThkemuit ^ an ear-ring in the fhape 
of a peacock. Beysei, a kind of nofe jewel. Phoohe, refembles a rofe- 
bud with a ftalk, and is worn in the nofe. Lnung, is a golden clove, 
which is worn in the nofe. Kut^k, a gold ring, upon which are a ruby 
and two pearls, or other jewels; it is worn in the nofe. Goohohandi a 
necklace, conGfting of five or feven firings of very fmall gold rofes. //nr, 
a firing of pearls and flowers hanging from the nock, /fans, a collar. 
Kungunif a bracelet, Gvjreh, a bracelet of pearls and gold. Jewee, five 
gold barley com ftrung upon filk, and w'orii round the writts. Choor, 
another kind of bracelet. Bahoo, a fmall kind of bracelet. CAooieen, 
another very fmall Lind of bracelet; feven of which arc worn round each 
wnft. Bazoohtindf ornaments for the arras. Taco, a hollow ring, worn 
upon the aims. Ungooihce, iings which are of variuus foims. Ckooditg- 
hunta, gold bells, flrung upon fllvcr wire, and worn round the waitt. 
Kutmehhla, a gold belt. Jeoher, three gold rings for each ankle. Clioorai 
two half circles made of gold, which join round the leg. Doandnhee, like 
the CAoorcr, but omamcnied with engravings. Mussowiee, diflers from the 
Doandnhee in nothing but the engraving. Pai/il, rings worn round the 
ankles. Ghoonghoa, little gold bells flrung upon filL, wluch are worn 
B about 
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about the ankles, between the jeeher and FayiU Bank, arnaments for the 
top of the foot, and which arc either fquare or triangular, Beetcheva, toe 
rings, half a golden ball. Unwut, is a ring worn upon the great toe.

The jewels above defcribcd aie made cither plain, or ornamented with 
jewels; and are of vaiious falliioiis. The Hindoo goldfiniths are fiich 
exguifite workmen, that fometimcs they charge a gold mohur for i\oiking 
a tolali of gold. His majefLy has pointed out to them many improvements. 

WORKMEN. 

The jewellers of other countries faften jewels, in the feltings, with lack ; 
but thofe of Hindoftan make ufe of a kind of gold which they call Km dev ^ 
and which is fo malleable, that the ftory of Parvez’s gold which he could 
mould with his hand like wax, feems credible. It is prepared by fira- 
tifymg very thin plates of gold with field cow-dung, and a particular kind 
of fait called Sanbhir, when it is put into a fire of cow-dung, which is 
fuffered to expire. And thefe operations are repeated till the gold is 
fufficiently refined. When it is thought to be quite pure, it is put into an 
caithen veflel, with lime juice, or fame other acid, and placed in the fire. 
After this, it is wound round a flick, and if it is not fuificienlly duEtile, 
the ftratifications are repeated. The goldfmith firft puts a little lack into 
the focket, and over it a piece of this Kurden gold. Then he prefles down 
the {tone upon the gold, and fallens the ends over the Tides ; which fixes 
the ftone fo fall, that there is no danger of its falling out. A goldfnuth 
charges fixty-four dams for making a tolah of this Kurden. 

Zemeshan. He inlays with gold, filver, cryftal, cornelians, or fteel. 
For every tolah of gold that is expended he charges a- tolahs. If he 

inlays 
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inlayj ivaiy, fiih’s teeth^ or horn, with filver, he charges twice the quantity 
that 15 expended. 

Koftgur. He inlays with gold and liivcr, in a manner that fomewhat 
refembles a file. For a tolah □£ gold, he charges one hundred dams; for 
a tolah of filver, fixty dams. This is chiefly ufed for ornamenting arms. 

Mienakar, enamels cups, fiaggons, rings, He firit lays on the 

colour, and after enamelling, puts the metal into the fire two or three 
times. For a tolah of gold that he enamels, he charges fixteeii dams, and 
for a tolah of filver, feven dams. 

Sadehkar, a plain worker in gold or filver. For one tolah of goldj fire 
dams and half; and for a tolah of filver, two dams. 

Suhkelikary pierced worker} he is paid double the price of the Sadeh- 
kar. 

Minuhheikar^ raifes flowers, drc. by means of a flamp. For a tolah of 
gold, one dam. 

Heremkar, inlays with little grains of gold. For one tolali of gold, one 
rupee; and for a tolah of filver, half a rupee, 

Seemhaft, makes gold or filver lace, which is ufed for fword belts, &c. 
For working one tolah of gold twenty-four dams; and for one tolah of 
filver fixteen dams. 


Smadhhan 
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Sewadlihar, fills with Setvad, oi bUck varnjlh, engravings upon gold 
or filver, and polilhes the ground. The black varnilh is a cotnpolition of 
tutiy, filver, leadj copper, and briaidane. Foi fine work, he charges two 
lupees for a tolah weight of ibe thing varniihed. 

Ziikoiob, makes gold and filver plates. 

There are alfo ftone engravers, lapidaries, founders, and other ai Lifts, 
whofe excellencies cannot be defenb ed here. 

CEREMONIES on the BIRTH or a CHILD. 

Immediately upon the birth of a child, the father bathes himfelf in 
cold water, makes offerings to the Dewtalis, and the Sheradh for his 
anceftors. After which, he Itirs with a gold ring fome honey and ghee, 
which he puts into the mouth of the infant. Then the midwife cuts the 
child's navel-ftring, when the whole family become unclean. Wblft they 
continue in this Hate, they abftain from performing the HoWh'i, woifhip- 
ping the Dewtahs, reading the Gaytcrce, and all other ceremonies ; con- 
fining themfelvcs to inward remembrances of the Deity. If the child’s 
father is a Brahmin, all who are related to him, as far as the fourth degree 
of confanguimty, are unclean for ten days. The relations in the fifth 
drgree, for fix days ; thofe of the fixth degree, for four days j thofc of the 
feventh degicc, foi three days ; thofe of the eighth degree, for one day and 
one night; thofe of the ninth degree, for four pehrs. And at the expir- 
ation of the above prcfciibed periods, they are cleanfed by ablutions. If 
the father is a Keliteree, the family arc unclean for twelve days, and if a 
Byefsj or Sooder, fifteen days. The inferior branches of Soodcr are un- 
clean for thirty days. During this time ILrangers will not eat in their 

houfes. 
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lioufe*!. Tim ilatc is called Sewtiick, Bui a piincc is not fubjefl: to this 
unclcatinefs, nor any of his attendants i nor a phyfician j nor a rook ; but 
on the fixth day they perform fomc religious ceremonies, and make rejoic- 
ings, and wafli the mother and child. 

The next day after the expiration of the Sewtuck, they name the child, 
and draw his horofeope, to which one of the letters of his name mull have 
fume alRnity. This name never conAfts of more than four letters. At the 
commencement of the fourth month, they place the child in the fun ; before 
that time he is never carried out of the houfe. The Afth month, they bore 
bis right car. The Axth month, if it is a boy, they place round him vari- 
ous kinds of food, and let him eat whatever he choofes. If it is a gill, this 
ceremony is delayed till the feventh month. When the child is a year 
old, they {have his head. Some delay this till tlie third, and others till 
the Afth year. On the Afth year, they make rejoicings, and put the child 
to fchool. They always celebrate his birth-day, and every year make a 
knot on a thread of Aik. For every one of thefe occaAons, they have 
particular ceremonies and rejoicings. 

HINDOO FESTIVALS. 

In the month of Cheyte. i, Serishtyad, the Furwah of Suckulputch. 
s, Nowratt the nine Aril nights of the year. This is a great feftival of Dur- 
ga, particularly at Nuggerkote. 3, Sirrypxmckemein, the Afth Tit,h of 
Suckulputch. 4 , Asooga Ushtoomeertt the eighth Tit,h of Suckulputch. 
5, RamnoTneerit the ninth Tit,b, the birth of Ram. 6, ChouoterdmSf the 
fourteenth Tit,h. 7, Pooruntnassee^ the Afteenth Tit,h. 8, Purwui the 
Aril Tit,h of Kiflienputch. 
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In the month of Bylakh. i, Teej, the third Titjh of Suckulpulch, the 
birth of Furiifhratn* z> Sutfimee, the eighth Titji. 3, C/uutoduisj/, the 
fourteenth Tit,h, the biithof Niriingh. 4, jimavus, the thirtieth Tit,h. 

In the month of Jcyte. 1, Chuttei tjiee, the fourth Tit,h. 2, Duswieerii 
the tenth Tit,h. This day they call Dusseith. 

Jn the month of All'ar, the fevenlbj eighth, and eleventh Tit.hs ; and 
according to fame the fifteenth alfu. 

In the montli of Sawun. 1, Pooiumaisci\ s, The eleventh Tit,h of 
Suckalputth, which with the Brahmins is the gicaleft fcllival throughout 
the year. On this day they wear round their wrilts the Rachhee^ which 
is a thicad, fometimes ornamented with pearls. 3, The fifth Tit,h of 
Suckulputch, 

In the month of Bhadun. The fourth, fifth, fixth, and tweniy-thiril 
Titjhs, The lall is the biiih of Kifhcn. Others place this event on the 
feventli of Sawun. 

In the month of Afliii. The firft nine nights, which they account verj' 
holy i together with the tenth Tif.h, which they alfo call DehsneL This 
is the vulgar reckoning; but in their books the JDehsereh is placed in the 
month of Jcyte; and this fcllival is there called Dunsmecn. They 

drefs themfelves out on this day, and wear on their heads green barley. 
On this day every mechanic worfiiips his tools, which he conCdcrs a great 
ceremony. This is the greatcll holiday for the Kchicrec. Others add to 

the 
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the foregoing feftivals, the Seradh, or Kunnagut, on the fifteenth Tit^h 
of KiflicnpUtch. During all thefe fifteen days they befiow chanty. 

In the month of Kacick. Puiwa. This diey call Bui Raj\ and account 
it a great feftival. On this day they drefs out their cattle. The fecond, 
ninth, eleventh, twelfth, and thirtieth Tit,hs are alfo feftivals. The lafl: 
is the Dewalee^ which, like the Sheh Berat of the Mohammedans, is cele- 
brated with illuminations. It begins on the 29th, which night they reckon 
lucky for many undertakings, and for playing at dice. This is the greatefi 
Byefs feftival. 

In the month of Aghun. The third, feventh, eighth, and ninth Tit,hs, 

In the month of Poos. The eighth of Suckulputch« 

In the month of Maug. The third, fourth, fifth, and feventh Tit.hs, 
The fifth they call It is the commencement of fpring, and they 

celebrate it with great rej uicings ; throwing at one another different coloured 
powders, and finging. In ancient books, the feventh Ttt,h is accounted 
the greateft feftival in this month. 

In the month of Phagun. The eleventh Tit,h of Suckulputch, which 
they call Hoolee. It begins properly on the thirteenth, and continues 
till the feventeenth. It is a feafon of great merriment, which is much 
increafed by throwing at one another powders of different colours. On 
the laft night, they light fires, and throw into them various things. This is 
a Sooder feftival. The twenty-ninth day and night of this month, they 

call

call Sewrat. They keep awalce all night, and account it lucky for particu* 
lar undertakings. 

The Brahmins have alfo the following holidays in every month. 1, 
Aflitomeen; z, Chowturdufly ; 3, Foorunmaflee; 4, Amavus; 5, Sun- 
kerant; which is the day when the fun moves from one fign into another. 

The ceremonies with the DEAD. 

When a man is fo ill that his life is defpaircd of, they take him from 
off his bed, and place him upon the ground; Ihave bis head, and wafh his 
body. The Brahmins repeat certain prayeis over him, and his family be- 
ftow chanty. Then they plaAcr the ground with cow-dung, and ftrew 
it over with green grafs. After which they lay him down to Jleep upon 
the grafs upon his back, with his bead towards the north, and bis feet 
towards the fouth; or if a riven or tank be near, they catry him there, and 
place him up to his middle in water. When his dilTolution approaches, 
they put into his mouth Canges watci, gold, ruby, diamond, and pearl, and 
place upon his breaft a Tulfy-lcaf, which the Iluidoos efteum holy; and 
make a Kulhkeb upon liis forehead with a paiticular kind of earth. They 
alfo give away a cow. When he expucs, his Ion, his younger brother, hui 
fcholar, and particular fiiends, Ihave their heads and beards: fomc defer 
it till the tenth day. Then they drefs the corpfe in a dhowtee, and a 
vinding Iheet. If a woman dies during the life of her bullband, they do 
not Ihave her head) but drefs her in her ordinary cloatbs. The coipfc is 
carried to the fide of the river, and laid upon a pile of Palafs wood. A 
Brahmin then repeats fame prayers, and pours lomc ghee into the moutb 
qf the deccafed, and puts fmall grams of gold into his eyes, nofe, c.us, 
and other apertures. If the deccafed leaves a fon, he fets fire to the pile, 

other wife 
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otlierwire his younger brother, or alfo his elder brother. All his wives em- 
brace the corpfe, and notwithftanding their relations advife them againft it, 
expire in the flames with the greateft cheerfulnels. The funeral pile for 
great people, is made of lignum aloes and fandal wood. 

A Hindoo wife, who is burnt with her hulband, is either aHuated by 
motives of real afieEtion; or flie thinks it her duty to conform to cuftomf 
□r fhe confents to avoid reproach ; or elfe flie is forced to it by her rela- 
tions. 

They burn not a Sonnyafly, nor an infant wbo has not cut its teetb» 
but bury them, or throw them into the river. Neither ought any of the 
following defcriptions to be burnt ; one who does not believe in the Bedes; 
one who aEts contrary to his faith ; a thief; a woman who has murdered 
her hulband; one who has committed any of the five deadly fins; nor a 
drunkard. 

If the corpfe cannot be found, they make an e£5gy of the body with 
reeds, and cover it with deer Ikin and Falafs, and a cocoa nut ferves for the 
head. This they pray over, and burn. 

If a wife is pregnant at the time of her hulband’s death, flie is not 
allowed to burn herfelf, till after her delivery, If he dies on a journey,, 
the wives burn themfelvcs along with his clothes, or any thing elfc that 
belonged to him. Some women who have been prevailed upon, by their 
relations, or have perfuaded themfelvcs againft burning with the corpfe, 
have iound tbemfelves fo unhappy, that they have cheerfully fubmitted to 
expire in the flames, before ijiie next day.

After the coipfc is burnt, his relations and friends dllhevel their hair, 
reircrfe their zenars, and bathe themfelvcsj each leaving on the fide of 
the river two handtuls of feratne feed; and after performing thefe cere- 
monies, they hand upon a green fpot. The friends of the deceafed exhort 
his relations to bear tlieir lofs with patience and rcfignation, and accom- 
pany them home, the young people walking in fioiit. When the relations 
arrive at the door of the houfe of the deceafed, they talte a bit of Neemh* 
leaf, and then enter. 

The fourth day after the death of a Brahmin ; or the fifth day after the 
death of a Kehterce ; or of a Byefs the ninth; or of a Soodcr the tenth 
day: the perfon who put fire to the funeral pile, vihts the fpot and per- 
forms ceitain ceremonies. 

The afhes and bones are colledted togethclr, and thrown into the Ganges. 
But if it is at a great diltance, they put them into an earthen vefTel, and 
afterwards inclofe them in a bag made of deer (kin, and convey it to that 
river; on which occafion other ceremonies are performed. 

If the deceafed is a Brahmin, all his relations for teu days lleep on 
grafs, fpread on the ground, and cook not any victuals, eating only what is 
fent there, or can he bought at market. For ten days, the perfon who put 
fire to the pile, makes an offering of boiled rice and milk to the deceafed, 
for the nourilhment of his new body. They fay that when the foul quits 
this earthly body, it animates another fubtlc body, which they call JPereet, 
And they believe, that as long as the foul continues in the Pereet body, 

* Which is very bitter. 

it 
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cannot enter Paradife. This Pereet body vanilhes at the expiration of 
ten days, when certain ceremonies are performed upon the foul’s entrance 
into another body, which is admitted into paradife. This is for a Brah-< 
niin; but the other tribes continue in the Pxiieet body according to the 
length of their rcfpeElive Seiotuck. 

Some other ceremonies are alfo pei formed for Brahmius on the eleventh 
day ; and for other tribes on the twelfth day. 

If a Brahmin dies out of his own houfe, and an account of his death is 
received by his family in lefs than ten days after, whatever time is wanting 
to complete that Jpace, during that they continue unclean. If the intelli- 
gence arrives after ten days, then they are unclean for three days. But bis 
Ton, whenever he receives the intelligence, is unclean for ten days, aldiough 
he had not put on the zenar. If a child dies before he had cut any teethe 
or before the feventh month, the family aie unclean for one day only, and'' 
are purified by ablution. If the deccafed child w’as two years old, they are 
unclean for a day and night. For the death of a child, from the time of 
fliaving the head, till eight years of age, the family are unclean for three 
days and nights. Fur the death of a daughter, undci ten years of age, the 
family are puiified by one ablution. If Ihc dies after that age, until the 
day fhe is betrothed, they are unclean one day. If fhe dies after mariiage. 
her father’s and her hulband’s family are unclean foi three days.
